X^ew  York,  Jan.  15. — Whether  the 
battle  bewteen  Jeffries  and  Ruhlin 
takes  place  in  Cincinnati,  on  Feb.  15, 
depends  entirely  upon  the  action  of  the 
directors  of  the  Saengerfest  Athletic  as- 
wjoiation  of  that  city.  Mayor  Fleisch- 
man,  of  Cincinnati,  in  explaining  the 
situation  in  .connection  with  the  pro- 
posed bout  said:  'Tor  the  last  ten 
years  we  have  had  sparring  contests  in 
Cincinnati.  These  events  have  been  held 
by  athletic  clubs  in  some  cases  and  in 
other  instances  in  our  theaters.  They 
vjvie  given  under  permits  issued  by  the 
mayor.  The  law  is  that  permits  may 
be  given  to  organized  athletic  clubs  to 
hold  sparring  contests. 

"In  this  case  a  numlier  of  prominent 
merchants,  bankers  and  other  leading 
business  men  petitioned  me  for  this 
permit  fi'r  the  purpose  of  liquidating  a 
deficit  which  had  l>etn  incurred  in  giv- 
ing a  Saengerfest  jubilee  in  ISyS.  This 
permit  I  promised  them  al>out  six  weeks 
ago.  There  were  a  number  of  protests 
made  rvgainst  permitting  the  contest  in 
Cincinn;'.ti.  I  have  stuck  to  my  pro- 
mise, which  I  believe  to  be  thoroughly 
in  accord  with  the  law.  A  number  of  at- 
torneys in  Cincinnati,  however,  have 
taken  th"  other  stand,  claiming  that  the 
Saengerfest  Athletic  as.aociation  is  not 
a  duly  organized  athletic  club  as  defined 
by  the  law  and  that  the  athletic  club 
was  incorporated  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  giving  this  contest. 

'"That  is.  however,  a  technicality,  and 
it  is  something  that  I  am  unable  to  de- 
cide. There  are  many  prec-dents  to 
support  r.iy  position  fn  \J\e  matter. 
^  hich  is  this:  I  will  i.=sue  a  permit  for 
the  contest  in  February,  two  days  be- 
fore it  is  schedtiled  to  take  pla'^e.  There 
is  no  reason  why  I  should  i.-sue  it  be- 
fore then.  If  my  permit  is  good  today. 
it  will  be  good  then.  Whe^n  I  left  home 
I  read  in  the  papers  that  the  .Suengfr- 
fest  Athletic  association  had  decided  to 
go  ahead  with  their  arrangements. 
What  may  have  transpired  sin'-e  my 
de^mrture  I  do  not  know.  You  will  un- 
derstand th^'t  u.-^de?-  the  laws  I  have 
only  the  right  to  give  a  permit  for  a 
sparring  exhibition."

The  Opposition  Atfmits  Tiiat  ThoucM  That  London  DIt 


He  Will  Be  Chosen  as 
Senator. 


A   CLEAR   MAJORITY 


Expected  He  Will  Have  Five 

More  Than  the  Number 

Needed. 


Harrlsburgr,  Pa.,  Jan.  15.— That  Col. 
M.  S.  Quay  will  be  elected  United  States 
senator  tcday  by  the  Pennsylvania 
legislature  is  conceded  by  the  leaders  of 
the  opposition.  The  house  and  senate 
will  vote  separately  at  3  o'clock  this 
afternoon,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  Mr.  Quay  will  not  receive  a 
majority  from  both  bodies.  The  two 
houses  will  meet  in  joint  session  at  noon 
tomorrow  to  declare  an  election. 

Attorney  General  Elkins  and  other 
lieutenants  of  Mr.  Quay  predict  that  his 
combined  vote  will  be  at  least  132,  or 
five  more  than  necessary  for  a  choice. 
He  received  1_'3  vote?  in  the  joint  Re- 
publican senate  and  house  caucus,  which 
met  two  weeks  ago,  and  was  made  its 
unanimous  choij-e.  In  addition  to  tho 
votes  which  were  then  cast  for  him,  it  is 
conceded  that  Representatives  Benjamin 
T.  Welty  of  Franklin  and  Thomas  J. 
Reynolds,  of  Lackawaiuia,  who  voted 
with  the  anti-Quay  Republicans  on  the 

organization,  will  vote  for  him.  He  will 
also  receive  the  vote  of  John  H.  Thomp- 
son, of  Center,  who  was  unaole  to  be 
present  when  the  house  organized  on  a.- 
count  of  illne.ss,  an-l  who  has  since 
issued  a  statement  saying  that  he  v.ill 
vole  for  Col.  Quaj .  In  .tddltion  to  thes.e 
votes  it  Is  expected  that  Charles  W.

AMENDMENT  IN  WAY 


Davis  Amendment  Considered 

In  Way  of  Acceptance 

of  Treaty  Charges. 


Xew  York,  Jan.  15. — A  dispatch  to 
the  Tribune  from  London  says: 

"China  questions  being  more  urgent. 
In  view  of  the  signing  of  the  agreement 
by  Prince  Ching  and  Earl  Li.  it  is  con- 
sidered probable  at  the  embassy  that 
the  foreign  office  will  take  decisive  ac- 
tion upon  the  amended  canal  treaty  this 
week.  The  rejection  of  the  amend- 
ments will  be  an  unpleasant  surprise,  if 
it  l>e  brought  about.  There  is,  how- 
ever, no  definite  assurance  that  the 
amendments  will  either  be  accepted  or 
rejected,  but  there  is  a  hopeful  feeling 
that  the  foreign  office  will  take  advan- 
tage of  a  favorable  oiiportunity  for 
bringing  fifty  years  of  controversy  to  an 
end  and  promoting  good  feeling  be- 
tween the  two  countries. 

There  would  be  little  doubt  that  the 
changes  in  the  text  would  be  sanctioned 
if  the  Davis  amendment  were  out  of  the 
way.  This  is  the  chief  obstacle,  be- 
cause it  is  academic  in  form  and  vague 
In  application,  yet  on  parallel  lines  with 
the  Suez  convention.  England,  by  vir- 
tue of  political  control  at  Cairo,  could 
close  the  Suez  canal  against  warships 
in  an  emergency  if  Lord  Cromer  were 
ir..=  tructed  to  do  so,  and  this  polic.v 
might  he  dictated  Ijy  self-('?fense  if  a 
hostile  rteet  were  on  the  way  to  India. 
The  foreign  oftice  might  have  stopped 
Camara's  rteet  If  the  American  govern- 
ment had  suggested  that  course  during 
the  war  with  Spain.  Xo  request  was 
made  and  Admiral  Camara  went 
through  the  canal,  and  returned  when 
he  found  that  the  fleet  could  not  reach 
the  Philippine  irlands.  i?ut  Lord  Cn'- 
mer  might  have  prevented  either  pass- 
age If  he  was  directed  to  do  so.  The 
same  powers,  reserved  under  the  Davis 
amendment  for  America  in  an  emer- 
gency, will  virtually  be  retained  by 
England  over  the  Suez  canal  so  long  as 
Egypt  remains  under  her  political  con- 
trol.

Ndw  Jersey  Girl's  Alleged 

Murderers  Are  Affected 

By  the  Disclosures.

during  the  first  day's  proceedings  in 
court.  It  is  not  yet  definitely  known 
v/hether  George  Kerr,  who  is  jointly 
indicted  with  the  other  pri.«oners,  but 
who  was  (rranted  a  separate  trial,  will 
l>e  called  as  a  witness  for  the  state. 

The  principal  evidence  yet  to  be  pro- 
duced by  the  state  is  to  be  given  h-f 
physicians  and  experts,  to  prove  tho 
cause  of  death,  and  to  prove  that  Jennie 
Bosschieter  was  criminally  as.^aulted  Ije- 
fcre  she  met  her  death,  and  that  it  was 
through  the  assault  that  her  death  was 
brought  about.  The  prose^-'ution  lias  a 
number  of  experts  to  testify,  and  the 
cross  examination  of  the.-e  witnesses  un- 
doubtedly will  bring  out  the  line  of  de- 
fense, v.hich  has  thus  far  not  been  dis- 
closed.

Joseph  F.  Baraes,  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Avha  was  one  of  Cadet  Kel- 
ler's seconds  and  who  seems  to  have 
moVe  knowledge  of  the  code  of  corps  in 
the  fistic  arguments  than  any  other 
cadet  at  the  "Uest  Point  academy,  con- 
tinued his  testimony  before  the  con- 
gressional investigating  committee, 
when  the  hearing  was  resumed  today.

ment of  militaiy  officers  of  ihe  academy 
and  in  violation  of  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  institution. 

Mr.  Driggs,  cf  Brooklyn,  took  the  wit- 
ness In  hand  tcday  and  asked  him  min- 
utely about  t  le  Keller-Booz  fight. 
While  Ijsteninir  to  Barnes'  descrijition 
of  the  affair,  the  Broklyn  congres.-man 
interupted  the  witness  and  aske<l  him: 

"L'nder  your  infamous  and  unmanlv 
code  of  flghtiiig.  is  it  not  understood 
that  an  upper  class  man  is  selected 
espeicially  for  the  purpose  of  udminis- 
teiing  a  sounc:  drubbing  to  the  fourth 
class  man  who  is  called  out'.'"

CAUSE  RATES  TO  ADVANCE. 
About  a  year  ago,  the  real  estate  and 
insurance  firm  of  Hazen  &  Getchell,  of 
West  Duluth,  moved  a  2-story  frame 
building  from  Grand  avenue  to  a  vacant 
lot  on  the  west  side  of  Central  averiue, 
betwi-en  Ramsey  street  and  the  railroad 
tracks,  which  building  they  titled  up 
as  an  otfice.  There  was  considerable 
ojiposition  to  the  removal  of  the  builil- 
ing  at  the  time  on  the  i>art  of  Fire 
Warden  Schinlaub.  on  the  ground  that 
tht  action  v.a.s  a  direct  violation  of  the 
city  ordinames  that  no  frame  building 
shall,  under  any  circumstances,  he  re- 
moved from  outside  the  Hie  limits  to  a 
location  within  the  tire  limits.  At  that 
time,  it  is  claimed,  the  owners  of  ad- 
joining proi.erty  made  no  ol>ection  to 
the  removal  of  the  building  to  close 
pr')xiniiity  with  their  o.s  n  property,  and 
the  luulding  was  I'Ut  in  in  spite  of  the 
protestations  of  the  tire  warden,  who. 
as  soon  as  he  discovered  that  every- 
boily  was  satisfied,  withdrew  further  ob- 
jec-tions  and  the  matter  was  allowed  to 
rest.  With  the  new  year  the  insurance 
on  the  adjoining  property  on  both  sides 
of  the  Uazer.  &  Getch  M  building  ex- 
pired, and  when  the  ovntrs  came  to 
jilace  new  insurance  they  found  that  the 
rate  had  been  rai.^ed,  that  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  increase  in  the  cost  of 
insurance  on  the  properties  would  lie 
about  ?40.  They  found  that  the  insur- 
ance went  up  Iiecause  of  the  placing  of 
the  frame  building  within  the  fire  limits 
and  in  proximity  to  the  building  al- 
ready t'nero.  This  discovery  was 
rather  disconcerting  and  the  result  was 
a  petition  by  the  other  propi,-rty  owners 
to  the  council  at  last  night's  meeting,  in 
which  the  petitioners  asked  that  the 
city  compel  the,  removal  of  the  objec- 
tionable i>uil"!ii:g.  that  it  was  removed 
to  its  present  location  in  violation  of  a 
city  ordinance.  The  communicati.^ 
was  referred  to  the  fire  Committee,  to- 
gether with  the  ahlermen  from  West 
DUiUth.  who  win  act  and  rejiort  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  city  council.  A  very 
interesting  point  is  said  to  have  been 
rai.sed  as  to  the  city's  power  to  enforce 
the  oidinance  in  question.  it  being 
claimeil  that  no  penalty  was  affixed  for 
the  violation  of  the  ordinance  and  that 
therefore,  it  is  ineffective.

McGilHvary,  whose 
reappointment  had  been  expected,  was 
not  in  the  list.  Altogether  the  ddega- 
tion  dois  not  seem  to  be  altogether  well 
pleased  over  the  day's  appointments. 
Mr.  Mallory  has  the  only  chairmanship, 
that  on  insurance,  and  is  well  placed  as 
to  committees.  Mr.  Laybourn.  the 
oldest  member  in  service  in  the  dele- 
gation, is  given  no  chairmanship,  al- 
though he  has  been  put  on  some  import- 
ant committees. 

Mr.  Laybourn  said  respecting  his 
committee  assigiiments:  " 'T  »  the  vic- 
tors belong  the  spoils'  is  evidently  the 
principle  adopted  by  Speaker  Dowling, 
and  as  a  defeated  candidate  for  speaker 
I  do  not  expect  mm  h  consideration  in 
the  matter  of  chairmanship,  and  re- 
c-.dvfd  Itss.

IN  THE  SENATE. 

Only  a  Few  Changes  In  the  Com- 
mittees. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  1."^.— T.^^pecial  ti  The 
Herald.) — The  senate  was  in  session  ex- 
actly twenty  mlniites  today  and  then 
adjourned   until   tomorrow.   Only  minor 

business  was  transacted,  aside  from  the 
submission  of  his  comtnittee  appoint- 
ments by  by  the  lieutenant  governor. 

A  number  of  resolutions  were  intro- 
duced pre)Viding  for  additional  em- 
ployes, all  of  which  were  r.'ferred  to  the 
committee  on  legislative  expenses. 

James  A.  Martin,  the  newly  appointed 
executive  clerk,  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion as  clerk  of  the  judiciary  commit- 
tee, and  a  resolution  naming  his  suc- 
cessor vras  referred  to  that  committee. 
Action  on  the  list  of  appointees  sub- 
mitted by  Governor  Lind  was  deferred 
i'M'  three  days  on  an  ol-jection  by  Sen.a- 
tor  Barker.  An  effort  was  made  to  se- 
cure action  on  those  to  whom  no  oojec- 
tion  was  made,  but  up<in  it  being  stated 
that  one  of  the  senators  who  was  absent 
had  an  objection  to  some  of  the  nomin- 
ations, the  entire  batch  went  over. 

Senator  Greer  introduced  a  bill  to 
make  the  tenure  of  office  of  teachers 
more  binding,  providing  that  whon 
teachers  of  the  university,  state  normal, 
independent  or  special  district  schools 
shall  have  served  two  yeais  and  have 
been  appointed  for  a  third  term,  they 
shall  not  be  removed  except  for  cause 
and  after  a  hearing. 

Senator      Wilson      introduced      a    bill 
amending  the  law  relatin;;  to  decisions 
of   judges,    indicting   a    r>enal 
feiture   of   saiary    where   deci

held  back  for  more  than  ninety  days. 

Bills  relating  to  various  changes  in 
Court  procedure  were  introduced  ijy 
Senators  Snyder,  Greer,  Underleak  and 
Wilson. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Smith  announced 
the  standing  committees  of  the  senate. 
There  are  few  changes  from  the  make- 
up of  the  committees  two  years  ago. 
The  most  important  change  is  in  the 
committee  on  taxes,  where  Senator  Mc- 
Gill  Is  substituted  for  .Senator  Greer  as 
chairman,  and  Senator  Snyder  is  sub- 
stituted for  E.  G.  Patten  as  the  se:ond 
member  from  Minneapolis.  Senator  E. 
J.  Jones  is  added  to  the  coimnittee. 
Senator  Greer  is  now  the  fourth  mem- 
ber. 

Senator  Fitzpatriek  replaces  Senator 
Schellliack  as  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee on  claims,  and  Senator  Somervllle 
goes  to  the  head  of  the  committee  on 
corporations  in  place  of  Senator  Mc- 
Kusick. 

Senator  Jepson  replaces  Senator  Ever- 
ett at  the  head  of  the  committee  on  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind. 

Senator  Gieer  becomes  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  education,  formerly 
held  liy  Senator  Miller. 

Senator  Everett  replaces  Senator 
Halvorsen  at  the  head  of  the  committee 
on  illuminating  oils. 

Senator  Balz  takes  the  place  of  Senator 
Bui  kman  as  <'hairman  of  the  committee 
on  international  improvements.  whiu 
Senator  Buckman  takes  ihe  head  o£.  ll.e 
labor  committee,  formerly  held  by  Sena- 
tor  Daiigherty. 

Senator  Roverud  becomes  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  lesislative  expenses, 
vice  Senator  SIvright.  ai.d  Senator  Schcli- 
bach  goes- to  the  head  of  the  library  com- 
mittee In  place  of  Si-nator  McGill. 

Senator  MeKusiek  takes  the  place  of 
Senator  Barker  at  the  head  of  the  com- 
mittee on  manufactures.  Senator  Barker 
replaces  Senator  Grliideland  fis  chair- 
man of  the  norma^  school  eommiltee.  Sen- 
ator Mlll-r  relieves  Seiuitor  Roverud  a.= 
chairman  of  the  printing   committee. 

Senator  Horton.  of  St.  Paul,  remains  at 
the  head  of  the  committee  on  i>utlk 
btilMir.gs.  which  will  have  charge  of  the 
new  eapitol  legislation.  Senator  A\'ilson 
becomes  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
public  lands,  wliich  position  was  formerly 
held  by  Senator  J.  D.  Jems. 

The  committee  on  reapportionment  is 
comnosed  almost  entirely  of  new  mem- 
bers'with  Senator  Dau^herty  at  the  head. 

After  the  sessi  m  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee met  for  organization.  The  sub- 
committee of  two  years  ago  was  reap- 
pointed by  Senator  Yrung.  The  only 
change  is  that  Senator  McCarthy  takes 
the  itlace  of  Sen.itor  Benedict  on  all  the 
sub-committees  where  the  latter  served. 
Senator  Benedict  has  a  number  of  other 
Committee  appointments,  and  retires 
from  ttie  committee,  making  room  for 
Senator  McCarthy.

POWER  TRANSMISSION. 

The  -lower  transml.-^s:  m  line  between 
Siioqu.ilmic  Falls  and  Seattle.  Wasn..  has 
been  looned  to  make  a  circuit  more  than 
l.'jO  miles  long,  and  i>o-wer  has  been  suc- 
cessfully transmitted  ovtr  LJUis  gr..at  dis- 
tance with  the  commerclnl  apparatus  at 
hand.  While  this  experiment  may  have 
no  Immedii.te  result  in_praejice.  it  Is  of 
deep  Interest  as  showing  the  possibilities 
of  elecirlral  power  transmission  with 
modern  pi  paratus  and  uixler  prescnt-ilay 
condltl  >ns.  says  the  New  York  Sun.  Every 
such  demonstration  on  a  j>rac:ical  seal  ^ 
is  another  f>*ep  toward  the  general  dis- 
tribution of  the  power  of  cataracts  and 
other  natural  sources  to  cities  v.lthln  a 
considerahue  radivis.  It  h.is  often  been 
asked  if  It  is,  todav.  practitiable  to  trans- 
mit Niauara  Falls  r^wer  ta  Now  Yjri; 
cltv.  The  proposition  to  do  so  wou.d  In- 
volve no  great  difficulties  not  Already  con- 
quered bv  electrScal  engineers,  but  such 
a  transntilssion  would  have  to  compete 
with  the  already  estabHshed  transmission 
of  power  in  the  form  of  coal  hauled  from 
the  fields  of  Pennsylvania  and  West  Vir- 
ginia. In  tiiC  present  srate  of  the  art 
and  of  the  coal  market  it  would  not  be 
e.\i>edlent  to  attemTit  to  furnish  electrical 
power  In  New  York  from  Niagara,  but. 
should  the  abilitv  to  transmit  large 
powers  t-i  great  dlstanees  economically 
come  with  greater  advance  of  electrical 
englnoerine.  then  the  question  may  re- 
celve  another  an.°wcr.

THE  HiiND^F  FITE 

Has  Pursued  Witness  In  the  Stetson 
Will  Contest. 

A  Boston  special  to  the  New  York 
World  says:  Ai;  last  Ihe  John  Stetson 
millions  are  to  be  distributed.  The 
settlement  will  ome  about  through  the 
prospective  al)andonment  by  Adah 
Richmond  of  her   claim  to  be  the  legal 

wife  of  John  Stetson 

I'nder  Stetson'^  will  all  of  his  prop- 
erty, real  and  j>ersonal,  was  beciueathed 
to  his  wife,  Katherine  Stokes  Stetson. 
Stetson  died  April  18,  If'afi.  and  throe 
weeks  later  Mrs  Katherine  Stokes 
Stetscm  i>assed  away. 

Soon  after  the  will  contest  began 
Jacob  Beers  and  Mr.>--.  Beers  died.  Jacob 
I'.eerr.  and  his  wife  were  the  caretakers 
of  the.  Commonwealth  avenue  property 
owned  by  Mr.  S;  etson.  They  were  also 
two  of  the  principal  witnesses  in  the 
will  case. 

James  Maffit  was  tfte  next  of  the  wit- 
nesses in  the  famous  case  to  be  taken 
seriously  ill.  In  >ovember.  1S97,  he  went 
to  Baltimore,  where  he  dit-d  shortly 
after. 

For  nearly  twelve  months  the  strange 
fate  seemed  to  hive  lifted  its  hand,  and 
then  came  the  news  that  Edward  F. 
Thorne,  was  ill  in  New  York.  Thorne 
was  a  relative  of  John  Stetson.  He 
died  after  a  brie!   illness  two  years  ago. 

Then  came  the  sixth  death,  that  of 
Louis  Zwi?lf>r.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  was  private  secretary  to  Stetson,  and 
during  the  will  contest  was  called  upon 
as  a  witness.  His  testimrmy  was  im- 
portant. Zwisler  lived  tn  Stoneham. 

Of  the  seve-nth  fatality  every  one 
knov.s  now,  for  Spencer  Stokes  was 
carried  away  with  but  a  few  hours' 
warning.  He  was  a  young  man,  a  grand- 
son of  Mrs.  Emma  Stcd^es.  mother  of 
Stetson's  wife.  A.?  such  he  would  have 
come  in  for  about  $.100,000. 

At  the  death  of  Mrs.  Kate  Stetson  the 
property  went  lo  her  mother,  Mrs. 
Emma  Stokes.  I?he  entered  into  a  com- 
promise with  Mr,  Stetson's  father.  John. 
Sr.,  who  is  now  90  years  old,  and  lives  \n 
Charlestown.  By  the  terms  of  this  com- 
promise Mr.  Stetson  .got  a  good  share  of 
the  estate,  whici  consists  largely  of 
Boston  real  estate. 

Adah  Richmonl  had  appeared  tin  che 
mear.time  and  set  up  a  claim  to  a  share 
in  the  estate.  Miss  Richmond  alleged 
that  she  was  the  lawful  wife  of  John 
Stetson,  that  they  had  been  m.arrlecl  in 
Providence,  and  that  the  marriage  had 
become  valid  In  New  York  state 
through  the  "common  law  marriage" 
act.  The  will  (ontest  then  began.  In 
the  probate  cou't  a  ruling  wa.s^  made 
unfavorable  to  Miss  Richmond.  The 
ca.se  was  taken  to  the  supreme  court. 
nnd  the  full  ben  ^h  rendered  a  decision 
unfavorable  to  'Vliss  Richmond.  After 
the  adverse  decision  of  the  supreme 
court  Ada  Richrrond  brought  a  suit  for 
dower  rights  in  he  real  estate  of  John 
Stetson,  assertinc  that  the  decision 
relative  to  the  will  case  did  not  ki  any 
way  affect  her  dawer  claim.  TTiis  ac- 
tion was  argued  before  Judge  Braley, 
of  the  equity  session  of  the  superior 
court,  and  there  the  litigation  now 
rests. 

Katherine  Shirley,  an  advetnuress 
from  Kansas,  tried  to  prove  her  rights 
as  a  daughter  of  Stetson.  Her  appear- 
ance in  the  case  created  a  sensation, 
but  she  abandon  ?d  her  action  for  good 
and  sufTicfent  reasons  on  the  very  eve 
of  the  trial.  Couisel  for  the  will  made 
a  searching  investigation  of  Miss  {Shir- 
ley's affairs,  and,  among  other  things, 
ascertained  to  a  certalnt.v  that  she  wa.s 
not  a  daughter  <  f  the  dead  manager.

Paris,  Jan.  4. — (Special  to  Tho  Herald.) 
—Equatorial  Africa  did  not  yield  up  all 
its  mysteries  to  Stanley,  nor  to  many 
a  trav.jler  who  pierced  iis  dark  mazes 
after  him. 

Perliaps  many  daring  souls  who  en- 
tfcied  its  recesses  and  learned  a  great 
deal  more  than  anyone  yet  knows 
about  them  did  not  return  to  tell  the 
story  because  they  were  eaten. 

The  natives  have  a  particular  liking 
for  white  nien,  whose  meat  tliey  con- 
sider lo  be  vastly  suiJerior  to  the  na- 
tive brand. 

it  is  a  great  rarity,  and  in  the  native 
meat  markets,  where  nothing  but  hu- 
man r.esh  is  sold,  fetches  prices  which 
would  stagger  those  paid  by  some 
wealthy  American  epicures  for  their  pet 
dishes. 

Xi.  Henri  Forni,  the  latest  traveler 
who  ha«  returned  from  a  visit  to  these 
cannibals,  or  rather  from  a  tour  of  ex- 
ploration in  Equatorial  Africa,  returns 
with  stories  which  Mungo  Park  couid  not 
have  much  eclipsed. 

But  as  M.  Forni  is  a  memlx-r  of  the 
Geographical  so.nety,  no  reliections  need 
be  cast  upon  his  veracity. 

Much  .if  Ivl.  Furni's  time  was  spe:it 
amonjr  the  various  types  of  canniljals 
who  infest  and  form,  tho  principal  pop- 
ulation of  this  section  of  the  Dark  Con- 
tinent. 

These  v^ry  from  the  Pygmies  to  such 
magnificent  physic.il  specimens  as  the 
Ouaguingueles,  who  are  among  the 
handsomest  of  all  dark  j>eop!e3,  seem- 
ing in  fact  to  be  altogether  different  In 
their  habits  and  langua.£;e,  as  well  as  In 
their  appearance,  from  their  neigh- 
bors. 

They  occupy  that  section  of  tho  coun- 
try between  the  Malonga  and  Kiroundo 
on  the  left  side  of  the  Congo  river. 
Their  bodies  are  painte.l  a  bright  red, 
and  the  only  clothing  they  wear  Is  a 
number  of  br.Tcelets  of  leather,  dis- 
llavcd  mostly  on  their  arms  nnd  le^s. 
Their  hair,  which  is  abundant,  is  coiKxl 
ur  in  a  spiral  coiffure  at  the  top  of  the 
head.  They  live  on  bananas  and 
manoio,  except  when  they  .secure  in 
battle  prisoners  of  war,  who  serve  as 
the  piece  de  resistance  for  a  gr-^iit  feast. 

Another  tribe  described  by  M.  Forni 
are  the  Majendas,  who  inhabit  the 
Mikorongo  country.  These  people  in- 
terested M.  Forni  greatly.  Their  re- 
ligion seems  to  be  a  strange  admixture 
of  pantheism  and  superstition.  The 
ilajendas  have  an  annual  dance  whi.'h 
has  no  equal  on  earth.  It  is  called  the 
Niaou.  The  dance  si.sjnali/.es  the  an- 
nual messa.ge  from  the  Spirit  of  Man 
to  the  Spirit  of  the  Forest.  The  ide  t  is 
best  ex:ire:s»'.l  in  an  almost  literal 
translation  of  the  cardinal  point  of  their 
doctrine,  which  reads  as  follows: 

The  111  n  are  dan.ing  in  the  moon- 
light, the  i-arth  rejoi..es.  let  the  hostili- 
ties bet'.v^on  us  bo  suspended;  the  men 
will  lay  down  their  arms  and  the  animals 
must  draw  in  their  horns  and  their 
claws.  Let  the  hosts  of  the  forest  come 
and  drink  and  dance  with  us  to  the 
sound    )f»the  tom-toms." 

There  is  a  tradition  among  the  Ma- 
jendas that  before  man  became  cruel 
and  hunted  h.s  brother,  the  anima', 
these  meeting.H  used  to  be  freior-nt  be- 
tween them.  T'-  perpetuate  thi.;  tradi- 
tion at  the  annual  feast,  certain  iiiem- 
l-or?  of  the  tribe  are  dressed  in  ihe 
skins  of  these  animals  and  go  through 
a  most  elaborate  ceremony,  per.-.mifyin.g 
the  noble  sub;  ct  of  the  Sniri-.s  of  the 
Forest  as  guests  of  the  (Ireat  Spirit  of 
Man. 

The  feast  is  quite  a  lenethy  affair, 
and  ( onse-iuently  some  of  ihes.^  guests 
appear  each  day.  There  are  the  buffalo, 
lion,  elephant,  zebra,  rhinoceros  and  all 
the  principal  animals  represented. 


A  native  beer,  called  moa,  and  a 
brandy  ma'l.'  from  sorghum,  calle.l 
ketchasso,  form  the  staplos  of  the  f.?a.st, 
unless  some  prisoners  have  been  taken, 
when  the  al  ire.?co  spits  are  kept  busy 
for  the  occasion. 

The  order  of  the  ceremony  Is  for  the 
animals  to  advance  out  of  tho  forest 
into  the  settlement  as  the  dance  is  pro- 
ceeding. 

This  has  already  been  opened  by  the 
chiefs,  among  whom  the  Niaou,  repre- 
senting a  spi.it.  advances  with  a  black 
mask,  to  d.tnce  a  solo,  and- finally  ciuu'^ 
in  the  animals,  escorted  by  the  Niaou 
to  join  in  the  dance  with  a  comic  grav- 
ity which  counterfeits  the  action  of  a 
trained  animal   willi  great  accuracy. 

The  Majendas  tell  of  a  woful  hannen- 
ing  which  ntirked  one  of  the.^e  most 
remarkable  dances.  A  herd  of  ele- 
phants mistaking  the  counterfeit  ani- 
mals present  at  the  Niaou  for  the  real 
article,  annoyed  at  their  antics,  sweot 
down  upon  the  terrified  feasters  and 
turned  the  feast  into  a  miniature  battle- 
field. Lions  riio  also  .-oi..!  to  Ivave  inter- 
rupted the  feast  In  a  similar  manner 
some  time  af^.i,  which  should  seem  to 
have  taught  the  natives  that  the  Spirit 
of  the  Fore?:t  was  not  on  very  cood 
terms.  These  occurrences  with  them  do 
not  appear  to  have  mitigated  the  desire 
to  c-ontinue  the  Niaou  up  to  date  how- 
ever. 

From  M.  Forni's  report  it  would  seem 
that  the  canidbals  do  not  regard  their 
act  in  eating  human  flesh  as  at  all  bar- 
barous or  evil.  'They  say  that  the  llesh 
of  man  is  supeilor  in  flavor  and 
strength  to  that  of  any  other  animal, 
and  should  I.ave  the  preference  as  an 
edible.  Woman's  flesh  is  considered 
tenderer  thati  man's,  while  that  of 
children  is  a  '^.mne  houche  reserved  for 
chiefs.  The  fat  is  the  real  delicacy.  It 
Is  made  into  Putter  and  preserved,  cei  - 
tain  mefllcines  lieiner  compounded  fr>.m 
it  by  the  feii'h  doct.irs.  The  blood  of 
women  is  considered  the  very  finest 
thin;?  of  all.  ?<'V(^e  of  the  cannil)al  tribes, 
esi)e<ial!y  the-Hasokos.  are  so  revoltingly 
degraded  that  they  eat  th.dr  dead. 

The  Pygmies  keen  markets  in  the 
woods  at  wl  i  h  hum  'n  me  it  •.in  alw.iys 
be  bought.  Th'-y  hui.'  sulitatv  :r\f:n  and 
women,  and  •'"tting  nh^ad  -f  their  tr.ail, 
climb  into  ■  re.>s  from  vrhich  they 
throw  spears  '>nd  kill  th?i.'  vi;t!m=. 

Taken  ail  in  all  Eqjitnri:il  Africa 
seems  to  be  a  choice  spot  for  travelers 
seeking  relief  from  the  ennui  caused  by 
over — civilization.

Dr.  Cli.irU.-;  t^hira.s  SlmIi,  one  of  Pltts- 
l>urg"s  be.st-known  duntists,  died  at  his 
Jiome.  5.S04  Ell.swiirth  avenue,  yesterd.ay 
afternloon,  says  the  Pittsburg  Dispatch. 
Dr.  Scott's  ancestors  were  among  the  pi- 
oneer .■»ettler«»  of  this  country.  a.«  well  ns 
this  state.  He  was  a  direct  descendant  of 
Hugh  Scott,  who  came  to  America  with 
the  Plynioiith  colony  in  PT7<>.  anil  i>f  Com- 
miHlure  Htill.

Council  Does  Nothing  With 

the  Ordinance  For  Free 

Labor  Bureau. 


DO  NOT  LIKE  DELAY 


Union  Hon  Displeased  With 

inaction— Zanith  Telephone 

Company  Hakes  Report. 


Content  with  routine  business,  the 
council  hold  a  brief,  brisk  session  last 
right,  in  which  the  custom  of  not  trans- 
acting business  of  great  importance  just 
prior  to  a  municipal  elCMLtion,  was  ad- 
hered to. 

It  was  for  that  reason  more  than  any- 
thing else  that  the  ordinance  to  estab- 
lish a  free  municii»al  employment 
bureau  was  not  brought  up.  and  this 
action,  or  rather  this  failure  to  act, 
caused  consideralde  disappointment  t^'  n 
large  delegation  from  the  Federated 
Trades'  assembly,  which  was  anxious  to 
urge  its  passage. 

The  ordinance  has  been  hanging  tire 
in  the  council  proceedings  for  ovt.r  a 
month,  aiid  the  sentiment  in  union  labor 
circles  is  that  the  aldermen  are  Hiding 
with  their  affection.^.  This  feeling  has 
become  so  strong  that  the  Trades'  as- 
sembly has  adopted  a  resolution  advb-v 
ing  members  of  organized  labor  to  vote 
again.'-l  aldermen  that  have  been  iasiru- 
niental  in  hanging  up  this  }.et  ordinance 
when  they  come  up  for  re-election  in 
February. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  National  Emitluyment  agency,  in

VICTIM   OF    DROPSY 


Doctor  Did  Not  Use  Remedy 

Until  Satisfied  Life 

Had  Fled. 


Hamilton,  Ont..  Jan.  15.— The  first  of 
the  revivifying  effects  of  the  solution 
of  chloride  of  sodium  (common  salt)  was 
made  in  this  city  last  Saturday  by  Dr. 
W.  B.  Kumler.  and  the  test  proved  suc- 
cessful in  its  results. 

For  three  months  past  Marcus  Sauer, 
aged  63  years,  and  living  at  No.  51S 
South  Second  street,  has  been  suffering 
from    dropsy    of    the    most    pronounced 

type.  When  tlie  physician  was  called  at 
noon  Saturday.  Mr.  Sauer  was  apparent- 
ly dead.  Ttiere  were  all  the  first  symii- 
toms  following  dissolution. 

The  extremities  were  cold,  the  lungs 
had  apparently  stepped  action,  as  they 
were  nut  niovin.?;  movement  of  the  blood 
In  tho  iungs  was  suspended,  and  there 
was  no  acti:>n  of  t!. o  heart.  The  usual 
tests  gave  no  indication  of  any  pulse 
whatever. 

Dr.  Kumler  called  the  several  sons  of 
Mr.  Sauer,  who  were  present,  to  feel  tlae 
wrist  pulse  for  acticn,  and  they  could 
disciver  no  evidence  of  it. 

At  12:"o7  o'clock  Dr.  Kumler  injected 
Into  Mr.  Sauers  left  arm  a  quantity  of 
warm  water  containing  25  per  cent  of 
salt.  In  twenty  seconds  there  was  a 
slight  response  to  the  action  of  the  salt, 
as  the  heart  began  to  move.  Twenty 
rnnut*>?  later  there  was  a  perceptible 
pulse,  the  circulating  action  at  the  wrist 
being  plainly  apparent  to  the  touch. 

In  ttiree  quarters  <tf  an  hour  from  the 
first  injection  Dr.  Kumler  adTninistereu 
another  hypodermic-  injection  in  a  branch 
of  ti-e  br.'.ctical  artery. 

Jusi  twenty  minutes  from  the  time  of 
the  .second  treatment  the  breathing  was 
rhvthmical  and  full.  A  natural  color 
tinted  the  face,  and  the  sick  man  asked 
for  nourishment.  He  was  given  some 
bndEi.  ,      ^^ 

Lat?r  he  asked  for  water,  one  of  the 
best  indications  always  of  a  natural  re- 
turn of  funeti.mal  actiim.  The-  patient  is 
now  on  the  road  to  health.  He  is  a  living 
exp«»nent,  a  ijractical  demonstration  of 
the  iMissibilitics  of  materia  medica  in 
the  twentieth  century. 


BAHY'S    LIFE    SAVED. 

rhicago.  Jin.  15.— A  practical  dem- 
onstration of  the  curative  powers  of 
salt  has  just  been  made  by  Dr.  A.  C. 
Cotton,  of  the  college  of  physicians  and 
surgeons,  and  with  its  aid  thc^  physi- 
cian has.  Iv  says,  saved  the  life  of  the 
7-m'n;h-old  daughter  of  Policeman 
Michael  Sullivan,  of  the  Max. veil  street 
police  station.  The  little  one  had  been 
civen  up  by  another  physician,  who  saw 
no  hope  of  saving  her  life.  With  a  la.st 
desperate  hope  OHlcer  SuUivan  called 
in  Dr.  Cotton. 

Dr.  Cotton  decided  to  make  an  at- 
tempt to  save  thf-  little  one's  life  with 
the  aid  of  salt.  The  parents  were  con- 
sulted by  the  doctor,  who  gave  it  as  his 
opinion  that  that  was  the  last  and  only 
re-ource  at  his  command.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Sullivan  consented  to  the  course  of 
tieatment  and  anxiously  watched  the 
outcome. 

Common  table  salt  and  water  was 
the  means  used  in  saving  the  life  which 
then  himg  on  a  thread.  One  pint  of  thf' 
solution  was  i.repa:ed  and  iniei-tPd  int«i 
the  ston-'ach  of  the  infant,  while  smallr-r 
fjuantiiy  was  inject*>d  in  the  region  of 
the  heart.  At  the  time  the  baby  was 
unconscious  and  in  a  very  low  condi- 
tion. This  was  on  Monday  evening,  and 
no  visible  efftH-ts  were  noticed,  and  on 
Tuesday  a  second  injection  of  s.alt  and 
water  followed.  A  few  hours  later  a 
change  for  the  better  was  naticed.  The 
f.  ver  went  down,  consciousness  returned 
and  th*-  pulse  became  normal. 

The  turn  for  the  better  continued  and 
the  ir>^atment  has  been  kejit  up  each 
day  and  the  child  is  now  almost  re- 
covered.

Lumber  Carriers    Will  Tacklo   tho 
Han4ih|[  Prebkm  at  Ttiat  Tim*. 

On  ThtJisday  oi  this  week  there  will  be 
a  meeting  of  the  Lumber  Carriers'  asso- 
ciation in  Detroit,  and  the  officers  of  the 
assoclatiim  are  making  strenuous  efforts 
this  year  to  get  a  large  attendance, 
ow  Jng  to  the  important  matters  that  will 
come  uji  f<>r  coasidcration.  Chief  among 
these  is  the  matter  of  loading  charged 
that  were  in  force  along  the  lakes  all  last 
Season,  and  against  which  the  carriers 
put  in  a  vigorous  kick  as  soon  as  the 
season  ended,  charging  that  the  rates 
Were  exhorhitant.  ])articularly  on  Lake 
Superiijr.  They  claim  that  ff»vv.  If  any 
of  the  carriers  made  any  proflt  on  th-"" 
season,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
charges  prevaibd  all  the  se.ison.  the 
loaders,  when  asked,  absolutely  refusing 

I  to  a'late  one  cent  fn»m  their  price.  Dur- 
ing tho  early  part  of  th^  season,  when 
the  vessel  rates  were  S-,  the  carriers 
flaini  there  was  a  loss,  and  that  for  this 
reason  some  of  the  boats  quit  the  lumber 
trade  and  commenced  carrying  grain 
and  ore,  and  that  some  even  laid  up. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  season,  when  the 
r.ites  were  $2..".0.  and  finally  $2.7.=>,  it  Is 
said  that  a  sinall  profit  was  made,  but 
one  that  would  no  go  far  toward  helping 
out  for  the  season.  Some  of  the  vesse-1- 
men  think  that  if  the  loading  charges 
had  been  lower,  the  chances  are  that 
many  of  the  boats  would  havf  remained 
m  the  trade  and  possildy  done  l>etter 
than  by  carrying  small  loads  of  grain 
and  ore.  and  putting  up  with  annoying 
delays  that  are  never  experienced  in  the 
lumber  trade.  They  hold,  further,  that 
this  condition  would  have  given  the  lo.id- 
ers  more  boats  to  load,  and  kept  them 
employed  more  steadily  all  the  season, 
besides  giving  that  much  more  work  to 
the  unloaders  at  the  lower  lake  ports.

Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  Jan.  15.— William 
HIgginson,  21  years  of  age,  employed  In  the 
cutting-room  at  the  Sinclair  packing 
house,  was  murderc.l  In  a  drunken  r<jw  in 
the  lower  end  of  the  city  late  Saturday 
nls^ht.

All  thefc  efforts,  however,  have 
been  eitlier  partial  or  unsatisfactory, 
witlijut  embracing  any  systematic  plan 
uf  ojieraiion  lor  all  departments  of  muni- 
cipal government.  By  way  of  t»  ntattve 
rtconimendations  as  a  sort  of  report  of 
progress,  the  economic  association  com- 
mittee lays  down  a  number  of  propositions 
from  v.-Jiith  further  work  should  be  pro- 
jected. Among  these  c.. inclusions  may  bo 
m.-ntionel  iiuit  the  interests  of  good  muni- 
cipal .government,  economics  and  public 
finance,  demand  the  collection  and  publi- 
cation of  St  ite  and  national  municipal 
statistics,  which,  to  be  of  service,  saoulgl 
be  based  on  uniforn>  municipal  account- 
ing. 


PKOttLRMH  TO  SOLVE. 

In  another  CLiumn  will  be  fi>und  a 
summary  of  the  arsumcnt  in  the  Ha- 
waiian customs  case  now  being  pre- 
sented to  the  supreme  court  in  one  of 
the  cases  affectingr  the  position  of  our 
insular  possessions,  and  involving  the 
question  whether  the  constituti^.n  fel- 
lows the  flag.  The  arguments  on  bot£i 
sides  are  ably  presented  and  will  be 
followed  with  interest  by  all  who  are  fol- 
lowing closely  the  s:ilufion  of  the  great 
problems  before  the  highest  court  in  the 
land. 

In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  contention  recently  made  by 
Attorney  General  Griggs  that  the  con- 
stitution is  '"misshapen"  if  it  will  not 
allow  the  givernment  to  follow  what  it 
conceives  to  be  the  true  policy  in  Porto 
Rico  and  the  Philippines  was  some- 
what shaken  by  the  calm  reply  of  ex- 
Prtsident  Hirri-son  that  mucCi  depended 
upon  the  purpose  for  which  the  consti- 
tution was  framed.  If  the  frajners  of 
the  constitutitn  dt.signecl  it  as  an  in- 
strument to  restrain  the  government  in 
the  exercise  rf  p jwer  to  the  piovisiun.-  of 
the  constitution,  it  seems  to  serve  its 
purpose  fairly  well.  At  all  events,  the 
assumption  th.it  the  constitution  is  mi- 
shaken  cannot  well  be  entertained  until 
the  supreme  cjurt  has  decided  that  it 
was  not  doing  what  it  was  intended  to 
do. 

The  admissirn'  is  made  in  higi;  legal 
circles  that  the  brief  of  John  C.  Cheney 
in  beEialf  of  Armstrong,  in  one  of  the* 
cases  now  l)efore  the  court,  is  the  ni'ist 
compact  and  forceful  definiti>n  of  the 
powers  of  tho  constitution  thjt  has  been 
submitted  to  the  court.  Mr.  Cheney 
contends  that  the  "constitution  of  th^- 
T'nited  Stat,  s  reaches  over  every  portion 
of  the  national  dimain;"  that  t?,e 
"cessicn  made  by  ?pain  in  the  treaty  of 
Paris  produced  an  abs<dute  change  of 
title  and  sovereignty  in  Porto  Ilico;" 
that  thii  '"president  of  the  United  .States 
is  an  executive  officer  only;"  th.it  ""he 
has  no  right  to  exeri  ise  legl.-ilativy 
functions;"  that  the  "imposition  by  ex- 
ecutive orders  of  customs  duties  on 
commerce  between  the  island  cf  Porto 
Rico  and  other  parts  of  the  I'nited 
States  after  the  treaty  of  peace  and  the 
exchange  of  raiifications  is  unauthorizei 
and  void,  and  fne  collection  of  such 
duties  is  without  v.arrant  of  law." 

Mr.  Cheney's  brief  continues:  ■'.\  gov- 
ernment n'ithout  limitations  was  never 
intemted  by  the  founders  of  the  nation, 
T;ey  sought  to  esiablis'i,  and  vlid  estab- 
lish, a  constitutional  ropub.ic,  whi-.h 
furtiished  a  written  guaiantee  of  pro- 
tection ti  all  its  inhabitants.  The  idea 
that  in  one  portion  of  the  country  the 
executive  and  legislative  authority  is 
subject  to  re.«trictinns  and  limitations, 
and  that  in  another  portion  it  is  without 
any  restriction  or  limitation — that  in 
one  part  a  republican  government  exists 
and  in  another  part  an  unlimited  dts- 
|.oti:^m— is  repugnant  to  the  theory  upon 
which  the  government  was  founded. 
Every  inhabitant  is  entitled  to  the  pro- 
tection affordca  by  the  bill  or  rights." 

TUK  srAXUAien  ok  noKAi.s. 

A  fact  recently  made  public  regard- 
ing Governor  OdcH's  course  on  a.-sum- 
ing  the  gubernatorial  chair  of  Ne-w 
York  contains  a  gratifying  le.-ognition 
of  pultlic  proprieties.  Everyone  kn  >ws 
Governor  t^dell's  reputation  as  a  prac- 
tical politician  who  has  Vjeen  one  of  the 
chief  manipulators  of  the  Republican 
machine  in  New  Y'ork  state  for  many 
years  past.  He  was  the  chosen  represen- 
tative of  the  Piatt  machine  for  the  gov- 
ernorship, and  it  was  with  a  view  of 
putting  Odell  in  the  place  that  Piatt 
w.irked  for  Roosevelt's  nomination  for 
vice  president.  I'nder  such  auspices 
Odell  assumed  ofTice.  Yet  before  taking 
the  governorship  he  sold  t>ut  all  his 
shares  in  any  corporations  that  would 
be  likely  to  be  atTected  by  measures 
coming  up  for  his  executive  action. 

It  is  not  wife  to  conclude  that  Gov- 
ernor Odell  may  not  even  as  governor 
be  susceptible  to  corporation  views.  But 
in  this  action,  which  is  the  same  as 
that  taken  by  Governor  Crane,  of 
Mas.^achusetts,  a  year  earlier,  a  com- 
mendable care  is  shown  that  not  even 
the  appearance  of  a  selfish  interest  shall 
hamper  his  puV'Hc  action.  It  is  to  be 
wished  that  all  public  men  would  be  as 
careful,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn 
that  Governor  Odell  has  shown  a 
stricter  regard  for  the  proprieties  than 
the  members  of  the  Salis-bury  cabinet 
in  England,  who  hold  large  intCM-ests  in 
corporations  that  have  government  con- 
tracts and  are  large  beneficiaries  by  the 
•KS.T  ia.  Souiia  Africa. 

This  contrast  suggests  to  the  Pitts- 
burg Dispatch  a  worel  on  the  assertion 
not  infieciuently  heard  that  our  politics 
are  worse  than  those  of  Europe.  We 
have  always  believed  the  fact  to  be 
the  reverse  of  that.  Our  politics  are  bad 
enough,  but  in  their  fundamental  prin- 
ciples they  involve  a  higher  standard 
than  the  European  systtms,  built  on 
privilege  and  favoritijim.  The  present 
case  is  an  illustration  of  that  fact.  One 
would  not  expect  Mr.  Piatt's  state 
chairman  to  have  a  higher  moral  sense 
than  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  colo- 
nies or  the  aristocratic  members  of  the 
Salisbury  ministry.  But  the  fact  re- 
mains that  he  has  shown  that  ho  has, 
with  the  reassuring  conclusion  that  our

■  States  was  culled  in  the  .siirrt.ne  court. 
This  catf  is  on-j  coveiiiji,'  ihe  entry  of 
guoJs  from  H.i\vail,  consistins  of  whisky, 
trandy  anl  jam.  at  the  custom  house 
i.t  New  York  April  I'tJ.  1300,  and  is  the 
only  Hawaiian  case  in  the  list.  Duty 
vas  a.=scSi:eJ  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Pinslty  iav..  The  import--jrs  protested 
asain.^t  colicctirjn  of  duty  on  the  graund 
that  the  Hawaiian  islands  were  a  part 
of  the  I'nittd  Stales;  that  the  provi- 
sions of  thf  anncxadoii  re.suluiii^n  which 
continued  tUe  customs  law  of  the  re- 
puhiic  of  Hav.  aii  in  force  until  con- 
gress should  1-gu-lato  was  unconstitu- 
tional. Appeal  was  taken  from  liie 
board  of  gtn-ral  ap|.raisers  to  the  llniied 
estates  circuit  c<airt  and  to  the  supreme 
court.  VV.  Wiiktiarji  Smith  presented 
the  case  for  tht-  appt;l!ants.  He  laid 
down  the  full'iwinij  proposition,  up..>i 
which  he  .saiJ  his  clients  rely: 

1.  At  liie  iiiiU!  of  the  importation  of 
thtse  goods  th-r  Hawaiian  island.s,  hav- 
ing bcrn.  by  I'lc  ai  tii.n  of  con^io.-ss,  ap- 
proved by  the  president,  annexed  as 
part  of  the  territory  of  tJe  L'niled 
States.  Were  nt-t  a  fureign  country  with- 
in any  sense  of  that  term,  an.;  cortainlv 
not  within  the  .sense  of  that  term  as 
■used  in  the  enacting  clau.se  of  tlhe  Din^- 
Ity  tariff  ace 

2.  The  action  of  con;,'ress  in  providin--; 
In  the  joint  rf.soluti,.,n  ■>f  aunt .\at ion 
that  the  cii.-t.ims  relatioius  cf  the  Ha- 
waiian islands  with  the  United  t?tate.« 
and  witii  oth-  r  couiit.i'.'s  .-^h'  uld  remain 
un(  hanged  until  congress  could  further 
It.Liislate  on  tfie  subject  was  a  violation 
of  ih.j  princi;.!f  of  the  constituiii.n  that 
"all  duties,  imposts  and  custom.s  shall 
be  uniform  ihrougljout  the  United 
States." 

3.  As  suih  joint  resolution  provided 
for  the  coll.  ction  at  the  p.iits  of  the  Iia- 
"Waiian  i.slanrls  of  duties  upon  articles 
Fcnt  thither  frrtm  oilier  ports  of  th^- 
I'nit^-d  States,  this  was,  in  efp>ct.  a  vio- 
lati<m  of  tliH  provision  of  section  9  of 
the  ccnstiiiition.  tb;it  no  tax  or  duty 
s:  all  be  laid  on  articles  exported  fri)m 
any  state.  Coun.sel  argued  tint  this 
case  was  m  t  lik.;  >thers  before  iliy  coui  t 
recintly,  f>,r  th.'  r^-ason  that  t'lerc  was 
no  question  involved  as  to  the  force  or 
pff' i-t  of  ri  tre.'tty,  the  jrrivprnmeiit  of  the 
republic  of  Hawaii  iiaving  ceded  its 
Bov.  reignty  to  the  United  States,  whiii: 
j-ession  the  cngress  ratitted.  There  i.^ 
T»o  (luesti  >n  of  a  military  govei  nrncnt. 
The  language  of  the  annexation  at  pro- 
vides ILial  the  islands  were  annexed  "as 
part  of  the  territory  of  the  United 
States." 

Mr.  rimith  then  argued  that  in  the  tiv»' 
places  witere  th  ■  W:.rds  Unit*' 1  .States 
were  u.-ed  in  the  constitution,  v.ith  one 
t  ;ceptii>n  the  trm  in'ludcs  the  states 
and  the  territories  as  well.  T'-iie  excep- 
tion is  that  clause  providing  for  the 
action  of  presidential  electors.  After 
considering  the  application  of  the 
naturalization  of  banktujytey  laws  in 
ti  rrin.ri' ,s  and  states  alike,  counsel  said: 
"It  would  be  a  strange  view  of  lan- 
guage to  hold  that  the  words  'througM- 
out  the  TTnlted  Stales'  in  iirtiile  1.  see- 
tion  s  were  narr  >wer  or  more  llmitel 
in  their  scope  than  tlie  words  'in  the 
United  Stat..-^'  in  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment. There  is  n(»  piin(  iide  of  gram- 
mar, logic,  law  or  common  sense  on 
which  the  words  "throu.ghout  the  Unit^^d 
States'  in  th?  uniformity  clause  with 
regard  to  tax  iti.m  ran  be  restricted  l» 
Uie  ac  t  t  xi'Uiding  territories. 

"A  long  line  of  »ieei.-ions  by  this  court 
that  certain  fundamental  limitations 
v\>on  the  p.  wer  of  congress  contained 
in  the  ei'nj^titutitin  was  in  fnrcf  in  var- 
ious teiiitorics  of  the  United  States  ar  > 
thus  disposed  of  by  those  on  the  nth.  r 
sid.^  of  this  controversy  loy  the  state- 
ment that  the  constitution  operates  in 
tCiese  territories  bc-ause  congress  ha.^ 
seen  fit  to  extend  it  to  them  by  its  own 
act.  In  other  w.nds.  they  advance  the 
doctrine  that  the  c(mslittitiim  ha?  no 
force  or  operation  in  any  teirit  ry  until 
congress  jmts  it  there,  and  of  course 
this  logically  implies  tiiat  it  only  extends 
th.re  to  the  extent  to  whiciii  congress 
puts  it  there,  and  can  remain  there  only 
so  long  as  consre:=s  chooses  to  permit. 
In  other  words,  those  who  hold  that  con- 
gress puts  the  constitution  inl>  the  ter- 
ritories cannot  escape  fnm  maintaining 
tliat  congress  has  p  :wer  at  any  time  to 
take  ihn  constitution  out  of  th-^  terri- 
tories. If  the  constitution  operates  to- 
day in  Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  Okla- 
homa only  because  ro»-igr.-?s  has  chosen 
to  extend  it  to  those  tprrit-oies.  it  must 
be  within  the  power  of  congress  tomor- 
row to  enact  that  fpe  constitmion  sp.aU 
no  longer  b'^  ofcrative  in  ;.nv  of  ii^^ 
rarts  in  tisose  territories.  Indeed,  it  is 
o  ciuestinn  whether  ccngress  would  need 
even  to  go  through  that  form.  K.-peeially 
repugnant  to  this  contention  is  the 
Chnok?>e  t.ibacci  case.  11  Wall.  61fi, 
and  therefore,  accor'^ling  to  t;v  s"*  who 
are  opposed  to  us  in  tris  case,  congress 
nii'.«t  have  a  ri^ht  tionorrow  to  create 
an  order  of  nihility  in  Oklahoma  or  to 
pas.=<  a  bill  of  attainder  in  Ari^om." 

Uounsel  then  said  that  cases  ha.l  boen 
cited  wherein  it  wa«  held  that  '-oantrles 
ca;  tared  in  war.  or  ceded  l»y  treaty, 
could  be  held  as  foreign  until  the  con- 
gr<  .^s  had  legislated  to  define  th-ir 
slalus.  This,  he  said,  would  not  help 
the  government  in  this  case,  as  the 
islar.cs  were  not  conquered  or  aanoxed 
by  treaty,  but  by  lesislative  act.  He 
said  further:  "Ur-^n  wiiat  autlioriiy 
can  t'aey  he  held  after  congress  h  •.•.  by 
Joint  lestdntion.  anr.exed  them  as  a  p.i^'t 
of  the  tcriitory  of  the  United  .states,  to 
be  a  coantry  forcicin  to  the  I'nited 
States?  It  is  true  congress  had  not  so 
fully  and  complete!y  legislated  with 
referenee  to  the  islands  as  it  mi;:ht 
and  ilid  d^  th-reafter.  but  it  had  cer- 
tainly leslslate.l  enough  to  make  them 
Cease  to  be  f  ireign.  It  had  noi  only 
annexed  them  as  a  part  of  thr-  terri- 
tory of  th^  United  States,  but  it  had 
provided  that  the  revenue  from,  or  pro- 
ceeds of.  tne  public  lands  thereof.  mi;^ht 
be  ustM  for  tlie  civil,  military  or  r.aval 
purposes  ..f  the  United  States.  It  had 
aurhorired  the  prc.-idcnt  t.>  vest  the  civil 
»nd  judicial  powers  in  such  persons,  to 
be  exel•li^ed  in  sut  h  n:ai:ner  a.-  h3 
mi:-:ht  direct.  It  had.  'n  effect,  reaeale*^! 
so  much  of  the  municipal  legi.slatioji  <:f 
0aid  islands  as  was  contrary  ♦«»  ^i"*  ^va-

It  had 
I'rohil'ited  Chinese  from  coming  fror.i 
the  islands  to  the  United  .States,  aiid  it 
had  appropriated  out  of  the  treasury  <  f 
the  United  States  $100,01)0  to  cany  out 
the  provisions  of  the  joint  resoluti.)n. 
Is  it  to  be  said  for  one  minute  tiiat  all 
these  things  were  done  with  reference 
to  a  foreign  country? -•  Let  those  who 
n'aintain  the  other  side  of  this  contro- 
versy point  out  a  single  instanee  in  this 
territory  of  the  United  Stales,  either 
lefore  the  Hawaiian  annexation  or 
sii.ce  "in  which  con-^ress  has  annexe<l  a

Mr.  Smith  then  cited  a  treasury  de- 
cision of  April  17,  I'JOO,  holding  that 
Porto  Itico  was  not  a  foreign  country 
v\  Ithin  the  meanifig  of  the  drawback 
clause  of  the  Dins^ley  law,  and  asked 
why  Hawaii  shooM  have  been  consid- 
ered a  foreign  country  at  thai  time. 

C.)unsel  followed  with  arguments 
tending  to  show  that  the  u.aformily 
clause  of  the  oonslituti  in  with  refer- 
ence to  indirect  taxes  is  one  of  the  fun- 
damental limitations  upon  the  powers 
of  congress,  and  tliat  in  con.-<equfnce 
the  pn>vision  of  the  annexation  act. 
.%  hic'n  c.)ntinuc,l  in  force  the?  customs 
regulations  of  the  reMibl!\  was  a  clear 
vi.iiation  of  the  uniformity  clause 
From  this  he  went  on  to  argu-?  that  in 
case  the  islands  were  considered  foreign, 
any  tax  collectel  there  upon  goods 
coming  fro.n  this  country  would  he  in 
effect  an  export  tax.  as  there  wouj.l  be 
no  .lifiercnte  uhether  a  tax  on  goods 
going  from  a  state  to  the  islands  were 
taxed  at  the  i.oint  of  shipment,  or  at 
the  destination,  as  the  charge  would  lie 
from  the  time  the  goods  were  shipped. 
The  decision  of  the  supreme  c-iuri  of 
Hawaii  to  the  effect  that  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  I'nited  States  had  lieen  in 
foice  in  the  islands  sime  Aug.  12,  ISDS, 
was  cited,  and  the  argument  clo§ed 
thus: 

"May  congress,  in  legislating  for  ter- 
ritoiy  whi.  h  it  has  annexed  as  a  part 
of  the  territory  of  the  I'nited  States, 
disregard  the  fundamental  limitations 
up<in  its  power,  written  in  the  .u'ginic 
law  to  which  congress  owes  its  exist- 
ence? If  it  may,  the  judgment  lielow 
is  correct.  If  it  may  not,  that  judgment 
cannot  stand." 

IlICHARD  REPLIES. 

Solicitor  Heneral  Kichards  today  made 
reply  to  Mr.  Smith's  arguments.  In 
this  ca.se,  he  said,  it  was  obviously  the 
intention  of  r.-.ngress,  as  .>^.)(»n  as  prac- 
ticable, to  treat  the  territory  as  part  of 
the  United  States  for  Icitislative  pur- 
poses, so  that  the  revenu?  and  commer- 
cial laws  which  apjily  to  Unite'!  States 
should  operate  there. 

"Hut,"  he  went  on.  "before  these  laws 
couKi  be  put  in  operation  in  the  Ha- 
waiian Islands,  it  was  neess;  ry  that  a 
period  of  preparation  shuul.l  intervi  ne 
after  the  pas.sage  of  the  ri-:olution  cf  an- 
nexation. On  Jul.v  7.  1S98.  when  the  an- 
nexation resolution  was  passed,  thc^re 
were  no  customs  laws  of  the  T'nited 
States  in  <>!ieratl<>n  In  Haw.Tii.  and  no 
customs  officers  of  t!ie  United  States 
tl;»!e.  The  eustonis  laws  .if  the  repuiili? 
of  Hawaii  were  in  force,  and  they  wvTe 
the  only  laws  of  that  character.  It  is 
obvious,  theref.jre,  that  if  thi^  r-soUition 
of  annexati.m  immediately  al)rogated 
the  cusioms  laws  of  the  islands,  th-^ 
territory  would  have  been  left  wiihoui 
any  cu.-toms  haw,  open  to  the  -shii.;  .if 
tiie  world.  Th<>  customs  laws  of  the 
United  States  could  not  have  effective 
operation,  iiecause  there  were  no  agen- 
cies there  to  enforce  them. 

"If  then  the  resolutiort  of  annexation 
threw  open  the  ports  of  Hawaii  to  the 
world  at  the  same  time,  aciordinic  to  the 
contention  of  opposing  counsel,  it  thre>v 
open  tile  ports  of  the  I'nited  Stales  to 
ships  coming  from  Hawaii.  The  effect 
of  litis  woulii  have  been  to  give  an  opim 
door  through  Haw.aii  into  our  ports.  We 
could  not  in  luiie.  when  goods  came  into 
the  Unilixl  States  fr  i:n  Han  ail.  whether 
they  hud  lieen  iir.jUjSht  into  Hawaii  as 
an  entrepot  t-»  the  I'nited  States." 

Mr.  Richards  argued  that  this  sort  of 
thing  could  not  be  permitte<l.  .and  he  ex- 
pressed the  ojiinion  that  if  congress  had 
believed  that  such  a  consequence  would 
ensue,  the  resolution  of  annexation 
would  not  hnve  passed  wh^n  it  did,  nor 
until  arrani;ements  could  have  been 
made  to  put  in  eperaii.in  our  customs 
and  commerce  relations  immediately. 
So  far  as  customs  are  concerned.  evi- 
dently the  islands  were  not  to  be  deemed 
part  of  the  United  St.ates  for  customs 
purposes,  until  c.ingress  could  further 
legislate  on  the  matter  by  a  law  ex- 
tending the  T'nited  States  customs  laws 
and  regulations  to  the  islands.  He  called 
attention  lo  the  act  of  annexati.vn.  say- 
ing that  it  did  not  make  the  Hawaiian 
islands  a  part  of  the  United  States,  but 
a  part  of  the  territory  of  the  United 
States. 

"It  is,"  he  said,  "obvious  that  terri- 
trry  annc»xed  or  ceded  to  the  United 
States  becomes  'a  part  of  the  territory 
of  the  I'nited  States.'  but  it  does  not 
become  'a  part  of  the  United  Stales'  in 
either  a  constitutional  or  legislative 
sense  until  congress  shall  so  deter- 
mine." 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Richards  said:  "In 
the  resolution  of  anne.xalion  it  was  ex- 
pressly provided  that  the  cu.-toms  regu- 
lations of  t'ne  republic  of  Hawaii  should 
continue  until  congress  should  extend 
the  customs  laws  of  the  United  Stales 
to  the  islands.  It  was  not  until  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  April  30.  1900.  that 
the  islands  became  a  part  of  the  United 
States  for  cust.mis  purposes  liy  the  ex- 
tension of  our  laws  to  them."

A  GREAT  SCIENTIFIC  FIND. 


London,  Jan.  4. — (Special  to  Th?  Her- 
ald.)— The  oldest  specimen  of  man  in 
the  world,  so  far  a^  we  know,  hos  V^en 
discovered. 

He  was  sleeping  peacefully  in  a  sh.al- 
low  grave,  hollowed  out  of  red  sand- 
stone, on  the  bank  of  the  Nile,  when  a 
vandering  Arab  unearthed  liim.  Ju.5t 
to  gratify  the  curio.>ity  of  bis  curi.ius 
descendants  h?  was  dragged  out,  wHiy 
nilly,  into  the  full  glare  of  twentieth 
century  lif?  lo  t.?ll  his  story  asj  best  he 
might. 

The  F.ritish  ofTicial  to  whom  <he  find 
was  reported  considered  it  so  important 
that  he  furri!:^hed  him  with  a  firsl-class 
passage  to  I..oridon  forthwith. 

He  had  no  sooner  arrived  there  and 
been  made  a  guest  in  the  great  national 
necroiK'iis,  known  as  British  museum, 
than  thousands  of  distinguisheil  Brit- 
ishers flocked  to  bid  him  a  hearty  wel- 
come back  from  his  10,000  years'  seclu- 
sion. 

Our  friend  from  the  stone  age  prob- 
ably received  a  larger  number  of  Xew 
Year's  calls  than  any  other  person  in 
the  British  metropolis. 

Everyone  seemed  to  be  thoroughly 
satisfied  as  to  his  genuineness  and  the 
correctness  of  his  demeanor. 

Pievious  to  his  presentation  to  the 
pul)!ic  our  aneient  friend's  credentials 
had  been  closely  scrutinized  by  some 
of  the  shrewdest  gentlemen  connected 
with  the  Royal  academy  in  order  that 
the  higli  cla.^s  Britons  who  might  be 
entertained  by  liim  should  not  be  im- 
I)Osed  up.>n  by  any  false  pretensions  as 
to  his  rank  or  age. 

As  the  way  for  his  coming  had  been 
paved  to  a  laige  extent  by  the  recent 
discoveries  relating  to  the  antiquity  of 
man  at  I'z.  in  what  was  ancimt  Chal- 
dea.  his  coming  was  not  such  a.  shock  as 
it  otherwise  micht  have  lieen. 

The  gentlemen  w  ho  gave  him  his  pass- 
ports into  such  good  socdety  as  he  n.jw 
enjoys  found  in  the  course  of  their 
examination  that  before  lacing  placed 
in  his  c Duch  of  rf>d  san'lst'ine  our  neo- 
liliiic  Iriend  had  been  treated  with  a 
preparation  of  bitumen  and  buried  in 
the  posture  in  which  he  now  lif-.=  in  an 
improvised  stone  cofRn  in  the  I^riti-^h 
mu.seum.  He  was  laid  on  his  left  sid'^, 
with  his  hands  b.:-fore  his  face  and  the 
knees  drawn  up  on  a  level  with  the 
chin  .  But  his  body  had  gradually  sunk 
down    into  a   flattened   position. 

Beside  the  bodv  Were  disposed  a  num- 
ber of  flint  knives,  and  vases  partl.v 
f'lled  with  the  remains  and  dust  of 
funeral  nfferins;s.  The  style  of  the  flint 
instiuments  four.tl  in  the  grove  indi- 
caie.s  that  the  man  lived  in  the  later 
neolithic  period  of  p'.gypt.  which  was  in 
remote  ages  lojisr  before  the  rule  of 
Mo.ses,  the  first  king  of  Egypt  known  to 
history, 

■Menes  ruled  some  o.'OO  years  B.  C,  ac- 
cording to  the  most  reliable  computa- 
tions. Before  that  time,  ns  far  as  has 
b';en  traced,  there  were  two  nrchistbrl' 
race.=,  one  of  which  had  conquered  the 
other.  It  is  with  these  remote  st.X'ks 
that  our  friend  in  the  BritisJi  _ni;iseum 
is  connect'^d.  He  antedntes  by  thousands 
of  years  the  oth.'r  mummies  whi:"'a  have 
been   brought    from    Esrypt.      Even    the 


surroundings  amid  which  he  was  found 
differ  from  those  in  which  have  been 
found  the  Rameses  and  the  Pl')lemies. 
They  were  splendidly  sepulchred  in 
pnlaces  built  esiecially  for  th?ir  long 
sleep.  They  were  embalmed  with  all  ih.^ 
best  preserving  essences  that  m  ney 
C'iuld  jiurchase,  -and  laid  to  rest  in  a 
funeral  grandeur  that  equalled  the  splen- 
dor in  which  they  lived. 

But  with  all  the.se  protections  thrown 
around  them  and  the  fact  that  they  lived 
probably  5000  years  later  tlian  our  friend 
of  the  nr-olilhic  age,  he  survives  them. 
While  their  jaw  bones  have  crumbled 
almost  to  dust,  his  are  hard  and  firm 
and  his  fle.sh  Is  t  uigh  and  dry.  His 
resting  place  besp.aks  the  roughness  of 
the  age  in  which  he  lived.  It  was  merely 
a  hole  scooped  out  oXthe  red  sandstone, 
with  a  slab  placed  at  the  onening. 

Xo  heiroglyiihies  are  there  to  tell  vis 
who  he  was  as  th.^re  are  to  perpetuate 
the  glory  and  pomp  of  a  Rameses. 
There  is  no  sign  of  an  inscription  upon 
knives  or  pots  to  t.-dl  us  whether  he 
was  a  king  or  a  mere  hunter.  This  is 
due  lo  the  fact  that  no  written  language 
cxiisted  Avhen  he  was  burled.  He  simply 
comes  to  us  a  mute  witness  of  a  past 
which  we  have  reconstructed  on  circum- 
stantial evidence. 

Ancient  l-Igyptian  documents  mention 
tradition  of  a  ra.  b  called  the  Trehennu, 
who  had  red  hair  and  blue  ey.=s.  The 
hair  of  this  neolithic  man  is  red.  and 
although  there  Is  no  way  to  prove  it.  the 
scientists  assume  that  he  was  fair- 
skinnod.  as  such  a  race  formed  one  of 
the  aboriginal  stocks  of  Egypt. 

The  clay  pots  and  Hint  instruments 
found  beside  the  man  furnish  some  fur- 
tEier  clue  to  pierce  the  dark  mystery  of 
this  man's  existence.  The  pots  are  of 
little  use  as  a  jiuide.  They  are  rude 
and  coarse,  such  as  almost  any  savage 
couid  makf>.  But  one  of  the  Hint  in- 
struments is  suggestive.  The  only  pur- 
!>.  se.  aij)!»arently.  for  which  It  could 
h.ive  been  desi.^rned  was  ham-strimring. 
This  leads  us  to  the  ?»ssumption  that  the 
oldest  known  sp'.Hdmen  of  man  in  the 
world  today  was  a  hunter.  Not  one  of 
those  bold  Nlmr.'ds  of  later  days  who 
posF'Cssed  v.canons  with  which  he  dared 
face  and  track  the  animal.s  whicFa  he 
si:ught  for  his  qu  irry,  but  a  far-away 
pioneer  of  even  be  who  could  thrust  the 
si>ear — one  who  mu.st  crawl  behind  and 
maim  his  i-rey  by  ptealth— by  cutting 
the  tendons  of  Siis  ham. 

Our  friend  in  the  British  museum,  it  is 
presumable,  was  :t  contemporary  of  the 
cave  bear,  the  mammoth  and  the  extinct 
rhinocerous.  Traces  of  his  contempor- 
aries have  bee.n  found  in  the  lower 
gravels  of  Abbeville.  France,  where  just 
.such  weapons  were  found  imbedded,  al- 
though no  human  remains  were  found 
there. 

Others  have  been  found  in  thr"  coral 
reefs  which  form  the  southern  half  of 
the  pfninsula  of  Florida.  Hum?n  jaws 
and  teeth  and  feet  bones  were  unearthed 
there,  and  estimating  the  length  of  time 
which  it  took  to  build  the^se  reefs, 
Agassis  places  the  age  of  the  human 
remains  at  10,000  years.  There  may  be 
older  fellows  found  yet  than  our  newly 
arrived  ne.dithic  friend,  althiugh  it  is 
doubtful.  If  Count  d"  la  Marmora  is 
correct,  traces  of  man's  fishing  appara- 
tus Tiave  been  found  :it  Caglairi.  in  Sar- 


dinia,  which   prove   that  he  was   busy 
there  over  20,000  years  ago.

New  York  Produce  Exchange 

Rules    What    They 

Are  lo  Ee. 

New  York,  J.in.  15.— At  a  meeting:  of 
the  car-lot  grain  trade  of  the  New  York 
F'roduce  exchange  several  amendments 
to  existing  grain  rules  were  adopted. 
The  rules  give  the  number  of  bushels 
car  lots  "shall  be  dtenied  to  contain, 
because  the  omniittee  having  the  matter 
in  charge  have  been  unable  to  secure 
c'lncert  of  action  with  out-of-town  ex- 
changes as  to  the  actual  capacity  of 
cars. 

The  new  amendments  provide  that  the 
term  'immediate  shipments"  shall  me.in 
tliat  shipment  shall  be  made  within 
three  business  days  frotn  the  date  when 
shipping  directions  have  been  receive<l 
by  tiie  seller.  "Quick  shipment"  shad 
mean  that  shipment  shall  be  made  with- 
in five  business  days  from  the  date 
when  shippin.g  instructions  have  been 
received  by  the  seller.  "Prompt  ship- 
ment" shall  mean  that  sliipment  .'^hall 
be  made  within  three  days  exclusive  of 
Sundays,  from  the  date  v.hen  shipping 
directions  have  been  received  by  the 
seller.  Where  ni  specification  of  ship- 
ment is  named  in  the  contract,  "prompt 
shipment"  shall   apply. 

In  all  sales  of  grain  and  fet>ds  in  car- 
loads for  future  delivery  a  carload  of 
oats  shall  be  deemed  to  contain  1500 
bushel:  of  corn,  900  bushels:  of  wheat, 
800  bushels:  of  rye,  SOO  bushels:  of  bar- 
ley. 1000  bushels;  of  mill  feed  in  sacks. 
40.000  pounds;  of  mill  feed  in  bulk,  30.000 
pounds. 

Tf.ie  president  is  ^o  appoint  a  supple- 
mentary c»)mmittee  of  five  tnembera  nf 
the  New  York  Produce  exchange',  in 
the  grain  trade,  to  be  known  as  the  car 
lot  committee  This  committee  Is  to 
consider  and  decide  all  disputes  over  all 
carloads  of  grain  and  mill  feeds  for  track 
and  interior  deliveries  or  distribution.

Catches  Him  as  Ke  Bounds 

Through  a  Window. 

Early  this  morning  per.«ons  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  608  West  Fourth  street  were 
astonished  to  see  a  man  thinly  clad 
hanging  out  of  a  second  story  window, 
head  downward.  William  Ryder, 
rrazed  by  sickness,  plunged  headlong 
through  the  window  of  his  room  with- 
out taking  the  trouble  to  open  it.  Hi.s 
mother  w  a.-J  in  the  room  at  the  time  and 
succeeded  in  saving  her  s'»n's  life  by 
catching  his  bare  f<'<jt  just  as  it  was  dis- 
appearing over  the  window  ledge  and 
holding  him  till  another  son  came  to 
her  as.-iisiance.  Even  then,  they  could 
nut  pull  him  back  through  the  window 
without  help  and  he-  was  nu.^pended  in 
that  po.'ition  for  several  minute.-  till  a 
couple  of  firemen  passing  by  reinforced 
the  efforts  of  the  mother  and  brother. 

All  the  lime  they  were  holding  him, 
Ryder  struggled  to  free  himsc  If.  Had 
he  f.Tllcn  he  would  probably  have 
struck  sduaroly  on  his  head  with  fatal 
results.  After  they  succeeded  in  getting 
him  back  m  the  room  Ryder  became 
desperate  and  the  family  had  to  call  on 
the  police  department  for  as.'iistance. 
Jailer  Robert  Johnson  went  after  the 
man  with  the  patrol  wagon  and  with- 
out mtich  troultie.  except  for  occasional 
attempts  to  dive  head  first  out  of  the 
wagiin.  he  succeeded  in  landing  the  man 
at  police  headquarters  without  further 
incident. 

Ryder  was  terribly  cut  about  the  face 
and  hands,  where  he  jumjiod  through 
tne  wir.dow.  He  was  placed  in  a  cell 
where  he  could  not  in.lure  himsolf  and 
seemed  to  be  in  great  ag'Hiy  all  morning. 

At  an  early  hour  yesterday  morning, 
he  got  out  of  bed  while  his  mother  was 
absent  from  the  room  for  a  moment, 
.Tnd  taking  a  lamji  in  his  hand  walked 
to  619  West  Fourth  street,  where  he 
hurled  the  lamp  through  the  plate  glass 
window  of  a  saloon.  He  went  to  the 
dwelling  house  next  door  and  tried  to 
do  n  high  div(>  through  a  stnrnT  window 
and  a  regulnr  window.  The  noi.se  awak- 
ened the  inmates  of  the  house  and 
after  a  brisk  fight  Ryder  was  over- 
powered. 

At  that  time  the  police  dTd  not  think 
1dm  d.-'negrous  and  allowed  him  to  go 
home  with  his  mother,  but  he  became 
so  violent  this  morning  that  the  depart- 
ment d.-rided  to  keep  him  in  custody 
imtil  some  arrangement  can  bo  made 
for  committing  him  to  a  hospital. 


DROPPED  IN. 

Burglars   Enter  Floan,  Le- 
veross  &  Co.'s  Establish- 
ment Through  Skylight. 

Burglars  dropped  into  the  clothing 
store  of  Floan,  Leverous  &  Co.  at  an 
early  hour  this  morning  and  stole  from 
$15  to  $20  in  cash  and  clothing  on  which 
no  estimate  can  l>e  placed  until  the 
stock  is  cheeked  over. 

The  unique  feature  of  the  burglary 
was  the  manner  in  whioh  the  thieves 
gained  entrance.  They  drojiped  through 
the  skylight.  The  building,  which  is  lo- 
cated at  225-227  West  Superior  street, 
has  a  two-story  front,  but  half  way  back 
it  is  only  a  single  story.  There  are  two 
skylights  on  either  si'le  of  the  storeroom 
and  the  thieves,  after  gi-tting  on  the 
roof,  .selected  the  skylight  next  to  the 
I-umlberg  &  Stone  news  store.  They 
simply  broke  away  two  thicknes-^es  of 
thick  glass,  and  it  is  supposed  that  they 
u.^ed  a  rope  to  lower  themselves  down 
into  the  clothing  department. 

Th>  money  dijwer  was  opened  and 
emptied  of  its  change,  amounting  to  $],". 
or  $20,  and  at  least  one  $25  overcoat  was 
stolen.  The  counters  on  whi.^h  a  big 
.=  tock  of  trousers  were  kept  looked  as  if 
they  had  been  struak  with  a  terrific 
wind  storm,  and  Mr.  .'^wanson.  manager 
of  the  store,  .says  that  while  he  cannot 
estimate  the  loss  in  clothing  until  the 
stock  is  checked  over,  he  is  of  opinion 
that  there  was  quite  a  lot  of  goods 
taken. 

After  the  robbers  had  secured  their 
stuff  they  opened  the  back  door  and 
esraped  through  the  alley.  The  robbery 
was  not  discovered  till  the  opening  of 
the  store  for  the  day's  business,  when 
the  first  thing  that  met  the  eye  was  the 
smashed  glass  underneath  the  skylight.

A  man  named  McFadden  was  arrested 
at  the  Parlor  theater  last  night  as  the 
vietim  of  eireumstantial  evidence.  He 
was  sitting  beside  a  party  of  wood.-- 
men  watching  the  performance  and  wfm- 
dering  why  the  health  c)mmissioner 
didn't  vaccinate  a  few  of  the  Jokes  that 
were  being  distrubuted  from  the  stage, 
when  the  woodsmen  got  up  and  left.

JOKE  ON  MR.  WU. 

Minister  Wu  told  a  curious  story  to- 
day illustrative  of  a  certain  phase  of 
Chinese  characler,  says  a  Washington 
special  to  the  Chicago  Times-Herald. 
During  the  height  of  the  trouble  s  at 
Peking  Mr.  Wu  received  almost  every; 
day  from  a  certain  Chine.se  viceroy  a 
cablegram  making  inquiries  as  to  what 
the  ITnited  States  gf)yerninent  was  going 
to  do,  and  giving  hints  as  to  what  was 
going  on  in  China.  Sometimes  these 
cables  were  only  a  few  words  in  length, 
but  on  other  occasi(jns  they  ran  up  to 
hundreds  of  words.  Each  called  for  a 
reply,  and,  though  Mr.  Wu  naturally 
made  these  as  short  as  possible,  the  ag- 
gregate cabled  matter  during  three  or 
four  months  ran  int<»  the  thou.sands  of 
dollars.  The  joke  of  the  thing  is  that 
Mr.  Wu  had  to  pay  the  charges  both, 
ways,  as  the  messages  from  China  came 
"collect,"  and  the  minister  did  not  dare 
to  send  his  answers  in  the  same  con- 
venient way.  The  viceroy  in  questioa 
was  a  powerful  man  at  home,  and  if  Mr. 
Wu  were  to  have  <jffended  him  the  head 
of  the  Chinese  plenipotentiary  at  Wash- 
ington might  at  any  time  have  fallen 
into  the  official  basket.  So  the  poor 
minister  continUKl  lo  pay  his  $1.60  a 
word  and  look  as  jdeasant  .as  possiide.

Desecration  of  the  Temple  of  Heaven  and 

Senseless  Buffoonery  May  Precipitate  a 

New  Anti-Foreign  Crusade* 

IT  WAS  A  WANTON  OUTRAGE.

— We  are  apparently  on  the 
vtrs-e  fit  anoth.r  Chinese  criiis. 

The  situation  tieic  a;»pears  to  bo  more 
serious  than  it  was  when  the  foreign 
lesaticns  were  besieged. 

From  one  end  of  China  to  th..>  other 
there  are  mutterings  so  serious  that 
thise  who  are  in  touch  with  tine  people 
here  believe  a  terrific  outburst  is  cuin- 
ing. 

'I  his  statement  will  appear  confusing 
in  face  of  the  fact  that  ncKotialions 
have  been  proceeding  so  satisfactorily 
between  the  Chinese  government  and  the 
allied  iioA'ers. 

The  present  tEireatening  condition  of 
affairs  is  due  to  an  incident  which, 
simple  as  it  may  appear  in  itself  to  the 
occidental  mind,  is  of  enormous  sis- 
niticance  to  the  Chinese  people  of  all 
classLS. 

The  cause  is  a  most  profane,  silly  and 
purposeless  desecration  of  the  Temple  of 
Heaven,  which  is  Chinii's  holy  of  holies, 
by  a  lot  of  maudlin   nritis-^i  soldiers. 

To  understand  fully  the  enormity  of 
the  ofrVn?e  which  these  brawlini?  Brit- 
ishers are  sivini;'  the  Ciiinese  people,  it 
must  be  known  that  in  t.  is  tjmple  it 
is  customary  for  the  emperor  once  a 
year  to  prostrate  hinisr'lf.  that  act  b-ins? 
considered  t*ie  most  important  i)art  of 
the  ritual  of  the  Confucian  church. 

The  importance  of  this  ceremmial 
cannot  bf  undertstin;atcd.  it  bein.:?  ic- 
garded  by  all  classes  of  Chines^e  as  th<- 
great  pr^ndtiatory  service  of  the  year. 

Knowing  how  sacred  this  place  is  to 
the  t'hijit  se.  and  espcti:illy  at  itiis  se.isi  n. 
tht  .--e  stupid  British  officers  produced 
during  Christmas  weelt.  in  its  sacr.^d 
jirtiincts.   a   burl' stiu"   which  contained 


ia  it  I'iie  y>  ry  c.s.^eiHe  uf  saica.sin  and 
insult  and  humiliation  to  their  defeated 
foe. 

The  burlesque  Is  a  play  written  far  the 
purpose  of  ridiruUng  Chine.^e  loyalty  in 
It'ie  most  merciless  fashion. 

Capt.  Hamiitim  takes  one  of  the  lead- 
ing parts  in  the  builestiU'.,  imi.-rsonat- 
ing  the  do\\ager  empress. 

Jfe  is  supposed  to  have  been  captur^^d 
and  is  made  the  butt  of  all  kinds  of 
atrocious   suggestions. 

Here  are  some  of  his  lines: 

"Think  of  me  in  tiiis  frosty  weather 
I'osing  as  Vt^nus  among  the  heathen; 

Tldnk  of  me  in  tfie  ■alt()gether.' 
At  my  time  of  life,  an  empress,  even." 

When    Capt.    Hamilton    has    finished 
these   lines  an  encore  is  demanded  and 
this  follows: 
••Don't  think  my  heart,  like  my  face,

Appeals  are  then  made  for  bids  for 
the  dowager  on  the  .ground  of  the  honor 
of  China  being  at  stake.

Salt  Lake  ity,  Jan.  13.— The  fourth 
annual  convcntiun  of  the  National  Live 
Stock  a.ssociation  was  opened  here  today 
by  an  address  by  the  pre.^sldent,  Hon. 
John  W.  Sprinser.  After  paying  a  tri- 
bute to  the  city  of  Salt  Lake,  he  said: 

"No  one  can  look  over  such  a  va.st  con- 
course of  people  and  not  have  hi.s  .«oul 
stirred  to  the  depth.^*.  And  no  man  sur- 
rounded by  such  a  gathering-  of  Ameri- 
can citizens  can  fail  to  be  impres.sed  with 
the  intc-lliRence,  patriotism  and  the 
prosperity  everywhere  so  indisuptably 
manifested.  The  American  stockmun 
takes  a  pardonalilc  pride  in  hi:f  valuul'lt* 
live  stock  holdings,  and  in  his  .^ujirenie 
confidence,  not  only  i:i  his  own,  but  in 
his  country's  brilliant  future.  He  be- 
lieves in  an  intelligent  jircgress;  he  l)e- 
lieves  in  producing  a  higher  quality  of 
live  stock;  in  obtaining  a  ))raader  educa- 
tion that  he  may  grow  mentally  bigger 
and  i)r<iader;  he  b»lieves  in  liuilding  a 
brighter,  nmiv  comfcrtal'le  and  happy 
American  home,  which  is  our  chief  ob- 
ject lesson  to  the  world.  That  modest 
.siren  of  prosperity  has  woed  and  won 
the  people  of  this  country,  encouraging 
them  to  believe  in  themselves,  and  in 
their  ability  to  feed  and  clothe  the  w.irld, 
and  to  do  a  successful  business  even 
with  the  islitnds  of  the  se^s.  It  has  been 
ordained  thit  our  Amcricnni.^m  sh.ill 
broaden  with  the  years,  and  we  entti- 
the  twentl.th  century  greater,  broader, 
grander  than  our  grandfathers  entered 
th**  nineteenth  century.  Let  us  con- 
gratulate ourselves,  fellow  stockmen, 
that  we  are  a  part  of  this  [irincely  heri- 
tage, and  thit  we  too,  rhare  in  the  sat- 
isfaction and  confidence  that  has  taken 
poj.session  of  our  people  in  the  last  de- 
cade. 

'•The  stockmen  of  the  United  States 
now  cleaily  recognize  that  they  must 
maintain  an  energetic  national  organiz.T- 
tion  if  they  w  >uld  have  their  interests 
looked  aft»  r.  knowing  full  that  this  cen- 
tury will  present  nev,  fjuestions  for  solu- 
tion with  broader  opportunities  for  com- 
merc  ial  succo.=s.  In  our  own  busin«  ss 
today  there  are  too  many  smart  leaks; 
too  heavy  taxation;  too  many  thieves 
and  stock  rustlers  abroad;  too  mruiy 
state  inspection  fees.  The  whole  inter- 
state inspectinn  bu.'ineps  should  be  con- 
trolled by  the  federal  government, 
without  a  dollar's  expense  to  the  ship 
per. 

"One  subject  which  has  engaged  our 
attentifMi  this  past  year  has  ben  th.^ 
amendment  now  pending  in  congress 
known  as  bill  No.  :>."i3.  wCiich  extends  the 
time  limit  on  shipments  ftf  cattle  from 
twenty-eight  to  tbirty-thre->  hours  in 
summer  and  forty  liours  in  winter  imder 
proper  restrictions.  ITpon  tli"  invitation 
of  President  Urown  I  addressed  the  Hu- 
mane society  of  the  TTnited  States  at 
their  meeting  in  September  last  at 
Pittsburg,  in  the  hopes  this  society 
would  withdraw  its  opposition  to  our 
hill.  I  hrpe  some  favoral)le  action  will 
yet  be  taken  by  its  committee  on  law. 
to  which  my  resolution  was  referred  witii 
power  to  act.  The  argtnnent  submitted 
by  your  president  .at  that  meetinc  will 
be  found  printed  with  the  proceedings 
of  the  fourth  annual  conventi  )n. 

"There  is  now  pending  before  the  sen- 
ate what  is  ki.own  as  the  Oruut  bill 
•which  passeo  tiie  hiiii^e  by  a  large  ma- 
jority and  whica  seeks  Id  imjM>se.  1<>  eeats 
a  pound  tax  on  fileomargariue  in  the  sole 
Interest  of  th"  dairymen  of  the  I'^iuted 
States.  The  direct  object  to  !>»•  attained 
by  this  bill  is  to  so  tax  oliomargarliie  tliat 
It  will  no  longer  be  able  to  compete  with 
butter  in  tho  market  anci  thus  leave  our 
hnme  ni;uk<.  t  to  the  luuttr  trust.  No 
more  r.ink  pieee  of  fp.l.ral  legislation 
WHS  evt  r  pniposed.  and  whieli  if  p.issed 
takes  the  butter  from  the  table  of  the 
poor  throughout  this  land.  Tlie  time  has 
fully  com*  when  the  great  stoek  intei-.-sts. 
must  be  roprest  nted  in  Washington  by  as 
able  men  as  wt>  h.ive  in  the  busiiie.-s. 
an<l  liy  the  very  best  legal  talent.  We  tan 
■no  longer  afferd  for  a  few  thousand  uoi- 
lars  per  antium  to  l<:'ave  our  noo.ls  to  im- 
advised  au.l  selJish  les,'islntnrs.  We  stvaild 
have  such  an  organiz.-ition  tliat  when  as- 
saults are  made  in  Washington  in>on  tlie 
live  stock  industry  (as  is  now  the  esse 
with  the  Orout  bill)  that  we  could  em- 
ploy our  ablest  men  to  tri>  there  and  de- 
feat all  such  special  legislation,  and  we 
should  give'  r.ur  si'na;ors  and  congre.->s- 
men  to  ntiderstand  that  while  we  have  no 
special  favors  to  ask.  that  we  will  to  a 
man  resist  l>oth  men  and  measures  vvhiea 
have  fi>r  their  object  the  working  of  hard- 
ships ui>cn  the  live  stock  producers  of 
this  country." 

Other  fpiestions  of  interest  with  the 
stockni«n    were   dealt   with.

Ic 
appears  that  the  proper  way  to  operate 
protective  mea«ures  is  bv  a  system  ol 
federal  inspection,  leaving  to  the  L-tate 
sanitary  board  the  dutv  of  regulatinn^di.^.- 
eases  within  their  states.  When  stock 
Is  loaded  In  one  stite  fr,r  sorn,-  r.aini  'n 
atiother.  it  shoidil  be  insi>f  (  ted  by  a  gov- 
ernment insiiector  whose  bill  of  health 
should  carry  the  shipment  across  any 
number  of  state  lines  witiiout  further  ex- 
amination. The  federal  government  is 
in    favor   of    this   inspection. 

"As  the  association  grows  In  usefidncj-s 
tho  demands  upfm  its  tre.isury  increase 
proportionately.  The  expenses  duiinjr  t^e 
past  year  have  been  greater  than  for  t'u 
previous  v«»ars,  for  the  reason  that  mere 
are    rerpiired.

TALK  BY  WATTERSON 


His  Plea  For  Amicabre  Igree- 
msnt  MdQts  With  a  Favor- 
able Hearing, 


New. York,  Jan.  16.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  An  article 
written  by  Henry  Watterson.  of  the 
Loui.sville  Courier  Journal  on  the  "Re- 
lations of  the  L'nited  States  and  Eng- 
land" Is  attracting  much  attention  here. 
It  is  considered  an  adroit  and  friendly 
summary  of  American  opinion  respect- 
ing the  Nicaragua  canal  and  a  strong 
appeal  to  the  foreign  office  for  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  senate  amendments  to 
the  new  treaty.  Copies  of  tiie  article 
have  been  sent  to  Lord  Lansdowne,  Ar- 
thur Ualfoui.  Joseph  Caamberlain  and 
other  members  of  the  cabinet,  and  it  id 
hoped  that  it  will  exert  a  marked  in- 
fluence in  laonioting  the  settlement  of 
the  canal  Question. 

Tile  points  on  which  special  stress  is 
laid  in  this  article  are  the  statetnents 
that  the  senate  has  not  added  anything 
Lord  .Salisbury  would  not  have  sa.nc- 
tioned  if  he  had  been  consulted  in  ad- 
vance by  Secretary  Hay;  that  no  Eng- 
li.-h  interests  are  touched  by  tae  amend- 
ments; that  Lord  Salisbury,  by  aceejit- 
ing  the  revised  text,  can  lay  the  foun- 
dation of  a  friendship  between  the  two 
nations  more  enduiing  than  any  alli- 
ance, and  that  there  are  strong  reasons 
for  a  better  understanding  and  v.ork- 
ing  agreement  between  the  United  States 
and  ICngland.  Col.  Watterson's  repre- 
sentative character  a.s  a  .South<>rner 
and  a  Democrat  lends  great  aut;.ority 
to  this  expression  cf  American  opinion. 

Xow  that  they  have  had  time  to  ca!:nly 
cnnsider  the  matter,  a  noliceable  ohang? 
is  taliing  place  in  the  views  of  the  lead- 
ing English  newsp  :pers  with  regard  to 
the  Nicarigua  canal  Questi  jn.  The  Tele- 
graph this  morning  adopts  a  di-^tinclly 
fiiendly  tone.  It  points  out  ttiat,  after 
all,  so  far  as  the  substance  of  the  c^m- 
troversy  is  concerned.  th«^re  is  no  prac- 
tical difference.  England  is  prepared  to 
recognize  America's  claim  to  the  control 
of  the  undeit.Hking.  so  long  as  provisi  >n 
is  made  that  the  ean.il  shall  be  free  and 
open  to  vessels  of  all  nati'<ns  on  terms 
of  equality,  so  that  there  shall  be  no 
diseriniination  again.^t  any  nation  in  re- 
spect to  conditions  or  charges  on  tralflc 
or  otherwise.  "Ttiese  two  vital  princi- 
ples," remarks  the  Telegraph,  "have  not 
been  touched  by  the  senate  amendment.-- 
tn  the  Hay-Panncefote  treaty."  Sum- 
ming up  the  whole  situation,  this  friend- 
ly newspaper  arriv<;'s  at  the  der  ision  that 
if  the  I'nited  States  were  to  press  f.>r 
ttie  formal  abrogation  of  the  Clayton- 
I^uhver  treaty  in  the  usual  diplomatic 
manner,  the  Piitihh  government  would 
not  prove  diflieult   to  deal  with.

Portland,  Ore.,  Jan.  IG.— The  Oregon- 
ian  says:  The  Great  Northern  Expre.ss 
comriany  will  withdraw  its  service  from 
Portland  next  Funday,  .Ian.  20,  and  quit 
the  lines  of  the  Oregon  Railway  and 
Navigation  company.  It  entered  into 
a  contract  for  this  service  two  years  ago 
last  September  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
When  the  time  was  up  it  still  held  on 
in  the  hope  that  another  eiW\ti'a.ct  would 
be  enteied  into.  But  since  the  Union 
Pacific  lules  in  the  affairs  of  the  Ore- 
gon Railway  and  Navigation  company, 
anel  the  Pacific  ExpivRs  company  has 
the  preference  on  the  Union  Pacific  sys- 
tem, it  has  Ijeen  found  impracticaWe  to 
renew  the  agreement. 

Tlie  furniture  and  fixtures  of  the  local 
Gieat  Northern  Express  company  are  to 
be  shipped  to  Spokane  and  stored.  This

Sir  Thomas  Lipton's  new 
challenger,  the  Shamrock  II,  will  have 
a  draft  of  19  feet  6  inches,  a  beam  of 
23  feet  6  inches,  and  her  length  over 
all  will  be  136  feet.  The  lead  weight  is 
to  be  eighty-five  tons.  Designer  Wat- 
son believes  that  a  beam  such  as  he 
has  given  the  Shamrock  II  is  better  for 
all  round  performances  than  the  twen- 
ty-six feet  which  he  gave  the  Valkyrie 
HI.  It  is  a  very  noticeable  fact,  says 
the  Herald,  that  the  new  challenger  and 
the  Britannia,  the  prince  of  Wales'  boat, 
have  exactly  the  same  beam  dimen- 
sions, though  the  former  has  more  than 
two  feet  more  draft  than  the  prince's 
old  yacht. 

It  is  evident  from  these  dimensions 
that  Mr.  Watson  has  gone  in  a  measure 
to  the  canoe  type  of  midship  section, 
more  like  the  Jubilee  than  any  of  our 
other  American  boats.

Mill  Girl  Begins. 

WAS    NOT    WILFUL 


Says    Evidence    Does   Not 

Shoiv  If  to  Be  Wilful 

Murder. 


Paterson,  N.  J.,  Jan.  16. — Interested 
crowds  todf.y  filled  the  approaches  to 
and  the  room  in  which  the  court  of  oyer 
and  termintr  is  sitting  for  the  trial  of 
three  of  th<'  alleged  murderers  of  Jen- 
nie Bosschieter,  the  mill  girl.  The 
state  havinij  rested  its  case  last  night, 
the  day's  proceedings  began  witli  the 
presentatior  by  counsels  of  the  case  of 
the  defense.  Of  the  llti-ee  accused  men 
Death  most  showed  Uie  effe<?ts  of  the 
strain  throt.  gh  which  they  are  passing 
and  dejecti(  n  and  extreme  nervousness 
were  depicteel  in  his  countenance  and 
movements.  McAlister,  on  tho  other 
hand,  was  cjmparatively  self-possessed, 
but  Campbell  was  evidently  troubled 
and  anxious.  There  is  a  possibility  of 
the  defense  closing  its  case  today  and 
the  trial  beiig  concluded  tomorrow  with 
the  summin,-  up  and  the  judge's  charge. 

When  Judite  Dixon  opened  court,  coun- 
sel for  the  accused  asked  that  Sculthorpo, 
the  hackdrirer,  be  recalled,  so  that  he 
might  be  confronted  with  tho  record  of 
his  conviction  of  a  crime  of  which  he 
had  previou  dy  been  found  guilty. 

Michael  Dunn  then  delivered  his  ad- 
dress, opening  the  case  for  t^ie  defense. 
He  made  mention  of  the  grief  into  which 
the  family  of  Jennie  Bosschieter  had 
been  plunged  by  the  tragedy,  and  added 
that  the  cai?e  was  also  sad  on  account 
of  the  youth  of  the  prisoners  and  because 
it  had  broupht  such  disgrace  upon  their 
families.  Counsel  promised  to  prove  tiiat 
the  tieath  of  Jennie  Bosschieter  was  not 
caused  in  the  commission  of  a  criminal 
assault,  and  also  that  the  charge  if  wil- 
ful murder  could  not  stand  against  tho 
defendants. 

Mr.  Dunn  jiroceeded  veith  a  narrative 
<if  the  everts  preceding  the  death  of 
Jennie  Boss  iiieter,  tho  purpose  of  It 
being  to  show  that  the  meeting  of  the 
four  men,  AIcAlllster,  Campbell,  Death 
and  Kerr,  wis  not  prearran.ged,  and  that 
the  girl  made  the  first  advances  that 
op"ned  the  vay  for  the  meeting  at  Saal's 
saloon. 

In  the  sa  e)on,  according  to  counsel,, 
the  eirl  drink  freely,  t.aking  cocktails 
and  absinthe.  She  became  drowsy. 
Then  she  was  escorted  from  the  saloon 
to  the  h£Lck,  McAlister  and  Death  walk- 
ing on  either  side  of  her.  She  was  not 
carried,  the  attorney  said.  The  narra- 
tive of  counsel  for  the  defense  proceed- 
ed with  ihi  ride  in  thc  hack  to  the 
place  where  the  girl  dieel.  She  had  be- 
come uncorscioua  and  the  men  lifted 
her  from  th'i  hack  to  the  ground,  where 
they  knelt  around  her  and  made  every 
effort  to  re^  ive  her,  rut)bing  her  hands 
and  face.  She  was  taken  with  nausea 
and  the  mtn  u.sed  their  pocket  hand- 
kerchiefs to  wipe  her  face.  The  hack- 
men,  counsel  said,  was  mistaken  when 
he  testified  that  the  accused  men  as- 
i.Hulted  the  girl.  Despairing  of  succeed- 
ing in  restering  the  girl  to  conscious- 
ness, the  men  put  her  back  in  the  hack 
and  drove  lor  aid  to  the  house  of  the 
nearest  physician.  The  death  of  Jen- 
nie BoKschioter,  counsel  said,  was  ac- 
cidental. Har  drink  was  not  drugged  by 
the  defenda  its  nor  either  of  them,  and 
her  person  was  not  violated  by  the  de- 
fendant Deiith  or  either  of  the  others 
of  the  party.  The  misfortune  that  be- 
fell her  migit,  counsel  said,  fall  to  any 
other  girl  uider  similar  circumstances. 

David  Veimuilen,  an  undertaker,  who 
buried  the  Ijody  of  the  girl,  was  the 
first  witn^'ss  called  for  the  defense.  He 
te.stified  th£  t  he  .assisted  in  embalm'- 
ing  the  body  and  that  two  quarts  of  em- 
balming fiuil  were  used.  Witness  was 
not  present  at  either  of  the  autopsies. 
After  the  funeral  he  was  diretf-d  to  re- 
ojjen  the  grave  and  a  box  which  he 
supposed  contained  parts  of  tho  girls 
remains  we -e  taken  out  and  delivered 
to  the  authorities. 

Tliomas  J.  Dugan,  a  newspaper  re- 
porter, was  called,  but  his  testimony 
was  unimpo;-tant. 

Walter  C.  McAlister  -was  then  called. 
He  said  that  he  had  lived  in  I'aterson 
all  hi.s  life.  :  le  was  associated  with  his 
fatlier  in  th:?  silk  business.  He  said  he 
was  nrrestel  on  the  Monday  evening 
following  Oct.  IS,  and  had  since  b^e-n  in 
jail.  The  evening  of  Oct.  18  he  saw- 
Jennie  Bosschieter  with  Death  and 
Camjdjell.  He  had  known  Campbel! 
about  a  year  and  Death  about  six 
months.  He  had  known  Jennie  Boss- 
chiter  about  two  and  a  half  years.  He 
had  taken  her  riding  when  he  first  be- 
came acqu.ainted  with  her,  but  had 
never  been  to  social  affairs  with  her. 
He  did  not  speak  to  her  on  the  evening 
of  Oct.  18,  A.hen  he  first  saw  her.  be- 
cau.se  he  di  1  not  think  she  had  seen 
him.

The  rc-port,  wliich  was  read  by  Secre* 

taiy  Keep,  showed  an  increase  of  80,000 

tons  in  the  tonnage  representee!  In  tha 
association. 

"With  two  exceptions."  says  the  re^ 
port,  "tho  tonnage  of  the  asse>ciatie>(» 
now  includes  all  the  tleets  of  importanoe 
on  the  lakes.''  The  trcasui.v  was  re^' 
ported  to  be  in  a  more  satisfactoiy  con»< 
dition  than  for  several  years.  In  ad* 
dition  to  meeting  the  running  expenses 
of  the  association  a  deficit  from  last 
year  of  S2o00  was  wiped  out.  The  re»» 
port  declares  that  the  opening  of  tha, 
Chicago  drainage  canul  has  caused  ves-' 
selmen  much  financial  loss.  "I'ug  bills 
she>wed  an  enormous  increase."  saya 
the  report,  "and  important  losses  ii> 
earnings  followed  the  inability  to  load 
vesels  to  their  nonuiXl  capacity  owing 
to  the  dangerous  currents  and  shal- 
low water,  particularly  over  the  tuh- 
nels.  It  is  not  ju!-^t  that  this  injury- 
should  remain  without  compensati<»n, 
and  with  the  prospect  of  additional 
losses  at  the  opening  of  the  next  navi- 
gation season  while  the  United  States 
authorities  have  '  -i  their  power  to

Lond<m,  Jan.  16. — Nicaragua  canal 
matters  were  brought  forcibly  liefore  th^a 
public  today  by  means  of  an  editorial  in 
the  Daily  Telegiaph  and  a  lengthy  dis- 
patch from  the  American  correspondent 
of  the  London  Times.  Each  takes  ex- 
actly opposite  views.  The  Associated 
Press  is  omcially  informed  that  neither 
can  be  taken  to  represe.it  the  govern- 
ment's views,  for  tho  oxeelknt  reason* 
that  thevse  views  are  not  yet  concen- 
trated into  a  decision.  The  conferences 
.■^o  far  held  between  United  States  Am- 
Ij.n.'sador  Choate  and  the  .secretary  of 
state  for  foreign  affairs.  Lord  Lans- 
dov.ne,  hav«»  occurred  at  the  instigation, 
of  the  latter,  and  were  for  the  purpos© 
of  enlightonin.g  Lord  Lansdowne  on  varl- 
ou;-  t'chnicalities,  so  as  to  enai>le  hira 
to  explain  them  to  the  cabinet  mooting 
on  Friday.  Cntii  that  is  held  Great 
Britain's  attitude  will  not  be  known. 
Any  attempt  to  forecast  it  develops  into 
speculation. 

The  United  State*  embassy  officials  ap« 
pear  to  be  hopeful  of  the  acceptance  of 
the  amendments  to  the  Hay-Pauncefote 
ti  e-aly.  In  spite  of  this  impretssion,  and 
taking  full  consideration  of  thc  oppor- 
tunities of  the  embassy  officials  in  deter- 
mini»:g;  w^ich  way  the  cat  is  likely  t<> 
jump,  the  A.ssociated  I're.v?  has  exxllent 
reason  to  believe  that  if  Lord  Lan.-^- 
downo's  voice  predominates  in  the  cai>i- 
net  Great  Britain  will  not  accept  tlio 
amendment.  There  is  no  shadow  of 
doubt  that  if  the  ojiinion  of  the  secre- 
tary is  followed.  Great  Britain  will 
either  regretfully  express  her  Inability 
to  comply  with  the  amendments  e,r  fail- 
ure to  take  any  action  whatever,  in 
which  case  thei  treaty  will  lapse  of 
itself.  Several  of  Lord  Lansdowne's  ad- 
visers favor  the  latter  course.  Their 
feelings  can  well  be  ju<lged  from  a  state- 
ment of  one  of  the  foremost  of  his  ad- 
visers, who,  replying  to  a  remark  that 
the  canal  was  not  worth  a  mw,  said:

A   FERRET    SYSTEM 


Bill  to  Provide  For  Hunting 
Up  Property  For  Tax- 
ation Purpoaeei 


St.  Paul,  Jan.  16.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)— The  senate  held  another  short  ses- 
fcion  today,  but  there  was  quite  a  goodly 
gri.st  of  bills  received. 

The  JDint  resolution  passed  by  the 
public  providing  for  a  joint  committee 
on  reapportionment  was  submitted. 
After  a  vain  el'fort  to  have  it  first  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  rules,  and 
then  to  the  committee  on  apportionment, 
it  was  linally  laid  on  the  table. 

Senator  Miller  offered  a  resolution  pro- 
Niding  for  an  amendment  to  the  rules, 
requiring  all  bill.--,  in  the  hands  cf  the 
comndttees  to  be  reported  back  within 
ten  days  unless  a  majority  of  the  senate 
agrees  to  a  further  extension  of  the 
time. 

Senato-r  Johnson  introduced  a  "tax  fer- 
ret" bill,  authorizing  boards  of  county 
Cvinmissioners  to  emidoy  persons  to  aid 
in  the  discovery  of  property  withheld 
from  taxation,  .uid  to  list  the  siimc  and 
collect  taxes  thereon.  It  provides  that 
fcuch  persons  fc  e-mployed  shall  give  a 
bond  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  |:}000, 
and  shall  receive  as  compensation  i:ot 
more  than  15  i;er  cent  of  the  amounts 
so  collected. 

Senator  Wilson  introduced  a  bill  pro- 
posing a  constitutional  <onveution,  pro- 
%iding  fur  the  submission  of  th.j  proposi- 
titm  ;tt  the  next  st'iieral  election. 

Senator  Fitzpatrick  offered  a  novel 
bill  jirovlding  for  the  e.siablishmont  of 
assembly  districts  for  the  promotion  of 
g'-n-  rai  discussion  and  action  upon  mea- 
sures stilnnitted  to  or  affecting  the  In- 
terests of  the  peopl->  and  providing  for 
the  h'^lding  of  public  mcetinc.s  to  dis- 
cu.ss  the  same.  It  provides  that  in  all 
incorporati  (1  cities  and  villages  and  'n 
all  townships  constituting  separate  elec- 
tion districts,  meetings  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  May  and  October, 
at  which  shall  be  sub.mitted  and  dis- 
cussed all  constitutional  amendments 
or  other  matters  affecting  the  intciec^ts 
•^f  the  people.  Th-,^  object  of  the  bill  is 
declareil  to  be  "the  promotion  of  gen- 
eral Interest  in  public  questions  and  to 
secure  an  intelligent  vote  thereon.'' 

Senator  Wilson  introduced  a  bill 
amending  the  laws  relating  to  public 
schools  in  stdiool  districts  of  over  50.000 
inhabitants,  providing  that  the  amount 
of  taxation  for  sciiool  purposes  may  be 
increased  to  3  mills,  one-half  mill  of 
which  shall  be  used  solely  feir  the  pui- 
pose  of  erecting  and  repairing  school 
buildings. 

Senator  Potter  introduced  a  bill  to  au- 
thorize the  city  of  Minneapolis  to  issue 
tax  levy  certificates  to  pay  for  tCie  com- 
pleticn  and  furnishing  of  a  portion  of  the 
new  city  hall  tind  court  house.

Eastern  vesselmcn  are  said  to  be  wait- 
ing with  a  great  deal  ef  intere.-i  the  ou'- 
cr.me  of  the  present  visit  of  Jame.-  .'. 
Hill  to  Xew  York,  for  the  reason  that 
they  have  an  idea  that  imi'orta.U  lesiiiis 
will  be  attained  tis  to  lake  navigation. 
Mr.  Hill  has  a  large  lleet  of  boats  no..' 
on  the  lakes  and  others  coming  with  the 
(ipenini;  of  the  new  sea.0011.  It  is  said 
that  he  wantctl  more  boats  built  at  the 
lakt>^  shipyards,  but  could  not  be  given 
berth  space  on  any  of  the  yards  souu 
eiioush.  and  sent  to  the  coast  to  have 
his  Vessels  built. 

The  \esselmen  are  said  to  believe  that 
Mr.  Hill  is  in  the  P^ast  now  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  other  boats,  as  it  is 
known  he  went  there  to  consult  with 
shipbuilders,  this  much  having  been 
acknowledged  in  an  interview  in  Xew 
York.

of  L^^, 


Judge  Cant  filed  his  decision  this  noon 
in  the  caso  of  the  City  of  Duluth  vs. 
the  Duluth  Telephone  company.  The 
que.'tion  involved  was  whether  the  tele- 
phone company  had  a  legal  ri.ght  to  do 
bu.-'iness  in  the  city,  the  whole  thing 
hanging  on  the  breadth  of  the  meaning 
of  the  term  "highu  ay.  '  Judge  Cant  has 
had  the  case  under  advi.<eme;it  for  soiiio 
time,  and  li's  decision  is  that  the  Du- 
liuh  Telephone  company  has  rights  that 
cannot  be  attacked  by  the  city. 

The  Duluth  Telephone  comiMiiy  claims 
to  bo  operating  under  the  act  of  the 
legislature,  which  grants  telegraphic 
companies  the  right  to  niairit  tin  wires 
on  highways  in  the  state,  afterward 
anien,led  to  include  telephone  cumpanie?. 
The  .it.N  contended  th:;t  thc^  i-^treels  of  a 
city  are  u'.tder  municij'al  control,  and  are 
not  highways  within  the  meaning  of  the 
act. 

.Judge  Cant's  memoranuum  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  primary  meaning  of  the  term 
'liighway'  is  sufficiently  broad  to  cov?.' 
sMeets  in  cities.  That  meaning  may  be 
limited  by  construction  ivhen  the  subject 
matter  or  the  context  shows  tliat  such 
was  the  intention  of  thorie  by  \'.h  )ni  it 
w.is  used.  Bearing  in  mind  the  time 
and  circumstances  under  which  it  was 
emi>!ciyed  by  our  lesi.^iituro  with  1  e- 
stiect  to  le'epliujies.  a-=  their  expre.-sion 
is  now  f->und  In  section  2''!1  of  our  £1  n- 
eial  .'^tatute.5,  I  am  not  satisfied  th-it  the 
ii'stricted  meaning  c.j;;tenied  for  by  the 
plaintiif  can  be  justified  op  upheld.

In  Spite  of  Them. 

Leavenworth,  Kan.,  Jan.  16.— OfHcialS 
responsible  for  the;  life  of  Fred  Alex- 
ander, the  negro  burned  .it  the  stake  in 
this  city  last  evening,  today  began  Uio 
lireparati  ,n  of  their  defense.  The  negro's 
guilt  of  the  assault  and  murder  last  Xo- 
vember  of  Pearl  Forbes,  which  he  d«-nle<} 
with  his  last  breath,  was,  they  say, 
proved  conclusively  by  his  statement^ 
while  In  tf-.e  Lansing  penitentiary.  Tliis 
evidence  will  be  gathered  and  pub- 
lished.

J 
deplore  the  fact  that  Alexander  was 
burned.  I  did  my  full  duty  as  sherlfiJ 
of  Leavenwortl*  county. 

"I  did  not  request  state  mllltla  an^ 
am  glad  the  tr0(;ps  did  not  arrive;  If 
they  had,  several  innocent  lives  would 
have  been  lost."

Tile  measure;  was  introduced  in  both  tiif 
house  and  senate  at  the  first  session  of

Tlie  splendid  eulogy  ol  the  late  Sena- 
tor C.  K.  Davis,  which  was  delivered  by 
Senator  C.  A.  Towne  at  the  memorial 
services  held  bj  the  senate  last  Satur- 
day afternoon,  has  been  puldir^hed  in  fuli 
by  The  Herald,  a:id  probably  few  roaderd 
faiit-d  to  be  impressed  by  the  beautiful 
ihuughts  therein  containi-d  ajid  the  elo- 
quent language  in  which  they  were  ex- 
pressed. Mr.  T-'.vne  has  .idded  much  to 
his  reputation  as  an  able  and  eloquent 
.speaker  by  thi.-^  brilliant  addre.=s,  and  it 
is  regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  funeral 
oration.s  ever  delivered  in  the  United 
States  senate.  The  Washington  corre- 
spondent of  the  Pittsburg  Di.'^patch  re- 
lates the  followiny  st'iy  of  tiie  unusa.i! 
and  evidently  unprecedented  scene  which 
followed  the  close  of  Mr.  Towne's  re- 
liiarks: 

"Old  senators  and  old  senate  employes, 
who  by  the  way  are,  if  anything,  moie 
1>:  ini  and  dignified  than  the  .'renaiors,  ate 
considerably  agitated  on  account  of  what 
hapiJe.red  at  the  conclusion  of  Senator 
Towne's  eulogy  on  Senator  Davis.

He  ha'^  not  Ijeen  content  with 
d>l!\  cling  this  addicss  and  "ta/dug  life 
easy"  at  the  national  caijital  'uecause  his 
term  of  service  in  the  senate  is  likely  1 1 
be  brief.  He  is  h.boritig  on  behalf  of 
Dululh  especially,  and  there  is  a  f.iir 
rrosi)e:t  that  he  will  succeed  in  .accorn- 
plishin.?  .something  of  great  benefit  to 
this  city.  It  is  stated  in  a  Washington 
dispatch  that  he  has  prepared  a  full

The  let'islators  at  St.  i'aul  must  be 
sorely  perplexed  by  the  conni.tniij  peti- 
tions emanating  from  I>uiuih  anent  the 
vacant  United  States  senatorship.  Only 
a  few  dajs  ago  they  were  urged  by  the 
concentiated  and  combined  wisdom  of 
it-adins  members  of  the  Kltchi  Gammi 
club  and  the  ofncial  board  of  the  First 
National  bank,  with  strong  ecclesiastical 
backing,  to  throw  aside  all  petty,  per- 
sonal feelings  and  unanimously  elect  to 
the  senate  President  James  J.  Hill  of  tii^^ 
Great  Northern  road,  and  thereby  main- 
tain Minnesota's  reputation  for  sending 
men  of  brains  and  ability  to  reoresent 
the  state  in  the  ui'per  braiK-h  of  con- 
gress.

— FreJ 
Alexander,  the  negro  who  Saturday 
evLninjc  attempted  to  assault  Miss  Kva 
Ruih  and  who  was  supposed  to  have 
assaulted  and  killed  Pearl  Forbes  in  this 
city  in  Novemi>tr  last,  was  yesterday 
aftfrnuon  taken  from  the  guards  and 
Inuntd  at  the  ^take  at  the  seeiiL-  of  hisT 
crime,  half  a  duzon  blocks  from  the 
center  of  the  city.  I'ribably  8000  peo- 
ple witiu^sed  the  burning. 

Thi-  ne^ro  was  taken  from  his  cell  at 
thf  state  penitentiary  at  ;J  o'elnok  and 
k.,.iiied  into  I.  haik  and  broiriihi  to 
town.  Fifty  d  puty  marshals  surrouni- 
ed  him.  Deputy  Sheriffs  Sianeemyets 
and  IJrown  sat  in  the  haek  on  e'thtr  side 
of  him.  There  were  lifty  buggies  and 
wagcns  in  the  procession  whiih  fol- 
lowed the  hack  in.  It  was  a  funeral 
march,   indeed,   for  Fred   Alexander. 

When  the  corner  of  Fourth  and  O'.ive 
stre.  ts  was  reached,  the  police,  who 
were  in  the  hack  following  the  one 
"vvhieh  Alexander  was  concealed  in.

More  men  pushed 
insiile  and  the  iron  bar  was  again  called 
i'.to  play  and  tht»  doors  of  the  cell  room 
broken  down.

A  yell  of  terror  issued  from  the  cell. 

Outside  the  jail  the  tension  was  so 
great  that  men  flllc<l  the  room  with 
hysierieal  laughter.  Outside  the  crowd 
\sas  yellit.g  in  a  manner  that  has  per- 
haps never  before  lioen  heard  in  the  city 
of  Leavenworth.  Inside  the  cell  rush?d 
those  who  were  nearest  the  door. 

The  mob  issued  forth  in  a  moment. 
■Iriggin.g  the  negro  by  liie  coat  collar. 
He  had  l>een  struck  over  the  ^.lead  with 
a  hammer,  but  was  sfill  conscious. 
Many  fought  to  get  at  him. 

"Don't  hurt  iiim,"  they  cried. 

"We'll   burn  him,"   was  the  response. 

Outside  the  stockade  the  crowd 
surged.  Alexander  and  his  captors  were 
surrounded  by  a  solid  wall  of  humanity. 
Airnss  Third  street  and  up  the  hill  into 
the  cou!  t  hi'uso  yard  they  dragged  him. 
They  th?n  slopped  still. 

"Confess  before  we  hang  you,"  said 
they. 

"I  am  innocent.  I  am  dying  for  what 
another  man  did.  I  see  lots  of  my  friends 
here:  they  knt)W  I  did  not  do  it.  If  I 
had  been  guilty  I  would  have  said  so  at 
the  penitentiary  and  would  have  stayed 
there  for  life.  The  warden  told  me  so. 
The  police  told  me  sn.  Would  not  I  have 
T,'.'i<  rbe-.-i  if  I  \v;,>  miilty?" 

He  did  not  know  that  the  town  WM 


bent  on  lynching,  that  the  minds  were 
made  up  tb.at  he  iiad  coinir.itted  a  crime 
that  could  only  be  avenged  wiih  his 
blood. 

"Vou  lie."'  they  cried,  and  one  huge 
fellow,  tilled  more  with  the  lust  lor 
I'loi.d  than  with  the  feelings  of  a  ma.i, 
struck  him  in  ibe  foreh.ad  with  his  hst 
three  times.  Tiiis  seemed  r.ot  to  have 
the  slightest  effect  on  the  negro.  He 
was  lUMiing  white. 

"Take  hiin  where  he  committed  the 
murder,"  suggested  one.  The  sug- 
gestion nioi;  witli  instant  approval  ami 
the  crowd,  currying  Itie  negro,  pushed 
on  for  Fourth  street.  There  were  many 
wagons  sta ailing  al>out  aad  into  one  of 
thes-e  they  threw  iiim.  The  wagon  was 
started  for  the  vicinity  of  i.,.iArenee 
a\enue  and  Spruce  street,  followed  on 
the  run  by  the  crowd. 

At  a  quarter  past  5  o'clock  Alexander 
was  broujAUt  to  the  scene  of  the  mur- 
der of  Pearl  Kurlies,  at  the  corner  of 
Lawrence  avenue  and  Sinuce  strt-et.  Hie 
e.xact  spot  where  the  murdered  nirl  was 
found  was  locatcil  by  t;ie  K-aders  of  the 
er'iwjl  and  there  a  .-■■.  tiii-circle  was  forme-.l. 
.'\lf\.nii(ler  was  r.ruUKiil  up  in  a  w.'^iui 
with  a  dozen  int  n.  Tlie  wagon  w;!s  s:  'p- 
peil  iu  front  of  tl'.e  raviiU'  uad  surrounied 
i>V  ibe  crowd,  the  b  ader  of  the  nii^.i  wl:o 
held  Ale.<ainler  held  up  his  hand  calling 
for  silence.  Tlie  r.ar  ceaseil  and  Alexan- 
der was  shoved  forward  for  the  cr<)wd  t  '> 
gaze  at.  A  hriwl  went  up  wliieli  \v;i> 
(piieklv  luisbetl  ,is  the  pri.-'oner  raised  his 
shackled  bjMiils  and  began  to  spr-ak.  'rv.i(  e 
he  st.irted  ;i'id  the  crowd  drowned  his 
tretnbling  voice. 

"You  are  g.iiig  to  kill  me  whatevtM- 
I  say,"  he  said,  "but  you  men  are  wr 'ng. 
T  want  to  tell  vou  rtu'at  now.  you've  got 
the  wrong  man.  I  (\'\<\  not  do  that,  and 
some  day  you  men  here  will  ruri  ui>  against 
the  man  wlri  did.  I  know  it  ain't  aiiv  us.' 
to  sav  so.  for  vou  are  going  to  kiil  nio, 
but   I  dill  not  do  it." 

The  men  standing  behind  tlie  negr»> 
shoved  Iiim  irom  liie  wageu,  and  the  f/ar 
fri.m  the  crowd  drowneil  ev  ry  oliur 
sound.  The  negro  was  quiekly  driven 
down  the  embankment  to  ;iie  pile  of  w^od 
with  his  hands  still  sliaukie<l  and  liiere 
bound  to  tho  stake.  Long  beiore  tl;.-  way- 
un  containing  tiie  doomed  man  airiveii  at 
the  place,  a  crowd  bad  gatheieil.  Many 
carried  rails  and  boards.  Se\eral  seized 
railnad  irons  and  carried  ihiiu  to  ihe 
ravine.  The  spot  clios.  n  for  trie  stake 
was  the  exact  one  where  Pearl  Forbes' 
body  was  f.  und  on  the  morning  of  Nov.  7. 

J  be  lirsi  thing  done  was  to  i-bial  the 
railroad  ir-.n  upright  in  tbe  niu.l.  'llils  w.-  - 
made  fast  to  cross  irons  bound  to  the  up- 
right iron  Willi  wir.'.  Anauul  the  inipre- 
vi^ed  stake  wood  and  boards  were  pilotl. 
To  this  lie  was  dragged  and  tied  in  a 
standing  posture  to  ilw  unn.vibt  railroad 
iron.  Chains  and  irons  Wi.re  wrapii'  1 
about  him  and  with  his  hands  still 
shackled,  he  was  made  fast  ti  the  po.- ;. 
Coal  oil  was  then  p'Uued  over  him  and  the 
match   touehed   to   him. 

Before  the  match  was  applied  John 
Forbes,  father  of  Pearl  Forbes,  siepp'.ng 
up  to  -■\le.\aniler,  said: 

•'Are  you  guilty  of  murdering  my  daugh- 
ter? " 

"I  don't  know  what  you  have  me  here 
for,"  said   tlie  doomed  man. 

Forbes  re,  i.ed:  "For  killing  my  girl  on 
this  ver.v  spot." 

"Mr.  For.KS,  if  that's  your  name,  you 
have  the  wrong  man.  " 

"Burn  hiic.:    Biun  liim:"  cried  the  mob. 

"Gentlemen,  you've  got  lots  of  time," 
saitl  .Alexander.  "You're  burning  an  inaj- 
ccat  man.  You  took  advantage  of  me.  Vou 
gave  nie  no  show.    Can  I  see  my  ir.otlicr?" 

.V  man  in  the  crowd  called  for  the 
mother,  but  she  was  not  in  the  crowd. 
Then  he  s.iid:  "Will  y.iu  let  me  shaice 
hands  with  all  my  friends'.' " 

"You  have  no  friends  in  this  crowd,  you 
damned  t>east,"  said  one  of  the  men  in 
charge  of  the  negro.  "If  you  have  any- 
thing to  say,  do  it  in  a  hurry." 

Another  man  then  stepped  forward  and 
said  to  .Alexander:  "Make  your  peace  with 
your  God,  nigger,  for  you  will  surely  die." 

Coai  oil  was  then  applied  for  the  second 
time,  and  while  it  was  being  done.  Alex- 
ander called  to  friends  in  the  crowd  and 
told  them  good  bye.  He  did  not  seem  to 
rtalize  that  he  was  to  be  burne  1  at  the 
stake  and  talked  rationally  until  John 
Forbes,  father  of  the  murdered'  girl, 
lightetl  the  match.  Again  Alexander  was 
asked  to  make  a  confession,  but  he  replied 
that  he  had  nothing  to  say.

Impcrtanea  of  Cried   Fruits    Kot 
Well  Enoush  Knewn. 

The  variety  and  abundance  of  fruits 
which  are  found  gitnvin.t?  in  cultivated 
or  natural  states  in  all  parts  of  the  world 
except  in  extreme  cold  latitudes,  seem  to 
show  very  conclusively  that  they  are  de- 
signed for  an  important  as  well  as  prom- 
inent place  in  our  dietary.  And  yet,  in 
the  pleasure  they  give  to  both  palate  and 
sen.«e  of  beauty,  we  find  fruits  generally 
rctjarded  as  luxurits.  or  at  best,  pleasant 
accessories  to  (Jiir  lost  of  foods,  but  not 
sui)posed  lo  po?se.-?s  any  value  from  a  nut- 
rient standpoint 

FRESH  FRUITS. 

The  statement  that  fresh  fruits  contain 
a  large  percentage  of  water,  not  less  than 
7,"  per  cent  and  in  some  varieties  giving 
as  high  as  S9  i>er  cent.,  should  not  mislead 
the  housekeeper  wilii  the  belief  tiiat  it  is 
a  u^eless  expenditure  of  monty  to  indulge 
in  these  sucruient  fruiis,  v.ith  tiie  aaa 
that  they  ui-e  *.imply  a  deli{;ht  lo  the  eye 
and  ^.ratifying  only  b.v  their  delicious 
flav"}rs  the  sense  of  ta.ste.  Water  is  ont 
of  our  most  impoilanl  factors  m  fo»id 
in  .ii.5Ing  in  its  proper  assimilation  aial 
d't-estion;  as  well  as  in  tissui.-  building. 
And  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  are  few 
who  oljtaln  the  nccess.iry  daily  supply 
requirtd  by  lite  system.  There  is  I'O 
ph  .Lsanter  or  safer  way  of  accj^iiriiig 
this  needful  clement  then  from  frcaii. 
rli)e  fruits,  prepared  in  nature's  labora- 
tor.v  Willi  just  and  pnjpcr  amount  of  i.a- 
tutal  sugar  and  acid  to  make  the  bev. r- 
a.ce  most  inviting  to  the  palate.  The  jiitcy 
winter  fruits  we  are  most  familiar  with 
are  the  orange,  lemon,  lime  and  gra,(e 
fruit.  It  the  nature  and  use  of  thcs^e 
fruits  were  i)roperly  underslood  and  Ihcy 
were  consitiered  as  they  should  be,  as 
nature'.s  tonics  ami  regulators,  w-o  would 
find  the  money  exi><  ndcd  in  these  sremiii.g 
luxuries  but  "a  small  amount  compaied 
with  the  sum  we  nti  •omplainly  hand  oiit 
lor  the  various  advertised  Ionic's,  di- 
gests,  reguli. ti.irs.  etc. 

WHEN   TO   EAT   FRUIT. 

The  .cenerally  accepted  time  for  eating 
fresh,  uiuooked  fruit  is  at  ihe  begmniog 
of  our  mea'.s,  especially  in  the  morning.

Wi'  must  retnembtr  tl;;U 
fndts  are  meant  to  sei'vc  the  pitrpose  of 
food  or  as  food  accompaninn-nts  and  we 
tnisdirert  this  iiurp.ose  when  we  eat  fre.^h 
fruit  at  unseasonable  times,  as  betwein 
meals. 

THE    CRANRKRKY. 

Or  craneberry.  whi-^h  some  authorities 
claim  is  thi^  iirojie'-  proti()unciation.  is  jier- 
h.ips  nor  most  popular  fresh  fruit  ob- 
tamablo  iii  the  winter.  Tt  sems  ess-en- 
tia'ly  a  ci-)1d  weather  fruit,  as  it  keevis 
well,  and  oven  freezinp;  docs  not  iniiire 
it.  While  'he  berries  are  not  palateable 
uncookt^'l,  they  make  an  excellent  palat- 
alile  s.tiK  e  or  jelly.  They  are  decidedly 
acid,  with  a  flavor  peculiarly  their  ow-n, 
which  develops  in  cookin.ir.  This  fruit, 
when  simtdy  stewed  with  .a  liit'.e  susar. 
and  the  skins  not  removed,  while  relished 
by  m;<:iv,  i'-^  railo^r  to  acid  and  irritating 
for  children  f>r  delicate  digestions.  There 
is  very  little  or  any  wa?;»e  in  cranberries, 
and  the  (•'•)St  being  moder.ite.  they  are 
within  the  means  of  most  families,  for 
at  bast  an  occasional  .-idiition  to  tiie  bill 
of  fare. 

OUR  DRIED  FRT'lTS. 

These,  of  course,  do  niit  possess  the  .«>ame 
refreshing  nowers  which  malf  the  fr'  .-o. 
j;dcy  fruits  so  delislitful  and  they  should 
not  be  class"d  in  th.»  satne  ordi>r  of 
fooi''s  or  snbsl'tntea  pniire'v  for  toe  fre?h. 
uncooked  fruit.  While  in  dryin.if  they  lose 
eotisidi'r;'b'c  of  thc'r  nroportion  of  water, 
they  arc  richer  than  the  fresh  fiaiit=.  anl 
retaininc  their  nutriments  are  a  more  con- 
d<  noed  form  of  food  and  Hre  not  so  ea<ilv 
digested.  In  fact,  they  Sfrve  a  vi^ry  dif- 
feient  tnirpose  to  (.or  diel-iry  cinnpaitd 
to  the  juiev-  uncooked  fndts.  They  p.ar- 
take  less  of  the  nature  of  tonics  and  the\ 
mfv  properly  bo  af^milted  to  the  ranks  of 
foods. 

I!y  the  most  sticcessfnl  nroress  of  <lryini? 
or  evapora"i".n.  the  fruit  is  sufficieiitly 
preserved  without  being  subject  to  a  de- 
gree of  heit  K  eat  enough  to  destro.v 
their  fine  Uavor  or  make  them  dry  or 
hard.

T'ntil  very  recent  home  cultivation  en- 
nblt  .1  us  to  <dii;iin  the  friut  prern  and 
fresh,  we  li;ive  l)i'eii  ob'.lKcil  to  dep>-nd  fin 
the  dried  imported  rMs<i.  the  finest  of 
which  come  frcm  Sm.vrna.  Roth  dry  and 
green  liEta  cotiiiiin  much  sugar  and  con- 
sider.ibly  'arger  proportions  of  nltrogcn- 
otis  substances  than  most  other  fruits, 
unless  we  excejit  the  date.  The  fig  is  the 
only  fruit  which  receive.^  jin\-  soeiaal 
mei'ition  in  the  wrilines  of  sacred  history 
arid  Its  cultivation  has  i)een  continuei] 
from  the  parent  tree  placed  in  the  Gar- 
den of  Eden  down  to  the  present  day, 
and  in  nearly  all  eastern  countries  it  forms 
one  of  The  principal  articles  of  food.

A  Chuck  Roast — We  have  given  recipe* 
for  pf)t  roast  and  braising;  two  meth- 
ods for  cooking  the  tousrher  cuts  of  beef. 
^^■e  presume  the  pot  roast  is  the  recipe 
our  correspondent  refers  to.  The  llrst  cut 
of  the  chuck  mak<;3  a  fair  roast;  but  th»» 
tenth  and  eleventh  tigs  are  more  often 
boned  and  roded  and  sold  as  rolled  rlljS 
for  roasting,  braising  or  pot  roast.  While 
the  best  part  of  the  ton  of  round  makes 
a  more  economical  and  satisfactory-  pot 
roast,  this  shoulder  piece  answers  nicely. 
A\'e  will  give  the  twct  methods,  and  if  they 
are  not  the  recipes  desired,  kl-ndly  let  us 
know,  as  this  dep.artment  is  for  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  the  housewife. 

Pot  Roast— To  have  the  gentdne  pot 
roast  of  our  gr.andmother's  time,  you 
should  have  a  deep  iron  pot.  rounding  at 
the  bottom  and  raised  one  or  two  inches 
from  the  ton  of  range  by  little  feet.  This 
pot  has  a  cl'jse-fittlnp  cover,  with  a  s'Me 
allowing  for  escape  of  steam  if  me.at  does 
not  brown  sufliciently  with  cover  on.  Tie 
the  meat  into  shajje;  put  the  pot  over  a 
good  fire,  and  when  it  is  hot,  rub  with  a 
piece  of  beef  suet,  unless  meflt  Is  quite 
fat.  Place  meat  in  the  pot.  and  brown 
w-ell  on  every  side.  Then  add  a  cupful 
of  boiling  water;  cover  closely  and  pla*?* 
whi^e  it  win  cook-slowly,  twenty  minutes 
to  a  pound.  !>.•)  not  add  m')ro  water, 
when  the  first  evaporates,  as  the  dripping 
from  the  meat  should  keep  it  from  stick- 
ing, and  It  brow-ns  better  If  there  Is  not 
too  much  moisture.  When  me.it  is  par- 
tially done,  dredKo  well  with  salt  and  r>eT>- 
per.  White  or  sweet  pntatoes  should  ba 
browned  under  the  m^'at,  and  are  very 
nice.  Use  the  fat  fn  the  bottom  of  the 
pot  ffjr  making  the  brown  gravy  to  serve 

with  the  meat, 

Braisexl  B.:>ef— TMe  the  meat  Into  shape. 
Slice  a  small  onion,  one  carrott  and  one 
turnip  and  place  in  the  bottom  of  your 
braisMiK  pan;  add  a  sprig  of  parsley. 
Place  the  meat  rack  on  top  of  vegetables, 
and  la.v  the  meat  on  rack.  Pour  a  cuj>ful 
of  bollinpr  water  over  the  meat.  cov*r 
clo.sely  with  upper  pan  or  cover  and  sit 
in  a  hot  oven  and  cook  tw-enty  or  twenty- 
five  minutes  to  the  pound.  Sea.son  with 
salt  and  p(?pper  w-hen  meat  I?  half  dono. 
Keep  just  enoiiph  w.at^r  in  h<'>ttom  of 
the  pan  to  keep  the  vegetables  from  burn- 
ing.

nothing  w.is  tsaid  of  the  gical  mis;'o."tl.me 
whicli  befell  tlie  exoedltion.  Tne  facts 
ha\e  been  maile  known  oiiiy  since  the  ex- 
Peiliti  ei  returned  to  Italy,  sivs  the  New 
York  Sun  It  will  be  remembered  th.;t 
t!ie  tir.>-I  sb  dtre  jiarty  whieb  the  duke  st'iit 
north  from  his  vessel,  the  S'-clIa  Polaie. 
when  i-he  was  frozen  in  thi^  ice  in  lati- 
tuile  M  decrees  55  minutes,  v.as  a  failure, 
ewiisg  t'>  the  fiie'iiful  cold,  the  tempi  ra- 
ture  fallinj;  to  52  deprees  Celsius.  Il  was 
late  in  February  last  whiii  tin;;  -.xi-^-dl- 
tion  re'.iin.t  li  to  the  shin.  On  March  11  a, 
frish  .'.fempt  was  made.  Ten  men  and 
many  di.gs  started  r.orthwaril.  At'ter  trn 
thivs"  march  Lieut.  Guarinl  of  the  Italian 
navv.  th^  Norwegian  rna<  hinist  Stocken. 
and  the  Italian  Alpine  Ruide  rib».  decilnel 
to  f^o  an\  farther,  and  were  "-ent  back  to 
the  ship  with  the  sledire  and  the  ten  flogs. 

They  never  returnd  to  the  s  .;p  .jnd  ".} 
tr..c'"of  them  could  be  foun  1.  All  the 
othf'r  Kirmbers  of  the  party,  with  the 
ship's  doctor  as  leader,  adv:ineej  fur 
twentv  da.vs  to  beyond  the  di;'T»'  thiid 
parallel  ai  d  returned  safe  and  s  njii  I  to 
the  ship.  It  was  the  third  expedition  that 
later  made  the  hlerhest   northing. 

Se.Tiching  (xpeditions  were  sent  out  for 
the  lost  men.  but  all  In  vain.  Two  depots 
cf  ?upplics  were  left  for  them  at  places 
which  it  was  thought  they  mielit  leach 
if  thev  were  alive.  After  the  return  ,jf 
the  expecMtlon  to  Italy  an  official  marine 
inquiry  was  held  as  to  the  disappearance 
of  the"  three  men.  Seven  members  cj  t.TO 
expedition  were  examined.  None,  except 
the  duke  of  Abruzzi.  thought  the  men 
could  possiblv  be  alive.  Dr.  Caviili.  who 
was  v.-ith  th.e  partv  when  the  unfortunate 
men  turned  back.tostlfi^d  that  the  Ice  was 
weak  in  many  places  .and  covered  with 
new  snow,  anil  he  believed  the  party  had 
fallen  in  and  were  drowned.  There  was 
no  danger,  he  said,  of  their  losing  their 
course  on  their  way  back  to  the  ship,  for 
thev  knew  perfectly  the  route  to  steer. 
A  rescue  expedition  would  be  impossible 
In  the  dark  season.  Other  witnesses  ex- 
pres.-sed  their  belief  that  the  men  had 
either  succumbed  to  snow  storms  or  fallen 
through   the  ice. 

The  duke  of  Abruzzi  alone  said  he  be- 
lieved there  was  hope  that  the  men  had 
reached  one  of  the  supply  stations,  or.  fit 
least,  had  found  refuge  o.n  some  island 
where  they  might  be  able  to  live  as  Nan- 
sen  did  In  "the  same  region,  upon  the  game 
they  killed.  He  at  once  hired  another 
vessel,  the  Stella  Polare  beinc:  too  bndlv 
used  up  for  further  Arctic  work,  and  In 
the  spring  he  will  make  his  wav  with  a 
new  crew  across  Barents  sea  to  the  archi- 
pelago here  he  spent  last  winter.  He 
■will  lead  a  forlorn  hope,  but  he  has  nobly 
determined  to  undergo  all  the  hardships 
necessary  to  ascertain  whether  his  lost 
comrades  are  still  alive  in  the  frightful 
Arctic  wast©  where  they  were  swallowed 
up.  -    -.    ._-

-\fier  gelling  in  t:ie  back  way  and  secur- 
ing the  booty,  the  ihiv-ves  are  believed 
to  have  walked  deliJ.r.Uely  out  on  Su- 
perior street,  just  as  the  condition  of 
tilings  indicated  on  the  morning  of  Nov. 
14.

WHALKN  L'5  LANDED. 

Jame.-  V.  Whalei.  nuw  known  as 
•'SKvlight  Jinimie."  was  arrested  at  5 
o'clock  last  night  bj  Oliicer  Fvanii 
Schulle  for  the  roblery  of  the  clotaini; 
store  of  Floan.  Leveroos  &  Co,  early  ye.~- 
U'idiiy  morning.  All  day  yesteru;>.y  the 
authorities  kept  a  sharp  watch  for 
Whalen.  on  whom  suspicion  fell  as  soon 
asUhe  detective^*;  fouin]  the  hanuv.cr  v.ith 
vvhiidi  the  skylisi't  v, a.-  sinashe  1  in.  This 
hammer  belonged  up  in  the  livery  ijarn 
of  Zeke  Kendall,  an  l  V'l'halen.  who  was 
employed  about  the  stable,  was  seen 
with  it.  When  in<;uiry  was  m:ide  at 
Kendall's  yesterday  morning  th-  ham- 
mer WAS  identified,  and  the  detective-^ 
learned  th.Tt  Whalen  hail  not  reiiorted 
for  work.  Later  it  \viLS  le:iineil  th.it 
abeiut  midnight  Monday  Wbaloa  wa.=.  in 
a  Bowery  saloon  endeivoring  to  pet 
credit  for  a  glass  of  whisky,  and  a  few 
hours  Liter  ajipeared  on  tho  Bowery  with 
enough  money  to  buy  a  keg  of  trof.iile 
promotin.g  li(|Ui(i.

rcfiuested  the  iletectives  to  have  him 
bound  ove'-  to  the  urand  Jury  withint 
that  formality  in  th  ■  lower  court.  He 
had  not  liecn  arraigned  at  a  late  hour 
this  afternoon. 


CROOK  WIFH^I^  HfSTO?.Y. 

The  Stirring:  Experiences  of  Aibsrt 
Ward,  Veteran  Criminal. 

"I  have  paid  out  riore  than  $.50,000  in 
lawyers'  fees  and  tnore  than  175.000  to 
detectives.  Now  I  am  br<»ken  down  and 
haven't  a  cent.  I  have  a  sister,  who  tells 
me  that  she  has  a  burial  lot  for  me  bo- 
side  my  mother,  ard  that  I  shall  be 
decently  buried.  Th&  uorld  is  against 
me.  But  I  am  about  at  the  end  of  my 
story.  If  the  world  had  been  half  as 
kind  to  me  when  I  was  free  as  W'arden 
Shielder  has  been  sirce  I've  1)een  a  con- 
vl(  t.  I  wouldn't  be  he(^  now.  I've  want- 
ed to  ref'::m  but  couldn't.  If  some  one 
would  just  lake  chart',e  of  me  and  give 
me  light  work  I  wou.tl  never  betray  the 
trust." 

The  man  who  said  this  is  known  at  the 
Indiana  Northern  prison  as  Convict  11C3. 
and  ho  was  convicted  of  forgery  at  Terrs 
Haute  three  years  apo  and  sentenced  to 
seven  years'  cemflne  nent,  says  an  In- 
dianapolis special  to  the  New  York  Sun. 
He  is  in  feeble  healtl  and  his  thirty-six 
years  of  crime  have  told  heavily  upon 
hiin.  When  arrested  he  gave  his  name 
as  John  Doe,  and  vas  .'■ent  t-t  prison 
under  that  cognomen.  His  real  name  is 
Albert  V.  Ward,  and  it  is  his  boast  that, 
though  his  frauds  ha-.e  netted  him  more 
than  i.500.000,  he  nevor  swindled  a  man 
who  was  not  able  to  lose  the  money  of 
which  he  was  robbed.  As  an  illu.stration 
of  this  he  points  to  the  fart  that  just  be- 
fore his  conviction  at  Terre  Haute,  he 
returned  $800  worth  of  diamonels  to  u 
Chicago  jeweler  whtn  he  learoed  that 
his  victim  was  heavi  y  in  debt,  and  the 
loss  of  the  gems  woul  1  ruin  him. 

Ward  will  not  disci  ss  his  career  prior 
to  the  time  he  first  came  into  prominence 
in  1803.  He  came  of  a  good  family,  how- 
ever, and  was  well  educated.  He  en- 
listed in  the  I'nlon  army  in  1S62,  and 
was  at  Washington  on  a  furlough  in 
1S63.  There  he  had  a  quarrel  with 
Orderly  Sergt.  Matthews  and.  taking 
Matthews'  pistol  from  him.  shot  him 
dead.  He  escaped  to  Baltimore,  where 
he  made  arrangemerts  for  his  defence 
and  then  returned  and  surrendered  to 
the  Washington  ofIic?rs.  His  trial  was 
a  noted  one.  Daniel  \i.  Voorhees.  Henry 
S.  Lane  and  and  Albert  G.  Porter,  all  of 
this  state,  defended  him.  The  first  tria! 
resulted  in  the  death  penalty,  but  a  new 
trial  was  granted  are  he  was  .sentenced 
to  eight  years  at  hard  labor.  Ward 
was  highly  connectec  in  this  state,  and 
his  friends  secured  a  lardon  from  Presi- 
dent Lincoln.  The  killing  of  Matthews 
is  believed  to  have  ixen  his  first  step  in 
crime,  but  when  he  left  prison  he  found 
that  his  old  friends  had  turned  against 
him.  Embittered  against  them,  he  went 
South  and  enlisted  in  the  Confederate 
army,  receiving  a  commission  as  captain 
and  serving  in  the  Q'welfth  Mississippi 


and  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  Breckinridge. 

Soon  after  his  enlistment  he  was  de- 
tached from  staff  duty  and  sent  to  Can> 
ada  to  bring  home  some  Confederal© 
riisoners  who  had  escaped  from  the 
North  and  were  then  in  British  territory. 
When  he  had  gsthered  thirty-six  men 
together  he  concluoed  to  go  into  the 
iiounty-Jumping  business.  The  men 
met  him  at  Augusta,  Me.,  and  each  re- 
reived  $1:00  bounty.  The  thirty-six  men 
deserted  at  once  and  niet  Ward  in  Bos- 
ton and  again  eniisred.  Again  they  de- 
serted and  went  to  New  London.  Conn., 
Viheie  they  e,. listed  again.  This  was  re- 
ported at  Trenton.  N.  J.,  and  then  the 
Confederates  went  South.  W'ard  says 
that  he  made  $24,850  out  of  his  bounty- 
jumping  oi'eiaiions.  Then  he  went  to 
New  York  i-ily  to  h-ive  a  good  time.  It 
was  there  that  he  met  the  conspirators 
who  Wi  ie'  arra'\ging  to  burn  the  oily. 
V/ard  declares  that  he  knew  nothinc  of 
the  conspiracy  until  afterward,  and, 
though  he  came  within  an  ace  of  being 
hin.t;cd,  he  protests  tli.at  It  was  the 
merest  coincidence  that  entangled  him 
in  tb.e  Web. 

About  the  time  he  reached  New  York 
a  iiun!i>er  of  a-renis  of  the  Confederate 
government  assembled  there  for  the 
purpose  of  destroying  the  city.  At  Fort 
Lafayette  Ward  found  Capt.  Allison  of 
Henderson.  Ky..  and  put  forward  the 
c!.i:m  that  Allison  was  a  British  subject, 
thus  securing  his  release.  Ward  then 
went  with  Allison  to  search  for  Ca).t. 
Kennedy,  a  Confederote.  who  was  in 
the  plot"  to  burn  the  city,  and  was  lo- 
cated at  the  Metropolitan  hotel.  He 
was  out.  ho\^  ever,  when  Ward  and  AUi- 
seni  called,  but  Allison  wn.ite  Ward'.<> 
nair.e  on  a  card  and  left  it  for  him  with 
a  request  th.at  he  call  at  the  St.  Nioho- 
l.Ts.  \\ard  was  in  company  with  Sheri- 
dan Shook,  a  man  named  Herren  and 
Newton,  a  gold  pen  maker,  when  Ken- 
nedy arrived,  ami  unon  the  laiter's  re- 
quest for  money  Ward  gave  him  $100  in 
a  sing'e  bill  .Tud  Shook  changed  it  for 
him.  Ward  then  went  to  a  resort  where 
he  gave  a  wine  supjier.  and  while  thus 
engaged  the  hotels  were  fired  by  the 
consiirat.irs.  Ward  was  arrested,  and 
when  trt'Ken  to  the  police  station  learned 
that  Kennedy  had  engaged  rooms  at  a 
number  of  hott  Is,  .ind  at  each  had  placed 
a  stick  of  phosphorus  in  the  beddin.g. 
In  one  of^the  rooms  was  found  the  card 
with  Ward's  name  on  it.  Kennedy 
escaped  to  Vermont,  but  was  anested 
and  letuined  to  New  York.  Col.  Beal 
nnd  a  ifi-.vear-old  boy  named  Anderson 
were  airestcd  at  Suspension  brielge. 
Kennedy  devlared  thit  W;ird  was  the 
authnrired  agent  of  the  Confe<ieracy. 

Ward  says  that  the  boy  Anderson 
.i;a\e  away  the  conspiracy  to  Gen.  Dix 
to  wiet  k  tr.tins  on  the  F'rie.  and  to  cap- 
ture the  steamer  IMiilo  I'arsons.  on  Luke 
E' ie.  and  many  others.  }?e  exonerateil 
Ward,  but  per.«iins  had  seen  the  latter 
give  Ker.ncdy  the  $100  bill  and  Shook 
had  ehanjieel  it  f<e,'  hiin.  J'>hn  F.  Brady 
and  Chirles  0'Con«ir  def- nded  Ward, 
an<l  alter  a  trial  of  seventeen  elays  lia 
was  found  guilty  by  the  court-martial, 
.'^enlcined  to  death  and  sent  to  Fort 
Lafayette  to  be  executed.  Kennedy 
v.as  executed  in  Ft^bru.uy.  1^65.  an  1 
^\'ard  wa*?  doomed  to  die  in  March.  It 
was  hetc  th.it  Ward's  Indianapolis 
friends  proved  valuable  t.i  him  again. 
The  Per.  Dr.  Ourley  was  pist.ir  of  the 
First  Presbyte'i.'.n  church,  of  this  city, 
at  the  time.  Ward's  mother  came  here 
and.  thmiph  the  minister,  secured  a 
.sta\  of  exe  uiion  from  I're.-ident  Lincoln. 
The  latter  gave  assurance  of  ultimate 
pardon  t.i  '^.';ii-d.  arl  after  the  pi  esi - 
de-  t's  t'erith  the  pri.'^oner  was  taken  to 
the  Dry  Tortugas.  where  he  w;is  after- 
wnnl  released  on  the  order  of  President 
Johnson. 

'  "Ward  returned  to  this  state  after  his 
rele.Tse.  but  his  relatives  turned  the  cold 
fhoulder  up  11  him.  It  was  evident  that 
they  interceded  fm-  his  life  more  to  avoid 
the  disgrace  of  having  a  relative  hanged 
than  because  they  ( ared  anything  for 
him.  Leaving  heie  be  '.vent  into  ill  kinds 
of  eX'-^esses  of  crime,  and  b.^came  a  conli- 
dence  man.  gambler  and  all  around 
sport.  V.'ith  foii;ed  letter.s  of  Intri-dii'c- 
tba  he  wont  to  Boston,  and  was  f-^v  a 
time  sonielhing  of  a  social  lion.  He  dcf^s 
n..t  knov.-  ho,,  much  m>inoy  he.  secured 
throuph  for.ced  credentials,  for  he  spent 
it  as  fast  as  he  got  it.  but  ho  remenil  era 
\cry  we'.l  that  his  life-  in  Boston  cost 
him  thirty  n:onths  in  Ih  •  penitentiary. 
V.hon  he  got  cut  he  went  to  New- York, 
bt  I'rht  a  hotel  and  pai.l  for  it  with" 
forged  iiai'er.  and  served  two  years  in 
Sing  Sin.g  fop  the  .ict.  He  n^xt  floated  a 
huge  suinniing  scheme  in  Kansas  City, 
and  was  .-^ent  to  the  Missouri  :ie.->.iten- 
tiary  fi-r  three  year?.  Ward  talks  c»f 
t'.vo  eidsodes  in  his  career  with  nlish. 
One  of  thes^e  was  when  h<>  diseuise-d 
himstlf  as  a  countryman  and  prrmitled 
himself  to  be  tolled  into  a  gambling 
pla'  e  at  Long  Branch,  where  he  played 
faro  and  the  bank  \.as  forced  to  cl.ise 
when  he  was  .$:;!. OK)  winner.  Another 
ei^isode  of  wh'ch  he  talks  was  when  he 
v  (>nt  to  Cincinn.iti  and  struck  up  a  deal 
with  Washington  McLi^an  for  the  lattei's 
cimntry  residence.  The  iiurchase  prL^e 
was  lived  at  $1t;o.O0O.  a"d  Ward  handed 
over  $1C5.000  in  fors^ed  drafts,  got  $.5000  ia 
c  hange  and  skipped  the  tov.n. 

It  is  a  matter  of  chas^rin.  however, 
that  he  should  now  be  serving  a  term 
of  .^evon  .years  for  the  insi.ertlfic.ant  cri-iie 
of  tr>  ing  to  raise  $100  by  forgery,  ile 
found  himself  at  Torre  Haute  and  got 
$100  from  Charles  Biuer  on  a  forged 
draft,  but  th-  police  n.ai)be<l  bim  before 
he  couM  shake  the  dust  of  the  t.  wn  olt 
hi.-?  I'l  et.  .and  he  is  now  servin.g  the  stata 
with  little  hope  of  living  out  the-  tertn 
for  which  he  was  sentenced.  He  says 
hi.^  rccotd  is  ag.Tinst  hirn.  and  ho  has  no 
hope  of  parole  or  pardon.

Light  hVscVs  &r«)  ^on  tar^g^rwt 
Than  Severe  0?it8. 

Y.'o  are  becoming  so  nccusiomed  to  ex- 
pect the  appearance  of  grip  at  this  sea- 
son that  it  is  no  surprise  to  Irarn  that 
it  is  here,  .says  the  New  York  Herald. 

Fortunately,  how^^ver,  its  type  is  (|Uite 
mild  anel  the  acute  attacks  of  the  dls- 
ease^  aie  of  short  durati  m. 

It  comm^ences,  as  usun!,  with  ca- 
tarrhal symptoms,  aching  of  the  limbs, 
marked  lassitude.  ,a  slight  rise  of  tem- 
Iierature.  So  far  the  upper  air  passages 
are  mainly  affected.  The  patient,  as 
a  rule,  is  not  confined  to  his  room  for 
n  ore  than  two  or  three  days,  but  when 
he  gets  up  and  around  is  apt  to  be  an- 
noyed for  a  week  or  more  with  a 
troublesme  and  dry  cough. 

In  exceptional  cases  the  febrile  phe- 
nomena have  lasted  for  eight  or  ten 
days  continuously  and  have  An  s.ime  re- 
spects resembled  the  symptoms  of  com- 
mencing typhoid. 

For  the  most  part  the  convalescent 
patients  are  apt  to  be  troubled  for  a 
corsidorable  period  with  weakn<»sR,  gen- 
eral want  of  physical  tone  and  alto- 
gether are  very  much  f)Ut  of  sorts.  It 
is  then  that  complications  are  apt  to 
show  themselves  after  indiscretions  in 
diet  or  exposure  to  inclemencies  of  the 
v.eather.  Now  is  the  time  to  be  careful 
of  "a  cold."  The  latter  is  very  apt 
during  the  winter  months  to  ln^-ltQ 
pneumonia,  but  e.^^pecially  so  while  in- 
fluenza is  prevalent. 

Paradoxical  as  it  may  appear,  the 
light  attack?  of  grip  are  oftentimes 
more  dangerous  than  the  severe  ones 
as  in  the  former  Instances  the  patients 
are  most  apt  to  be  careless  of  thf»mse-lve.<?

Washington.  Jan.  16.— The  detall.=5  of  a 
singular  story,  involving  charges  of 
cowardice  against  an  officer  of  the 
I'nited  States  marine  corps,  a  continu- 
ing breach  betv>een  th?  wife  of  t!ie 
American  minister  to  Pekin  and  tf.ie  wife 
of  the  iirst  secretary  01  the  legation  and 
a  vast  amount  of  bad  blood  lietween  the 
partisans  of  the  principals,  which  is 
siill  In  evidence,  reached  Washington 
today  in  a  letter  from  a  well-knoAn 
n'ival  commander  who  Is  serving  on  the 
Asiatic  station. 

Ti'c  letter  is  especially  interesting  be- 
cause it  explains  for  the  first  time  why 
a  specitl'-  f'large  of  cowardice  preferred 
against  Capi.  Hall  of  the  marine  force 
th:a  partkiiii'-ted  in  the  defense  of  the 
legations  against-  B oxer  hirdes  was 
dropped  wltii^ul  the  formality  of  holding 
a  court-martial.  It  appears  from  state- 
ments made  in  the  letter  that  Caiit. 
Hall,  instend  of  being  a  coward,  per- 
fonned  muci'i  gaiiantry  and  dangerous 
tervici--.,  tiiai  he  f.f(juent!y  risked  tils 
life,  and  that,  instead  of  shirking  any 
duty  imposed  upon  him,  he  was  in  the 
for/front  uf  every  action  that  was 
fought. 

It  appears  further  that  the  gallant 
captains  only  inVense  was  In  tbougi.it- 
Ussly  becoming  entangled  in  a  petticoat 
feud  of  whicii  ^Irs.  Conger,  wife  of  the 
minister,  and  Mrs.  Squires,  wife  af  the 
first  secretaiv  uf  wgation,  were  prin- 
cipals. The  most  extraordinary  feature 
cf  this  breach  '1"  harmony  was  the  fact 
that  it  beg ',11  at  a  time  when  the  cSiances 
of  trie  Christian  refugees  in  the  British 
compound  api'eared  to  be  the  slimmest, 
when  every  man  who  could  shoot  a  rill-i 
was  in  the  trenches  and  tlie  women  were 
afraid  to  sleep  at  night. 

Capt.  Hr.ll  and  his  little  command 
were  fighting  night  and  day  on  the  wall. 
A  deiacnmtnt  -ot  American  marines 
made  a  sortie  from  the  trenches  and  cap- 
tured a  quantity  of  canned  food,  which 
.va?  turned  over  ti  the  Briti?*!  quarter- 
nrster.  Mrs.  Corger  asked  Mr.s.  Squires 
to  secure  a  portion  of  the  captured  food 
and  send  it  to  Caul.  Hall  and  his  men. 
Mrs.  .^quires  declined  to  accept  the  task. 
Tliercalier  she  and  Mis.  Conger  did  not 
speak  as  they  passed  by. 

The  marines  who  heard  about  the 
cause  of  the  quarrel  took  sides  with  Mrs. 
Cong--r.  Ttiey  exhibited  their  apprecia- 
ti.n  of  her  thougatfulness  in  their  be- 
half by  standing  at  attenticn  and  pre- 
senting arms  every  time  she  passed  their 
camn.  When  Mrs.  Squires  passed  they 
did  not  indicate  that  they  even  knew 
her. 

The  breac*!  between  the  ladies 
widened,  and  not  even  tbe  consoling 
thought  that  thoy  might  have  to  dje 
together  was  enougk  to  cause   them  to 


cense  their  quarrel.  Mrs.  Squires  stood 
the  indifference  of  t!he  marin^-s  as  lon.g 
as  she  could  without  collapsing  friiii 
mcrtification,  and  then  one  day  she 
broke  in  upon  Capt.  Hall  and  told  him 
that  his  men  were  loafei-s  and  black- 
guards, that  they  were  not  saluting  her 
as  they  stiould,  and  as  ttiey  were  salut- 
ing Mrs.  Conger  she  demanded  that  the 
same  deference  be  paid  to  j-,er  rank  and 
station  as  was  paid  others  In-the  com- 
]K»und.  Capt.  Hall  defended  his  men 
fr  im  the  charge  that  they  wc.e  loafers, 
but  assured  Mrs.  Squires  ttiat  there- 
afl-T  she  would  be  properly  saluted  by 
them. 

Capt.  Hall  kept  his  word.  In  doing  so, 
however,  he  incurred  the  wrath  of  Mrs. 
Conger,  and  when  Gen.  Chaffee  arrived 
in  Pekin  at  the  head  of  a  victorious 
army,  one  of  the  first  things  he  was  told 
was  that  Caut.  Hall  had  been  guilty  of 
cowardice. 

t^en.  Chaffee  notified  the  department 
that  such  a  charge  had  been  made  t) 
him,  and  that  he  find  appiinted  a  court- 
martial  to  Investigate  It.  That  was  as 
far  as  the  matter  ever  went,  so  far  as 
official  records  of  the  war  and  navy  de- 
partment show.  It  can  be  stated  now 
on  the  highest  authority  that  Capt.  Hall 
will  never  be  tried  for  cowardice.  As  for 
Mrs.  Conger  and  Mrs.  Squires,  they  still 
continue  to  ignore  each  other.

Mr.  Hull  submitted  the  letter  of  the  sec- 
retary of  war,  already  published,  ex- 
plaining the  diiliculty  in  obtaining  the 
re<iuired  information,  and  poiniing.out 
that  it  could  not  bt-  procured  until  after 
the  expiration  of  the  present  congress. 

Mr.  Dearmond.  Missouri,  tihe  author  of 
the  resolution,  said  that  he  had  been 
moved  to  introduce  It  by  a  paragraph 
in  the  newspaiicrs  which  was  very  cred- 
itable t"  Cen.  Chaffee,  in  which  it  was 
recited  that  he  liad  rebuked  or  protested 
against  the  con<luct  of  an  otlicer  of  a 
foreign  governuT-nt  in  regard  to  the  loot- 
ing in  China.  The  paragraph  indicated 
that  neither  the  Ameiican  commander 
jior  the  American  soldiers  were  respm- 
sible  for  the  barbarity  and  dishonesty 
wtiifh  had  taken  place  in  that  un- 
happy country.

The  world  \.  :il  ou.iou'ntniiy  hi-ar  a  good 
deal  about  Katanga  in  the  next  few  years. 
Within  ll'.e  past  year  a  large  gold  region 
has  t)cen  found  tliere,  says  the  New  York 
Sun.  A  great  deal  of  capital,  energ.v  ami 
labor  iire  now  behiy  in\e.«ied  In  ilie  work 
of  d.vciopmg  not  only  the  gold  district  in 
t!ie  buaim  rii  pan  of  the  territory,  but  also 
tlie  whole  ol  Katanga,  which  inclu.ies 
most  of  the  f.ar  I  i  inr  Congo,  and  is  as 
lar^e  as  Fr.iaee.  ll  extends  east  arid  west 
from  l^ake  iaiiganyika  to  ilie  l  ppor  San- 
kuru  river  and  norm  and  ^outh  from  o  de- 
gr<.is  south  laiiiii.ie,  tf>  the  southern  bor- 
iler  of  th.-  Congo  b'ree  ytate. 

This  was  the  great  slave  hunting  ground 
of  tiie  Arabs  tidin  Zanzibar,  aad  the  seeiie 
of  tl'..'  war  of  lM-J-;»4  wnen  the  .\rabs  re- 
volted bi.t.ause  the  Cougo  fcstale  toiil  tlleni 
they  must  cease  to  hunt  for  slaves.  It  took 
nearly  two  years  to  ilrive  the  Arabs  out  of 
the  country.  Then  liie  vast  ngion  was 
gieatly  liisturb^'d  by  two  native  revolts, 
whieh  were  not  efftctlvely  i^uppressed  tiil 
IV-T.  To<Uiy  the  whole  country  is  tran- 
quil. Conniiandant  l.emalre  has  just  been 
ir;i\eli;ig  there  for  more  than  a  year  with- 
out liring  a  shot  at  a  native. 

The  improved  nieiuis  <if  communications 
have  l>roui;lU  Katanga  witiiin  easy  re.ich 
of  the  sea  and  the  wo'.k  <ji:  develophii;  its 
resources  will  thus  bo  largely  facilitateil. 
Its  western  frontier  era  now  Ix;  reaclu  <1 
from  tile  mouth  of  the  Congo,  by  the  rail- 
road aronnd  the  lower  Cinigo  rapids  and 
steamers  on  the  rfankuru  river  in  from  fif- 
teen to  twerit.v  days.  In  l»ss  than  thirty 
days,  the  eastern  frontier  may  now  be 
reache<l  by  steamers  on  the  Zambesi  anil 
Shire  riveis  and  Lake  Nyasa  and  tiie  por- 
terage service  on  the  Stepliensoa  road 
from  the  heiol  of  Xy.isa  to  l.ak.-  Tanganyi- 
ka. With  eoniparatively  rap:d  transit  thus 
nssurred  to  both  the  wesua-n  and  ea.-iern 
frontiers  the  work  of  disirilndng  the  pi- 
oneer force  of  occupation  will  m^ike  rapid 
proj;rts-j. 

The  Katan.ga  company,  which  holds  a 
coneessiun  ot  about  half  of  iliis  country, 
ar.d  the  Congo  Free  State  itself,  are  the 
agencies  that  aie  carrying  on  iht'  work. 
Early  in  IIK'.O  the  comp^wiy  f-stahlishe*!  thrte 
posts,  one  in  Mvoa  Bay.  on  the  Siiuihwest 
C'.ia^t  of  Tar.ganyika.  and  the  otheis  on  the 
lee.apula  branch  of  the  Congo.  It  Is  sup- 
po.^ed  that  by  this  time  the  compan.v  has 
transported  in  s-ctions  to  Lake  Moero  the 
ste.inur  it  s>'ut  from  Belgium  and  taat  the 
vessel  will  soon  be  arioat  on  the  lake  and 
on  the  rpper  Luapula  as  far  as  Johnston 
Falls.  A\  hen  this  Vessel  is  ready  for  busi- 
ness tlure  will  he  steamboats  afloat  on  live 
of  the  Central  Afiivan  lakes,  the  Victoria 
and  Albert  Nyanzas,  Nyasa,  Tangan\ika 
and  Moero;  then  ISangweolo  will  be  the 
only  lake  of  importance  in  Central  .Vfrica 
whose  waters  are  not  ye:  ruffled  by  the 
paddlowhcels  or  propcIUrs  of  steam  craft. 

The  work  of  establishing  white  statioiis 
has  gone  on  with  marvi'lous  ritpidlty  in 
the  past  few  moaths.

All.ertx  die,  .Mvoa  and  Molir.>  are  on  the 
west  bank  of  Tanganyika.  Puerto  at  the 
north  end  of  Muero,  Lupungu  and  four 
others  in  the  basins  of  the  Sankuru  an.a 
LomamI  rivers  and  Loioi  and  four  other 
po.^ts  on  i.he  Luapulu  river. 

The.se  )iosts  and  others  that  are  to  be  es- 
tablished will  be  occupied  in  part  with  the 
core-ciion  of  rubber.  When  Capt.  Stairs, 
the  Englishm.m  who  studied  the  resources 
of  Katanga  for  the  company,  made  his  re- 
I>ort  ho  said  that  when  caoutchouc  became 
.scarce  on  the  coast.  Katan.ga-  would  be- 
come a  great  source  of  supply.  He  did  not 
kn.iw  how  soon  steam  transportation 
W'.i'.ld  l.e  extended  to  the  country.  It  will 
not  bo  long  before  Katanga  rubber,  which 
may  be  obtained  in  that  vast  district  in 
almost  inexhaustible  quantities.  Is  on  the 
m.arkets. 

It  has  been  known  for  some  years  that 
there  are  rich  l>e<ls  of  copper  in  that  coun- 
try, and  one  of  the  piirposes  of  tlie  pres- 
ent enterprise  is  to  obtain  this  metal.  It 
has  also  been  reporteil  that  gold  exist.s 
there,  but  till  very  recently  these  reports 
were  too  vague  to  at  trait  much  attention.

It  says  that  some  months  ago  Robert 
Williams,  a  Britisti  engineer  and  the  ad- 
mini.<trator  of  ih-^  Tanganyika  concession, 
informed  the  K.itanga  company  and  the 
Congo  Free  State  that  hi.s  a.-'i>nts,  while 
hutiting  for  mineral  resources  north  of 
Zambesi  ma.le  a  j  >nrney  into  that  part  of 
Katanga  which  had  been  cmceded  to  tiie 
Katanga  company  and  found  there  an  im- 
portant source  of  gold. 

Early  in  December  a  rommitf.='e  of  the 
eompany  entered  Into  an  arrangement  with 
Mr.  Williams  and  he  ga\e  inem  the  detail.'^ 
of  the  explorations  and  discoveries  of  his 
agents.  The  location  of  this  auriferous 
region  has  not  yet  meen  made  public,  but 
the  fact  is  now  published  that  the  discov- 
eries were  made  by  a  party  headed  by 
George  Gray  which  started  fror.i  Buluw^/:vo 
and  crosi^d  the  Zambesi  In  March.  VX*K 
The  gold  bearing  lands  found  In  the  Cong-) 
State  were  carefully  mapped.  The  forma- 
tion is  more  recent  than  that  in  the  ex- 
tensive goldbearing  are:i  in  Mashona  Land 
and  Matabele  I^and.  ofTlclaliy  knf>wn  as 
Southern  Rhodesia.  an<!  is  of  a  different 
character.  It  is  more  extensive  than  any 
gold  formation  that  has  hitherto  been  dis- 
ci>vered  to  the  north  or  south  of  Southern 
Rhodesia.  "You  may  judge  its  value." 
wrote  Mr.  Gray  in  his  report,  "by  the  fact 
that  the  beds  extend  horizontally  and  are 
cut  at  right  angles  by  numerous  fissures 
lilld  with  the  gold-bearing  rock."  While 
the  exact  location  of  this  territory  Is  siill 
kept  secret  it  is  evident  that  it  is  outside 
the  area  that  has  been  traversed  by  Bel- 
gian geologists.  It  is  beHeve<l  to  be  in  the 
southern  part  of  Katanga,  north  of  the 
most  northern  part  of  the  Zambesi  River. 

This  discovery  has  probably  given  ad- 
ditional impetus  to  the  effort  now  making 
effectively  to  o'cupy  all  parts  of  Katanga. 
Two  large  expeditions  composed  entirely 
of  men  well  seasoned  in  Africa  service  will 
leave  Belgium  in  January  and  Feltruary 
under  MaJ.  Weyns.  who  has  long  been  on 
the  Congo.  He  will  start  with  the  first 
party  <m  Jan.  20  bv  way  of  East  Africa 
while  the  second  party  will  take  the  Congo 
route.

They  aSgeit  that  Sir  Michael 
Hicks  Beach  is  again  at  fault,  as  he 
was  before  the  c&njpalgn  opened,  in 
withholding  financial  supplies  which 
are  indispensable.  He  is  a  prudent  an 3 
careful  linancier,  who  insists  at  every 
turn  that  the  war  expenses  must  be  kept 
down  to  the  lowest  possible  pit.  Lord 
Roberts  is  credited  with  having  ad- 
vi.«^ed  the  ministry  to  sent  out  50,000 
fresh  troops  and  to  withdra;?  an  equal 
number  of  men  from  the  lines  of  com- 
munication. Military  men  assert  that 
this  was  the  true  p'Jlivy.  tince  it  would 
have  relieved  at  least  one-fourth  of  the 
imops  now  in  the  field  and  would  have 
encouraged  those  left  behind  to  believe 
that  their  turn  would  9ome.  The  expense 
of  transportation  Would  have  been 
considerable,  but  the  army,  which  has 
J>ecome  stale,  would  have  been  greatly 
invigo<-ated.  Tho  Phancellor  of  the  ex- 
chequer is  currently  reported  to  have 
objected  strenuously  to  this  course-,  an  1 
some  relief  measures,  such  as  fresh 
levies  of  the  .veomanry  and  Australians, 
have  been  subfltltuted  for  a  compre- 
hensive policy. 

Lord  Rosebery  has  (once  again  set  the 
nation  thinking.  His  speech  at  W^d- 
verhamlon  is  fieely  contented  on  by  the 
newspapers,  which,  on  the  whole,  thank 
the  I..iheral  earl  for  his  remarks,  but 
wish  he  had  not  been  so  candid.  They 
are  anroyed  at  heinit  so  frequently  told 
of  late  that  EagUaid'«  foreign  trade  is 
suffering  from  American  and  German 
competition.  Lord  Rosebery  did  not 
supply  any  conol|i8ive  answer  to  the 
qui  stion  how  was  EnVland  to  flglit 
America  and  Germany  successfully  in 
the  war  of  trade,  and  the  Standard  re- 
marks that  if  anjrthing  effectual  is  to 
be  (^>iie  thf»  leadW's  of  opinion  must 
abandon  their  mjrltorious  gener^Jiz- 
atir>ns  and  ajiply  themselves  rli>sely  to 
details  of  the  problems  of  whieh  they 
are  so  fond  of  touching.  The  Times  also 
has  a  sly  dig  at  the  leader  of  the  Liberal 
imperialists,  ■^'er^aps,  it  says,  it  is 
not  the  British  commercial  classes  alone 
who  are  In  need  of  educating.

The  ten  trade,  states  Mr.  FTuuhes.  fs  In  a 
similar  position.  Insxirance  companies  do 
not  like  to  run  risks  and  refuse  to  insure 
Chinese  ko'kIs  whll<-  banks  have  cer.sed  to 
advance  mon<  y  on  this  kind  of  mert  han- 
dlse.  The  Ceylon  tea  plantations,  con- 
cludes the  consul,  will  beneht  by  these  con- 
ditions.

Buffalo,  Jan.  17. — Eight  Indictments 
against  Attorney  David  G.  Fitzgerald 
for  subornation  of  perjury  in  different 
divorce  cases  have  been  reported  by 
the  grand  Jury. 

During  December  reports  of  alleged 
action  in  certain  divorce  cases  came 
to  the  notice  of  the  supreme  court 
justices,  and  as  a  result  Justice  Hooker 
granted  an  order  for  Fitzgerald's  ar- 
lest,  charging  subornation  of  perjury, 
the  information  upon  which  the  warrant 
was  issued  having  been  sworn  to  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Garlipp. 

Mrs.  Garlipp  charged  that  Fitzgerald 
procured  a  witness  to  swear  falsely  so 
that  a  divorce  could  be  secured.  This 
is  the  same  case  upon  which  one  of  the 
indictments  against  Fitzgerald  was 
based.

Paterson,  N.  J.,  Jan.  17.— There  was  a 
large  crowd  gtthered  around  the  court 
house  today  eagerly  awaitin.g  the  close 
of  the  trial  of  H^alter  C.  McAlister,  Will- 
iam Death  and  Andrew  J.  Campbell  for 
the  m.uruer  cf  Jennie  Bosschietcr,  a 
young  silk  end'>loye.  It  was  generally 
believed  that  a  verdict  would  be  reached 
by  the  jury  before  evening. 

The  accused  men  were  apparently 
more  hopeful  this  morning  than  they 
have  been  at  any  time  since  the  trial  be- 
gan. Before  tiiey  were  taken  from  the 
jail  to  the  court  room  they  talked  to- 
gether and  sefmed  to  entertain  the  be- 
lief that  theii  testimony  of  yesterday 
had  a  favorable  effect  on  the  jury,  and 
that  tonight  or  tomorrow  at  the  latest 
Would  see  them  once  more  at  liberty. 

As  soon  as  :ourt  opened  Assistant 
Prosecutor  Ralph  Shaw  arose  and  be- 
gan his  address  to  the  jury.  He  said 
that  a  killing  that  occurred  in  the  per- 
jietration  of  a  felony  constituted  mur- 
der in  the  first  degree.  "We  hav^ 
learned,"  he  continued,  "that  Jennie 
Posschieter  was  not  quite  18  years  old. 
She  is  entitled  to  the  presumption  that 
she  was  a  virtuous,  honest  and  upright 
girl.  There  is  no  evidence  to  the  con- 
trary. Her  physical  condition  was  such 
that  she  mn.st  have  been  able  to  take 
two  or  three  d  inks  without  bad  effect." 

The  prosecutor  then  proceeded  wiili 
a  brief  survey  of  the  incidents  of  the 
evening  and  night  of  O^t.  18  as  thv.-y 
were  brought  out  bi'  the  witnesses  for 
the  state. 

In  this  ('(mnfction  Mr.  Shaw  i^aid:  "All 
the  defendant!!  are  equally  guilty  as 
prlcipiUs  in  this  crime,  Tlie  stories 
told  by  them  on  witness  stand  i>roved 
a  miserable  failure  as  a  defense.  Such  a 
defense  is  worthy  of  no  consideration. 
Their  story  is  to  lie  weighed  l»y  what 
they  had  said  Ijefore,  no  matter  und.r 
what  circumslances  they  told  it.  With 
these  facts  i)resentcd  the  state  is  coni- 
lelled  to  ask  y  )u.  jiutting  aside  all  sym- 
pathy, but  in  the  name  of  justice  for  a 
vii'dici  of  murder  in  the  first  degree." 

Judge  Francis  Scott  then  began  the 
closing  argument  for  the  defense. 

Judge  Scott  as.<<eried  that  the  case  ef 
the  state  was  not  supported  by  legal 
proof  and  that  the  state  charged  an  im- 
possible crime  He  alluded  to  the  gen- 
eral unanimity  with  which  the  com- 
munity had  aocepted  a.s  true  the  pub- 
lished statem«nts  that  the  death  of 
Jennie  Possch  eter  had  been  lirought 
about  through  the  att'mjit  of  the  ar- 
oused to  attempt  a  felony  and  the  difTi- 
culty  of  the  jurors  in  divesting  their 
minds  of  all  prejudice.  He  declared  fur- 
ther that  each  of  the  accused  men 
should  have  had  a  separate  trial. 

Judge  Scott  said  that  if  it  were  true 
that  the  girl  had  been  killed  by  the  de- 
fendants in  ar  attempt  to  as.sault  her, 
as  .Tlleged  in  one  count  of  the  indict- 
ment, the  acoi  sed  men  would  be  .guilty 
of  muriler,  bu:  he  denied  that  proof  of 
the  allegation  had  been  supplied  by  the 
state.  THe  o'  her  count  in  the  indict- 
ment charges  murder.  If.  said  coun- 
sel for  the  defendants,  it  were  attempt- 
ed to  prove  that  the  girl  had  died  of 
poison,  it  would  be  for  the  state  to  prove 
that  the  poison  was  given  with  intent 
to  kill.  The  common  law.  he  declared, 
was  superior  to  the  statute,  and  in  this 
ease  he  assert 'd  the  superiority  of  the 
common  law  irinclplo  as  against  the 
statute  which  says  that  If  death  results 
to  an  innocent  person  in  the  attempt  of 
another  to  commit  a  felony,  the  latter 
shall  be  d^-emej  guilty  of  murder  in  the 
first  degree.

Lord 
Ridjerts  is  credited  with  having  ad- 
vlf:cd  the  ministry  to  sent  out  50.000 
fresh  troops  and  to  withdraTT  an  equ.il 
nuinlier  of  men  from  the  lines  of  com- 
munication. Military  men  assert  that 
this  was  the  true  p'dicy.  since  it  would 
ha\e  relieved  at  least  one -fourth  of  the 
tiMops  now  in  the  field  and  would  have 
encouraged  those  left  behind  to  lielleve 
that  their  turn  would  come.

The  accused  men  were  apparently 
more  hopeful  this  morning  than  they 
have  been  at  aiy  time  since  the  trial  be- 
gan. Before  taey  were  taken  from  the 
j.iil  to  the  court  room  the>'  talked  to- 
gether and  setmexl  to  entertain  the  be- 
lief that  theii  testimony  of  yesterday 
had  a  favorable  elfect  on  the  jury,  and 
that  to-light  or  tomorrow  at  the  latest 
\\<iald  see  them  ouce  iiuire  at  liberty. 

As  soon  as  :ourt  opened  Assistant 
Prosecutor  Ralph  Shaw  arose  and  l)e- 
gan  his  address  to  the  jury.  He  said 
thai  a  killing  that  occurred  in  the  per- 
petration of  a  felony  constituted  mur- 
der in  the  lir-^i  degree.  "We  liavv 
learned."  lie  ( mtinued,  "that  Jennie 
I'osschieter  was  not  o.uite  IS  years  old. 
."^he  is  entitlcil  to  the  presumption  that 
she  was  a  virtuous,  honest  and  upright 
girl.  There  is  !io  evidence  to  the  con- 
trary. Her  physical  condition  was  such 
that  she  must  have  I'Ccn  able  to  take 
two  or  three  d  ink?  without  bad  effect." 

The  iiiosecutor  then  proieeded  with 
a  brief  sul•^■ey  of  the  Incidents  of  the 
evenir.g  and  night  of  O^t.  18  as  tluy 
v,eie  brought  out  by  the  witnesses  fot 
the  state.

TUNNY  FISHERY. 

How  Big  Fish  Arc  Caught  and  Kapt 
In  Captivity. 

The  Favlgnuna  tunneiies  are  formed  of 
two  long  arms  of  net  moored  on  sl.iore: 
the  on<;  to  the  west  consisting  of  a  coda 
or  tail  is  formed  of  a  net,  which,  starting 
from  the  shore  in  a  northerly  direction 
for  about  2jiV)  meters,  joins  the  so-ctUcd 
tunny  island,  where  the  actual  capture  of 
th»'  tish  lakes  place.  From  the  Islan.j  on- 
ward it  is  called  the  coda  alta,  or  up- 
per iji!.  and  stretches  parallel  to  and  al- 
most as  a  prolongation  of  the  former, 
being  sll.chtly  to  the  east  for  about  2(mi) 
meterw.  always  in  a  northerly  direetUni. 
and  terminating  three  sides  of  a  s«iuaio 
called  a  campile,  says  the  I^ondon  Stand- 
ard. The  second  wall  cr  arm,  called  a 
eosta.  is  also  a  net.  which  starts  from  the 
shore,  but  further  to  the  east  than  the 
coda,  and  stretches  in  a  northeasterly 
direction:  this  arm  is  about  "JTW  meters 
In  length,  and  ends,  like  the  coda  %.ia. 
in  the  campile,  its  object  being  to  prolong 
the  nattiral  coast  line. 

These  two  arms  circumscribe  the  ex- 
panse of  water  in  which  the  tunny  are 
moving  before  entering;  the  tannery,  arid 
serve  to  Indicate  the  direction  they  are  to 
follow. 

The  nets  are  from  thirty  to  forty  me- 
ters high,  according  to  the  depth  of  the 
water,  and  they  are  held  in  position  by  a 
spe<-ial  system  of  mooiins  lines.  A  large 
hauser,  called  a  smnmn.  kept  ailoat  by 
bundled  of  corks.  Is  maintained  In  posi- 
tion by  anchors  placed  at  stated  inter- 
vals; to  this  l-.awser  thv  net  is  attached 
by  means  of  vertical  lines,  called  mod- 
ellarl  and  the  whole  is  kept  In  a  vertical 
position  bv  another  hawser  at  the  bot- 
tom called  the  piombo.  which  is  weighed 
with  large  pieces  of  stone.  Thus,  the 
wall  of  net  can  be  trained  in  any  required 
position,  offering  an  obstruction  to  the 
pa>=-age  of  the  fish,  which  do  not  seek  to 
piene  it,  but  follow  the  lines  traced  out 
bv   the  obstacle. 

The  tunny  eondng  from  the  west  meet 
tlie  so-called  coda  alta.  or  costa,  and  are 
WuiU'd  bv  three  nets  until  they  strike 
iin;un>t  the  coda,  skirting  which  thev  en- 
ter into  tht  tunncry  proper,  which  is  Ui-

The    fish     often    enter    the    preliminary 
chambers    at       night,       unknown    to    the

Double  Truck  Cars  to  Go 
en  Superior  Stre&t  as  • 
It  Is  Now. 

For  some  days  there  has  been  a  story 
in  circulation  to  the  effect  that  the  Du- 
luth-Superior  Traction  company  would 
not  put  on  the  new  double  truck  cars 
until  Superior  street  is  paved,  tor  iht- 
le.ison  that  the  tracks  now  on  the  street 
would  be  too  light  to  carry  the  heavier 
cats.  (i.

Mr.  Hartley  says  the 
(  omiiany  is  very  anxious  t-i  see  Superior 
street  paved  at  as  early  a  date  as  pos- 
sible, for  the  company  wants  a  new  track 
on  the  street,  the  present  one  being  th^' 
worst  it  has  on  its  lines.  There  is  no  u.se 
in  trying  to  lay  a  new  track  before  the 
paving  is  done,  however.  When  the  city 
de^des  to  do  that  the  company  will  at 
once  prepare  to  lay  an  80-pound  rail, 
which  will  ije  welded. 

It  has  also  been  rumored  that  when 
the  new  cars  ^o  on  the  compan>  would 
alhiw  no  smoking.

sive, but  more  lasting  material. 

Fiction  writers  would  often  be  hard 
put  to  it  if  they  could  not  produ<'e  musty 
parchment  documents  of  ancient  dates, 
jiroN  ins  that  the  poor  but  honest  hero  is 
entitled  to  the  family  estate.  But,  in 
har<i  fact,  the  value  of  endurance  in  the 
mat'erial  of  legal  documents  has  too 
often  been  shown  to  lead  the  public  to 
put  faith  readily  in  anything  but  parch- 
ment. Still,  special  paper  has  been  used 
for  some  time  now  for  aflidavits  and 
memorials  for  the  registry  of  deeds. 
Perhaps  the  time  may  come  when  there 
will  be  special  kinds  (_>f  material  for  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  documenfs,  according  to 
the  period  over  which  they  are  to  endure, 
ranging'  from  vellum  for  leased  of  estates 
to  tissue  paper  for  promises  in  love  let- 
ters. 

An  explanation  of  the  change  whicB 
has  been  given  in  one  quarter  is  .'hat 
Somerset  house,  whence  issue  the  grants 
and  engrossments.  Is  at  odds  with 
nature.  Somer.^et  house  wants  a  stout 
parchment  of  a  uniform  thickness. 
Nature  refuses  to  supply  it.  It  results 
from  this  provisi.m  that  the  iiarchmetit 
cut  from  one  part  of  an  animal's  hld«'  is 
thicker  than  that  from  another,  and  it 
cannot  be  made  uniform.  Her  majesty's 
stationery  ofTi<er,  acting,  of  course,  on 
intimations  from  somerset  house, 
wants  all  the  stoutest  parch'jient;  but 
the  manufacturers  would  then  be  left  to 
dispose  of  the  thinner  material  to  pri- 
vate customers,  who  naturally  grumble. 
Moreover,  the  stationery  office  does  not 
wish  tn  pay  a  higher  price  for  the  pri- 
vilege of  taking  the  best. 

The  manufacturers  of  parchment  aro 
not  greatly  disturbed  by  Sir  Francis 
Jeune's  decree.  The  proliate  grants  and 
engrossments  are  only  a  p.irt  of  the  va.st 
number  of  legal  documents,  and  pe'^lde 
will  still  go«on  acquiring  parchment  by 
the  more  or  less  expensive  ways  of  law 
for  more  years  than  one  can  foretell.

sir  Francis  Jeune,  on  Monday  last. 
pronounced  a  Jud  cial  separation  be- 
tween i)ri)l)ate  law/ers  and  parchment. 
There  Is  not  an  absolute  divorce  because, 
although  on  and  after  January  next 
grants  and  engrossments  in  the  probate 
division  will  be  on  special  paper  instead 
of  parchment,  the  latter  time-honored 
material  for  legal  documents  may  be 
used  if  it  is  particularly  desired.  It  is 
well  that  this  r>erniis.sion  is  attached  to 
the  Injunction,  for  the  mind  recoils  from 
the  Idea  of  any  branch  of  the  law  being 
entirely  disasociated  from  parchment. 

Preciselv  what  the  object  of  this 
change  may  Ik?  is  not  quite  clear,  says 
the  London  Telegrz  ph.  It  is  stated  that 
the  public  will  save  .something  like  £8000 
a  year.  This  sum  uould  buy  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  parchment  In  the  ordi- 
nary wav:  but  perhaps  things  are  dif- 
ferent In  tne  legal  market.  A  sheet  of 
parchment  would  cost  three  pence  nr 
four  ver\ff  frr?*  g,  stationer,  but,  when 
it  finds  Us  way  irto  a  lawyer's  bill  of 
expen'ses,  for  pence  read  shilling.-i.  The 
special  paper  woul  3  cost  about  a  penny 
a  sheet-  it  remains  to  be  seen  what  its 
legal  value  would  Ije.  Possibly  claim- 
ants for  probate  may  have  a  l>etter  idea 
of  the  value  of  paper  than  af  parch- 
in'^"*-  ,  _i  .-   .,1. 

The  question,  however,  arises  whether 

the  jublic  will  regard  pajx^r,  special  as  it 
mav  be.  as  a  satis!  actory  substitute  for 
parchment.  Grants  in  probate  are.  Df 
f>ourse,  not  like  lenses  of  estates,  deTrds 
and  other  <:laj<seH  of  le.ijal  documents. 
and  are  not  often  i-equired  to  withstand 
the  effects  of  time  to  the  same  desroe. 
Still  the  public  prefers  to  have  its  law

Tlie  MaHer  Must  Be  Handled 

Gently  If  Settlement  is 

Desired. 


Washington,  Jan.  17.— A  shart  mess- 
age from  Minister  Loomis.  received  to- 
day at  the  state  department, .  indicates 
that  the  revolt  which  had  broken  out  in 
the  barracks  at  Caracas,  Venezuela,  was 
suijpressed. 

The  navy  department  was  unable  to 
forward  its  instructions  to  Commander 
Sargent  last  evening,  but  the  message 
went  out  early  this  morning  and  by  this 
time  the  Scorpion  probably  is  starting 
frjin  Laguira  for  Guanoco.  This  port 
lies  about  seventy-five  miles  up  the  San 
Juan  river  in  Northern  Vei.ezuela,  and 
is  tHie  point  of  shipment  for  the  asphalt 
of  the  l^ermudes  comjiany,  which  is 
brought  by  the  Guanoco  and  La  Urea 
lailioad  from  the  Big  Pitch  lake  fifteen 
miles  to  the  eastward.  It  probably  will 
take  the  Scorpion  three  days  to  make 
the  lun  from  Laguira  ti  Guanoco. 

The  coaling  facilities  at  Laguira  are 
very  poor,  and  if  her  bunkers  are  not 
already  filled,  she  will  .=top  at  Port  of 
.'^pain,  Trinidad,  where  the  coaling  may 
be  accomplished  in  a  few  hours,  before 
starting  up  the  river.  The  river  at 
•  luanoco  is  rather  narrow,  but  wide 
enough  to  admit  of  the  Scorpion's  §afe 
pa.«sage.  Such  information  as  has 
reached  here  goes  to  sEiow  that  while 
cur  efforts  to  straighten  out  the  com- 
plications with  Venezuela  are  much 
embarrassed  by  the  growth  of  the  re- 
volutionary movement,  or  movements, 
for  there  are  really  two,  yet  the  issue  is 
being  made  directly  with  the  Venezuelan 
govtrnment  as  represented  by  the  de 
facto  president.  Castr(3. 

It  is  gathered  that  It  is  his  agents 
who  are  thieatening  to  seize  the  arms 
of  the  New  York  and  Bermudes  com- 
panies' employes,  which  movement  the 
Scorpion  is  to  prevent  if  she  can  reach 
the  point  of  trouble  in  time.  State  de- 
partment officials  regret  ttiat  the  Castro 
element  Is  not  meeting  the  advances  of 
the  I'nited  .'States  in  what  thoy  considei 
a  reasonable  and  conciliatory  spirit,  but 
is  showing  a  disposition  to  resent  th(> 
department's  request  that  no  arbitrary 
action  be  taken  respecting  the  asjihalt 
concessions,  until  the  incumbents  have 
had  an  opportunity  to  assert  their  legal 
rights  in  the  matter.  The  aspect,  there- 
fore, is  rtgarded  as  unpromising  for  a 
speedy  settlement,  and  it  will  require  to 
be  handled  with  great  delicacy  in  order 
to  avoid  an  open  rupture.

Ohio,  the  New 
York  Commercial  Bulletin  alludes  to  the 
freight  disadvantages  under  which  Pitts- 
tjurg  has  been  laboring,  and  thus  shows 
Incidentally  why  all  enterprising  com- 
munities should  vigorously  struggle 
against  r.Ulroad  freight  discriminations 
while  at  the  .same  time  they  cultivate  to 
the  utmost  whatever  opportunity  they 
xnay  possess  for  th'^  shipment  of  freight  by 
water  routes.  It  says  that  the  Pennsyl- 
vania road  is  now  eharging  IS  cents  iier  !'>• 
pounds  for  articles  of  Iron  and  steel 
ehipp'd  from  Pittsburg  to  New  York  and 
to  Chicago.  It  is  claimed  that  the  Carnegie 
company  can  shiii  steel  from  Conneaut  to 
New  York  city  for  j  cints  per  UW  pounds, 
and  tliat  steel  has  been  sent  to  Duluth.  a 
distance  of  wh)  miles,  for  ."lO  cents  a  ton. 
Moreover,  it  is  ns.«erled  that  coal  has  been 
shipped  on  grain  carriers  from  Buffalo  to 
Chicago  for  1  c.-nt  per  I'*!  pounl.'^.  and  that 
Bteel  can  be  sent  from  Buff ilo  to  New  York 
city,  by  way  of  the  Erie  canal,  for  50  cents 
a  ton.  Mr.  Carnegie  has  been  denouncing 
the  Pennsylvania  road  for  charging  cxtor- 
tlonat*-  rates,  and  is  not  satisfied  with  the 
reduction  of  the  rate  made  last  week  from 
18  to  V>  cents.  The  fact  Is  cited  that  in 
1868  and  1S69  the  rate  was  I2V2  cents  and 
the  traffic  was  a  profitable  one.  Since 
that  time  there  has  bfcn  a  great  reduction 
In  tilt'  eost  of  rails,  en.gino.^i  and  cars,  and 
an  lnimen.se  increase  of  the  rapacity  of  all 
three,  yet  there  I»  a  l.'i-cent  rale  now.  It 
■s  not  surprising  that  Mr. Carnegie  and 
others  in  the  steel  trade  object  to  the  rail- 
roads' extortion.  Dulutii  and  other  lake 
cities  are  fortunate  In  ha\ing  the  lake 
route  to  act  as  a  check  on  the  railroads 
And  prevent  discrimination  In  rates  on 
tralMc  between  the  ?:ast  and  West.

will  iit>  longer  be  ap- 
plicable to  tho  seemingly  improbable 
events  of  life.  It  may  not  be  long  bi^fore 
American  coal  will  be  sold  In  the  center 
of  the  English  coal  lieMa.  In  all  lines  of 
manuiaeiuring  this  country  is  making 
such  headway  and  e.xtend  it.s  foreign  ti-.ide 
«o  rapidly  that  similar  products  of  other 
countries  are  being  crowded  out  of  the 
markets  by  the  sharp  competition.  Only 
a  few  yeai-s  ago  our  own  markets  were 
flooded  with  Engli.sh  and  German  hosiery, 
and  American  manufacturers  were  unable 
to  meet  the  competition.  Now  we  are 
making  hosiery  not  only  for  home  con- 
suniiition.  but  wc  are  nblw  te  »tlj  it 
abroad.  Tlie  I'niied  States  consul  at  Not- 
tingham, En.ttland.  notes  tho  interesting 
fact  that  American  hosiery  is  actually 
sold  there,  though  Nottinghrim  Is  the  st<at 
of  tho  English  hosiery  Industry.  The 
English  manufacturers  are  compelled  to 
admit  that  their  American  rivals  are  pro- 
gressing so  rapidly  that  they  will  soon  be 
obliged  to  find  new  markets  for  their 
warfs.  The  Hosiery  Trade  Journal,  the 
leading  trade  paper  of  Leicester.  England, 
takes  a  gloomy  view  of  the  outlook  for 
Eugiish  manufaetiire.rs.  !■(  says:  "The 
r9i>ort  from  the  British  con.snI  at  Phi'a- 
delplilri  .<«tren,r:thrns  the  fact  that  America 
Is  making  great  strides  iji  the  manufac- 
ture f)r  hosiery  of  all  kinds,  and  that  In 
tll«  nt.nr  future  American   good*  will  be 


met  In  many  markets  where  the  same 
have  been  up  to  the  present  unknown. 
As  such  advancement  takes  place,  so  will 
decrease  the  importation  by  that  country 
of  hosiery  goods,  and  those  countries 
which  have  in  the  past  supplied  Ameri- 
ca with  hosiery  will  have  to  find  other 
markets.  This  is  no  surmise,  for  at  the 
present  time  the  exports  of  hosiery  from 
both  Germany  and  England  are  nothing 
like  what  they  were  in  years  past,  and. 
as  stated,  have  the  tendency  still  further 
to  decrease.  We  have  previously  com- 
mented on  the  importation  of  cut  under- 
wear from  the  United  States  into  Eng- 
land, and  there  are  those  w^ho  are  inclined 
to  treat  this  question  as  a  mere  'bogie,' 
but  when  such  goods  can  be  seen  exhibit- 
ed in  the  windows  of  such  hosiery  towns 
as  Nottingham  and  Leicester  tht  n  the 
'bogie'  has  assuredly  taken  some  form  of 
reality.  Critics  say  the  goods  are  not  so 
well  knitted  as  English  fabrics,  but  ser- 
tainly  in  fleeced  goods  the  fleecing  nas 
had  the  special  study  of  the  I'nited  States 
manufacturer." 


TAXATION  KMSFOUJUS. 

From  the  messages  of  the  governors  of 
many  states  it  seems  that  the  paramount 
issue  before  the  state  legislatures  this 
winter  is  tax  reform.  The  people  have 
been  awaking  to  the  fact  that  the  uoor 
have  been  bearing  the  burden  of  taxa- 
tion to  support  a  government  made  (ex- 
pensive by  the  increasing  demands  of 
wealth. 

The  man  owning  real  estate  must  pay 
his  taxes  or  the  state  will  sell  his  land 
for  the  amount  unpaid.  Not  so  v.ith  tlie 
holder  of  mortgages,  the  possessor  of  a 
bank  account,  the  owner  of  bonds  and 
other  securities;  he  refuses  to  s.:hedule 
his  holdings  with  the  assessor,  and  thus 
escapes  his  part  of  the  burden  of  guvern- 
mt-nt.  This  evasion  has  been  soing  on 
for  years,  and  the  people  have  known  it, 
but  the  fact  was  not  provable.  The  hard 
times  of  the  last  eight  years  served  to 
sharpen  the  wits  of  tlie  owners  of  real 
estate,  and  they  determined  to  see  that 
the  man  with  personal  property  should 
be  called  upon  to  contribute  to  the  cost 
of  his  protection.  Not  only  have  the 
owners  of  personal  estate  been  evading 
their  duties  as  citizens,  but  corporations 
owning  franchises  worth  millions  have 
been  allowed  to  demand  and  secure  state 
and  municipal  protection  without  con- 
tributing 1  cent  to  the  tax  fund.  Rail- 
road, telegraph  and  telephone  lines  cov- 
ering different  counties  have  been 
allowed  to  pay  a  per  cent  on  their  gross 
earnings  In  lieu  of  general  taxe.^.  In 
some  ca.ses  this  sum  has  been  in  propor- 
tion to  tile  value  of  their  property  in  the 
stale,  but  as  a  usual  thing  it  has  been 
grossly  disproportionate. 

All  these  inequities  have  gradually 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  people, 
through  public  speakers  and  through  the 
press,  until  in  every  state  there  is  a 
sentiment  demanding  reformation  in 
this  line.  In  Wisconsin  it  was  made  a 
political  issue  at  the  last  election,  and 
the  majority  of  over  100,000  given  La 
Fellette  shows  how  deeply  the  people 
feel  on  this  and  kindred  subjects  of  gov- 
ernmental reform.  The  message,  there- 
fore, of  Governor  LaFollete  on  the  sub- 
ject of  taxation  reform  can  be  taken  as 
a  pretty  accurate  index  of  the  new 
movement.  Some  of  the  facts  givoii  ly 
Governor  LaFollette  in  his  message,  as 
ohtaininpr  In  "W^isconsin,  no  doubt  will 
apply  to  any  other  state  in  the  Union. 

The  mortgages  on  Wisconsin  property, 
both  recorded  and  unrecorded,  in  1^90 
amounted,  accoiding  to  the  census  and 
other  reliable  information,  to  $275,000,000. 
Of  this,  not  5  per  cent  was  reported  to 
the  assessors  for  taxation.  In  1S98  tho 
a.sHOSSfirs  in  Wisconsin  could  unearth 
only  $7,163,444  in  cash  in  the  state.  Yet 
the  state  private  banks  reported  to  the 
state  treasurer  $44,976,312,  and  the  United 
States  comptroller  of  currency  reported 
in  the  national  banks  of  Wisconsin  at 
the  same  time  $46,224,221,  an  aggregate 
of  $S7.200.r>13,  over  $80,000,000  of  which 
escaped  taxation. 

Governor  LaFollette  recommends  such 
changes  in  the  law  of  189S,  establishing  a 
tax  commission,  as  to  bestow  upon  the 
commission  complete  supervision  of  the 
assessments  of  the  state,  with  power  to 
summon  and  examine  witnesses  and  do 
all  acts  necessary  to  bring  to  light,  for 
the  purpose  of  taxation,  the  personal 
piopeity  of  the  state.  He  also  recom- 
mends a  law  for  the  taxatioti  of  nioit- 
pages  on  real  estate  as  the  only  equitable 
method  of  adujsting  tho  burden  of  taxes 
on  laud.  In  this  the  chief  magistrate  of 
Wisconsin  has  taken  a  stand  fully 
abrea.st  of  the  times.  Already  a  number 
of  states  have  laws  taxing  mortgages 
where  they  are  recorded,  Missouri  and 
California  having  passed  amendments  to 
the  state  constitution  in  order  to  render 
the  law  valid.  It  is  possible  that  in  most 
states  a  constitutional  provision  will  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  this  most 
.salutary  law. 

The  reoommendations  of  Governor  Van 
Sant  were  characteristically  vague  on 
the  subject  of  reform  in  taxation.  On 
one  point  alone  he  was  positive,  and  that 
was  where  the  party  in  its  platform  h.id 
given  him  his  cue.  He  recommends  the 
establishment  of  a  tax  commission.  So 
far  so  good,  but  a  tax  commission  with- 
out adequate  authority  or  a  ttxe^  policy, 
backed  by  the  people,  would  be  but  an- 
other means  of  expending  the  money  of 
the  state. 

The  Minnesota  legislature  might  se- 
cure some  valuable  pointers  on  tax  legis- 
lation, especially  that  pertaining  to  a 
tax  commission,  by  observing  the  work 
of  the  legislature  over  at  Madison. 


n  HAT  IT  MAN  I'OST. 

The  Omaha  AVorkl-Herald  has  been 
doing  some  figuring  as  to  the  cost  of 
our  Filipino  "bargain"  and  the  result 
is  interesting.  Since  the  battle  of  Ma- 
rilla  bay  on  May  1,  1898.  we  have  had 
.-  lue  trade  with  the  Philippine  islani's. 
and  "trade"  is  the  cause  of  the  present 
trouble  over  there.  Since  Aug.  6,  1898. 
we  have  exported  to  thO  Philippines  les.«- 
than  $20,000.00  worth  of  goods— n. 4 
counting  military  supplies.  The  im- 
ports average  about  $1.0<>X000  per  month. 

But  it  has  cost  us  something  to  se- 
cure that  trade.  It  has  cost  us  up- 
wards of  $200,000,000  in  c^ish.  In  other 
woi  ds  it  has  cost  us  $10  to  sell  $1  worth 
of  goods  in  the  Philippines.  But  money 
is  not  all  we  have  expended  in  order  to 
secure  the  commerce  of  the  Philippines. 
Since  Aug.  6.  1898.  692  American  sol- 
diers have  been  killed  while  engaged  in 
the  work  of  furthering  our  Philippine 


commerce.  During  the  same  time  439 
American  soldiers  have  died  of  wounds 
and  accidents  while  working  to  advance 
our  commercial  interests  in  the  Philip- 
pines. During  that  same  time  2120 
American  soldiers  have  died  of  disease 
while  engaged  in  the  arduous  task  of 
enlarging  our  commercial  sphere  l:i  the 
Philippines.  Briefly,  3251  -unerican  sol- 
dit-rs  liave  been  .sacrificed  in  order  to 
enlarge  our  commerce  an  average  of 
$1,000,000  a  month.  But  that  is  not 
Jill.  During  that  same  period  2.547  Amer- 
ican soldiers  have  been  wounded  while 
striving  to  increase  our  commerce  with 
the  Pliilippines. 

For  each  soldier  who  has  been  killed 
or  died  o'  disease  ir.  the  Philippines  we 
have  secured  trade  amounting  to 
$6151.95.  Is  the  "commerce"  worth  the 
price? 

Since  Aug.  6,  1898,  we  have  sold  to 
the  people  in  the  Philipiiino  i.slands 
goods  to  the  amount  of  $20,000,000.  To 
effect  this  sale  we  have  expended  up- 
wards of  $200,000,000  and  sacrJficed  3251 
American  soldiers.  How  long  will  it 
take  this  nation  to  bankrupt  itself  by 
securing  trade  and  commerce  at  such  n. 
cost?  And  how  much  more  would  we 
have  sold  to  the  Philippine  islands  in  th.? 
same  length  of  time  if  we  had  treated 
the  Filipinos  on  American  lines? 


A  COMJflOX  SVISASCE. 

There  is  an  animated  discussion  In 
progress  in  Philadelphia  as  to  what 
remedy  shall  be  employed  against  the 
drivers  of  wagons— coal,  ice  or  express — 
who  persist  in  loitering  along  in  front 
of  a  street  car  until  the  patience  of  pas- 
sengers and  motorman  is  exhausted 
and  the  latter's  gong  is  nearly  cracked, 
when  he  turns  out  and  lets  the  car  pro- 
ceed until  it  strikes  the  next  teamster. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  genus  is 
both  exasperating  and  dangerous.  As 
the  Pittsburg  Dispatch  says,  to  the  many 
people  who  have  wanted  to  get  home 
for  a  cooling  dinner  or  get  down  to  a  de- 
parting train  it  has  seemed  as  if  some- 
thing humorous  in  the  oil-boiling  line 
would  fit  the  crime,  but  what  statute 
can  be  discovered  providing  a  penalty 
that  is  not  more  trouble  than  it  is 
worth  ? 

The  Philadelphia  discussion  does  not, 

so  far,  contribute  much  light  on  this 
vital  point.  One  legal  contributor  sets 
down  the  correct  principle  that  no  indi- 
vidual has  any  rights  in  the  streets 
except  to  use  them  without  interfering 
with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
public.  After  which  he  produces  the 
very  modern  legal  theory  that  the  street 
car  tracks  are  the  private  property  of  the 
company.  Supposing  we  have  reached 
the  point  where  people  can  construct 
private  property  in  a  public  highway, 
this  theory  still  leaves  it  unexplained 
how  the  drivers  are  to  be  prevented  from 
using  the  private  property,  save  by  an 
action  for  nuisance,  which  would  be  very 
much  like  trying  to  shoot  snipe  with  a 
Krupp  gun. 

It  Philadelphia  devises  any  way  to  re- 
form this  trouble  short  of  establishing 
the  legal  principle  that  the  streets  and 
the  fullness  thereof  belong  to  the  trac- 
tion companies,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it 
will  let  Duluth  know  of  it,  because  the 
nuisance  prevails  here  as  well  as  in  other 
cities. 

The  Galveston  News  of  Jan.  1  contains 
a  synopsis  of  the  commerce  of  the  port  for 
the  year  1900.  and  shows  in  spite  of  the 
unprecedeiittd  hurricane  of  last  Septem- 
ber that  Inisiness  is  being  con<luct<  d  on  a 
greater  scale  than  ever  Vj'fore.  The 
months  of  October,  November  and  Decera- 
l>er,  intK>,  show  an  Increase  in  valuation  of 
exports  over  the  correspond in.g  months  ol 
is'.Ht.  The  resumption  of  business  ort  such 
a  scale  would  have  been  impossible  if  Gal- 
veston had  not  been  a  most  accesil>le 
and  economical  iior;  for  an  enormous  traf- 
fic. Galve.=)ton  is  the  natural  outlet  for 
more  than  one-fourth  the  area  of  the 
United  States.  As  a  port  for  all  the 
country  tributary  to  it  Galveston  repres- 
ents an  economy  in  time  and  rates  which 
cannop  be  substituteil. 


Easti-rn  newspajyers  are  showering  con- 
gratulations upon  Mrs.  Lease,  because, 
as  they  say,  she  has  decided  to  return  to 
her  husband  and  care  for  her  children  in 
the  future.  A  Kansas  paper  says  that  as 
a  matter  of  fact  Mrs.  Lease's  children 
have  been  cared  for  much  better  since  she 
entered  public  life  than  they  were  before, 
because  her  means  have  been  more  ample. 
She  has  been  able  to  give  them  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  best  schools,  and  there 
has  been  little  of  the  lime  thai  she  has 
not  had  onv  or  all  of  them  with  her. 

The  handsomest  musical  supplements 
published  by  any  paper  are  those  issued 
by  tho  Chicago  Chronicle  with  its  Sunday 
edition.  The  Herald  has  been  favored  with 
a  sample  copy  of  the  music  that  will  tp- 
pear  next  Sunday,  entitled  "She's  the 
Real  Thin.g.  My  Baby."  It  is  a  clever  con- 
ception and  seems  destined  to  be  one  of 
the  most  popular  airs  of  the  day.  All 
music  publisheil  by  the  Sunday  Chronicle 
is  beautifully  printed  In  six  colors,  and  on 
good  paper. 

The  Indianapolis  Sun  states  a  large 
truth  In  the  following  little  paragraph: 
"This  is  the  biennial  chance  for  the  in- 
slgnihcant  cuss  at  home  to  become  a 
large  and  roseate  pumpkin  in  legislative 
work.  One  of  the  wonders  of  statesman- 
ship is  the  prominence  which  some  very 
small  men  attain  in  the  state's  eye  in 
sixty  days  of  law-making."  For  proof, 
go  to  St.  Paul  and  gaze  at  the  legislature. 

This  is  a  strange  story  which  comes  from 
Manilla  to  one  of  the  New  York  pai>ers— 
that  a  detachment  of  the  Sixth  infantry  at 
Malinao  was  attacked  by  insurgents  while 
celebrating  the  election  news  from  the 
I'nited  Slates  telling  of  Mr.  McKlnUy's 
success.  If  the  Taft  commission  cam- 
paign report  was  to  be  l)elieved,  such  a  cel- 
ebration as  that  would  be  sufllcient  in  It- 
self to  crush  the  insurrection  for  miles 
around.

Di-.  Pupin  s  steel  wire  system  wiil  be  about 
$12u  a  mile. 

Dr.  i'upin,  in  a  statement  describing  in 
sientilic  terms  bis  iliscovery,  says:

Paet  Century. 

DISCOVERY  OF  IRON 


Changed    the    Course    of 

World'e  Production  of 

Iron  and  Steel. 


Discussing  nineteenth  century  devel- 
opment, the  Marine  Review  of  Cleve- 
land devotes  considerable  space  to  the 
progress  in  the  region  of  the  great  lakes, 
saying: 

Nowhere  In  the  world  can  such  de- 
velopment be  shown  as  is  revealed  along 
these  lakes.  One  hundred  years  ago  the 
woodsman's  ax  had  not  felled  a  single 
tree  along  the  sliores  of  the  greatest  of 
them— the  majestic  Lake  Superior.  In- 
deed that  same  condition  was  literally 
true  lifiy  years  ago.  The  development 
of  lake  commerce  dates  from  the  time 
that  iron  ore  was  discovered  in  the 
upper  peninsula  of  Michigan— discov- 
ered in  such  immense  quantities  as  to 
confound  credibility.  This  discovery 
was  made  in  1S44  by  William  Burt,  a 
surveyor  who  had  Invented  the  solar 
compass.  While  in  the  vicinity  of 
what  is  now  the  present  city  of  Ne- 
gaunee  the  needle  began  to  fluctuate  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  greatly  excite  the 
old  gentleman.  When  it  pointed  due 
east  he  ordered  his  staff  to  search 
aiound  for  evidences  of  mineral  de- 
posits and  piously  exclaimed:  "W^liat 
Would  they  do  in  surveying  this  coun- 
try without  my  compass?"  He  seems  to 
have  regarded  the  demonstration  of  the 
utility  of  his  compass  as  of  vastly  more 
im.portance  than  the  deposits  them- 
selves, for  neither  he  nor  his  party  made 
any  effort  to  profit  by  his' discovery. 
His  surveyors  in  searching  about  found 
iron  ore  in  abundance.  Indeed,  they 
could  scarcely  fail  4,0  find  it  since  it  lay 
exposed  to  view  in  great  abundance 
and  purity.  They  told  the  tale  of  their 
discovery  to  the  Indians  whom  they 
met  in  the  peninsula,  but  appear  to 
have  made  no  further  effort  to  record 
it. 

The  following  year  Philo  M.  Everett, 
of  Jackson,  Mich.,  led  a  party  into  the 
penin.sula  to  find  copper  deposits  which 
Dr.  Houghton,  commissioner  of  min- 
erals, had  spoken  of  in  his  annual  re- 
ports some  few  years  pieviou.sly.  Eve- 
rett knew  nothing  of  the  discovery  of 
iron  until  he  reached  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
when  an  Indian  told  him  of  it.  He 
guided  Everett  and  his  party  to  the 
•spot,  or  as  near  to  the  spot  as  his  super- 
stition would  let  him  come.  The  actual 
di.scovery  was  made  by  S.  I.  Cair  and 
K.  S.  Kockwcll,  two  members  of  Mr. 
Tverett's  pait.v,  and  a  permit  to  pre- 
empt the  land  was  taken  out  in  the 
name  of  James  Ganson,  They  called 
the  mine  the  Jackson  mine.  Immense 
quantities  of  ore  have  since  been  real- 
ized from  it.  Everett's  party  organized 
a  company  of  which  Ahram  V.  Heriy. 
of  Jackson.  Mich.,  was  made  president. 
The  following  year  Dr.  J.  Lang  Cassels. 
a  noted  mineralogist,  went  into  the 
peninsula  on  behalf  of  a  number  of 
Cleveland  men  to  investigate  the  min- 
eral deposits  with  particular  reference 
to  silver  and  copper.  Iron  had  not  es- 
pecially entered  into  his  catalogue  At 
the  Sault  he  met  Mr.  Berrv.  who  was 
returning  from  the  Jackson  mine. 
Berry  was  aware  of  another  location 
two  miles  further  inland  from  the  Jack- 
son and  it  had  !)een  his  intention  to 
pre-empt  it.  Ujton'receivin.g  assurances 
from  Dr.  Cassels,  however,  that  it  were 
better  for  two  to  guard  and  improve 
the  interests,  he  made  known  to  him  the 
location  and  loaned  him  his  canoe  to  be 
used  to  navigate  the  Carp  river  when 
he  should  come  to  that  stream. 

Dr.  Ca.ssels  srieedily  discovered  the  de- 
posit and  took  out  a  permit  to  pre-empt 
it  in  the  name  of  Lorenzo  Diw  Ilurtrell. 
This  location  was  called  the  C!e\ eland 
mine.  About  that  time  Dr.  l-:dmund  C. 
Rogers,  (jf  adventurous  spirit,  entered

Meantime  finished  material  markets  are 
rather  dull,  particularly  in  bars,  buyers 
having  so  fully  provided  for  their  wants. 
The  announc»ment  of  the  Carnegie 
comi>any's  i>Ians  for  tube  mills  ^at 
Conneaut,  ()hlo.  while  at  first  received 
with  some  incredulity,  is  now  generally

To  the  Kiiitot  of  The   Herald: 

May  I  ask  a  little  spa^-e  in  your  valu- 
able pajier?  I -wish  to  remind  the  voters 
of  the  West  K,nd  and  our  honorable 
city  fathers  that  west  of  Eighth  avenu? 
'.vest  also  belongs  to  tli?  city  of  Di.lath. 
One  would  not  think  so  by  reading  the 
discussion  in  the  papers  on  the  repaying 
of  Sujferior  street.  I  liave  not  heard  a 
single  voice  advocathig  the  repaving  of 
Superior  street  west  of  Eighth  avenue 
west,  although  it  can  be  proven  by  any- 
body who  has  traveU'd  over  this  street 
from  Twentieth  avenue  west  to  Twen- 
tieth aventie  east  (and  is  willing  to  ren- 
der unprejudiced  evidence)  that  the 
worst  and  most  deplorable  condition  of 
the  .-street  is  to  be  found  west  of  Eighth 
avenue  west. 

I  am  not  gruinl)llng:  on  my  own  per- 
.sonal  account.  If  it  was  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city  I  would  try  to  be 
patient  and  take  my  medicine  as  a 
good  citizen  ought  to,  but,  reasoning 
from  the  arguments  used  by  the  i)eople 
writing  on  repaving  so  far,  and  which 
I  think  Is  absolutely  correct,  one  of  the 
principal  points  to  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration is  the  respectability  and 
leputation  of  our  city  in  the  eyes  of  the 
numerous  visitors  and  tourists  who 
lome  here  in  ever-increasing  numbers 
every  summer.  I  don't  believe  there  is 
1  per  cent  of  tho.se  that  leave  the  city 
without  a  ride  over  the  boulevard.  They 
start  on  this  trip  to  climb  the  hill  some- 
where between  Third  avenu'^  west  and 
Tenth  .avenue  east.  P.ut  where  do  they 
come  down?  I  have  never  yet  seen  any 
of  those  rig.s  come  down  on  Superior 
street  further  east  than  Twentv-first 
avenue  west,  and  besides  there  i.s  sev- 
eral times  as  large  other  traffic  west  of 
Eighth  avenue  west  as  there  is  east  of 
Tenth  avenue  east.  Adding  up  these 
facts,  it  seems  to  me  we  must  arrive  at 
the  conclusion,  that,  if  there  is  any 
paving  to  be  done,  it  ought  to  be  put 
between  Twenty-first  avenue  west  and 
Tenth  avenue  east.

Mr.  Laybourn  was,  however,  placed  on 
three  other  committees,  two  of  which, 
the  committee  of  elections  and  of  appro- 
priations, are  of  some  consequence. 

"Berg,  whose  candidacy  was  little 
more  than  nominal,  is  given  the  chair- 
manship of  the  drainage  committee  as 
his  reward,  and  is  said  to  be  quit-;  con- 
tent with  his  lot. 

"The  Duluth  members  were  not  slow- 
to  realize  that  they  are  not  to  be  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  speaker's  goo''.  ojlices 
during  this  session,  and  some  of  th.?m 
expressed  themselves  freely  upon  th-^ 
subject  after  the  session  yesterday.  They 
are  determined  that  under  any  circum- 
stances they  will  stand  togeth-^; ,  and 
w  hen  one  receives  a  rebuff  at  the  hands 
of  opponents  it  will  be  taken  ui)  b.\-  all. 
This  spirit  urevailing  at  the  beginaing 
of  the  session  \\  ould  seem  to  suggest  that 
unless  some  means  of  peace  are  resorted 
t>>,  the  end  of  the  term  will  find  a  con- 
siderable breach  existing  between  the 
two  factions. 

""Speaking  of  the  situation  yesterd.ty  a 
Duluth  member  stated: 

■"  "Well,  one  thing  we  have  in  our 
favor,  iierhaps.  is  that  we  have  very  few 
demands  to  make  for  legislation  thi-- 
time.  We  have  not  come  her*  this  win- 
ter with  as  many  requests  as  heretofore. 
For  th-'  past  two  or  three  terms  of  the 
legislature  Duluth  has  ben  compelled  to 
ask  many  things  at  the  ha;ida  of  the 
state — we  have  been  in  the  position  of 
"begging'  from  our  colle.jgues,  but  tl-.is 
time  there  is  no  cause  for  this  suppliant 
attitude,  and  we  mean  to  get  what  little 
we  go  after.' 

"About  the  only  legislation  of  impor- 
tance whieh  is  b4)thering  the  minds  of 
the  Duluth  people  just  at  present  Is  an 
appropriation  of  $2.1.000  for  the  cotniiie- 
tion  of  theii-  new  normal  school  building, 
the  exterior  of  which  is  finished.  Two 
years  ago  they  asked  for  $l."i0.000  for  the 
construction  of  this  Ijuilding  .ind  yot 
half  that  amount,  but  this  year  they  de- 
clare that  no  r<><luction  goes,  as  a  less 
amoimt  than  j>2.'i,0rt0  will  be  inadequate 
for  the  purpose  required,  and  thr'y  will 
not  be  content  to  accept  less  than  the  full 
amount. 

"One  or  two  of  the  Duluth  memlvrs 
are  ariprehensivo  of  oppositiim  to  their 
demand  from  a  certain  source,  but  they 
claim  to  be  pos.=essed  of  sufficient  power 
to  push  their  claim  through  against  all 
odds."

ITnlesS  the  library  board  changes  Its 
mind,  Its  architect,  and  its  building 
plans  again,  proposals  will  be  recived 
on  Feb.  IS  for  the  building  of  the  Car- 
negie library.  At  a  meeting  of  ihe 
board  last  evening  the  plans  of  Profes- 
sor A.  F.  Rudolph,  of  the  high  school,

The  bidders  for  the  work  must  keep 
within  a  maximum  limit  of  $70,OiiO.

108  by  104  feet.  Th-  board  has  not  de- 
cided on  the  stone  to  be  used  in  th<' 
constnjcti(m  of  the  building,  but  will 
call  for  bids  on  sevei-al  kinds.

The  School  Board  at  Superior 

Is   After  the  Coal 

Companies. 

The  school  board  at  West  Superior  is 
at  war  with  the  local  coal  companies 
and  has  declared  that  it  will  buy  no 
more  coal  from  them.  This  step  is  not 
a  new  one,  by  any  means,  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes,  because  the  boards  of  edu- 
cation in  both  cities  and  the  municipil 
bodies  have  had  trouble  with  the  coal 
companies  before  and  the  same  ileclar- 
ation  has  been  made,  hut  never  ad- 
hered to.  The  f  -hool  board  at  We.=;t 
Superior  has  instiucted  its  secretary  to 
write  to  Illinois  and  get  the  teims  for 
coal  delivered  from  that  state,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  stating  that  they  are 
willin  gto  pay  even  a  little  more  than 
the  price  of  coal  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes.  The  present  trouble  at  West 
Superior  grows  out  of  the  cancellation 
of  the  coal  contracts  v.ith  the  St.  Paul 
and  Western  Coal  company.  The  board 
found  that  :-!oft  coal  was  selling  for  50 
cents  a  ton  cheaper  than  the  contract 
price  with  the  coal  company.  The  con- 
tract was  immediately  cari;^lled  and 
coal  was  ordered  from  the  retail  deal- 
ers, but  the  latter  after  some  delay  said 
the  b(»ard  could  buy  no  coal  for  less 
than  the  contract  price.  Some  of  the 
84'hool  commi.saif)ners  were  for  submit- 
ting, but  others,  a  majority,  were  for 
war.  so  it  was  declared.  Commissionei 
Strickland  declared  that  the  coal  com- 
panies are  worse  than  highway  robbe.-:?, 
in  that  the  latter  take  some  chances  In 
holding  up  a  man.  while  the  coal  com- 
panies do  not.

Fort  Dodge,  lowu,  Jan.  17.— The  residents 
of  the  town  of  Gllmore  were  thrown  Into 
excitement  when  the  rep<3rt  reached  them 
of  the  suicide  of  Mr.  Applegate,  a  prom- 
inent farmer  living  four  miles  northwest.

Mr.  Applegate  was  very  much 
oppo&ed  to  the  marriage  of  his  daughter 
to  Schuttler,  and  caused  them  much  an- 
novance.

A  number  of  the  Duluth  curlers  are  anx- 
ious to  have  the  bonspiel  of  the  North- 
western Curling  association  held  in  this 
city  next  winter.  Among  those  who  think 
Duluth  can  take  care  of  the  big  event  is 
President  E.  N.  Bradley  of  the  Duluth 
Curling  club  and  there  are  others  of  the 
members  who  think  the  same  way.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  Duluth  can  get  it  if  a 
respectable  number  attend  the  bonspiel  at 
St.  Paul  next  week.  At  the  present  time, 
however,  it  looks  as  though  not  more  than 
two  rinks  would  go  down  and  it  may  be 
that  only  one  will  go.  H.  J.  MacLeod's  rink 
will  go  and  It  is  possible  that  C.  A.  Duncan 
will  have  a  rink  there.  Harry  Hurdon 
wiiuld  like  to  go  down  for  a  couple  of  days 
or  so.  but  is  not  anxious  to  go  through  the 
whole  event. 

A  great  many  of  the  Duluth  curlers 
wouUl  like  to  go  but  cannot  possibly  get 
away  for  the  event.  Another  thing  which 
acts  against  St.  Paul  somewhat  is  the  fact 
that  on  so  many  occasions  when  bonsplels 
have  been  held  In  that  city  the  weather 
has  been  soft  and  curling  has  been  any- 
thing but  a  pic-asure.  Tills  year,  however, 
the  St.  I'aul  men  have  nine  sheets  of  ice 
under  roof  and  there  ought  to  be  much 
better  conditions  in  the  way  of  ice.  There 
is  the  best  of  feeling  among  the  curlers 
here  now  toward  the  St.  Paul  clubs  and 
they  would  like  to  make  a  big  showing 
there,  but  business  demands  arc  hard  to 
get  around.

Tiie 
thing  that  is  said  to  be  instigaiing  such 
a  move  en  the  p.art  of  the  iron  int'rests 
is  that  they  are  dissatisfied  with  the  rate 
deal  given  triem  by  the  Northwestern 
lin<,  w-hich  now  ban. Lies  the  ore  from 
around  Hurley  and  Ironwood.  to  the  ore 
docks  at  Ash. and.  It  is  claimed  that  the 
new-  line  would  be  a  shorter  haul  by  lail 
and  woubl  lessen  the  run  of  the  ore  boats 
that  go  to  Ashland.  The  Ashlanders  are 
plaving  a  strong  card  to  the  elTect  t.aat 
n<.  suitable  harbor  can  be  found  anywhere 
in  the  vicinity  considered.  Tile  buildin>< 
of  new  dock-s  at  another  point  would  be 
a   serious  biow  to  Ashland. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Car- 
negie-<'>liver  company  at  one  time  threat- 
enerl  to  estaldisb  a  new  harbor  on  the 
north  shore  of  Lake  Superior  and  to  baild 
a  rallrcad  there  and  ship  .ore  from  the 
Minnesota  range  over  their  own  line  m- 
stead  of  over  the  Duluth  &.  Iron  Range 
r-iad  They  went  so  far  as  to  incoriK>rate 
the  road  and  had  a  party  of  surveyors  out 
running  lines  etc.  Interviews  were  given 
out  bv  the  Duluth  representative  saying 
that  the  road  would  surely  be  bui.t  and 
some  people  really  began  to  think  it 
would  Of  late,  however,  nothing  has  been 
heard  of  the  line  and  the  company  is  ship- 
ping Its  ore  over  the  Duluth  &  Iro-n  Range 
rallrcad  and  apparently  has  no  intention 
of  doing  anything  else.

Consul  Mason,  at  Berlin,  has  transmit- 
ted to  the  state  department  a  report  em- 
bodying a  stf  tement  of  the  census  re- 
turns of  Germany  for  last  year,  as  c<jm- 
parcd  with  tlic  results  of  the  next  pre- 
vious census  taking  In  1R9.3,  especially 
with  regard  t  >  the  increased  poi)Ulatiun 
of  the  cities  ( f  the  empire. 

The  statement  sets  forth  the  results 
in  the  cases  cf  the  thirty-two  principal 
cities  of  the  e  iitore.  each  of  wi^iich  have 
more  than  10il,OoO  Inhabitants.  In  only 
one  instance.  llMt  of  Crefeld,  was  ther.- 
a  decrease.  Jerlin  naturally  leads  all 
German  cities  in  the  increased  number 
of  its  ppople,  but  Its  percentage  of  In- 
crease falls  far  below  that  of  Nurem- 
berg. Frankf  >rt,  Halle,  Manheim  an!5 
Posen.  all  of  which  owe  their  rapid 
grov.th  mainly  t>  the  development  of 
manufacturing  industries  within  their 
respective  Units.  The  significant  de- 
crease in  the  population  of  CrefeM  is 
attributable  ti  the  fact  that  It  is  a  city 
of  textile  Industries,  wtiose  products  were 
formerly  exported  in  large  quantities  to 
the  United  States,  but  which  of  late 
years  have  sulfered  from  American  com- 
petition.

"Washington,  Jan.  17.— A  valuable  report 
on  the  lumber  trade  Is  now  being  pre- 
pared for  public  information  by  the  bu- 
reau of  statistics,  which  estimates  that 
the  standing  timber  In  the  ITnlted  States 
now  covers  tn  area  of  l.OM.-lIiMj  square 
miles,  and  cortains  a  supply  of  2.8U0,«»,- 
OOO.OOt)  feet.  ITie  states  having  the  largest 
supply  of  timler  are  as  follows: 

Texas.  6-1,000  square  miles;  Oregon.  54,- 
3t»0;  Minnesota.  53,20<):  Washington,  47.700; 
ArkJ'nsas,  47.0iX);  '"alifornia.  44.7O0;  Mon-

The  market  was  undermined  by  weak- 
ness In  Manhattan,  which  fell  4%  below 
the  best  ami  carried  the  other  New  Y'ork 
tractions  down  about  2ti;  to  3%.  The  olo.se 
was  active  and  weak.

David  Ericson's  Picture  Tliat 

Won  Mention  at  Paris, 

Exhibited  Here. 

In  the  window  of  C.  W.  Ericson's 
clothicg  store  there  is  now  on  display 
the  painting  which  David  Ericson  ex- 
hibited at  the  Paris  solon.  and  whic'n 
won  honorable  mention  at  that  famous 
exhibition  In  which  all  the  masters  of  art 
in  the  world  strive  for  honrs.  It  Is  en- 
titled "Orpheus  a  Desole."  During  lh« 
months  of  October  and  November  it  was 
on  exhibition  at  the  Chicago  Art  insti- 
tute, where  It  won  much  favorable  com- 
ment. 

The  theme  of  the  painting  is  idealistic, 
and  it  pictures  a  story  which  is  familiar 
to  all  students  of  mythology.  Orpheus^, 
who  had  such  skill  as  a  performer  on  the 
Ivre  that  his  music  charmed  the  beasts 
a"nd  that  even  the  trees  and  rocks  could 
not  resist,  visits  hades  to  find  his  wife, 
Eurydice.  who  is  confined  there.  With 
his  wonderful  lyre  he  charms  the  powers 
there,  and  Pluto  finally  gives  him  his 
wift  on  condition  that  he  will  not  look 
back  at  her  until  he  reaches  the  earth. 
His  longing  to  see  her  is  so  great  that 
he  fails  to  resist  the  temptation,  and 
looks  back,  and  at  that  instant  she  dis- 
appears and  is  taken  back  to  darkness 
and  is  lost  to  him  forever.  It  is  at  this 
inoment  that  Mr.  Ericson  has  sketched 
Orpheus,  just  as  he  has  looked  back. 

The  treatment  of  the  subject  is  most 
interesting  and  will  engage  the  atten- 
tion of  every  student  or  lover  of  art. 
One  of  the  leading  papers  of  Paris  said 

of  it:  ^      ,^ 

"The  'Requiem  of  Orpheus,'  by  David 

Ericson,  is  tragique  and  beautiful.  The 
gid  van(iui.=lied  by  destinies  has  lost 
the  chord  and  is  discouraged.  In  the 
desolate  landscape  with  the  coming  sili- 
tude  of  night,  the  lyre  lies  mute  and 
lamented,  while  in  the  darkening 
shadows  wild  carnlverous  animals  are 
approaching  stealthily.  One  has  a  liking 
for  the  quality  of  this  canvas." 

Mr.  Ericson's  Duluth  friends  will  re- 
joice at  the  opportunity  of  seeing  his 
work.  He  is  now  engaged  on  a  now 
painting  which  will  depict  a  scene  in  the 
flight  of  the  holy  family  to  Egypt.

Mr.   Quay  had   beer,  assigned   to   the 
second  seat  in  the  back  row  on  the  Re- 
publican side,   the  desk  formerly  occu- 
pied  by   Mr,   Hanna,    3f  Ohio.   An   hour 
before    the    senate    ccnvened    elaborate 
and  beautiful  lloral  pieces  began  to  be 
piled  on  and  around  the  senator's  desk. 
By    the   time    the   senate   was   called    to 
order,  the  messengers  had  found  it  im- 
possible to  place  to  advantage  any  more 
of  the   floral  offerings-.   Not   in   the  his- 
tory of  the  senate  has  a  single  senator 
lieen  the  recipient  of  such  a  profusion  of 
flowers,    beautiful    in       themselves   and 
lavishly  elaborate  in  their  arrangement, 
us    the   Pennsylvania   senator     received 
today.    One    of    the    bandsomest    pieces 
was  a  huge  keystone  arch  of  white  \m- 
mortelles,    the    keystone    being   of    deep 
red   immortelles.   It  vas  several  feet   in 
height.       The  flowers  came  to  the  capi- 
tol  literally  by  the  wagon  load,  and  it 
was  found   impossible'  to  display  all  of 
them   in    the  senate   .  hamber.

Dr.  P.  X.  Rixey,  who  accompanied  the 
presidential  party  on  every  journey  they 
make  out  of  Washington,  .sur.gon  gen- 
eral of  the  navy  on  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  the  present  offlciil.  Dr.  Rixey 
Uas  the  rank  of  medical  in.speetor,  iiui 
he  is  ;-o  much  junior  to  a  great  many 
other  otiicers  that  his  appointment  wiil 
\\i  doubt  be  vi.gorousiy  criticised  by 
other  idlicr-rF  of  the  corits.  The  rank  of 
medical  director,  which  is  the  highest 
of  itic  medical  corps,  ha.s  been  the  one 
from  v.  hich  the  surgeon  general  has 
usually  been   taken. 

The  president  is  also  said  to  have 
promised  the  chi>f  of  the  pay  corps  to 
hi.s  friend,  P.;yniaster  Rand,  on  th. 
(lose  of  Paymaster  (Jenerai  Kenny's 
term.  His  appi.dntnient  vvill  not  be  a 
surpri.se  to  the  service,  as  he  was  ex- 
pected to  be  (hosen  for  the  place  when 
Admiral  Stewart  was  retired,  in  tlu 
spring  of  1S9S>.  H<^  Is  an  intimate  friend 
of  the  president  and  has  been  on  duty 
here  since  1M*7.  He  is  one  of  the  junior 
ofllcers  in  his  grade  and  does  not  retire 
for  age  until  lUfio.  The  term  of  Surgeon 
•  leneral  Van  Reypen  will  expire  next 
December.  He  might  be  reappointed  t) 
hold  offlee  until  hi.-'  retirement.  Nov.  14. 
11)02,  but  this  is  not  expected,  as  the 
pre.-idcnt's  policy  lias  been  not  to  ap- 
point bureau  chiefs  who  have  not  a  full 
term  before  them  before  reaching  tht 
retiring  age.

If  a  plan  prepared  by  Secretary  Long 
is  approved  by  congress,  the  commis- 
sioned rank  in  the  navy  will  be  prac- 
tically open  to  the  enlisted  force,  and  a 
sailor  may  ha\e  the  same  opportunity 
of  attaining  high  rank  as  iJie  soldier  now 
has  in  the  army. 

Warrant  officers  are  the  highest  rank 
and  rating  that  it  is  possible  for  an  en- 
listed man  now  to  secure,  and  no  oftlcer 
of  the  line  can  be  commissioned  who  has 
not  been  graduated  from  the  naval 
academy.  The  se<ietary  seeks  to  hold 
out  to  the  sailor  the  same  chance,  hut 
not  to  the  same  extent,  the  private  has 
in  the  army,  and  thus  encourage  a  still 
higher  class  of  men  t>  enter  the  lowest 
grade  of  the  service.  T?ie  scheme  pro- 
vides for  the  promotion  of  boatswains 
and  gunners  to  the  grade  of  ensign.  The 
general  board,  of  whi^h  Admiral  Dewf»y 
is  president,  and  whose  views  are  re- 
quested in  the  matter,  has  presented  a 
plan  to  promote  certain  warrant  officers. 
Tt  is  believed  that  the  pr  iposed  legisla- 
tion would  have  a  temieney  to  poiuilarize 
the  navy,  inasmmti  as  it  would  afford  to 
deserving  enlisted  men  an  opportunity 
to  secure  rew-rd  for  meritorious  servi  -e 
by  promotisni,  through  Intermediate 
grades,  to  the  rank  of  commissioned 
tdiicers  in  the  regular  line  of  promo- 
tion. 

A  bill  drawn  in  accordance  with  the 
plan,  which  will  be  submitted  to  lj*>th 
naval  committees  of  congress  with  the 
secretary's  approval,  provides  that  \a- 
lancies  In  t'le  grade  of  ensign  remain- 
ing unfilled  bv  grailuates  of  the  naval 
academy  on  Jul.v  30  of  any  year  shall 
bi^  filled  by  the  president  appointing  to 
that  grade  not  exceedln.g  six  boatswain.* 
or  gunners  in  any  one  cilendnr  year. 
No  person  shall  be  so  api>;inted  who  is 
over  :'.'>  years  of  age.  and  who  has  not 
served  three  years  as  a  warrant  officer, 
who  Is  not  recommended  by  command.- 
Ing  otTlcer.s  under  whom  he  has  served, 
and  until  Cie  shall  h:ive  passed  such  com- 
petitive examinationas  maybe  i-rescribed 
by  the  navy  department.  The  secretary 
is  authorized  to  .send  such  officers  to  the 
naval  academy  for  a  special  cours--  not  to 
i  xceed  one   year.

LIVE  STOCK  WEALTH 


Benefits  of  Horse  Shows  to 

the  Horse  Industry  Are 

Discussed. 


Salt  Lake  City,  Jan.  17.— At  yesterday's 
se.'^sion  of  the  National  Live  Stock  asso- 
ciation L.  G.  Powers,  chief  statistician  in 
charge  of  agriculture  at  the  census  ofliice 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  spoke  about  "Our 
National  Wealth  in  Live  Stock."  He 
sale'  ill  part: 

"The  cow,  the  steer,  and  the  humble 
pig  a-e  playing  their  part  quite  as  effec- 
tively a,s  the  horse  and  mule  in  the 
struggle  of  Ainerica  for  the  industrial 
supreniacy  of  the  world.  Our  cattle  and 
swine  give  our  people  in  the  aggregate  a 
tremendous  importance  and  power.  Tlic* 
American  hog.  by  furnishing  cheap 
meat  to  the  workers  of  Europe,  is  un- 
dermining the  powei  of  all  the  old  vested 
intere:-ts  of  the  nations  of  that  continent 
and  wiil  in  time  be  a  factor  for  toppling 
over  even  the  thrones  of  kings  and  the 
power  of  aristocracy. 

"The  Americans  are  masters  of  the 
.■^ituaticn,  and  our  live  stoclv  interests, 
more  than  our  steam  engines  and  waLr 
wheels,  occupy  the  highest  .seat  of  power. 
The  situation  is  full  of  encouragement 
for  the  American  people  at  the  opcnin.g 
of  thi!  twentieth  century." 

Levi  B.  Doud,  of  lllintiis,  spoke  about 
"American  Live  Stock  and  Dressed  Meat 
Export  Trade."    He  said  in  part: 

"The  older  nations  of  Europe  are  more 
and  more  dependent  upon  itie  outside 
world  for  food  supplies.  With  their 
growing  populations  and  les.sening  agii- 
cuitural  resouices,  together  with  our  ex- 
panding methods  of  in-oduction  and  al- 
most limitless  agricultural  resources, 
must  make  them  our  most  piofllabie 
customers  in  the  near  future,  provided 
we  continue  to  increase  the  excellen.e 
of  our  exix>rts  and  enable  them  to  trade 
with  us  by  Instituting  proper  measures 
involving  reciprocity  as  their  essential 
feii  lures. 

"We  must  not  assume,  however,  that 
we  will  be  without  competition  In  our 
Idd  for  foreign  patronage.  I  regard  as 
temporary  En.gland's  embargo  on  South 
American  cattle  and  sheep.  The  latter 
country  may  yet  become  the  most  foi- 
midable  competitor  of  the  United  States 
in  the  marketing  abroad  of  animals  and 
meats.  South  American  stock-growers 
have  for  years  outbid  North  American 
l)uyers  in  the  purchase  of  the  best  breed- 
ing cattle  that  England  could  produce. 
Ttiis  shows  that  the  former  has  ample 
means  and  are  fully  alive  to  the  vital 
Importance  of  quality  In  their  herds  and 
flocks  toward  winning  the  patronage  of 
foreign  markets.  Moreover,  North 
American  stockmen,  with  plenty  of 
North  American  money  and  enterprise, 
have  been  going  to  Mexico  and  South 
America  in  rapidly  increasing  numbers, 
and  they  will  yet  realize  the  wonderful 
natural  resources  of  that  country  for 
producing  live  stock,  and  they  will  als) 
seek  markets  for  it  by  every  mean.^ 
\\P.iich  broad  Intelligence  and  practical 
ingenuity  can  suggx-st. 

"That  which  is  true  concerning  future 
competition  with  South  American  cattle 
applies  to  sheep  in  a  still  greater  de- 
gree. Mutton  quality  Is  what  Ignited 
States  sheep  breeders  should  look  to  for 
a  successful  export  trade.  South  Ameri- 
can sheep  are  of  more  desirable  quality 
than  ours,  and  if  we  now  had  to  compete 
with  them  in  the  English  tnarkets.  we 
would  have  to  take  sec<md  place  with  our 
sheep.  The  tendency  in  Europe  as  In 
Ainerica  is  changing  rapidly  to  a  demand 
for  younger  stock,  especially  In  she-^p. 
An  avoidance  of  too  much  fat  Is  a  prime 
essential  in  preparing  animals  for  Euro- 
pean markets. 

"The  only  possible  means  by  which  the 
ITnlted  States  can  keep  ahead  of  com- 
petitors In  the  markets  of  the  world  is 
to  outdo  them  In  the  excellence  of  the 
products  grtnvn  and  to  be  liberal  In  the 
direction  of  reciprocity.  It  c>annot  be  too 
strongly  Impressed  upon  pr.ulucers  c,f 
live  stock  In  this  country  that  to  in- 
crease foreign  outlets  for  our  surplus  is 
an  absolute  necessity  to  continued  pros- 
perity In  all  branches  of  the  Industry, 
and  taht  to  successfully  meet  foreign 
competition  and  overcome  foreign  an- 
tagonistic legislation  we  must  look  more 
than  all  else  to  quality  to  help  out— 
quality  that  is  the  result  of  better  breed- 
ing and  more  Intelligent  feeding  and 
care  of  growing  animals,  so  as  to  pro- 
duce the  kinds  most  in  demand  In  the 
markets." 

O  P.  Updegraff.  of  Topeka.  Kan., 
spoite  of  the  "Benefits  of  Horse  Shows 
to  the  Horse  Industry."  He  said  in 
part: 

"In  the  years  1897  to  1900  the  horses 
in  the  United  States  increased  in  value 
$1.',0,000,000.  This  wa.s  at  a  time,  too, 
when  there  were  no  horses  used  on  car 
lines,  when  automobiles  were  in  comniai 
use.  the  bicycle  in  as  much  as  it  ever 
will  be.  and  now  at  the  dawning  of  the 
twentieth  century  the  horses  meeting 
the  requirements  at  present  are  nut 
nearly  enough  to  meet  the  demand,  and 
fjr  tkMs  reasjon  prices  today  are  higher 
than  for  years,  instead  of  going  out 
of  fashion,  horses  are  more  in  fashi  m 
than  ever  before.  It  is  the  high-class 
horse  that  brings  the  high  dollar,  and 
t*^^ie  horse  shows  held  in  many  of  our 
large  cities  are  largely  responsible  for 
their  value. 

"During  the  past  year  the  record 
shows  the  highest  price  paid  for  a  single 
coach  horse  was  J7800:  for  a  pair  of 
ccach  horses.  $6250;  for  a  lady's  saddle 
hack.  $2740;  for  a  lady's  phaeton  pair. 
$5300;  for  a  park  four-in-hand.  $10.2.".0: 
for  a  hunter.  $.'>000.  An  average  of  $n2>l 
was  obtained  for  forty  head  of  trotting 
bred  coach  horses  and  $501.50  for  an 
average  of  700  horses  sold  at  one  .sale  of 
trotting  bred  ones.  These  sales  have  all 
taken  place  within  the  year,  and  while 
not  particularly  sensational,  are  In- 
dicative of  a  healthy  condition  of  the 
Ihorse  industry."

New  York.  Jan.  17.— The  forty-eighth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Congregational 
Church  Building-  society  was  held  tjday. 
It  is  a  t%veniitt!.i  century  meeting.  The 
sccitty  has  bttn  the  means  of  jjUtting 
Into  use  3Lt20  buildings  for  church  pur- 
poses, 731  of  which  are  parsonages.  It 
has  als=c  i-fecured  ?2,7'J0,65l  for  this  work, 
and  property  valued  at  Ih^;  time  it  was 
brought  into  use  at  not  less  than  $15,- 

415.65S. 

A  feature  of  this  work  is  that  t'le 
money  placed  in  the  c'hurchos  and  par- 
sonages secured  in  the  end  returns  to 
the  trea:iury  of  the  si.clt.ty,  to  g<«  out 
jigain  to  acconiidish  rosults  similar  "lo 
those  for  v,lii"h  and  to  whicU  each  dona- 
lion  was  orii;inally  appro;. riated.  The 
Jociety  began  in  1S53,  with  the  contribu- 
Jons  of  a  very  small  number  of 
Ihurehes.  amounting  for  the  year  to 
il766,  and  closed  the  century  with  total 
jectipts  of  ?213,159  from  ai5&  Congrega- 
Jlonal  churches.. 

With  th--  exception  of  the  year  1S1>7, 
fi  which  the  board  was  busy  disbursing 
the  Stickney  fund,  this  year  has  been 
ihe  best  of  i^e  whole  forty-eigtit.  Loans 
iimounti'ig  t:>  $1o:m»Oi)  have  been  voted 
lo  forty-r.irii-  churches.  tJranls  amount- 
ing to  ?76.'J72  have  been  v<ited  to  ninety- 
seven  churches.  Both  loans  and  grants 
have  btcii  voted  to  twenty-six  churche?. 
Loans  aniounling  to  $3'J,ir.7  have  been 
paid  to  Is.  .'nly-.six  churches.  Grauls 
amounting  t..-  ?60,!!S1  have  been  paid  to 
seventy  churches,  liotr  loans  and  grants 
have  been  paid  to  lifteen  churches.

Into  pars  inige  buildings  $21i9.3:{S.  The 
number  of  contributing  churches  in  1890 
was  2051.  The  number  during  V.'OO  was 
31.SS.

Wolv2s  Are  Reported  Numer- 
ous and  Half  Breed  Buf- 
ffiloesftre  Increasing. 

NORTH   D.AKOTA. 

Mayville— The  Hod  River  valley,  famous 
for  its  wealth  and  its  culture,  is  not  even 
now  so  far  removed  from  the  days  of  oM. 
when  the  wild  buffiilo  anil  Indian  roved  th; 
great  prairies,  but  that  some  vestiges  .siill 
remain  of  the  things  ihat  have  been.  For 
soine  time  past  reports  have  been  coiniiig 
in  ihai  wolves  were  making  devasieuions 
al'oiu  farm  Iiuildings  and  among  the  stock 
on  farms  a  few  miles  east  of  liie  cit.v  along 
the  course  of  tile  (lOoiie  ri\er.  FoXes  also 
are  helping  out  the  miscldevous  work.  Re- 
cently Attorney  A.  J.  Styles,  Dr.  Rishel 
and  Col.  Robinson's  expert  driver,  who  are 
all  good  marksmen,  went  on  an  expedition 
of  destruction,  and  they  report  the  wolves 
as   theic  all   rinrht. 

In  line  with  this  comes  the  intelligence 
from  the  .Siandiof.:  R(K'k  Indian  reserva- 
tion. th;it  a  tero'ions  and  wild  buft'alo 
bull  tiirned  up  in  a  heard  of  cattle  on  tlie 
reservation,  and  that  he  is  very  savage 
anil  (langcrous  when  the  lndi;ins  attempt 
to  takf.  away  any  of  the  cattle  in  the  herd 
in  which  he  was  running.  It  is  said  the 
tiul!  belongs  to  the  l)ui)ree  rstate,  which  is 
located  on  the  Cheyenne  Indian  reserva- 
tion in  Soutli  Dakota.  On  this  ranch,  it  is 
ciainiiil,  then-  is  a  herd  of  over  I'lO  head 
of  half  bloo«l  huffaloes  and  20  head  of  genu- 
ine full-blood  buffaloes. 


Lisbon — Judge  Gram  of  the  Ransom 
cotnit.v  court,  bearil  the  motion  in  tlie  case 
of  the  state  of  Xorth  Dakota  against  Jolm 
Eckstrom,  ofc  Sheldon,  mis  county,  and 
overruled  it.  This  v.as  a  case  where  th- 
defendant  had  been  convicted  of  blind 
l)igging  and  sentenced  by  former  Judge 
Smith  to  imprisonment  In  the  county  jail 
and  to  I'ay  Ji'ii  tine  and  costs,  and  com- 
mitted to  jail  until  the  line  and  costs  were 
paid.  After  serving  out  the  lO!'  days,  the 
period  of  his  imjirlsonment,  the  prlsoni-r 
sought  to  he  released  on  tlie  groimd  of  his 
inability  t<i  pay  the  line  aitcl  costs.  The 
effect  of  the  decision  is  that  the  prisoner 
must  serve  out  his  term,  or  pay  the  tine 
and  costs,  thus  sustaining  the  prohibition 
law. 


Fargo— Some  of  the  more  provident 
farmers,  who  are  able  to  do  so.  are  already 
shipping  in  seed  wheat  for  sprmg  seeding. 
They  are  afraid  to  trust  the  list  year  s 
crop  and  are  procuring  seed  in  Minnesota 
anil  South  Dakota. 

The  small  farmers  are  unnble  to  pro- 
cure their  needed  seed  grain  so  easily,  yet 
plans  are  on  foot  in  some  localities  for  a 
number  to  go  In  together  and  procure  a 
car. 

Grand  Forks— Considerable  feeling  has 
been  aroused  in  this  city  at  th»'  action  c»f 
Gov.  White  in  recommemling  a  reduction 
of  the  api>ortionmenl  for  the-  state  univer- 
sity situateil  In  this  city.  Representative 
J.  D.  Bacon,  who  was  a  candidate  for  the 
speakershij).  returned  to  the  city  during 
the  adjournniiMit.  and  In  speaking  of  this 
matter  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  leg- 
islature would  make  no  change  in  the  ap- 
propriation. The  Imprt  sslon  has  been 
gained  from  rea^ling  the  governor's  mes- 
sage that  the  two-fifths  mill  apportion- 
ment amounted  to  fi'S.iHiO  a  ye.-ir.  when  as 
a  m.itter  of  fact  it  is  but  $.VS.i«k1  for  two 
.vears.  Mr;  Bacon  ha.s  been  active  jn  the 
matter,  and  stated  that  now  the  mistaken 
idea  had  been  correct eil  the  menU»c-rs  of 
the  legislature  were  in  favor  of  allowing 
the  law  to  stand.

Fargo— The  attention  of  the  nuthofitics 
h.ts  been  called  to  the  fact  ihat  the  re- 
in;>ns  of  a  :!-year  old  child  are  beinj  k-'id 
by  a  f.amily  in  Warren  township.  at>oii;  ■J5 
nilles  from"  Fargo.  The  child  died  just  be- 
fore Christmas  an  1  for  peculiar  iH?rsonal 
reasons.  It  is  d.iimed  the  parents  refuse 
to  permit  the  remains  to  r>c  tnterred^  The 
noi^hbors  claim  the  delay  is  due  to  a 
curious  form  of  fanaticism.

Custer— Dr.  A.  W.  S.  Rothcrmel.  who 
has  perfirmcil  sev<ral  rf^markable  feats 
of  locating  ore  veins  and  shoots  in  the 
r.Iack  Hills,  ere.ated  a  sensation  In  this 
city  by  tolling  exactly  frc'm  wlunee  a.  cer- 
tain piece  of  ore  came.  On  a  wager,  a 
third  i>arty  lirought  to  Dr.  Rothermol  a 
p;»mtde  of  ore.  and  asked  him  to  tell  its 
locality,  size  of  vein,  direction  of  vein.  etc. 
The  oie  sample  was  carefully  examined, 
and  the  wager  was  won.  Dr.  Rotliermel 
stated  that  the  or*'  came  frnni  British  c'(d- 
umbia.  giving  the  exact  location,  the  dip 
of  the  Vein,  it.-  size,  and  stated  fiu'ther 
that  a  cross  vein  wo\dd  join  with  the  tu'St 
ore  ledge,  forming  a  strong  body  of  ore.

St.  Paul.  Jan.  IS.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—Tonight  comes  the  Republican 
s^hort  term  senatorial  caucus,  and  It  will 
.-ettle  one  thing  at  least.  That  is,  the 
question  whether  there  will  be  a  dead- 
lock or  not.  Many  members  and  others 
are  quick  to  express  opinions  on  this,  and 
the  opinions  vary,  but  it  seems  reason- 
able to  state  that  most  of  them  agree 
that  the  caucus  will  also  certainly  give 
Some  Indication  of  the  outcome  by  the 
showing  of  .strength  it  will  force  between 
the  various  candidates.  Evans,  Clapp. 
Lowry,  Tawney  and  P.lx1>y  will  be. voted 
lor,  and  theie  may  be  scattering  votes 
for  some  othv-rs.  Dut  these  will  lead  and 
the  fight  will  Ije  warm.  Last  evening 
there  soemcvl  some  revival  of  Ev.ius 
talk,  and  the  hopes  of  that  part  of  the 
Minneapolis  tight  ran  high,  one  promi- 
nent Henr.epln  county  member  a.-seriing, 
with  apparent  conndence  in  his  predic- 
tion, that  the  rotund  "Hob"  would  be- 
come the  caiKUs  choice  on  the  third  bal- 
lot at  the  latest. 

On  the  othe;-  ha:id  the  St.  Paul  boom- 
ers seem  equally  c'tmtident  about  Clapp's 
succes-s,  and  in.-i^t  th  it  he  has  been  gain- 
ing strentrth  fmm  the  start,  that  the 
country  niemliers.  who  have  been  keev)- 
ing  thfir  viewj  quiet,  are  ut  least  loyal 
to  Mo.'^es.  and  that  he  will  leail  on  the 
first  ballot  and  win  after  a  short  con- 
test. 

And  yet  your  I'ncle  Thomas 
is  not  a  man  to  be  over- 
looked or  foig  otten.  His  shrewd 
canipaign  has  licea  carried  on  along  the 
lines  indicaieil  in  The  HeiaUl  la^t  week, 
;.nd  noliody  dare  say  U  has  all  been  witri- 
"ut  effe<  t.  Just  how  much  effect  cannot 
be  k!iii\vn  u::tii  the  votes  are  countt-d. 

Lowry  is  a  giod  business  man  and  ac- 
customtd  to  manipulation  (f  men  and 
t'lin.us.  He  fully  appreciates  the  advuu- 
age  in  dividing  the  opposilbui  and  ths  n 
eating  It  up  piecemeal.  Hence  his  at- 
tenijit  to  use  up  the  Kvan.s  boom  and 
its  unknown  success:  and  his  later  sug- 
gestions— t.hrough  otiier  people — that 
Clapp  does  not  seem  n  l>e  the  fir.-'t  choice 
of  St.  Paul  people.  Whether  the  knowl- 
edge of  all  this  scheme  will  head  off  its 
effectiveiiess  cannot   yet   be  kn.iwn. 

Lowry's  eami>aign  is  not  without  livc- 
iints«.  and  the  suite  of  rooms  at  the 
V.'indsor,  where  lefresiMnents  await  the 
thirsty,  are  hand.«iomely  furnklied  and 
well  lo  >ked  after.  In  fa  it,  only  one 
other  suite  of  rooms  can  be  compared 
with  them,  and  these  are  at  the  Mer- 
chants, where  several  rooms,  with  re- 
freshment.s,  are  in  charge  of  other 
Lowry  followers,  and  where  the  legis- 
lator can  b-  given  just  as  glad  a  hand 
aa  ho  will  receive  up  at  the  Windsor. 

Other  candidates  ?iave  headtjuarlers 
for  consultiition  and  conference  witii 
wavering  members.  Lowry  has  "open 
hi>u>c"  for  all  and  says  "make  your- 
selves at  home." 

Tawney,  Clapp  and  Evans  are  m  dc.^t 
in  their  choke  of  quarters,  and  Kixby 
has  not  yet  found  it  necessary  to  engage 
any.  Put  Pig  Chief  Tams  is  busily  but- 
ton-holing his  many  friends  and  keeps 
all  otheis  guessing  as  to  his  plans  and 
his  strength. 

In  the  meantime  lawmaking  waits  on 
senator-making,  and  little  else  is  dis- 
cussed and  Very  little  done  or  under- 
taken while  the  seuatorship  is  up  in 
the  air. 

The  minority  have  not  announced 
their  full  plans,  but  it  is  thought  they 
will  not  lose  tnany  points  if  the  light  be 
Tirolracled.  It  is  known  they  are  watch- 
ing every  move  in  the  various  Repui)- 
lican  camps  and  they  intend  to  make  all 
the  capital  possible  out  of  It. 

WliJU  will  bo  the  attendance  at  to- 
night's caucus?  W'M  fear  of  an  open 
ballot  keep  many  away?  Will  friends 
of  Senator  Nelson  stay  away  lest  the 
annaincvinent  of  their  support  of  one 
or  other  of  the  candidates  have  a  bad 
ettect  on  his  rc-eloction?  These  r.re  a 
few  of  the  many  questions  flying  al>:ut 
the  hotel  lobbies  1  ist  night  and  today. 

The  five  senatorial  candidates  met  last 
evening  and  agreed  on  two  alternate  sets 
of  oftlcers  for  tonights  caucu.-s.  The  .  o- 
ject  was  to  avoid  any  clash  over  the  or- 
ganization. Senator  A.  R.  Mcflill  or 
Speaker  Dowling  w  ill  bo  accejitable  to  all 
the  five  for  chairman,  while  Senator 
Joseph  I'nderleak  or  Representative 
Laybourn  will  suit  for  secretary.  Pro!)- 
alily  both  the  latter  two  will  be  sele  ted. 
Pnderleak  is  a  Tawney  man  and  Lay- 
bourn  is  for  Evans.  Senator  Mctiili  ha-^ 
expressed  a  preference  f^ir  W.  B.  Dean 
I. ir  senator,  but  is  supporting  Clapp  at 
piesent.  Speaker  Dowling  is  non-com- 
mittal. 

Strong  resolutions  denunciatory  of  R. 
G.  Evans  were  adopted  last  evenitig  at  a 
meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  State  Federation  of  Labor  council. 
President  M.  E.  Neary  presiding.  In 
calling  upon  all  the  legislators  to  reject 
Kvans.  the  latter"?  opposition  to  tiie 
eipht-hour  day  at  the  last  Republican 
state  convention  is  cited.

BRICKYAYKRS  GROW. 
Milwaukee.  Jan.  Is— Chi-^f  Oi'ganiz<=T 
Thomas  Odea,  of  the  Bricklayer*-nnd  Ma- 
sons' International  union,  presented  his 
report  at  this  mornini;"s  session.  It  shows 
that  ninety  u:don.^  have  been  orsranizM 
during  ihe  year,  making  i'.;2  In  all.  Tiie 
financial  condition  of  the  order  is  reported 
as  being  excellent. 


Mr.nilla,  Jan,  18.— The  public  discus- 
sion of  the  general  code  of  government 
for  muni'' ipalities  began  today.  Com- 
misioner  Dean  C.  Worcester  outlined  the 
bill  and  explained  the  changes  from  the 
general  orders  of  the  military  governor 
under  which  many  loccil  governments 
were  operating.  Conjmissioner  Worster 
offered  two  amendments,  disciualifying 
men  from  voting  and  tiolding  office  who 
violate  their  oath  of  American  allegiance 
or  w  ho  remain  in  armed  opposition  after 
February. 

The  commissioner  elucidated  the  taxa- 
tion features,  referring  to  the  Vjenefits  of 
taxing  lands  and  buildings  as  again.-^t 
the  present  special  taxes  on  occupations 
and  industries.  One-fourth  of  1  per  cent 
of  t;:e  proceeds  of  real  estate  assess- 
ments will  be  devoted  to  i)ublic  schools. 

Municipal  counclUi  are  atuhorized  to 
license  theaters,  places  for  liciuor  sell- 
ing, public  conveyances,  hitels  and  cock 
liutuing,  or  to  proJiibit  cock  fighting,  for 
the  first  year,  until  the  tax  collections 
are  available.  Half  of  the  Internal  rev- 
enue of  each  municipality  will  be  paid 
into  the  municiijal  treasuries. 

Commissi  iner  Worce.-<ter  did  not  en- 
large on  tti  -  section  confining  the  exemp- 
tion cf  church  property  to  properties 
used  exclusively  for  religious,  <  haritable 
or  educational  purposes.  This  much- 
discussed  feature  received  the  approval 
of  the  administration  at  Washington  bc- 
f  )re  the  bill  was  made  public.  The  bill 
centralizes  the  responsibility  in  the  pro- 
\  incial  govorninentf,  for  tae  establi.sh- 
mcnt  of  v%hich  another  bill  is  b.dng  pre- 
liared. 

T^e  public  discussion  which  is  taking 
place  in  the  municipal  hall  is  proceeding 
bv  .-ections,  the  nativ^.-s  participating. 

*It  is  rumored  that.  AguinaiJo  visited 
his  mother  in  Cavite  province  and  nar- 
rowly escaped  capture  during  ttie  recent 
rourid-up  of  one  of  the  villages  in  Ca- 
vite.

London,  Jan.  IS. -The  details  of  the  pur- 
chase of  the  nazer  Street  &  AVaterioo 
railway  by  a  syndicate  of  Chicago  anci 
Cleveland  capitalists,  headed  by  ex-Con- 
gressman Johnson,  are  no:  trustworthy. 
The  transactions  are  not  closed. 

The  passage  of  a  second  Metmijclitan 
transit  scheme  in  to  the  control  of  Am- 
erican capitalists  I.'J  regarded  with  In- 
difference by  Investors  here.  The  Iransit 
problem  is  so  eomplex  and  the  cost  of  the 
various  deep  level  enierprises  is  ^io  heavy 
that  the  as.-istance  of  American  ensioeerb 
and  capitalists  is  welcomed.  While  tiic 
Metr<ip<ilitan  and  District  railways  have 
been  driven  by  competition  to  substitute 
c;leitrlc  traction  for  ste.im.  It  is  not  yet 
certain  that  the  opi  ration  of  electric-  rail- 
ways at  deep  levels  is  i)rolitable.  or  that 
radical  changes  in  the  system  of  building 
trains  may  not  be  required. 

The  traction  system  in  London  may  be 
considered  tenative.  Knallsh  huestots 
are  not  yet  convinced  that  electric  mil- 
ways  are  good  paying  properties,  and  are 
willing  to  have  American  capitalises  tdie 
as  lar^f  a  share  of  the  risk  as  the>  like. 
Although  tl-.e  English  puglic  opinion  i.-^ 
stcadilv  veering  round  towi^rd  the  vi<'W 
taken  in  Ameri.  a  on  the  Niearagua  canal 
question,  th' re  is  n<»  netting  away  from 
the  fact  that  Senator  Morgan's  propo.-^.ils 
are  not  leliphel  in  t!ds  countr.v.  The 
Post  admits  the  value  c  f  the  inter"!,  canb' 
cac.al  for  the  commerce  of  the  I'nited 
States,  and  thinks  that  the  matter  mi^at 
have  been  arninged  long  ago,  as  foreiKU 
countries  wouM  r'adily  concede  to  tiio 
Americ^ans  a  predominant  voice  in  the  set- 
tlemtnt  of  the  <iucstion.

Attorneys  For  the  Disgraced 

Peterson   Men  Argue 

For  Their  Lives. 


West  Point,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  IS.— Cadet 
Douglas  MacArthur,  who  yesterday 
strenuously  denied  having  had  convul- 
sion or  hysteria  on  the  occasion  of  his 
))eing  "violently  exercised"  during  the 
summer  encampment  of  1899  at  the  West 
Point  military  academy,  was  called 
again  by  the  congressional  investigating 
committee,  when  the  inquiry  was  re- 
sumed this  morning.  Young  MacArthur 
is  not  a  strong-looking  lad.  He  is  pale 
and  anything  but  robust,  and  at  times 
is  tioui)led  with  a  short  nervous  cough. 
Mr.  Wanger  questioned  the  w  itness  to- 
day, and  in  reply  to  a  series  of  questions, 
MacArthur  said: 

"My  health,  appearance  and  nervous 
temperament  are  now  about  as  they 
were  in  the  summer  of  1899.  The  day  on 
which  the  exercising  occurred  was  ex- 
ceedingly warm  and  I  was  feeling  more 
prostrated  than  usual." 

"Who  directed  you  to  go  to  the  tent  on 
the  evening  in  ciuestion?" 
"Cadet  Doekery.  sir." 
"You  say  the  'soiree'  at  which  you  and 
the  other  fourth  class  men  were  exer- 
cised was  going  on  in  two  tents." 
"Yes,  sir." 

"Doekery  and   Parry,   you   say,   were 
the  men  who  led  in  the  hazing?" 
•Yes,  sir." 

"And  they  went  from  one  tent  to  the 
other?" 

"Yes.  sir.  It  was  about  dusk  when  I 
went  to  the  tent.  The  hazing  soiiee 
lusted  over  an  liour." 

MacArthur  always  said  "musculitr 
cramps''  when  describing  his  condition 
after  the  hazing,  and  his  interrogator 
invarialily  used  the  word  "convulsions." 
"You  found  another  cadet  in  a  faint- 
ing condition  some  time  afterwai-d  dur- 
ing that  encampment?" 

"Yes,  sir.  I  found  Cadet  Murphy  in  a 
bad  way,  unable  to  control  himself,  and 
1  helped  him  to  the  sinii." 

"Did  you  report  the  fact  of  your  being 
hazed?" 

"No.   sir.  The  fact  became  known   to 
the  authorities  of  the  academy  ami  an 
investigation   was   made   by   Col.   Hein, 
the  commandant." 
"Did  you  testify?" 

"No,  sir.  I  availed  myself  of  my  pri- 
vilege under  the  re  gulations  of  not  an- 
swei  ing  ejusstions." 

"Was  there  any  good  reason  for  your 
declining?*' 

"None  more  than  that  I  did  not  rare 
to  go  any  further  into  the  matter," 
was  tlic  rei)ly. 

"Wore  you  ever  ha.-^ed  again?"  askcnl 
Gen.  Dick. 
"No,  sir." 

"Was  it  because  you  obeyed  the  com- 
mands of  the  iipjior  class  men?" 

"I  was  no  more  sulnnissive  than  the 
other  fourth  class  men." 

"Then  iierhaps  you  gtive  no  offense?" 
"I  don't   remember  having  given  any 
offense  the  first  time.'' 

"Is  that  so?  Then  you  were  hazed  for 
nothing?"  said  the  general. 
"Yes.  sir." 

"When  a  cadet  Is  called  out,  and  af*rr 
a  refusal  to  comply  witii  th" 
requirements  of  an  upper  class  man. 
and  he  fights  once,  does  that  settle  it? 
I  mean  is  he  hazed  or  made  to  fight 
again?" 

"It  does  not  settlf»  It.   sir.     They  arc 
hazed  and  may  have  to  fight  a.iraln.     I 
know  one  who  had  to  flgfit  twice." 
"Who  Is  he?" 

"Cadet  GoUey.  of  my  class,  sir." 
.Tudge  Smith  handed  the  witness  a  list 
of  names  of  the  cadets  who.  ac;-ording 
to  the  several  witnesses  examine<1    pre- 
viously, had  been  engaged  in  fist  fight.s. 

"Can  you  add  any  to  tCiat  list  of 
names?" 

"No.  sir,  I  cannot,"  said  MacArthur, 
after  scanning  the  jiaper.  He  gave  a 
similar  answer  when  asked  to  add  to 
the  list  cif  forms  of  hazing  or  exercising 
on  which  the  committee  has  now'  M 
methods  recorded. 

Young  MacArthur  was  then  excused 
and  Cadet  William  G.  Caples,  of  Mi;-- 
souri.  was  called  and  sworn.  Judge 
Smith  read  over  tf.te  list  of  59  forms  of 
hazing  and  asked  the  witness  how  many 
of  them  were  in  vogue  in  th*^  camp  of 
1.S97  when  he  was  a  fourth-class  man. 

Caples  knew  of  about  forty  of  these 
forms  being  I'racticed  when  he  was  in 
his  !)lebe  year. 

"Did  you  evor  take  part  in  a  fight?' 
asked    Judge   Smith,    of   Cadot    <Vipies. 

"Yes.  sir:  when  I  was  a  thirel  class  man 
I    fought    Cadet    Clark,     a     fourth     clas.s 
man." 
"\'\hat    was    the   cause?" 
"H'<>  swoie  at   me  In   the  barracks  area 
and  I  called  him  out.'' 
"Who  won    on   that   occasion?'' 
"He  did:  I  was  whipped."  rej)lied  Caples. 
"That's   strange,   an       upper   el,ns.«    man 
whipped  by   a      plebe,"       interjected   Mr. 
SiTiith. 

"He  was  a  good  boxer.    I  could  have  got 
a  better  man  than  I  was  to  liiiht  him,  but 
I  choose  to  do  my  own  fiphting." 
••Was  he  a  bij,'Ker  man?" 
"No.  sir;  he  did  not  have  any  decided  ad- 
vantage." 

•■"i'ou  say  Clark  swore  at  you?"  asked 
Mr.  Drle.tr.s. 
"i  '-s.  sir." 

"Thi>n  in  my  opinion  you  were  perfect- 
ly juslifieel  in  callinR  him  out,"  said  the. 
riroklyn  congresEman. 

•'That  is  not  necessarily  the  opinion  of 
the  best  of  the  committee,  I  hope,"  said 
Judge  Smith. 

"Now,  before  you  are  excused.  Mr.  Cap- 
les, is  there  anything  else  you  would  wish 
to  say  to  the  committee?  '  said  Mr.  Dick 

■•I  should  like  to  say,  sir,  that  no  class 
ought  to  he  judged  oh  Its  record  until  it 
reaches  the  first  class  stage.  It  seems  to 
■  me  that  you  are  taking  testimony  against 
my  class  on  the  strength  of  its  record  in 
the  first  two  years.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  up  to  Its  first  class  year  It  is  al- 
ways under  the  tutelage  of  the  first  class. 
T  tliink  our  last  camp  was  remarkably  free 
from  hazing  and  exorcising  of  every 
kind." 

"The  committee  recognizes  the  fact  that 
last  summer  camp  showeel  a  marked  im- 
l>rovement  in  that  respect,"  said  Gen.

Case  Goes  To  the  Ju?y  as 

Soon  es  the  Judge's 

Charge  Is  SSede. 


Paterscn,  N.  J..  Jan.  18.— It  was  gener- 
ally expected  today  will  be  the  last  of 
the  trial  of  McAlister,  Death  and  Camp- 
bell for  the  murder  of  Jennie  Boss- 
chieter.  It  "ivas  just  three  months  ago 
today  that  th<!  girl  met  the  men  in  Saal's 
saloon  and  started  for  the  carriaue  ride 
that  ended  in  her  death. 

Another  great  crowd  gathered  outside 
the  court  house  this  morning,  but  as  on 
the  preceding  days  of  the.  trial  only  a 
limited  numler  of  persons  were  admit- 
ted. 

Mr.  Shaw,  In  his  summing  up  for  the 
state,  edaimed  that  the  state  had  proven 
its  case  and  that  its  every  contention 
had  been  sustained.  He  denounced  the 
accused,  w  ho,  he  s^aid,  had  taken  the  girl 
out  to  do  her  to  death  like  a  dog.  He 
demanded  that  the  jury  render  su.h  a 
verdict  as  the  law  and  the  evidence 
plainly  luovei,  one  of  guilty  in  the  high- 
est degree.  Tien  ex-Judge  Francis  Scott 
led  in  the  suniming  up  for  the  defense. 
He  was  folloved  by  Michael  Dunn.  Their 
addresses  were  very  similar.  They  de- 
clared that  no  case  had  been  made  out. 
They  ridiculed  the  expert  testimony,  and 
branded  the  hackman.  Schulthorpe,  as  a 
man  of  the  lowest  type  and  of  the  basest 
motives.  They'  maintaincel  that  the  story 
told  by  him  wa.s  not  supported  by  evi- 
dence, and  tiiat  it  was  a  lie.  Mr.  Scott 
was  arguing  that  the  state  had  failed  to 
prove  its  fii  st  coui.t.  that  of  assault, 
when  Judge  Dixon  IntTrrupled  him,  say- 
ing: 

"iiefore  voa  proceed  I  want  the  jury 
to  understand  that  if  ediloral  were  given, 
or  if  a  per.«on  was  ehoked  or  struck  in 
order  lo  acco  olish  the  assault,  the  poison 
or  violence  is  a  part  of  the  a.=sauli.  The 
jury  must  no:,  bo  misled  on  that  iioint." 

The  counsel  for  the  defense  declared 
that  it  had  not  been  proven  that  chloral 
was  adminisiored  to  the  girl,  and  niain- 
taineel  that  in  the  statement.-^  made  by 
Professor  Witthaus  as  to  the  iinding  of 
chloral  in  the  st.'mach  of  the  dead  girl 
were  to  be  liken  into  consideration,  irO 
also  were  those  of  Dr.  Vanderburg,  who 
had  declared  that  he  had  seen  persons 
"knocked  out"  liy  drinking  absinthe. 

Ex-Judge  William  T.  Hoffman  dosed 
for  the  dcfe  ise.  He  brielly  expressed 
his  pity  for  the  fate  that  had  licfalleii 
Jennie  Poss:hieter,  sympathized  with 
her  i)arents  and  hoped  thai  the  .iccusovl 
would  not  bi.>  found  guilty  of  the  girl's 
murder.  A  point,  which  In  I\Tr.  Hoff- 
man's opinion  had  not  been  suflicientlv 
cmi»hasizeHl  iiy  his  associates,  was  that  a 
defendant  is  ne>t  permitted  to  be  called 
upon  to  prove  his  innocence,  but  the 
stale  must  prove  his  guilt.    He  said: 

"Whatever  view  is  taken  of  the  law, 
if  it  can  be  shown  that  Jennie  did  not  die 
from  chloral  or  rape,  then  this  case  fail-'. 
There  is  no  le.gal  proof  that  she  died 
from  chlora!  poison  or  that  rape  was 
committed.  Chloral  is  a  drug  used  fot: 
benefuient  purposes  as  medicine.  The 
stale  chartuj.  that  McAlister  put  chbaal 
into  the  girl's  drink  that  night.  If  he 
hud  chloral,  where  did  he  get  it?  The 
slate  useel  all  its  machinery  to  fend  tiiis 
out.  If  no  chloral  was  founel  in  the  l)ody 
she  did  n<d  lie  from  it.  Mr.  Todd  said 
she  iJied  fro  n  chloral  poisoning,  so  did 
Dr.  Terryoeny.  These  slatem-nts  have 
no  force  in  tills  case.  Dr.  Wilthause  is 
not  infallible,  and  there  have  been  cases 
where  the  jury  disagreed  with  him.  It 
is  a  species  'f  testimony  that  is  useful, 
but  not  a  certainly.  It  is  a  se-ries  of  ex- 
l>eriments.  I^uch  a  witness  is  brought 
here  to  send  .hree  men  to  their  death."

Washington,  Jan.  18.— The  Republican 
senators  decided  today  to  set  no  day, 
for  the  iiresent,  for  taking  up  the 
Nicaragua  canal  liill.  The  decision  was 
reached  after  an  hour  and  a  half  cau-< 
cus  and  was  unanimous.  The  caucus 
was  called  largely  because  of  Senator 
Morgan's  importunities  in  behalf  of  the 
bill  and  an  earnest  effort  was  made  to 
effect  a  satisfactory  solution  of  th» 
problem. 

There  was  a  general  exchange  of 
views  and  many  speeches  were  made, 
but  the  senators  concluded  that  so  long" 
as  Great  Britain's  attitude  towards  the 
amendments  to  the  Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty  is  undefined,  it  would  not  be  wise 
or  expedient  to  agitate  the  ciuestion  of 
the  construction  of  the  proposed  canaU 
Senator  Allison,  chairman  of  the  cau- 
cus, was  authorized  to  make  this  state- 
ment to  Senator  Morgan  and  other 
friends  of  the  canal  bill  and  to  the  pub- 
lic generally.  In  giving  It  out  he  laid 
stress  upon  the  fact  that  this  conclu- 
sion was  "for  the  present." 

Allison  abso  slated  that  the  question! 
of  what  attention  should  be  given  thei 
shiji  subsidy  bill  and  the  appropriation 
bills  was  n'lt  discus.sed.  "That  matte? 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  senate."  he  said* 

The  decision  of  the  caucus  on  thd 
canal  bill  was  embodi2d  in  a  resolution: 
presented  b.v  Scniator  Lodge,  who  state'! 
that  the  conclusion  was  the  result  of 
the  bc\st  deliberations  of  the  commitlea 
on  the  ejrder  of  business.  He  exiuessed 
his  own  conviction  that,  at  least  for  tha 
present,  it  would  be  out  of  i>lace  to 
press  the  canal  questiem  while  the 
treaty  it  still  a  sul>jpct  of  negotiatioa 
an«l  England's  attitude  is  not  com^ 
pietely  definod. 

Notwith.'-tanding  the  formal  decision: 
to  Ic  ive  the  canal  question  in  abeyance 
for  the  time  several  senators  ga^o  no- 
tice that  in  case  (here  sliould  bo  a  mo- 
tion to  take  u))  the  canal  bill  they  would 
not  be  b.iund  by  tlxe  resolution  adopted, 
but  would  vote  for  a  motion  to  consider. 
In  this  expression  of  independence  Sena- 
tor Piatt,  of  New  York.  was  the 
leader.  He  said  he  considered  the  pro- 
posed canal  of  i)rime  imi>ortance  and 
would  not  refiain  from  voting  to  take  it 
up  whenever  a  motion  to  that  eff<^t  Is 
made.  Senators  Simon,  Foster  and  Pard 
fedlowed  with  similar  declarations.  They 
did  not.  howe\'er.  express  any  deter- 
mination to  themselves  initiate  a  move- 
ment in  be-half  of  the  cana]  bill  and  it 
was  su.ggested  that  .Senator  Mor? 
could  be  previiijed  upon  to  alb 
present  status  to  remain. 

No  decision  was  reported  upon  oth^r 
questions  because  no  formal  action  was? 
considered  necessary.  There  was.  hot\-- 
ever,  cor.siderable  elipcussion  of  other 
questions.  Amoiii;  thcjae  were  the  shib 
.subsidy  bill,  the  war  revenue  reduction 
bill,  the  . cnfirmation  of  Mr.  Harlan  ^s 
attorney  general  of  Porto  Uico,  the  rati- 
fication of  the  treaty  with  Spain  for  the 
accjuisition  of  some  of  the  Philippine 
i.^Jand.',  not  ir.eluded  in  the  original 
i  aris  treaty  and  the  approi.rialion  bill* 

Senator  Hanna  expressed  his  de.sire  to 
have  the  ship  sub.^idy  bill  passed  upon 
during  the  present  session  and 
th.?t  with  the  army  bill  out 'of  the 
he  should  ask  that  the  decision 
at  early  in  the  session  to 
sub.sidy  bill  be  adhered  to. 

There  were  several  responses,  and  all 
were  In  accord  with  Mr.  Hanna's  re- 
quest. He  was  reminded,  he)wever  of 
the  necessity  of  giving  first  attenthm  to 
the  appropriation  bills,  and  he  said  that 
tie  fully  understood  that,  and  only 
m(  .int  to  ask  that  the  subsidy  bill  should 
receive  attentlcjn  when  the  appr>pria- 
lion  bills  were  up  for  eonslderalion* 
There  was  general  assent  to  this  propo- 
sition, but  it  was  suggested  that  ih.  ra 
were  oth- r  subjects  which  should  be 
passed  ujjon  before  the  adjournment, 
but  which  it  was  not  believed  would  re- 
quire a  great  deal  of  time.  .Senator 
Aldrieh  explained  the  necessity  of  get- 
ting the  war  revenue  roducti  ;n  bill 
thiough  during  the  session,  and  ha 
slated  that  lie  hoped  to  be  able  to  re- 
po!t  it  fr'on  the  committee  on  finance 
during  the  early  part  of  next  week:

St.  Paul,  Jan.  18.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)— The  senate*  spent  a  goodly  portion 
of  the  session  today  in  wrangling  over 
the  house  joint  resolution  for  a  reappor- 
tionment committee.

The  senate  had  an  amu.-ing  time  over 
the  adoption  of  a  report  from  the  com- 
nutiee  of  legislative  expenses,  -vvhich 
lecommended  that  the  sergeam-al-arm.-; 
should  procure  for  the  use  of  the  senate 
water  from  a  certain  mineral  spring. 
Senator  Ivcs  of  Han;sey  offered  a  resolu- 
tion substituting  the  water  from  an- 
other spring,"and  made  a  humorous 
sj  eech,  which  so  amused  the  menilxjr.-; 
that  they  agreed  to  recommit  !>oth  res- 
olution? for  further  action. 

The  committee  on  rule?  reported  mak- 
ing a  few  changes  in  tlie  rules  in  force 
last  session.  An.ong  the  most  import- 
ant v.as  one  absolutely  prohibiting 
smoking  in  the  senate  chamljer,  either 
duiing  the  session  or  at  recess.

ould  move  the  same  from  West  Su- 
i.<tior  to  Duluth  In  the  near  future, 
theie  was  some  doubt  expressed  as  lo 
.\Uether  he  actually  intended  carrying 
C'Ut  his  plan.  The  indieations  all  i)oint 
ihal  actual  removal  of  the  captains 
headcjuarters  will  beifin  about  the  last 
of  April.  Capt.  Barker  has  a  large 
I'iece  of  unimproved  property  on  th? 
.-arlor  front  close  to  the  lime  kiln  near 
I  lie  foot  of  Ei.ghth  avenue  west,  and  it 
IS  at  i*n.is  point  thai  he  will  establl.^h 
hi.-^  yards.  As  the  property  is  unim- 
1  roved,  a  gre.at  dea  of  work  will  be 
ncce.-sary  preparatory  to  moving  his 
jqui|>ment  over  here,  and  Capt.  Barker 
b  lieves  that  actual  -^  irk  can  be  com- 
menced about  that  dite.  Dredging  for 
•Jie  necessary  slips  a  ill  be  necessary, 
"id  the  i-and  dredged  out  of  the  slip>; 
will  he  used  in  filling  up  at  other  points 
on  the  property.  Were  It  not  for  the 
.at  that  his  dr-dges  are  already  frozen 
in  tight  at  West  St  perior,  it  is  very 
probable  that  the  dredging  work  would 
commence   much   earlier. 

The  moving  of  Capt.  Barker's  bu.=l- 
ness  to  Duluth  v.ili  mean  more  to  the 
.  ity  in  a  financial  v.t  y  than  many  pei - 
pie  are  aware.  It  is  estimated  that  his 
business  means  $25.0('d  a  month  to  the 
city  of  West  Superior  during  the  actual 
iredging  session,  hi.-^  jiay  roll  amount- 
ing close  to  $10,000  I.  month.  He  em- 
ploys a  sm.all  army  of  men  durlnar  the 
season,  which  begins  as  early  In  tne 
spring  as  the  dredges  ran  be  put  to 
work  and  lasts  until  the  ice  hinders  the 
work  in  the  fall.  Capt.  P-arker  has  .--ix 
dredges  and  seven  ugs.  One  of  the 
dredges,  a  hydraulic,  can  accimplish 
about  double  the  work  of  the  other 
dredges*  under  some  conditions.  This 
winter  Capt.  Barker -s  putting  new  en- 
gines in  two  of  the  dredges  and  m^Hnir 
extensive  repairs  on  the  machinery  or 
-^Uiers.  ready  for  the  opening  of  the 
dredging  season  this  coming  spring. 

Capt.  Barker  figures  that  by  nnving 
•ri«  headquarters  to  the  proximity  of  the 
canal  on  this  side,  he  will  be  enabled 
lo  begin  work  at  least  a  week  earlier 
in  the  spring  and  wo  k  a  week  later  In 
the  fall.  As  it  is  noA",  when  the  ice  is 
'iractically  out  of  th'  bay.  his  dredges 
are  frozen  in  over  in  the  West  Superior 
slips.  It  is  also  verj  difficult  to  make 
repairs  there  under  the  pre.sent  cir- 
•umstances,  and  by  nioving  his  plant  to 
Duluth  he  will  be  enabled  to  wjrk  the 
dredges  up  to  the  end  of  the  season  r 
carry  on  the  repairs  in  the  winter  ^ 
stead  of  taking  them  off  during  the  sea- 
son to  make  repairs.

In  Minne.->«ta  vessel  property  is  taxed 
on  a  tonnage  basis,  the  tax  being  merely 
nominal,  .so  that  it  attracts  tonnage  to 
this  port  In  Wisconsin  the  lax  is  on  an 
ad  val.>rem  Imsis  as  personal  property, 
and  Sujicrior  is  cat^-hing  no  tonnage  en- 
rollments. 

Ycsteiday  a  bill  was  intnxluced  in  the 
Wisconsin  legislature  creatins;  a  com- 
nii.«.-;ion  of  three  to  confer  with  the  Min- 
nesota legislature  Tt  the  purpose  of  se- 
( uring  uniformity  on  the  subject  of 
vessd  taxation.  I'nder  the  proposed 
measure  the  commission  is  required  to 
report  to  the  legislature  within  thirty 
days,  giving  the  result  of  its  action  and 
submitting  a  draft  of  such  a  l>ill  as  m  ly 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  two  legisla- 
tures. The  new  measure  is  supposed  to 
be  only  iirelindnary  to  a  measure  to  tax 
vessels  on  a  tonnage  b.isis,  the  same  as 
.Minnesota,  and  Mr.  Lenroot.  the  author 
of  the  rill,  suggests  3  cents  j.er  gross  ton, 
the  same  rate  as  Minnesota,  as  a  fair 
rate. 

The  measure  will  not  be  without  oppo- 
siti.in.  however.  Henry  Overbeck,  Jr., 
fif  5^turgeon  Falls,  whom  one  of  the 
Superier  papers  refers  to  as  the  "de- 
stroyer of  commerce."  will  do  all  in  his 
power  to  defeat  the  measure.  In  refer- 
tnce  to  the  matter,  he  said  yesterday: 

"Six  year:-  we  were  put  on  a  tonnase 
basis,  V  hich  was  very  unsatisfactory  to 
everybiHly  except  the  vessel  owners,  who 
were  being  let  off  very  light  in  the  mat- 
ter of  taxes.  In  my  own  town.  .Sturgeon 
Bay,  our  taxes  were  decreased  one- 
eighth.  Four  years  ago  I  tried  to  have 
the  law  repealed.  -My  bill  was  hung  up 
in  the  senate  and  fin.illy  a  comiaoinise 
was  reached,  fixing  a  sliding  .«< .ale  on  a 
tonnage  basis  that  gave  the  assessors  a 
chance  to  get  hokl  of  something  like  a 
fr. ir  amoimt  fnmi  vessel  owners.  T.vo 
years  ago  it  was  proposed  to  enact  tiie 
Minntsota  law.  j.roviding  a  rate  of  ;; 
cents  per  ton.  with  the  result  that  I 
was  able  to  secure  the  repeal  of  tlie  ton- 
nage law  entirely,  and  we  are  now  back 
«.n  tho  ad  valorem  basis,  where  we  be- 
b.n:;." 

Mr.  Overbeck  said  the  bill  was  a 
scheme  of  the  Superior  people  to  get 
tonnage  legistered  in  their  town  tlun 
now  is  credited  to  T>uluth.  but  he  was 
not  at  all  sure  that  the  legislators  from 
Milwaukee  and  other  big  lake  ports 
could  he  relied  upon  to  help  him  fight 
the  me.i.sure.  Mr.  Overliei^k  admitted 
that  most  of  the  Sturg(>m  P.ay  "ton- 
na.ge"  <  ons;ste«l  of  tugs  and  lioats  built 
for  ihp  lumler  trade.  He  said  that  some 
of  them  are  valued  for  taxation  as  liigh 
as  i!>H>.(R)0  or  .$15,000.

W.  C.  Lenfest,  of  Buffalo,  chief  en- 
gineer of  the  Northern  Steamship  com- 
pany, v>ho  has  been  in  the  city  for  the 
past  few  days  inspecting  the  company's 
frt  ight  boats  tied  up  at  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  dicks  at  West  Superior,  will 
Iirobabiy  tini.'-ti  his  work  today  and  re- 
turn to  Buffalo.  Mr.  I..enfest  is  pretty 
well  known  among  the  marine  mtn  of 
the  ( ity,  having  been  formerly  the  chi-f 
engineer  of  the  big  passenger  steamship 
North  Land,  afterward  being  trans- 
ferred to  the  North  West  in  the  same 
capacity  until  about  a  year  ago,  when 
he  v.as  promoted  tj  the  position  of  chief 
engineer  of  the  whole  line. 

Three  of  the  Northern  Steamship  com- 
pany's boats  are  wintering  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes,  the  Northern  Wave.  North- 
ern Ligtit  and  Northern  t^ueen.  Air. 
Lenfest  says  the  boats  are  in  excellent 
condition  and  »vill  need  but  few  repairs 
before  the  opening  of  navigaii  >n  in  tne 
sji  ing.  Mr.  I.f  nftst  does  not  make  the 
repairs  himself,  but  outlines  the  woik, 
w:  ich  will  be  done  at  the  local  shii)- 
ya  rds. 

Mr.  Lenfest  believes  the  limit  has  beon 
reached  in  tC;e  size  of  large  boats,  and 
he  doe?  not  think  that'  the  idea  of  build- 
ing .".O0-fo(,t<: rs  will  be  very  popular.  He 
.says  that  but  few  of  these  big  biat« 
have  been  turned  out  of  the  lake  ship- 
yards thus  far,  and  the  tendency  among 
the  vesselmen  seems  to  be  for  ttie 
smaller  vessel,  because  it  can  be  handled 
so  much  more  easily,  can  always  carry 
full  cargoes  and  is  a  better  paying  in- 
veslmfnt  in  every  way.      * x 

Mr.  Lenfest  is  a  believer  in  the  io- 
breaklng  proposition.  the  favori:e 
scheme  of  C;ipt.  Inman,  which  so  many 
c.f  the  marine  men  hope  to  see  accom- 
plished on  the  great  lakes.  lie  says  tiiat 
if  Ice-brtaking  can  be  carried  on  suc- 
cessfully in  liusr^ia,  there  is  no  reason 
wliy  it  cannot  on  the  lakes.  As  ilr.  Len- 
fest has  nut  had  an  eppo-tunity  of  study- 
ing the  plan  of  Capt.  Inman's  l-e-break- 
er,  he  was  not  prepared  to  speak  on  its 
merits. 

Mr.  Lenfest  says  that  the  repoi  t  that 
the  Eastern  ves.'-elmen  believe  Air.  Hiil's 
visit  in  the  East  is  fir  the  purpose  of 
placin.g  the  cr ntracts  for  more  boats  for 
tJ'.e  trade  between  the  lakes  and  P'uro- 
pean  ports  is  all  talk:  that  there  is  noth- 
ing in  it.  He  says  that  Mr.  Hill,  so  fir 
as  he  iinows.  does  not  contemplate  the 
building  of  any  more  boats,  at  least  not 
in  tin  near  future,  and  that  the  vessel- 
men  who  are  interested  will  have  ti 
giiess  again.  Mr.  lenfest  stated  posi- 
tively that  the  Hill  boats  would  not  run 
to  Ctiicago  next  year.  This  has  been 
rumored  sever.^l  times,  and  some  of  thf 
marine  men  had  begun  to  think  that 
there  was  something  in  it.  Mi'.  T..enftst

lower  lake  ports. 

Mr.  Lenfe«t  is  not  entrnisiastic  ov^r 
the  [irospects  of  the  ocean-going  steel 
b.Mts  that  have  been  built  at  th?  lak.- 
shipvards.  While  he  did  not  wish  to  say 
verVmueh  about  the  success  or  non-suc- 
cess  of  the  boats  that  tiave  a'ready  be-ri 
sent  to  the  Atlantic  coast.  Mr.  Lenfest 
remarked  that  one  of  these  vessels  had 
been  laying  up  at  Boston  for  some  time, 
it  being  very  dimcult  to  get  an  cn.ginecr 
f  .r  it.

Kinley,  "should  be  treated  as  public  en 
entios.  Those  who  seek  to  divert  it  from 
Its  sacred  uses  should  be  restrained  by 
pttblic  law.  It  is  a  patrotio  duty  to  i,r..- 
teit  this  symlM.l  of  our  sovereignty  front 
dishonor  and  desecration."  Joseph  11. 
Manley.  of  Maint.  vice  chairman  of  the 
Republican  national  committee,  made  a 
Btirring  aptieal  for  the  honor  of  thi 
tJnlted  StatL-s  fl.Tg  when  he  said:  "The 
flas  Is  the  visible  any  lypi  al  symbol  of 
the  nation's  honor,  and  as  such,  it  should 
be,  and  i.s.  cr,nsider«»d  sacred  by  all  p.n- 
triotlc  and  honorable  citizen  of  the  re 
puldic.  It.s  desecration  to  base  or  In; 
proper  uses,  or  from  motives  of  priv;;t

erated  for  a  moment.  It  may  often  h^- 
pen  that  cases  of  desecration  occur  with- 
out the  knowled.ge  of  the  government.  In 
the  discovery  and  treatment  of  such  cases, 
your  association  can  be.  and  has  l)een, 
of  invaluable  service  to  the  country,  and 
without  doubt  Its  efforts  and  achieve- 
ments must  be  fully  appreciated  by  all 
good  Americans,  without  distinctioji  of 
part.v.  The  protection  of  the  tlag  from 
improper  use  is  a  cause  worthy  of  en- 
li:;ting  the  best  endeavors  of  the  best 
citizens."  The  failure  of  our  government 
to  pro.ect  the  ilag  from  abuse  and  com- 
mercial degradation  at  the  hands  of  our 
citizens  has  been  noted  and  commented 
on  abroad.  "It  may  be  news  to  many 
sla.v-at-home  Americans,  '  said  a  well- 
known  authoress  (the  late  daughter  of 
Hilary  A.  Herbert,  ex-secreary  of  the 
United  States  navy),  "that  there  is  no 
nation  of  such  power,  whose  flag  is  le.ss 
rcsi->ected  tiian  that  of  America.  "With 
wondering  surprise,  one  observes  the 
needless  fact  from  Italy  to  Russia  and 
back  again  through  Kngland."  An  ap- 
j)r<ipriatc  flag  law  should  be  passed  wilii- 
out    delay.

Another  negro  was  burned  at  the 
stake.  And  this  was  in  Kansas,  the 
hr-nie  of  Mary  Eilen  Lea.se  and  Mrs. 
Diggs — the  state  of  school  houses, 
churches  and  prohibition.  A  short  time 
ago  the  same  fiutrage  was  committed  by 
the  people  of  Colorado,  but  no  one 
thought  much  of  that  becau.se,  well,  l>e- 
cause  it  was  out  in  Colorado.  .\  dozen 
negroes  might  lie  lynched  in  Georgia, 
Kentuck},  or  even  Missouri — burned  to 
the  stake  if  you  like — and  the  liublie 
would  not  be  shocked  to  any  great  ex- 
lent.  It  would  make  political  ammuni- 
tion for  the  liepublican  spell-binders  at 
election  times.  Te  negro  lynching  in  In- 
fliana  a  verj-  .short  time  ago  wa.s  excused 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  in  Indiana. 
But  when  the  people  of  Kansas  so  far 
forget  the  precepts  of  the  moral  law  and 
the  mandates  of  the  statute  law  as  to 
put  a  man  to  death  without  trial,  and  to 
employ  the  mo.=t  brutal  of  torture  known 
to  savage  tribes,  it  is  time  for  a  serious 
invc'tisration  into  the  causes  of  this 
wholesale  depravity. 

There  are  times  in  newly  settled  com 
niunities.  into  which  the  tough  ?l':':nont 
of  the  country  has  been  poure<l.  when 
the  law-abiding  citizens  are  oblised  to 
organize  and  maintain  vigilance  commit- 
Ic-os  to  iiru.-h  aside  the  nerveless  arm  of 
the  law  and  administer  justice  and  vi.'it 
swift  punishment  upon  the  guilty.  Ha.= 
there  been  a  miscarriage  of  justice  in 
Kansas,  or  Colorado,*  or  Indiana,  or 
Ohio?  In  all  these  states  there  have 
been,  within  the  past  year,  brutal  lynch- 
ings.  In  all  these  communities  there 
have  been  the  ordinary  pro.se.utions  for 
ci  ime.  The  cause  mu.-?t  lie  deeper  than 
a  fear  of  a  failure  of  justice.  It  ir.u.st  be 
due  either  to  race  picjudioe  or  a  morbid 
licsire  to  witness  the  death  agonies  in 
their  most  horrible  form.  It  mu.st  be  the 
savage  in  the  C.iucasian  cropping  out 
as3in. 

Governor  Stanley  of  Kansas  thinks  it 
is  the  absence  of  the  death  penalty  which 
cau.sed  the  Leavenworth  outra.ge.  This 
might  account  for  the  lynching,  but  not 
for  the  manner  of  it. 

This  thirst  for  the  horrible  Is  a  disease 
—a  species  of  insanity  that  Is  sweeping 
the  country  like  the  wave  of  witch 
burning  that  afflicted  our  forefathers  200 
years  ago.  It  will  pass,  and  men  will 
wond"r  why  it  was  tolerated. 

SAriSHtHY  AXf>  3lrHiSLKV. 

Lord  Salisbury  may  l)e  able  to  place 
his  relatives  in  places  of  trust  and  profit 
and  still  maintain  himself  before  the 
Knglish  people.  The  English.  you 
Jtnow.  are  used  to  that  sort  of  a  thing- 
it  is  a  part  of  their  social  and  political 
system.  liut  h-re  in  America  we  ob- 
ject to  the  appointment  to  office  of 
relatives  of  those  in  high  positions  sim- 
ply because  they  are  relatives.  Grant 
stumbled  over  this  root  of  nepotism. 
Dewey  found  to  his  sorrow  that  while 
the  people  were  happy  to  honor  him  as 
the  greatest  of  living  heroes,  they  were 
very  jealous  and  refused  to  admit  his 
wife  as  a  pariiu  r  in  the  deal. 

Sometimes  a  young  man  like  Richard 
Yates,  the  new  governor  of  Illinois,  re- 
ceives political  preferment  b«'ausc  he  is 
the  son  of  his  father,  hut  that  Is  purely 
a  matter  of  politics  and  sentiment.  The 
name  is  needed  to  capture  the  few  votes 
needed  in  the  convention. 

rresident  McKinley.  from  the  incep- 
tion of  his  administration,  has  liad  a 
leaning  to  the  sons  of  men  in  power. 
The  army  recruited  to  tight  Spain  was 
officered  by  "sons  of  fathers."  To  giiin 
a  position  in  the  army  from  the  ranks 
of  civili.ms  v/as  a  matter  of  social  or 
political  Influenco.  not  a  matter  of  com- 
petence. 

Y.atr.tA  ITay  was  sent  to  South  .\fric::i. 
Why?  because  he  possosse.l  any  parti- 
etilav  qualifications  for  that  position? 
Not  at  nil— he  was  the  son  of  John  Hay. 
The  .'^on  of  Justice  McKonna  is  jumped 
from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  to  that  uf 
ii>njor.  Was  this  done  as  a  rew."rd  of 
ijierit  on  the  part  of  the  son?  \n  attor- 
ney general  is  needed  for  Porto  Rieo. 
and  from  tlv^  thousands  of  able  lawyers 
in  the  I'n'ted  States  McKinley  could 
find  none  but  James  S.  Harl.in.  the  son 
of  Justice  Harlan,  to  fi'l  the  place.  Ar-^ 
the  people  to  understand  that  the 
raihors  of  these  sons  lequested  of  the 
president  the  p'^efermcnt  extended  to 
them?  We  think  not.  There  seems  to  be 
a  reason  deeper  than  the  mere  love  the 
administration  has  for  the  fathers.  In 
the  last  two  cases  the  public  is  com- 
pelled to  corciude  that  there  was  a  di- 
ivet  attempt  to  iniiuence  the  action  of 
th  •  supreme  court  by  extending  to  the 
families  of  two  of  the  juFtices  courte.=;ies. 
which  the  ordinary  pers<m  is  bound  to 
liiiiik  would  n  >t  have  been  extended  had 
the  administration  not  been  intereste.i 
in  the  constitutional  question  now  p.^n^t- 
itig  in  the  supreme  court.  This  may  be 
an  unwarranted  judgment.  But  the  os- 
te"-!ible  fact  will  exonerate  any  onc- 
fn.rn  the  charge  of  malice  who  con- 
fesses to  such  an  opinion. 

These  complication.-^  must  have  beer 
fo-eseen.  and  the  acts  carry  with  them 
iht  supposition  of  design.  In  the  case 
of  James  S.  Harlan,  if  he  had  been  a 
lawyer  of  national  repute,  or  even  « 
politician  of  prominence,  who  had 
served  his  party,  the  relationship  to  a 
•r.einber  of  the  tribimal  which  Is  to  pass 
Liijon    the   policy  of  the  administration 


would  not  have  stood  out  in  such  bold 
relief. 

Even  such  a  staunch  supporter  of 
President  McKinley  as  the  Chicago 
Times-Herald  does  njt  like  these  ap- 
pointments and  severely  criticised  them. 
In  the  course  of  an  editorial  on  the  sub- 
ject, it  says: 

'The  American  reverence  for  the  su- 
preme court  is  suddenly  confronted  by 
the  ugly*  and  haunting  coincidence  of 
the  appointment  of  the  sons  of  two 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  to  posi- 
tions in  Porto  Rico  at  the  very  moment 
when  the  policy  of  the  administration 
towards  the  island  is  an  issue  before  the 
court.  There  seems  only  one  way  to 
rob  the  suspicion  of  its  sting.  Justices 
McKenna  and  Harlan  should  decline  to 
sit  longer  in  the  island  cases.*'

True, 
Alvord  cannot  take  a  trip  to  California, 
or  some  other  winter  resort,  just  when 
he  pleases,  but  he  can  read  about  them 
and  anticipate  what  he  can  do  after  he 
fir:ishes  his  stint.  Tiio  philosopher  is 
not  so  certain  but  that  Alvord  has  done 
fully  as  well  as  he  who  organizes  a 
trust  and  grinds  out  $60,000  a  year  from 
1000  workmen. 

These  remarks  presuppose  that  Al- 
vord has  not  spent  very  much,  if  any, 
of  this  S620.000  cash  which  came  up  miss- 
at  the  bank.  Of  cour.se,  if  he  labors 
these  ten  years  for  a  dead  horse,  his 
feelings  will  be  entirely  different  and 
his  social  position  after  he  again  enters 
society  v/il!  also  be  quite  different.  With 
his  earnings  all  in  hand,  he  might — well 
go   to   the   United   States  senate.

\  VOICK  FROM  HEAVEN. 
The  hali-s.'dloquy,  half  prayer,  begin- 
ning with  ihe  words  "Now  is  my  soul 
troubled,"  rtiiiinds  one  of  ihe  woio.s  ut- 
tered in  ihe  Garden  of  Otthsernane.  Jesus 
ah. ays  sought  to  do  the  will  of  God.  I  s- 
uallv  this  purpose  led  him  into  actjvity: 
but  "occa.^ionaily  it  expressed  itseif  ill 
mere  submission  to  the  Father's  will.  1-. 
he  had  thought  tor  a  moment  to  put  aside 
the  approaching  ordeal  of  death  he  quick- 
ly returned  to  his  original  purpjse  and 
pr.ived  a  prayer  of  subtnission:  "Fataer 
giorily  thv  name."  Then,  a'most  as  if  it 
had  bucn  an  echo  of  his  own  words,-  there 
came  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  "1  have 
both  gl-jtrified  it  and  %Niil  gl oiify  it  ag^tin." 
Jesus  explained  to  the  listeners  thai  this 
voi'e  had  come  nut  for  his  sake,  but  for 
theirs.  ]irobably  tc  serve  as  a  contlinia- 
tion,  to  l-.e  realized  after  his  death,  that 
the  m.3mtntarv  eclipse  of  his  po.ver  was 
a  part  of  the  divine  plan.  The  strangest 
thiiig  about  tlie  Incident  is  tha.  some 
thought  thai  it  had  thundered,  while  tne 
others  said  "An  angel  bath  spoken  lo 
Him."  The  reason  for  the  difiercnce  in 
the  way  the  voice  was  understood  is  not 
too  far  to  seek.  Some  wlio  heard  it  were 
opposing  Christ  an  1  the  voice  of  G'jd  la 
never  intelligible  to  tho.^e  who  are  not 
seeking  to  d(.  his  will.  To  them  it  is 
only  the  confused  rumblings  of  an  unm- 
tejllglblc  sound  while  to  those  in  sympathy 
with  God's  Work  and  ways  his  messa.fees 
are  as  beautiful  and  mellifluous  as  an- 
gel's voices. 

THE  METHOD  OF  HIS  REIGN. 
Christ  had  been  acknowledged  king  by 
the  acclaim  i>f  the  multitude,  but  as  he 
graduallv  unfolded  the  nature  of  his 
reign  the  jieople  deserted  him  mucn

fore up  in  Ciiicrnaum  after  they 
listened  to  his  discourse  on  the  bread 
oi  bu-  Wiiic.i  tii -y  could  not  jn.Jcrsi.md 
or  which  revealed  to  liiem  clearly  that  his 
work  was  not  a  kind  aft-:-r  '.ueir  own 
hearts.  Instead  of  ruling  by  force  Jesus 
here  taugiii  that  he  intended  to  rule  by 
sheer  attractiveness.  "I  will  dravv  all  men 
unto  mo."  There  is  a  type  of  kingliness 
that  sets  al!  hearts  aglow  with  its  chiv- 
alry and  eourtliness  and  ihat  draws,  but 
its  winsomeiiess  and  magnetism,  the  liom- 
HKO  of  all  men.  The  strength  of  such  roy- 
alty is  not  in  the  s^pplle^<  of  its  arsenals 
l)ui  in  the  affectionate  hearts  of  its  sub- 
iecis.  Tile  reign  f)f  Jesus  is  of  sucii  a  kind 
as  that.  His  subjects  are  attracted  to  him 
bv  the  charm  of  his  i>ersona!ity  and  still 
niore  by  the  fact  of  his  care  for  them. 
Everv  peis.jn  who  jiauses  long  enough  to 
feel  the  warmth  of  his  sidrit  becomes  cer- 
tain of  this  interest  and  care.  This  is  true 
ri  sardl.s.s  of  cohir.  age,  country,  or  so- 
cial or  tinancial  conditions.  He  does  nov 
desire  subjects  who  serve  him  with  cring- 
ing tear,  but  onl.v  such  as  will  yi.-Id  him 
the  services  of  enthusiastic  devidion. 

He   has   great   attractive   powtr   because 
God     is     in     him     and    with     him.      Men 
may  have  such  spe.  lal  powi  rs  of  drawing 
others   to   them   as   N  ipoleon   p.ssess-^d   or 
as  Uurns  had.    Hut  J'-sus  in  his  revelation 
presents  to  us  the  attractiveness   of  Gn<l. 
He  is  God  in  the  act  of  serving  men.   He 
taught    that    through    this   service    he    ex- 
pected to  attain  an  exaltation  so  lofty  as 
to  make  him  th.?  c.ntral  attractive  power 
of   the  ages.     It   was  to   be   the  service  of 
sacrillce  e\cn  unto  death  in  fulfillm'^-nt  of 
his  previ..us  utterances  to  his  disciples.  "I. 
if  1  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth."   was  the 
new  phrase  In  which  he  set  forth  the  act 
that   was   to  become  the  t-.xidation   for  sin 
and  the  pi. -dare  of  divin"  mefcy  to  man.    It 
was  a  prtqdiec.v  that  the  cross  would  be  a 
new  elevation   from   which   he   could   gain 
universal   sw.iy   over     iiuman      life.       and 
fuiihcr  thiit  the  cross  would  present  to  the 
world    a   concrete    id-'a    of   the   motive   and 
nietliod  of  ills  reign.     It  was  to  be  the  be- 
ginning of  the  rule  of  the  meek.     He  was 
conscious  that  even  in  the  momf-nt  f)f  his 
being  put  on  the  cross  b.v  his  enemies  they 
Would  be  sealing  their  own  cotKb^mnation. 
Tills    a   part   of    the   irony   of   wickedness. 
"Now    is  the  judgment  of  this  world;  now 
shall  the  prince  of  this  w.u-ld  be  cist  oui.' 
GOSPEL  OF  LIMITLESS  I'OWER. 
It  is  coinp.iratively  easy   for  ilie  devote  1 
believer  of  today  to  cone"ivc  the  universal 
dominance    of    the    Cliiistian    faith.     Itut. 
when   Jesus   declared    he    would    draw   .ill 
men  unto  him  if  he  was  lifted  up  on  the 
cr.iss.   his   words  were  an  enigma  even  to 
the   most   intimate   dlscijdes.     The   idea   of 
dying  in  order  to  live,  of  abdicating  all  nu- 
ihorit.v   in   order   to   secure   universal    rec- 
ognitl<:)n    of    authority,    was    entirely    new 
and   has  commended   itself  to  tlie   thought 
of    m»-n    only    through    its    success    in    the 
kingd.im   (»f   Go.l    wh-r-   J«sus   has   gained 
widening  inMu.iue   through   the   preaching 
of  what  he  had  d-nie  and  tl'.rough  the  prac- 
tical example  of  th-'.se  diseljiK-s  who  have 
foll.iwed  in  bis  sU<i>s  .jf  saeritice.     The  gos- 
pel has  been  exteniUr.g  Its  influence  stead- 
ily from  century  to  c-.r.tury   with  only    in 
oe.-asio!ial  ebb  of  its  tide  an.l   with  .imaz- 
icgly    few    serious    b.ieksets.      People    are 
now  being  drawn  to  him   from  among  all 
nati.ms    and    races.      None    c.tn    deny    his 
cl.iim   on   their  .-ittenti'Ui.   No  age   or  race 
can  say  that  Jesus  is  not  for  it.  There  are 
no    insuperable    barriers   restraining    any- 
one from  coming  to  him.    He  invites  all  to 
come.      He  draws   them   constantl.v.     Some 
r^iay  cavil  at  his  words  any  may  resist  his 
infbience.  Hut  he  is  nev^rth.  le>.s  the  light 
for  their  lives.     Tiicy  will  bend  toward  the 
light  or  else  slinl:  away  to  th.->  darkn-ss-rfif 
spiritual    deaih.     Some    may    become    dis- 
C'Ur.ig.^d  and  hoju-Ies*.  they  may  abandon 
erfort   and   give   up   to  sink   in   the   pitiles=i 
Sea  of  moral   ruin.     IP.it   th.-y.   too.   are  in- 
clud.'.l  in  the  "all  men"  of  Jesus'  words. 
He  draws  to  salvati.^n  not  only  those  wlio 
can   swim,   but   also   the   iiopeltss  whct  are 
beati  n    in    th.-   sii'f   v<-hile    they    clutch    at 
some  imaginary  stick  .ir  rope.     It   is  said 
that  ShakiSpeare  once  b'-cani*-  iliscourjge  ] 
and   laid  down   his  pen  muttering  that    he 
I  was  no  poet:  Init  soon  sotnetliing  very  like 
I  a  voice  whispered  to  him  that  ho  wa.=i  fo.d- 
ish  and  eveti  sinful,  that  he  was  In  a  tit  of 
j  unreasonable    discouragi-menr.      He    then 
took   v.]-)   his   pen    v^■ith    determination    an.l 
Jinislu'.l    "The    Mercliaiu   of    Venice."     To 
millions    of    souls     disheartened     in       the 
struggle  to  express  their  spiritual   nature 
in  every  da.v  life,  the  wor.ls  of  J.^sus  have 
been  a   voice  from  God  encouraging  them 
to  rcnewe.l   effort  an«l   imp.irtinvr  strength 
to  attain  victor.v.    He  is  personally  greater 
than  his  wor.ls.    Men  are  drawn  to  Him  as 
to   a   Ci.ntr.ll  sun   and    the   orbit   of  life   is 
determined    by    the   degree   in    which    they 
yield  them.selvcs  to  his  influence. 

BOWER  REVNi»LDS  PATRICK. 
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Pepsin  preparations  often  fail  to  relieve 
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TN'ashington.  Jan.  18.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Mark  Hanna  has  proved  him- 
self very  successful  as  a  political  man- 
ager.   He  has  not.  however,  proved  that 
he  Is  successful   as  a  manager  of  men 
upon  an  equality  with  him.    By  this  it  is 
means    that    in    conducting    cajnpaigns 
to  elect  a  president  of  the  United  States 
he*  has  been  one  of  the  shrewdest  men 
placed  In  a  position  of  this  kind  in  re- 
cent years;   but  in  endeavoring  to  ob- 
tain   legislation    in    the    I'nited    States 
senate,  the  highest  legislative  branch  of 
this  country,  he  has  so  far  pr  >ved  him- 
self a  dismal    failure.     The  reasons   for 
this  are   unaccountable.     Perhaps  it    is 
due   to  jealousy   upon   the   part   of   Mr. 
Manna's  distinguished  colleagues.    Any- 
how,  not   one  measure   whi-h   the  OLiio 
senator  has  advocate-.!  so  far  since  com- 
ing  tj   the  senate  has  met   with  a  ma- 
jority.     The    only    victory    he    se  red    in 
the  senate,   so  far  as   is  known,   is   the 
day  he  defeated  Senator  Quay,  appointee 
of  t^ie  governor  of  Pennsylvania,  by  one 
vote,  aiid  it  has  since  been  said  that  this 
victory  was  acquired  by  trickery.    This, 
at  least,  is  the  charge  made  by  the  ad- 
vr.r-ates     of     Senat.ir     Quay.       Senat  >r 
Hanna's  shipping  subsidy  bill.  pr.  bably 
a  measure  that  he  has  been  more  deeply 
interested    In   than   any   other   since  he 
came   to  congress,   was   side-trat*k.;'d   at 
the    last    session    against    his    will,    and 
probably  will  be  again  pigeon-holed  or 
defeated    at    this    session.      This    shows 
that    H.^inna    may    have    .i    grasp    upon 
affairs  in  a  political   way.  but  his  hold 
up:>n    men    of    ability    equal    to    his    is 
d.iubtful.     He  is  given  credit  for  having 
twice  made  William  McKinley  president 
of  the  I'nited  States.    The  mere  fact  that 
he  has  been  given  this  credit,   whether 
deservedly   or   not,   has   greatly   injur^-d 
the  standing  of  the  chief  executive.     If 
President  McKinley  could  sep.-nrate  him- 
self from    Hanna,    that    is.    if  he   coukl 
abolish  "Hnnnaism,"  he  would  go  down 
in  history  with  a  much  stronger  endorse- 
ment than  will  be  the  case  if  his  friend, 
the  Ohio  senator,  c.nlinues  to  figure  as 
his  personal  representative  in  the  senate 
and  elsewhere  where  questionable  state- 
craft and  politics  are  best  known.     As 
President   McKinley  will  soon   begin    to 
serve  his  last   term,   it  is   doubtful  if  a 
sej  aration   occurs  between   ;;imself  and 
Hanna.     It  may  be  interesting  to  watch 
the  future  nf  Sir.  Hanna  in  the  senate, 
and  t3  notice  how  many  times  the  mea- 
sures which  ho  favors  are  thrown  aside 
or  defeated  by  his  R-publican  colleagues. 
To  watch   the   future  of  Hanna   in   the 
upper  branch  of  congress  will  convince 
the  pe.iple  that   it  took  something  more 
than  Hannas  shrewdness  to  twice  bring 
ab  ut  the  election  of  McKinley  as  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States. 


The  present  indications  are  that  there 
will  be  a  great  change  in  the  positions 
of  the  prominent  men  in  the  Democrntir- 
party  who  supported  Bryan  for  election 
in  1<^?6  and  in  Vi'm.  By  this  the  im- 
pression is  to  be  conveyed  that  Senator 
Hill,  who  gave  Col.  P.ryan  his  support 
in  l.f^oo.  will  n.ot  line  up  with  the  P.ryan 
party  in  1?04.  and  there  is  a  possibility 
that  Senator  Charles  A.  Tov^ne  may  not 
f,.l!ow  the  leaders.'^ip  of  the  Nebraska 
statesm.Tn  in  the  next  national  cam- 
paign. Col.  p.ryan  will  be  'featured"  in 
the  next  national  campaign  by  a  certain 
element  in  the  Democratic  party,  with- 
out doubt.  It  is  not  possible.  howev'..r. 
that  he  will  be  the  nominee  of  the 
fusionists  fir  the  presidency. 

He  ma.v  have  s*)mething  to  say  about 
who  shall  lead  at  least  one  CKment  of 
the  fusioji  party  in  1904.  though  many 
politicians  claim  that  Mr.  Bryan  is  out 
of  the  contest  entirely,  except  that  his 
advice  and  talents  will  be  sought  in 
that   ye.ir. 

Today  it  seems  certain  that  David 
B.nnett  Hill  will  be  the  chief  of  what 
may  be  called  the  old-line  Democrats  f  >r 
the  presidency  in  1004.  In  other  words. 
Mr.  Hill  will  be  the  leader  of  what  the 
ordinary  Democrat  terms  th.""  f^.^nserva- 
tlve  element  of  the  party  in  the  next 
campaign.  This  would  m;ike  him  in 
manv  respects  the  candidate  to  dominate 
a  certain  faction  of  the  party,  as  did 
Grover  Cleveland  during  the  three  cam- 
paigns in  which  he  was  a  candidate  for 

the  presidency.

The  Democrats  are  likely  to  be  divided 
over  policies  and  candidates  in  1904.  In 
such  an  event,  many  of  the  so-called 
fusirnists  of  the  West  nre  apt  to  put  a 
second  ticket  in  the  field,  and  if  they 
decid.^  to  do  so.  Senator  Charles  A. 
Towne.  of  Duluth.  might  be  the  man 
selected  to  head  this  ticket  for  first 
place.  His  ability  to  make  an  aggres- 
sive canvass  is  equally  as  good,  it  is 
said,  as  that  displayed  by  Col.  Bryan 
during  twi  campaigns,  and  his  purpose 
not  to  return  to  the  Republican  fold 
might  not  prevent  him  from  accepting 
sucti  a  nomination  if  tendered.  Whether 
Mr.  Towne  can  see  any  advantages  for 
himself  or  the  people  In  following  this 
course  is  s^'methlng,  naturally,  he  will 
not  now  talk  sb-vut.  but  th'^  pr'Mtical 
changes  within  the  next  three  years 
may  give  him  and  others  a  different 
opinion  of  the  situation,  and  therefore 
tie  presidential  el-jctlon  of  ]P04  may 
show  representatives  of  three  strong 
parties  in  the  field  for  the  pr^'-sidency. 
ramelv.  the  Republican,  the  straight-out 
Democratic  and  the  fusion.  T-day  it 
looks  as  though  Theodore  Roosevelt 
will  be  t^e  R.^publican  nominee.  David 
Benn*^tt  Hill  the  Democratic  candidate, 
and  Charles  A.  Towne  the  man  to  be 
selected  to  head  the  so-called  fusion 
partv.  which  means,  of  course,  the  dis- 
affected Republicans.  Dem'^rrats  and 
Populists.  S"me  politicians  think  that  a 
combination  may  he  effected  with  Hill 
and  Towne  on  one  ti.^ket.

LUCKY  NAP 

Talcen  By  Telegrapli  Operat- 
or Saved  Lives  of  Scores 
of  Peopla. 

Clarksburg.  W.  Va.,  Jan.  IS.— A  tele- 
graph operator  a.^^leep  on  duty  saved  the 
lives  of  scores  of  pe.iple  Monday  morn- 
ing at  Flemington.  a  small  town  a  few 
miles  east  of  here,  on  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  railroad.  Flemmgton  being  a  .small 
village,  fast  trains  do  not  stop,  but  as 
there  is  a  telegraph  office  there  it  is 
used  as  a  passing  point,  and  many 
freight  trains  take  siding  at  the  sta- 
tion. 

About  n  oclock  in  the  morning,  just 
before  the  Cincinnati  and  New  York 
llvtr  was  due  going  east,  a  coal  train 
went  on  the  sicUj  track,  and  for  !:>  me 
reason  the  switch  was  not  cio.^od.  The 
flyor,  coming  around  a  curve  running 
ab.out  fifty  miles  an  hour,  lilew  for  the 
uisual  clear  track  signal,  but  as  the 
operator  was  asleep  it  was  not  given, 
and  the  engineer  at  once  reversed  the 
throttle.  Just  as  he  did  so  he  di.='cov- 
eied  his  train  ru.shing  on  the  side  track, 
and  in  a  second  it  crashed  into  the  rear 
end  of  the  coal  train.  His  engine  was 
totally  destroyed,  and  ho'.v  h"  and  his 
fireman  escaped  Instant  death  is  hard  to 
explain.  The  engineer  of  the  coal  train 
was  thrown  out  of  the  cab  into  an 
empty  coal  car  fifty  feet  away. 

Strange  lo  say  the  only  pei'^on  seri- 
ously injured  '.vas  the  engineer  on  the 
flyer,  Pat  Flannery.  who  had  two  ribs 
broken.  None  of  the  pas.^engers  wcie 
injured.  If  the  operator  had  Iteen 
awake  he  would,  of  course,  have  given 
the  clear  signal,  he  not  knowing  the 
switch  was  open,  and  the  pa.s.senger 
train  would  have  cra.shed  into  the 
freight  at  full  speed.  The  question  is 
now  whether  the  op*»rat.ir.  who.  by  his 
being  asleep  on  duty,  saved  beyond  a 
donbt  dozens  of  lives,  will  be  su--pendod 
bv  the  company  for  his  neglect  of  duty, 
or  be  rewarded  for  his  lucky  nap.

"The  passengers  were  amused  more 
than  once,  for^'the  Montgomerys'  fur- 
nished a  delectable  topic  of  conversa- 
tion, so  thoroughly  was  theirs  a  sweet 
honeymoon. 

"There  are  only  two  bridal  suites  of 
rooms  on  the  Tunisian,  and  "Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Montgomery'  had  one  of  them. 
They  paid  for  the  luxury  of  occupying 
this  bridal  suite  £100,  and  this  was  but 
a  part  of  their  expenditure. 

"During  the  first  afternoon  at  sea 
'Montgomery'  sent  for  the  officer  of  the 
ship  whose  duty  it  was  to  see  to  the 
comfort  of  the  saloon  passengers.  He 
told  this  ofl!icer  that  he  was  not  pleased 
with  the  sleeping  accommodation  in  his 
suite.  There  were  single  beds  in  both 
rooms. 

"What  'Montgomery'  wanted  was  a 
double  bed.  He  agked  if  this  could  not 
be  arranged.  It  was  an  unusual  request 
to  make  on  shipboard.  One  of  the 
l)urser.s  said  it  was  unjirecedented.  so 
far  as  his  experience  on  the  Atlantic 
went,  but  the  officers  were  disposed  to 
do  everything  they  could  for  the  couple.

Numerous  In- 
stances are  cited  of  invalids  who.  on  r«  ad- 
ing  of  the  supposedly  miraculous  i)Owers 
of  salt,  have  made  large  additions  of  it 
to  their  daily  regimen,  and  several  well- 
deveioped  cases  of  scurvy  are  now  under 
treatment  in  this  city  which  are  due.  the 
attending  physicians  claim,  to  no  other 
cause  thnn  the  excessive  and  unadvised 
use  of  salt.

No  Costume  Complete  Without  It — Some 

Oi  the  Ways  In  Which  the  Color  Is 

Used  This  Season^ 

SABLE  BORDERS  FOR  LACE. 


It  was  the  French  woman  who  dis- 
coverei]  the  ^hic  of  black!  \Vht.a  all  the 
■woild  of  fashion  was  struggling  out  of  a 
prism. :tic  i  haos  of  color  she  ^ i  jod  &crer.e 
in  the  vtry  tenter  of  light  and  allo.ved 
Its  brill iani-y  to  glance  across  her.  The 
col<»r>  f  mnj  a  resting  place  In  the  knot 
of  black  whiv-h  adorned  her,  and  from 
that  they  harmonized  the  whole. 

Black  is  considered  by  many  who 
study  color  tiie  kej  rote  tij  effect. 
I'nless,  in  your  ct)lor  scheme,  there  is  a 
thar.te  to  Ff^e  black  from  one  view- 
j.oint  or  another,  you  may  well  hesitate 
.before  pronouncing  your  gown  com- 
pleted. 

The  ways  in  which  black  is  u.»ed  this 
season  J»re  numeious.  Some  of  theiii 
are  so  novel  that  you  mu-^^t  see  them  to 
btlieve;  others  are  quite  stereotyped. 
yet  none  the  less  pretty  becau.se  cast  in 
an  ancient  mold  of  fa.-hion. 

Take  the  little  loselie.  which  Is  as 
©Id  us  th-  hills.  iL  \a  made  of  numerous 
loops  of  velvet,  f-ojne  long  and  some 
short,  and  all  joined  together  with  a 
littl'.."  looD  in  the  ee::tor  t'l  for-n  a  tight, 
hard  midiJle.  This  rosette,  in  just  this 
form,  is  u.-'ed  upon  govvn.s  in  ali  sorts  of 
•ways,  mar.y  of  them  being  very  old  in- 
deed. 

A  skirt  of  lace  and  tucks,  with  a 
flounce  around  the  foot,  has  its  kr.ots  of 
Ma:l;  velvet,  placed  at  intervals  upi.n 
the  skirt.  They  go  round  and  round  it. 
a  rosette  being  piace  i  evt-ry  eit-hteen 
inches  or  so.  and  are  appiire 'tly  v.uh  'Ut 
miotlve.  Th?y  ho!d  nothing;  they 
nier«  ly  decorate. 

in^t^k  is  sinsjular  in  its  decorative  re- 
FpcKt.  It  is  used  as  an  ornajoent.  Sel- 
dom is  it  a  utility  agent.  Upon  the  bu-it 
there  will  be  a  great  bow,  sometimt  s  a 
squaj^h  bov.-  of  lila^k  satin,  but  it  i.-5  not 
there  for  service.  A  whole  y;ird  of 
l)la(-k  satin  is  shirred  around  the  out- 
side c^ige  and  then  cau';ht  down  in  the 
ir.iddle  to  make  a  big  soft  ornameit. 
It  i.-?  placed  or  •planked"  directly  upon 
the  hu.-t,  high  and  a  little  to  or.p  side, 
liut  it  ha^^  no  part  in  the  economic 
schense  of  the  gown. 

So  with  the  blaf^k  side  streamers,  now 
so  fashionable.  They  are  caught  upon 
the  side  of  the  belt  and  are  allnwfd  to 
dangle  low  upcm  the  skirt.  They  are 
from  six  to  twelve  in  number,  most  of 
them  finished  with  a  gold  ornament  or 
••spike."  The  ends  hang  straight,  in 
varying  lengths,  all  the  way  to  the 
knt**s  and  are  fastened  to  the  Ijelt  with 
a  liig  gold  I'road  pin.  A  belt  of  any 
coW  at  all  may  be  finished  in  this 
way. 

The  black  sash  is  another  recent  fad 
of  fashion.  It  consists  of  strips  of  blaek 
ribiMtn.  about  four  inch<^s  wide.  There 
are  fastened  together  at  the  top  with  a 
gobl  ornament:  the  er  I.-^  ban;;.  There 
ere  as  many  of  them  a?  ma.v  be  desi»-ed: 
pometimes  four,  sometimes  ten;  each  is 
liiiished  v.ilh  an  ornanient  and  all  are 
allowed  to  hang  straight. 

Velvi't  riblion  is  niu'-h  used:  so  alsij  is 
two-faced  satin  riblioii:  besides  the.'^e 
there  ar.'  the  fancy  ribbons  with  th'-ir 
openwork  stripes:  and  the  ribbons  that 
are  merely  glace  v.ithout  any  attempt 
at  velvet  or  satin  effects.  In  the  fancy 
ribbons  the  variety  is  great  and  any 
fancy  can  Ik>  suited. 

Fbit  it  is  in  other  ways  that  black  is 
usvd  besides  that  of  rosettes  and 
sashes  and  ribbon  bt>ws.  wh'jh,  li  nv- 
ever  pretty,  reuire  no  ingenuity.  It  is 
■UT'^r.  the  other  uses  of  black  »hat  the 
modlstt's  have  spent  tb'ir  time  and 
UP'.M  whi'-h  the  coutuv'-Mcs  have  de- 
voter  their  hours  of  thought,  assisted 
hy  the  artists  who.  in  T'iris  at  least,  are 
Bii  important  an  adjunct  to  every  dress- 
in.*  king  establishment. 

The  artist  dees  more  tow  ird  thp 
gowning  than  most  women  ima^riu'^ 
S-ldom  is  a  ha;u1somp  gown  finished 
that  some  artist  has  not  outlined  a  color 
scheme  for  it.  or  at  least  placed  the 
Avoid  of  approval  upon  it:  never  is 
there  a  plaid  turned  out  of  the  l>>om 
that  an  artist  has  not  nronoimced  it 
C'lrref  t  from  a  color  standpoint. 
In  the  uses  of  black  the  work  of  the 


artist  is  always  needed,  and,  in  the  black 
novelties  that  are  this  year  i.laced  be- 
fore women,  the  linger  of  the  artist  is 
plainly  seen. 

An  iliustiation  of  this  was  seen  re- 
cently at  one  of  the  most  elegant  func- 
tioi  s  of  the  new  year.  The  occasion 
was  a  farewell  reception  given  by  a 
v.ealthy  woman  for  her  daughter,  who 
was  to  l)e  married.  At  these  farewell 
receptions  the  hostess  can  l>e  ele::antly 
gowrod,  and,  indeed,  like  the  brlue  at  n 
weddinc,  it  is  expected  that  .^he  will 
out.-c.in^  \her  guests  in  the  matter  of 
toilet. 

The  gown  worn  by  this  woman  was  of 
black  lare.  very  fine  and  very  rich  in 
.'■ilky  feel  and  luster,  thnuah  its  variety 
was  not  plainly  apparent.  It  was  fig- 
ured with  roses,  and  these  roses  were 
hand  painted,  a  di-lieate,  lovely  sh.ide  of 
lose  pink  being  chosen.  The  effect  was 
beautiful,  though  rather  odd— the  soft, 
open  fabric  of  laee,  encrusted  with  the 
i;ai'-.ted  ro^e. 

To  paint  lace  well  is  one  of  the  most 
<lifi!cult  of  ta.sks.  and  thorough  artis.v- 
must  i)e  emi'loyed  for  ii.  Oil  colors  are 
used,  and  the  fabric  l^K^omes  stiffened 
and  quite  contrary  to  the  nature  of 
lace. 

Very  frequently  a  bit  of  satin,  of  the 
vejy  yaiiic  shade  as  the  roses,  is  set  in 
under  the  painted  parts,  thus  giving 
them  depth.  Painted  lace  has  been  use*! 
on  fans  and  on  panels  and  sniail  portions 
of  the  gowns,  but  this  season  it  ;jiaKos 
its  dc!)Ut  as  a  whole  gown  fabric. 

A  delightful  fancy  in  the  tre.\tmHi.;  of 
black  is  by  the  use  of  chenille.  T^ace  is 
aipliqued  upon  silk  or  satin,  and  a  tiny 
rim  of  chenille  is  run  around  the  la;e. 
A  gown  of  this  description  was  most  in- 
tresting.  It  was  of  uustiffened  tufeta, 
which  is  ime  of  the  softest  and  silkii;.--'L 
fabrics  known. 

The  skirt  was  cut  quite  conventionally, 
with  a  flare  nround  the  foot,  and  e.xlond- 
ir.g  around  the  Hare  was  a  jrraduated 
ruffle,  r.^iher  narrov,-  in  the  front,  but 
wide  in  the  back.  Lace  pieces  were  ap- 
pliiued  up.n  the  ruifle.  and  around  the 
lace  i)ieces  or  ligures  ran  a  very  narrow 
border  of  black  chenille,  no  wider  i^nd 
no  thicker  than  the  lo-ad  pencil  which  a 
lady  carries  in  her  diary. 

Ill  this  .setting  oi  Idaik  the  lace  looked 
!  sinsularly  delicate,   and   its  natural  re 
finement   was   gre.Uly    enhanced   by   the 
soft  luster  of  the  siik  chenille. 

Hlack  chenille  is  also  used  as  a  border 
around  cloth  appliciue.  and.  as  a  trim- 
ming, it  is  seen  in  scroll  design.  It  is 
much  the  vogue,  however  used,  and  is 
one  of  the  m  ist  effective  trimmings  of 
the  sea.^on.  It  comes  in  all  sizes,  all 
black  or  mixfd  v,  ith  gold  or  with  white. 
In  the  new  varieties  of  black  trim- 
mings can  lie  mentioned.  «:a!>le,  as  se:n  in 
its  new  uses.  You  can  have  no  idea,  un- 
less \ou  have  seen  it,  how  exquisitely 
saiilo  bordeis  l.ac  e. 

A  ideccr  of  rose  point  lace  of  the  very 
expensive  variety  was  slaughteie  1  fir 
the  purpf.se  of  supplying  the  roses  for  an 
applique  of  lace  and  s.Tble.  After  the 
ro.ses  had  !>een  deliberately  cut  out  of 
the  lace  they  were  aiqtliqued  upon  a 
c.-'i-se  net  lace,  ami  around  each  rose 
th'^re  was  sewed  the  narrowest  !>and  of 
black  sable.  It  was  such  a  very  tiny 
thing  that  it  no  more  than  outlined  the 
rose^  but  its  effect  was  lovely.  White 
fox  fur  is  used  in  the  same  way.  and  so 
also  is  ermine.  P.order?  of  ermine  are 
sewed  around  larre  lace  and  metal  "or- 
namentations, and  the  wljole  appllqued 
to  the  skirt  of  the  gown. 

All  the  thin  faorics  are  trimmed  with 
fur.  if  <!esired.  none  being  too  delicate 
for  this  trimming.  China  crejie.  mou.^se- 
line  de  soie.  crepon.  tulle,  thin  gauze,  net 
and  chilTon.  are  all  apnliijucd  with  lace, 
and  the  lace  is  b  irdercd  with  fur. 

Another  of  the  seas(m's  novelties,  if 
the  adaptation  of  an  obi  thing  to  a  new- 
idea  {'an  lie  called  a  novelty,  is  the  way 
in  which  white  satin  is  us"d.  White 
s.Ttin.  «>n  a  coTirt  ef  its  vogue  ns  a  Ijrid.al 
matcri.^l,  has  n' vev  bt-'^n  pc^iui  ,r.

The  coming  seasiin,  however,  may  see 
a  change  in  this  resjject.  Whil-  tatin  is 
l!e:ng  popularized.  The  purest  .f  biue- 
wliite  is  the  nicest  fashii.naiile:  then  come 
th'^  very  pale  creams,  and  after  ihr-m 
the  shudes  of  white  that  verge  otT  into 
otb' :•  colors — for  inslan.^e.  tho:ie  that 
.■^how  a  touch  of  s;rten  i.i  certain  liwht.s. 
I!ut  it  is  the  pure  blue  white  which  is  to 
lie  popularized— the  bride's  color. 

The  method  of  using  the  satin  will  1  e 
by  giving  it  a  trimming  in  colors.  A 
pearl  white  satin  had  an  einle- )idery  m 
gold  running  down  one  side  of  the  skir- 
in  such  a  way  as  almost  to  cover  it.  Fl;it 
svold  braiding  was  carried  in  straight 
lines  from  the  belt  to  the  flounce:  be- 
tween the  rows  was  a  zig-za.g  trimm.ing 
of  •-.,.;  I  i  1.  ,:n,<  at  every  third  zig-zag 
was  a  narrow  strip  of  black  sable  rea.-'h- 
ing  fioin  the  belt  down  to  the  lloun<-e.

Army  Reorganization  Bills  Up 

For  Daily  Consideration 

By  Cabinet. 


London,  Jan.  19.— Gen.  Kitchener  con- 
tinues to  give  favorable  accounts  of  the 
British  operations,  and  his  laconic  sum- 
maries are  expanded  by  the  press  corre- 
spondents. Col.  Grey,  with  his  New 
Zcalanders.  has  won  a  signal  success 
over  800  Boers,  near  Ventersburg,  and 
Colville's  victory  on  Vlaklaagte  road  has 
increased  in  importance  as  fresh  details 
are  received.  The  Boers  are  meeting 
with  serious  losses,  especially  when  they 
take  the  offensive  and  attack  British 
positions  and  lines.  They  are  not  gain- 
ing any  advantage  north  of  the  Orange 
river,  where  the  British  cJinpaisn  has 
not  Ijeen  interrupted  by  the  invasion  cf 
Cape  Colony.  The  raiders  have  not 
made  progress  during  the  last  fortnight, 
and  the  alarm  has  subsided  at  Cape 
Town,  where  the  truth  is  perceived  that 
loyalty  has  been  stimulated  by  the  in- 
vasion; and  that  the  Cape  Dutch  are 
now  k'ss  favorable  than  they  w»-ro  to 
the  Boer  cause.  The  ultimate  failure  of 
their  supply  of  ammunition  must  bring 
tht"  war  to  an  end. 

The  response  of  the  yeomanry  to  a  sec- 
ond call  to  arms  continues  to  be  satisfac- 
tory. Recruiting  is  in  progress  at  many 
points,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  number 
of  volunteers  asked  for  can  easily  te 
doubled.  The  war  oflice  is  censured  in 
many  quarters  for  having  recour.SL'  to 
half  measures,  which  will  not  produce 
much  impiesslon  uiton  the  Boer  lead-^rs. 

The  (iueen  was  not  in  her  usui^l  ht^alth 
when  she  left  Windsor  and  she  has  not 
derived  as  much  benefit  from  her  resi- 
ui-nce  in  the  balmy  air  ni  Osborne  a.« 
was  hoped.  She  has  grown  thin  and 
haggard.  To  f.uoily  bt-reavcments  and 
.sorrows,  with  the  increasing  burdens  of 
years  were  added  anxi«>ties  respecting 
the  campaign  in  Soutli  Africa,  over 
wnich  she  has  been  brooding.  It  Is  evi- 
dent that  the  war  is  cauFing  her  sreat 
distress,  for  cdherv^se  she  would  not 
have  summoned  Lord  Roberts  to  Os- 
borne for  a  proliinged  consultation  so 
scon  after  seeing  him  on  his  an  ival.  The 
royal  family  without  a  doubt  have  been 
seri'iusly  concertied  for  several  niiinths. 

The  indisjiosition  <jf  the  qut'cn  is  the 
leading  topic  In  the  local  pajifis.  Thr?

health  is  not  satisfactory  is  regarded 
as  of  grave  significance.  Pome  provi- 
si  >n  for  signing  documents  and  the  per- 
foi  inapce  of  other  necessary  duties  must 
obviously  be  made.  She  tod;;y  attains 
the  age  of  SI  years  and  240  days,  or  one 
day  more  than  the  age  reached  by  her 
grandfather,  George  III.  at  his  death  in 
ISl')  Ttuis  Queen  Victoria  has  not  only 
reigned  the  longest,  but  has  lived  the 
longest  of  any  English  monarch.

A  FAMOUS  LANDMARK 


Dr.  Mayhevi  Has  Very  Narrow 
Escape  From  the  Burn- 
ing Building. 


Henry  Mayhew's  store  at  Grand 
Marais.  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Su- 
perior, and  one  of  the  famous  landmarks 
of  that  most  interesting  place,  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  Thursday  night.  There 
is  no  one  who  has  ever  visited  Grand 
Marais  in  the  1  ist  thirty  years  who  does 
not  remember  Dj-.  T.  H.  Mayhew,  and 
the  peculiar  b adding  in  which  he  had 
his  olfice  and  his  son,  his  store.  It  was 
a  one-story  ard  a  half  structure,  and 
spread  out  over  much  ground.  lur  addi- 
tions had  been  made  at  various  times. 

The  origin  of  the  fire  is  not  known,  but 
it  is  supposed  to  have  caught  from  the 
stove  or  chimney  or  some  such  way.  it 
broke  out  abot  t  midnight,  when  e\ery- 
cne  in  Grand  .Vlarais  was  sound  asleep. 
Dr.  Mayhew  roomed  in  the  building,  and 
had  retire<l  after  a  hard  day's  work  and 
;<lept  very  soundly.  The  tire  was  in  his 
room  and  had  ittaiked  the  bed  clothinj; 
b(  lore  he  awi  kened.  The  very  pillow 
on  the  bed  was  on  tire  and  his  hair  was 
l>urning  Ijefore  he  awoke.  He  bounded 
from  the  bed  and  rushed  out  through  the 
smoke  and  fire  and  escaped  with  noiiiing 
more  serious  than  tiie  partial  burning  i;f 
his  hair  and  wjiisl^ers. 

Nothing  in  the  building  was  saved  and 
the  loss  is  a  seiious  one  for  there  was 
no  insurance.  The  store  had  been 
stoclied  up  for  the  winter  and  be- 
foie  navigation  cUised  was  filled  witli 
goods  and  corseguently  the  loss  is 
heavy.  There  were  other  losses  that 
money"* could  .lot  replace,  losses  more 
of  a  sentimental  nature  than  intrinsic. 
For  instance. there  were  three  chairs  in 
the  house  that  were  supposed  to  be  more 
than  a  centur;.'  old  and  these  were  de- 
stroyed. Dr.  Mayhew  also  had  a  very 
fine  collection  of  stones,  etc.,  that  he 
had  accumulated  and  had  even  b 'en 
offered  $1000  :or  and  these  are  gone, 
unless  they  can  be  recovered  from  the 
ashes,   which  is  unlikely. 

Henry  Mayhew  lived  with  his  family 
in  the  buildinjr  adjoining  and  that  was 
saved.  The  Avife  of  Dr.  Jones,  who 
lived  close  by,  was  injured  when  an  ex- 
plosion of  sonioihing  occurred  during 
the  fire.  It  w  la^a  rather  peculiar  thing 
for  she  was  u  icT)nscious  for  about  six- 
teen hours  an  3  yet  did  not  seem  to  be 
seriou.sly  hurt  It  is  thought  that  her 
troul)le  may  have  been  somewhat 
h.vsteiical  in  luiture. 

The  store  \eili  be  stocked  up  again 
as  quickly  ;is  possil)le.  Everyone  wlio 
knows  Dr.  M:,yhew  and  every  north 
shore  traveler  does,  will  rejoice  that  he 
escaped  death  and  serious  Injury, 
though  it  was  a  very  narrow  escape. 
The  loss  of  hi!;  treasures  will  lie  keenly 
felt  l).v  him,  however,  for  he  had  accu- 
mulated man>  things  of  much  interest 
to  himself  and  others. 

The  buildinj:  was  put  up  in  1S71  and 
many  of  the  timbers  in  it  were  hewn  out 
of  cedar.  The  Mayhew  pet  parrot  also 
fell  a  victim  to  the  flames.

The  Duluthians 
resumed  dridging  the  moment  the  fro.-;t 
was  out  of  the  gr  >und  in  the  spring,  and 
In  April,  1H71,  the  late  Senator  Cush- 
jnan  K.  Davis,  then  United  States  dis- 
trict attorney,  acting  under  insiructior..s 
from  the  attorney  general,  filed  a  bill  oi 
equity  against  Duiuth  and  the  dredging 
contractors,  setting  forth  that  >f  the 
canal  was  constructed  the  waters  of  »t. 
Louis  river  would  be  diverted  from  its 
natural  channel  out  the  Superior  entry 
and  that  that  natural  outlet  would  lill 
UP  with  driftwood  and  sand  so  a.s  to 
rc^nder  navigation  at  Ihat  point  either 
impossible  or  very  difficult. 

It  was  not  until  June  13.  18.1,  that  an 
injunctional  order  issued  by  Judge  Mil- 
ler   at  Topeka,    Kans.,   was  served  here 
In  Duiuth.      In  the  meantime  the  dredg- 
ing had  <ontii!Ued  and   the   Duluthians, 
hearing  that  papt  •    were  to  be  served, 
succeeded  one  Sunday  mornmg  in  g.^'l- 
tJng    a    small    channel    through    to    th. 
lake        The   pressure   of  the   water   did 
the  rest  and  within  a   very  .short   lime 
the    tiny    stream    across    the    point    had 
increased  in  volume  until  the  canal  was 
fifty  fe.  t  wide  and  aV.>ut  live  feet  deep. 
■When  the  paners  were      served      Capt. 
George   Sh-rwood's  little       boat       Fero. 
drawing   four  feet  of   water,   was   mak- 
ing   regular    trips    through    the    canal. 
The   govf-rnmcnt     <'tlicer       served       his 
papers  on   the  settlers  to   stop   lho»  dig- 
ging of  the  canal  and  the  citizens  point- 
ed to  th-'  stream  which  was  constantly 
■widening  and   twid   him  to  stop  it.       as 
they  were  powerless.       In  fact  some  of 
them  wished   they  could  stop     it     from 
getting  any  wider.  ... 

Then  the  Wisconsin  authorities  be- 
came still  more  agitated  and  urged  the 
building  of  a  dike  two  miles  down  the 
hay  from  th.-  canal  so  as  to  keep  th" 
■waters  of  St.  Louis  river  in  the  old 
c-.urse.  As  a  result  the  city  had  to 
tJuild  a  dike  across  the  bay  from  Spruee 
avenue  on  Tticc's  Point  to  Chambers 
street  on  Minne.<ota  Point.  It  was 
4490  r  vt  long  and  a!'out  ten  feet  wide. 

Then  Governor  Faiichild  of  Wisconsin 
notified  the  secretary  of  war  that  the 
dike  was  an  obstruition  to  navigation 
and  this  brought  on  a  fight  that  even 
extended  to  the  legislatures  of  Minne- 
sota ar.d  Wisconsin  and  finally  got  into 
congress,  which  ei.ded  :n  the  govern- 
ment's ordering  two  holes  made  in  the 
dike  of  sufficient  size  to  allow  the  pass- 
age of  steamers.  That  destroyed  the 
usefulness  of  the  dike  and  the  city 
claims  that  it  was  put  tc.  at  least  $182,000 
useless  expense  by  the  government  and 
that  the  work  of  constructing  the  dike 
-was  done  under  the  supervision  of 
Tnited  States  engineer?,  therefore  the 
government  should  reimburse  the  city 
for  the  amount  expended.

Loggers  Have    Supply  Cut 

That  Is  Usual  at  This 

Time. 

The  loggers  in  the  Duiuth  district,  it  is 
estimated^,  are  about  up  to  the  average 
cut  at  the  present  time,   with  .some     of 
them  a  little  ahe.id.    The  winter  thus  far 
has   bten   a   particularly   favorable  o'le 
i  >i  rv 'iM'ad  logg  rii:  .tiui  f.-i-  s-  n.^a  oi'  tl< 
Icggera   thai   hav^-   been   hauling   in   the 
woods.     Other  that  have  been  obliged  to 
haul  their  logs  to  I>ake  Superior  are  said 
to  have  experienced  some   trouble   with 
their   roads,   linding  it   difficult   to   keep 
them   iced.     As   the   greater   part    of    the 
logging  of  the  district  is  by  railroad  th.s 
winter,    it   is  considered    pretty    well    in 
haul.     Some    of    ih-    r.uU  lad-s   report   a 
considerable  falling  off  in  ecntra-t     for 
hauling,    as    conij.ared    with    last    year, 
but  the  officials  say  that  there  is  enough 
doing  to  more  than  pay  the  expenses  of 
opeiatin.g.     The  winter  has  l«:en  j.articu- 
larly    mild    and    very    favotalde    from    a 
!ab."r     standpoint,  for     there     has     been 
plenty  of   work  f.ir   men   in   the   woods, 
and  there  has  not  been  another  season 
in    many    years    when    wages    havp    re- 
mained   so    steadily    at    a    high    figure. 
Twenty-six  dollars  a  m.mth,  and  $.'10  if 
the  woodsman   remains  at  his  jolj.   is  a 
wage     that      has     to   a    large      measure 
broken  up  the  practice  of  roaiv.ing  that 
was  so   general   last    winter.     There   has 
been  a  little  trouble  in  some  quarters  in 
^etting  men  iieeause  of  smallpox  reports, 
and  some  of  the  loggers  are  said   to  be 
a   little   indignant    with    the   health   au- 
thorities for  exaggerating  the  condition 
.  f  affairs  as  regards  the  disease. 

The  Alger,  Smith  &  d.  are  running 
live  camps  of  aix'Ut  600  men  in  ill  on 
their  Duiuth  &  .N'orthern  Minne.-ota 
load.  The  company  is  deliverinir  three 
trainloads  .)f  logs,  or  3.000. 00<)  feet,  daily, 
at  its  mill  here,  and  will  start  another 
train  next  week.  The  company  Is  also 
running  two  camps  at  Pige.m  rivei-.  and 
will  s;et  .nit  ahout  lO.OOO.ooo  feet  there. 
The  Alger.  Smith  &  Co.  went  into  the 
winter  with  T.Oi'O.OiH)  feet  of  logs 
on  han;l  here,  and  with  all  of  last  sum- 
iners  cut  at  Pigeon  river  still  there,  it 
will  have  2U,000.(XtO  feet  to  raft  frotn 
i'iiit.m  river  next  season.  The  com- 
Iiaiiy  will  soon  begin  to  deliver  in  the 
iMom  here  about  twiee  as  many  logs  as 
the  mill  can  cut  this  winter,  so  there 
will  be  a  big  stoek  of  logs  on  hand  for 
next  summer's  o)»erations.  The  Alg^i-, 
Smith  &  Co.  had  another  mill  cuttir^j, 
fur  them  last  season,  and  it  is  pr.tbi'de 
that  the  plan  will  be  followed  the  com- 
ing season. 

lloulton  r.ruthers.  who  have  had  their 
logs  cut  at  the  old  Mills  &  LeClaire  saw- 
mill,  at  LeClaire.  Wis.,  are  getting  in  a 
large  Quantity  of  logs.  It  is  estimated 
that  there  are  not  le.-js  than  4000  men 
empl'>ved  at  logging  within  ten  miles 
of  the  village  of  Bemidji.  this  winter. 
The  cut  in  the  region  round  ali.uit  Be- 
midji  will  be  about  250.000.000  feet  for 
the  present  season. 

There  are  several  .sawmills  at  Bemidji. 
and  T.  B.  Walker  is  well  along  with  his 
new  mill,  which  will  have  the  capa<  i'y 
of  about  .">r).0oo.00<,>  feet  annually.  Mr. 
Walker  is  logging  for  his  new  mill  quite 
extensively. 

George  Nichols,  of  T.ittle  F.ills.  has 
taken  a  contract  with  Shevlin  &  Carpen- 
ter company,  and  will  cut  f.>r  them 
about  six  miles  east  of  Hibbing.  J.  T. 
Home,  of  the  logging  firm  of  Orahame 
iVi  Borne,  of  Fort  William,  has  been  in 
Duiuth  the  past  few  days  getting  men 
for  his  oi^erations  west  of  that  place. 
He  says  the  weather  has  l>een  go.<d,  but 
that  men  have  been  s.^arce. 


One  of     the     leading     articles     in  the 
American   Lumberman,   which  is  issued 
today,    is   one   dealing   at    some   length 
with    the    decline    of    the    pine    lumt)er 
product  of  the  mills  of  the  Northwest. 
The  article  calls  to  mind  the  fact  that 
the  cut  of  lS'.t»  showed  a  decrease  from 
that  of  1890,  while  there  was  a  big  falling 
oft   in   pine   lumber   production   in   IWO. 
From      the.-.e      facts      the      Lumberman 
reaches    the   conclusion    that   tlie    white 
pine   industry   in  Minnesota,   as   well  as 
Michigan,  has  reached  the  closing  years 
of  its  magnitude,  and  that  from  now  on 
the  suceecling  years  will  be  marked  by 
a  steady  decease  in  the  jdoduction     of 
white     jiine     lumLer.     The     arti.,<#c  says 
that  during  the  past  two  years  tTweiy  in- 
ductmenl  has  i.een  held  to  the  mills  f.^r 
a  heavy  output,  and  that  eveiy  resource 
was  strained  to  this  end  with.jut  result. 
This  view,  h.nvever,  is  not  held  by  the 
lumbermen     and     logging     operators  in 
Northuestern  Minnesota,  at  least  not  by 
any   of   those    whose   opinion   has   been 
asked  on  the  subject,  and  they  arj  men 
thai  are  certainly  in  a  position  to  know 
more  of  the  white  pine  supply  in  North- 
western  Minne.^ota   than   the   writer     of 
the  article  in  the  Lumberman.     Several 
of   the    local    timbermen    were    seen    to- 
day, and   they  characterized   the  while 
idea  emhodied  in  the  aiticle  as  a  sort 
of  a  pipe  dream.     Said  William  Sauntry, 
of  Stillwater,  a   memiier  of  the  firm  of 
Musser-Sauntry,a  firm  that  has  for  years 
l;een    condUvting   some    of    the    heaviest 
logging  operations  in  the  Northwest: 

"It  is  true  that  there  was  a  big  fall- 
ing off  in  the  manufacture  of  white  pine 
lunioei    in   the  Northwest  in  lt>00,   but  it 
.\as  not  due  to  the  lack  of  the  timber. 
It   will   be  rememljered  that   the  loggers 
were  hindered  until  way  into  the  sum- 
mer   last    sertson    in    getting    their    logs 
out,  because  of  the  light  snow.s  the  pre- 
vious  winter  and   laek   of  rain    to  swell 
the  logging  streams  in  the  spring.       A 
large    part    of    the    logs    that        loggers 
were    formerly    in    the   habit    of   gnting 
out    in    the   early   spring    were   hung   up 
until    mid-summer    along    the       various 
logging  streams  in  the  Northwest.  The 
result   was  that  the  sawmills,  many  of 
them   ran  only  part  of  the  time.   Some 
did    not    begin    a    run    until    late   in    the 
season,  and  there  was  not  an  Instance, 
perhaps,   where   there   was  not  a   short- 
age of  logs,  not   because  there  was      a 
scarcity  of  timber,   but   because  it  was 
difficult   to   get   them   out   as   compared 
with   other  seasons.       If  we  had       had 
plenty    of   rain    last    spring    I    am    con- 
vinced   that    the    white    pin?   output   of 
1900   would   have  exceeded   that   of  any 
previous    year.        The    cut    might    have 
been  sm.^ller  than   it  really  was  had  it 
not   iic*n  for  thi-  fact  that  some  of  the 
mills  began  night  runs  toward  the  end 
of  the  season  to  catch  up  with  the  sea- 
son's cut. 

"It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  the  con- 
tinuous stream  of  white  pine  out  of  the 
N.rthwest  moans  that  in  cmiing  years 
there  will  li.-  little  tif  the  timber  left,  but 
it  is  the  tenor  of  the  article  that  th' 
closing  years  .)f  the  white  pine  industry 
are  at  hand,  and  this  I  do  not  believe  is 
true.  There  is  no  reason  for  getting 
scared  yet.  for  there  are  Immense  quan- 
tities of  white  pine  timber  left  in  Min- 
nesota and  it  will  be  many  years  to 
cime  before  any  appreciable  effect  will 
l)e    felt    from    the   heavy   output.       The

West  Point.  N.  T.,  Jan.  19.— The  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  house  of  rep- 
lesentatives  to  investigate  hazing  at 
the  military  academy  hopes  to  get 
through  witti  the  taking  of  testimony 
by  tonight,  but  it  is  likely  that  sessii  ns 
may  be  held  next  Monday,  as  seveial 
Avitnesses  have  yet  ts  be  examined.  The 
congressmen  are  anxious  to  get  away 
from  West  Point. 

The  first  witness  examined  this  mDrn- 
ing  was  Cadet  Fau  D.  Bunker,  of  Mass- 
achusetts, who  is  a  member  of  the  pres- 
ent third  class.  Last  nigfit  some  of  the 
"plebes"  told  the  committee  that  Pun- 
ktr  had  "braced"  them  and  given  thein 
tobasco  sauce  during  the  en<ampment 
last  siunmer.  One  of  them.  Cadet  IJillon, 
said  that  he  was  compelled  by  Bunker 
tj  swallow  from  a  half  to  a  teaspoontul 
of  the  sauce,  given  r:im  in  a  camp  spoiin. 
uCiicii  is  about  the  size  of  a  dessert 
spoin. 

Bunker  acknowledged  having  braced 
some  of  the  plebfs.  but  ^lenied  having 
ever  given  more  than  fifteen  dri-ps  of 
sauee  to  any  one,  and  when  Ju  ige 
^^nl!th  confronted  hiin  with  FMlUnt's 
testim  .ny.  the  witness  said  he  did  not 
It  collect  ever  iiaving  given  such  a  large 
quantity  to  Dillon  or  any  other  plebe. 

i;unker,  wlio  said  he  weighed  about  -00 
pounds  and  measured  ">  feet  ll^i  inches, 
only  remembered  having  hazed  two  men 
who  Wire  his  . cjual  in  physique.  Tae 
other  pUbes  whom  he  hazid  were  small 
men.  He  had  never  engaged  in  fights, 
fdtfier  as  prineii.al  or  assistant.  His 
hazing  rejiertory  was  rather  lirnltrd.  as 
he  conlin  'd  himself  to  bracing,  making 
men  sing  out  tiicir  wash  lists  t>  a 
popidai'  air.  tide  broom  sticks,  stand  on 
their  heads  and  charge  sparrows  with 
fixed   ba.vonets. 

Cadet  Louis  Brinton  was  asked  if  he 
knew  of  any  man  who  was  received 
into  the  acadotny  without  being  hazed. 
He  had  heard  of  or.e  case,  in  ISSX.  He 
escaped  I'V  whipping  every  'nan  who 
came  against  him.  "He  whipped  five  in 
one  «lav  and  thirty  altogether." 

Cadet  A.  J.  Lynch  of  New  York  was 
thortin,i:dy  "examine  1  by  the  committee- 
men, as  he  is  looked  upon  as  an  authority 
en  fighting  at  the  academy.  Wh>.  ti  (Jen. 
Dick  began  to  question  him  he  iie.Mme 
aigumentative,  and  sho  .k  his  finger  at 
the  chairman  several  times  when  party- 
ing some  of  the  general's  shots,  and 
spoke  in  an  insolent  manner  to  the  gen- 
eixl.  He  upheld  the  West  F'oint  fighting  | 
habit,  and  declared  he  w<uild  fight  any  '< 
man  of  his  size  and  weight,  and  said 
aay  man  who  would  not  do  likewise  was 
not  fit  to  go  into  the  army.  (len.

He  said  ho  had  done  mO  eagles 
for  Cadet  Dean.  i>ut  he  did  not  suffer 
any  ill  effects  from  it. 

.Mr.  \Vani;er  asked  him  about  his  hav- 
ing hazed  others,  and  said: 

"Do  you  know  that  your  illustrious 
father  hail  said  that  hazing  is  a  senseless 
custom  which  an  improved  civilization 
has  eradi.  ated?" 

"He  never  said  anything  to  me  about 
it,"  said  y.iung  Shciidan.

That  America  Should  Have 

Hilitaiy  Control. 


Washington.  Jan.  19.— The  expectation 
here  is  that  the  British  g.ivei  anient  will 
leturnlhe  amendt'd  Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty  with  amendments  of  its  own  and 
it  is  not  expected  thut  these  will  be  ac- 
ceptaMe  to  the  senate.  Whether  or  not 
this  expectation  is  based  on  advices 
from  Mr.  Choale  or  communications 
from  Lord  Pauncefole,  it  is  nut  possible 
to  determine. 

Omcials  say  that  ihey  have  no  knowl- 
edge of  the  character  uf  these  prul>able 
British  amendments,  so  it  Is  likely  that 
they  will  Ije  unacceptrfl**  to  the  senate 
is  liased  on  nothing  ni'^rn  than  a  general 
untlerstandina;  as  to  the  feeling  in  the 
senate  towards  the  whole  canal  pro- 
ject on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other 
of  the  broad  purpose  of  the  IJritish  gov- 
ernment to  avoid  a  complete  abandon- 
ment of  the  interests  it  has  heretofore 
claimed  and  asserted  over  isthmian 
transit. 

Tile  London  Spectrnor,  in  an  article 
discussing  the  question  today,  said: 

"It  is  a  matter  of  business  and  not  of 
manners.  We  hold  thrit  it  Is  to  the  in- 
terest of  the  Uriti.'^h  empire  that  the 
canal  should  Ije  ma«le,  provided.  of 
cour.se,  it  is  canal  which  shall  be  u.'»?d 
on  equal  terms  l>y  all  ships.  We  are 
the  greatest  maritime  nation.  Any 
and  every  increase  in  the  waterways 
of  the  world  must  bv  to  our  profit. 
When  once  the  Nicaragua  canal  is 
made,  we,  the  carriers  of  the  world, 
shall  obtain  a  certain  part  of  the 
benf^-lits. 

"It  seems  pretty  certain  that  the  canal 
will  never  be  built  as  a  commercial  en- 
terprise. The  cost  will  be  too  great.  The 
I'nited  States  government  is  prepared 
to  mal:e  the  canal,  provided  America  is 
allowed  to  control  the  waterway.  We 
should  allow  military  control.  Neutral- 
ity could  not  be  enforced  in  war  unles" 
tliere  was  some  one  in  effective  military 
control.  The  Spanish.  when  their 
fleets  were  intending  to  go  to  Manilla, 
by  way  of  the  Suez  canal,  began  to  com- 
nlit  a  breach  of  neutrality.  What 
stopped  them  was  not  paper  regulations, 
but  the  strong  arm  of  the  British  mili- 


tary control  of  Egypt.  In  tho  same 
way,  if  the  Nicavaguri  canal  was  neu- 
tral only  on  paiier  and  we  were  at  war 
with  a  first  class  naval  power,  we  may 
l)e  sure  the  neutrality  would  lie  vio- 
lated. If  America  were  on  the  spot  in 
force,  there  could  be  no  tampering  with 
the  canal."

Canal  Ferry  Problem. 


The  accompanying  cut  shows  the 
latest  design  for  the  proposed  aerial 
ferry  over  the  ship  canal.  The  ori- 
ginal design  was  more  on  the  order  of 
a  suspension  bridye.  with  steel  cables 
stretched  l>etween  tovwrs  on  either 
shore,  and  the  car  sii»i>ended  by  ver- 
tical cables.  Thiij  now  design  substi- 
tutes stiff  truss  work  for  the  caliles  so 
as  to  give  the  luidpt-  additional  strength. 

On  t'ither  bank  of  the  ship  canal,  at 
Liake  avenue,  would  be  erected  steel 
towers.  They  w<iuld  l>e  design,  d  to 
appear   light  and   graceful,   while   being 


pos-ihle  to  operate  the  car  by  hand 
power  from  the  shore. 

The  distance  to  be  traveled  by  the 
car  is  -401  feet.  The  speed  must  not  be 
le.-=s  than  four  miles  an  hour  and  in 
twcrtiy-fuur  hours  the  car  would  have  to 
make  120  trips. 

The  car  would  have  a  floor  space  2'>  by 
40  feet  and  a  capacity  to  carry  a  double 
truck  street  car  loaded,  equal  to  twenty- 
one  tons,  and  stand  100  pounds  per 
square  foot  Ijesides.  There  would  b?

Between  the  pillars  at  a  height  suffl- 
clent  to  permit  the  passage  of  the  larg- 
est vessels,  a  s<jrt  of  stiff  truss  bridge 
would  be  built,  the  ba.se  of  this  over- 
head bridge  being  142  feet  above  the 
water.

The  city  would  pay  the  owners  a  stipu- 
lated amount  each  year  the  same  as  it  is 
now  doing  to  maintain  the  ferry  ser- 
vice. 

In  case  the  bridge  should  obstruct 
navigation,  the  city  would  receive  $1  a 
minute  for  every  minute  over  half  an 
hour,  but  if  the  oljstruction  would  be 
removed  in  half  an  hour  no  penalty 
would  be  imposed.

Orders  are  sustained  in 
volume,  and  that  pronounced  easy 
money  in  the  interior  is  still  stimulating 
business  is  shdwn  by  exchanges  at 
leading  cUies  outside  New  York  f<ir  the 
week  14.26  per  cent  larger  than  in  l?v,'0 
and  17.8  per  cent  above  1809.  At  New 
Yojk  the  record  is  a  gain  of  77.3  per  cent 
over  I'JOO  and  37.3  ner  cent  over  ISUS*. 
Retail  trade  luts  not  d(i<lined  as  much 
as  usual  since  the  holidays.  Textiles 
show  more  lift-. 

Tt;e  iron  and  steel  industry  in  steady. 
The  past  week  has  br.jught  no  new 
dtveiopmcnts,  and  quotations  are  un- 
changed. There  is  a  notable  lack  of 
new  contracts  covering  large  oi>era- 
tions,  but  many  small  orders  are  placed 
and  mills  are  well  occupied.  Expjrl 
inquiries  are  fewer,  but  manufactuiers 
exhibit  no  concern  on  this  point.  Work 
is  so  vigorously  prosecuted  at  the  fur- 
naces that  demand  for  fuel  increases 
and  coke  production  in  the  Connells 
ville  region  exjiands.  Coal  also  maves 
more  freely  at  Pittsburg,  delaved  ship- 
ments being  harrier  forward  witCi  the 
aid  of  high  water. 

Another  m  ulerate  increase  occurred 
in  sales  of  wi.ol,  but  there  is  still  a 
heavy  loss  compared  with  preceding 
years.  Manufacturers'  stocks  are  gen- 
erally onsideibd  low.  nevertheless  they 
buy  only  for  immediate  needs  and  con- 
tinue to  take  mainly  the  cheaper  grades. 
Results  at  the  London  auction  sale  were 
more  satisfactory  than  antic  ipated,  buy- 
ers cimpefing  vigorously  for  the  offer- 
ings. \\tiieh  were  quite  as  heavy  as  ex- 
pected. Pri^e.s  Were  from  5  to  ~\-i  per 
cent  better  than  the  previous  sahC  and 
tlus  modei-ate  advance  had  some  intlu- 
ence  on  the  ton  here  without  affecting 
actual  prices. 

Boot  and  shoe  shops  are  as  a  rule  well 
occupied.

There  is  one  remedy  for  the^rnost  op- 
r-res.'sive  evils  of  trusts  upon  which  the 
leading  economists  substantially  agree. 
That  is.  the  just  and  '.bvious  remedy  of 
itmiiving  from  the  tariff,  as  a  practical 
first  step,  the  duties  which  protect  those 
monopolies.  Publicity,  which  is-  also 
generally  recommended,  is  .=omethin.g 
that  will  otherwise  prove  extremely  dif- 
nrull  to  obtain;  but  jiublicity  of  a  most 
vf^!uable  kind  would  be  secured  by  thi.s 
first  step.  It  would  eliminate  from  the 
investigation  the  now  unknown  extent 
to  which  protective  ta.xes  foster  trusts, 
at  the  same  time  that  it  remcvved  their 
power  to  make  our  people  jjay  more  for 
trust  products  than  their  value  in  the 
markets  of  the  world;  and  it  would,  liy 
concentrating  attention  upon  the  re- 
maining cau.ses  of  complaint  against 
trusts,  help  greatly,  not  only  to  reveal 
many  features  that  cannot  now  be 
clearly  distinguished,  but  also  to  point 
out  what  further  remedies  may  be 
needed. 

This  view  is  not  advanced  as  the  po- 
litical capital  of  a  party.  It  is  held  by 
thoughtful  men  of  both  partie.a,  and  by 
men  indifferent  to  party.  l)ut  alive  to 
the  needs  and  welfare  of  their  country.

"The  Immediate  puipo.=e  of  protective 
duties  is  to  restrain  competition  and 
build  a  wall  around  the  protected  in- 
tere.=ts.  We-  .start  in  excluding  the 
competition  of  the  foreigner.  It  is  not 
strange  that  we  should  pass  on  to  an 
exclusion  of  competition  by  our  fellow- 
citizens." 

Yet  every  sincere  protectionist  must 
call  to  mind  that,  whenever  protective 
duties  have  been  imposed,  increased  or 
retained  in  revisions  of  our  tariff,  their 
principal  justification,  and.  Indeed,  their 
avowed  puri)iise,  has  always  been  to 
create  or  stimulate  competition  in  this 
country.  Nothing  is  clearer  than  that 
every  protected  interest  which  has  en- 
tered into  one  of  the  combinations 
called  "trusts."  has  broken  the  promise 
under  which  it  obtained  its  tariff  pro- 
tection, and  should  be  summarily  de- 
prived of  it.

Now  that  the  geological  and  natural 
history  survey  of  Minnesota  is  stopped 
uncompleted  though  it  is,  efforts  must 
be  made  to  continue  a  survey  that  will 
ultim.ately  disclose  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  state. 

It  must  not  be  sujiposed  that  with  the 
closing  of  the  work  of  the  late  survey, 
under  Professor  N.  H.Winchell.  and  w  ith 
the  publication  of  its  final  report,  tiie 
investigation  of  the  geologj'  of  the  state 
is  a  finished  thing.  Geology  is  a  pro- 
gressive science,  and  requires  continual 
work,  even  after  the  examination  shall 
have  Ijeen  thoroughly  finished  once.  In 
the  case  of  Minnesota,  neither  sufficient 
time  nor  funds  has  been  at  the  dis- 
posal of  Professor  Winchtjll  and  his  as- 
.sistants  to  permit  a  first  examination 
to  be  carried  through  to  the  end. 

Owen  and  Earnes  and  Houghton  and 
Irving  carried  the  geology  of  Western 
Lake  Superior  and  Northern  Minnesota 
to  one  stage;  Winchell  and  Grant  and 
others  have  lifted  it  to  another.  There 
it  is  stopped.  The  question  Is,  shall 
the  stop  be  a  permanent  one?  Probably 
no  one  who  realizes  the  situation,  who 
knows  what  has  been  added  to  the 
early  researches  by  the  later  ones,  how 
the  suggestions  first  made,  the  ideas 
originally  formulated  hare  been  followed 
and  extended,  added  to,  proved  or  dis- 
proved, by  the  later  work,  will  want 
the  present  stop  to  be  any  longer  than 
necessary.  Minnesota  is  too  young  and 
ignorant  of  her  own  wealth,  too  crude, 
to  cease  now. 

There  is  probably  not  a  county  in 
Minne.'ota  but  would  benefit,  perhaps 
to  a  vast  ameunt,  by  a  continuance  of 
tho  survey  on  a  broad  scale.    Wisconsin 


knows  this,  and  having  finished  one  sur- 
vey, now  starts  another  on  a  broader 
scale  than  Minnesota  ever  reached. 
Such  states  as  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania, that  have  been  at  work  half  a 
century,  are  still  at  it,  and  if  they  can 
find  the  need  for  renewed  work,  Minne- 
sota, with  its  vast  area.  Its  important 
geological  questions,  its  vast  wealth  in 
soils  and  minerals,  can  certainly  do  so 
also. 

The  general  opinion  is  that  all  the 
stale  geological  survey  is  for  is  to  map 
the  iron  regions,  so  far  has  public  in- 
teiest  in  iron  transcended  that  in  other 
minerals  and  geological  conditions. 
Conceding  that  the  work  In  iron  is  done — 
though  it  is  not  by  any  means — there  is 
a  catalogue  of  further  work  too  long  for 
this  discussion.  To  mention  a  few  of 
the  sources  of  great  mineral  wealth  yet 
to  be  examined,  ther  aie  liie  peats,  the 
kaolins  and  brick  clays,  the  brines,  the 
mineral  waters,  the  marl.*!  and  lime- 
stones, the  cement  works  and  Ijuilding 
stones,  and  many  more.  The  soils  of 
the  state,  under  the  law  constituting 
the  original  survey,  should  have  beon 
analyzed  and  examined.  No  funds  were 
ever  available.  Possibly  no  branch  of 
tho  work  is  of  gi eater  importance  than 
this.  That  brines,  apparently  n?  valu- 
ai)le  as  those  of  Michigan,  exist  in  Min- 
nesota i.«;  not  generally  known,  but  it  is 
so.  They  need  examination.  There 
should  be  a  complete  topogi-aphical  sur- 
vey of  the  state. 

The  present  legislature  can  do  noth- 
ing that  will  give  it  greater  renown 
in  the  years  to  come  than  to  take  steps 
for  the  further  examination  of  the 
resources  of  Minnesota  on  such  a  scale 
a.s  is  commensurate  with  the  importance 
of  the-se  resources,  and  for  the  publica- 
tion of  the  results  of  such  examination 
as  widely  as  possible.

Bryan  Club  Would  Fill  Vacan- 
cies Where  Candidates 
Can  Be  Found. 


There  was  an  interesting  meeting  of 
the  Bryan  club  last  evening  at  which 
the  coming  city  campaign  was  dis- 
cussed. The  new  Democratic  city  com- 
mittee was  announced,  as  forecasted  in 
last  evening's  Herald,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  T.  J.  McKeon  was  named  for 
chairman  in  the  place  of  Fred  Ryan. 
The  latter  had  been  offered  the  place 
late  yesterday  afternoon  but,  follow- 
ing the  precedent  set  by  other  promin- 
ent Democrats  recently,  he  declined  the 
honor.  R.  C.  Mitchell,  to  'Aliom  as  chair- 
man of  the  re<-ent  city  convention,  was 
left  the  selection  of  the  committee,  in- 
formed the  club  that  he  would  be  glad 
to  receive  its  recommendations  in  re- 
gard to  the  chairmanship.  Mr.  Mc- 
Keon's  name  was  proposed  by  H.  \V. 
Cheadle  and  the  cluli  unanimously  en- 
dorsed him.  He  protested,  but  Mr. 
Milchel!  appointed  the  committee  as 
follows: 

T.  J.  McKeon,  chairman;  James 
Wal.'^h,  First  ward;  John  Kerns.  Second 
ward:  Harris  Bennett,  Third  ward; 
J'^hn  Me..is,  Fourth  ward;  E.  R.  Rube- 
nack.  Fifth  ward;  E.  F.  Heller,  Sixth 
ward:  Joseph  Nylander,  Seventh  ward; 
and  James  Connelly,  Ei.ghth  ward. 

Or.  this  e.oninitteo  rests  the  responsi- 
bility of  filling  the  three  vacancies  now 
on  the  ticket,  or  leaving  one  or  all  of 
the  places  open.  Committeeman  John 
Mears,  from  the  Fourth  ward,  called  for 
an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  matter 
of  leavin.g  the  nomination  for  comp- 
trollership  open  and  conllicting  opini«ms 
came  thick  and  fast  fr<^m  all  (Jirections. 

Several  set  med  to  think  that  leaving 
the  complrolleiship  o]ien  wi)uld  be  a 
compromise  \vilh  the  Republicans  and 
M.  H.  Mc.Mahon,  John  E.  Davies.  Theo- 
dore T.  Hudson.  John  H.  Brigham  and 
others  s}ioke  against  it. 

A  res(iiution  was  linally  adopted  ex- 
pressing it  as  the  sense  of  the  Bryan 
club  that  the  city  committee  should' till 
all  vacancies  where  they  could  get 
strong  candidates,  but  in  places  where 
candidates  v.ere  known  to  be  weak,  the 
nomination  shou'd  be  left  open.

The  jiortiditure  was  exceedingly  care- 
ful, yet  free  and  buoyant,  rejilete  wp.h 
slrol^^..^  for  popularity,  yet  going  at  no 
p<.int  beyond  the  lines  of  good  ait,  and 
making  up,  as  a  whole,  the  finest  piece 
of  original  work  that  t.iis  versatile  act- 
ress liad  ever  turned  out. 

The  Princess  Mary  came  into  view 
pictorially.  The  plai  e  was  a  pretty  part 
of  Windsor  Park  lieside  the  river.  Theie 
she  was,  an  unruly  termagant  in  an 
altercation  with  lur  royal  brother  over 
his  scheme  to  marry  her  to  t&ie  king  of 
France.  Iiut  very  soon  she  reveal"! 
herself  a  tender  wcnnan.  though  still 
wilful  and  capricious  in  taking  from 
Brandon,  the  Suffolk  sriuire  whom  she 
loved,  a  first  lesson  in  the  step  he  had 
breugCit  from  Paiis.  This  dance,  to  a 
iunt>  of  the  ptiiod  jdayed  by  Lady  Jano 
r.olingbroke  on  a  lute,  was  a  pleasant 
sight  to  see,  and  it  served  to  get  the 
sweethtarts  together  with  girlisii 
coouetry  by  her  and  manly  admiration 
l.*>'    him. 

T!ie  action  thus  liegan  at  a  piint 
about  half  way  thr  >Ui;'i  the  novel,  and 
proceeded  witii  the  fiight  of  the  sweet- 
heaits  for  Spain,  their  capture  and 
separation,  the  enforcement  of  the 
inincess  into  marriage  with  the  ag-d 
French  king,  tier  release  from  nominal 
matrimony  l>y  his  death  and  her  final 
wedlock  with  her  faithful  lover.  P.y 
that  time  the  acerbities  of  her  nature 
were  sweetened,  and  in  an  epilogue  she 
described  herself  as  no  more  a  princess 
of  England  n^r  a  queen  of  France,  but 
the  meek  and  lowly  subject  of  CHiarles 
Brandon,  her  beloved  bird  and  master. 

If  this  acting  version  of  "When 
Knighthood  Was  in  Flower"  had  not 
contained  a  variegated  character  for 
Miss  Marlowe,  and  if  she  had  not  put 
into  it  all  her  skill  of  versatility,  the 
faults  of  the  play  mig&it  have  been  de- 
stiurtive.  Biit  with  the  lu'ri)ine  put  for- 
ward ."Strenuously  by  tb.e  dramatist  and 
ontrancingly  by  the  actress,  the  aud- 
ience knew  little  and  cared  less  about 
the  general  quality  of  the  piece.  It  was 
an  unoiiginal  transfer  of  material,  but 
did  not  lose  anything  essential  to  Mary 
Tudor's  own  courtship  and  marriage. 

It  was  crude  and  clumsy  in  some  of 
the  construction,  but  the  felicities  of  ifie 
principal  actress  .ind  the  fine  shiwiness 
of  the  scenes  compensated  and  con- 
cealed tho  lack  of  extra'^rdinary  merit 
in  the  ce-'mposition.  Onl.v  one  se-me.  thnt 
of  a  brutal  onslaught  on  Mary  by  the 
dauphin  of  France  while  his  king  was 
barely  dead,  was  preposterous.  T^iat 
was  of  a  melodramatic  discord  in  a  ph'.y 
that  was  almost  all  comedy,  and  some 
of  it  very  good  comedy.  Mr.  Kester 
h  id  not  used  scissors  and  paste  without 
skill. 

Miss  Marlowe's  success  with  this  jday 
is  suie  to  be  so  great  that  she  might 
v.<  n  have  afforded  to  hire  an  abler  com- 
pany. Bruee  McRae  made  a  good  figure 
as  the  valiant  lover  of  the  princess,  and 
he?  spoke  well  when  he  was  permitted  la 
.'"ay  anything,  but  the  loqiiacitj'  accord- 
ed to  the  star  in  their  dialogues  left 
little  time  for  him  to  use  his  tongue. 
He  was  kept  silent  to  an  (^xtent  that 
niadt»  him  seem  a  dummy  in  spirit  as 
Well  as  in  sjicech.  Charles  Harbury 
was  an  a^nusing  Henry  VllI,  Norah 
Lamison  a  pleasant  I^ady  Jane  Boling- 
brokc,  and  Donald  McLaren  an  im- 
rietuous  Sir  Edwin  Caskoden.  But  there 
was   much    weakness  in   the  cast.

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THE  REMEDIES 
OF  TRUSTS 

Steps  That  Led  to  Trusts 
Must  Be  Retraced  As 
Preparation   For 
Furtiier  Rem- 
edies. 

By  Professor  John  Baacom,  of 
Williams   College. 


It  is  not  surprising  that  the  people  of 
the  I'nlted  Slates  have  been  startled 
an  dalarmed  by  the  sudden  accumula- 
tion of  wealth  in  the  hands  of  a  few, 
and  have  been  ready  to  resort  to  direct 
and  violent  legislation  against  trusts, 
the  most  conspicuous  objects  in  this 
concentration  of  power.  Our  free  in- 
stitutions must  secure  proximate  equal- 
ity of  social  advantages  or  th^y  lose 
their  value  and  their  charm.  We  are 
not  to  be  cheated  with  the  empty  ap- 
pearance of  political  power  when  the 
suljsiantial  blessings  of  life  are  taken 
from  us.  Our  institutions  are  good  or 
bad  aecordlrg  to  the  breadth  of  op- 
portunity they  confer  upon  us  all.  We 
need  not  be  Socialist  looking  for  an  im- 
mediate or  an  arbitraiv  division  of 
wealth  and  yet  may  hold  fast  to  a  gen- 
eral e<iuality  of  opp..rtuniiies  in  each 
generation  as  of  the  very  substance  of 
liberty.  If  we  cannot  secure  this,  if 
labor  and  skill  become  unavailing,  or 
yield  between  man  ar.d  man  very  dis- 
looport'onate  returns,  then  the  tou.-^ 
ations  of  the  social  and  political  fa'onc 
give  way. 

Thr*  extraordinary  success  of  a  few 
trusts,  like  the  Standard  Oil  trust  .and 
the  sugar  trust,  the  mastery  they  have 
gained  over  the  pri-.-mt  and  the  still 
greater  mastery  they  are  iht  reby  se- 
curing over  the  future,  the  eagerness 
v.lth  which  their  exu:nples  are  being 
emulated  in  every  fo;  ;n  of  manufacture 
have  awakened  the  people.  like  an 
earthquake  shock,  to  ^  sudden  and  ex- 
treme sense  of  danger.  This  threat- 
ened concentration  of  power  is  certainly 
an  evil  that  canre.t  I.e  wisely  neglected 
or  s^Token  of  slightingly.  It  lias  already 
reached  large  dimensions,  and  Is  re- 
doubling its  eff.irts  for  farther  progress. 
Its  many  failuiis  do  not  cancel  its  great 
successes. 

In  the  flurry  of  this  fear  we  are  in 
danger  of  doing  in-Ilieient  and  foolish 
things,  and  of  missing  the  .sober  rem- 
edies which  He  close  at  hand.  A  trust 
is  coming  to  be  defined  as  any  combina- 
tion of  capital  so  lar^e  and  so  exclusive 
in  its  cb.1ect  as  to  l>e  dangerous  to 
general  freedom.  Tiu  re  is  nothing  pe- 
culiar in  trusts  to  separate  them  from 
corporations,  and  they  can  be  resolved 
into  corpoi  ations. 

Tn  inquiring  into  the  new  danger 
whi'  h  has  been  dev  loped  in  connect! m 
with  trusts,  we  are  t..  lemember  that 
corporate  action  lia^  been  our  most  re- 
markable development,  and  one  of  the 
most  successful  of  onr  pr.eluctive 
agents.  H<nv  then  has  it  so  sud<lenly 
taken  on  an  inimical  roi<m  and.  like  aii 
infuriated  elephant,  broken  from  the 
h.'uid  that  has  held  it  to  service?  Cor.i- 
bination  brings  imnn'nse  power.  We 
cannot  affoid  to  pticrifi<e  that  powor. 
for  its  ultimate  object  is  the  general 
welfaie.  Wt  cannot  let  it  accumulate 
without  the  strictest  surveillance,  or  it 
is  at  once  diverted  from  its  pub'.ic  ser- 
vice and  begins  to  trample  under  foot 
those  whom  it  should  .'id.  The  first  in- 
quiry. therefi»re.  the  wis>>  man  m  iki?.s  is: 
"La\e  v,e  given  insecure  (•on<llr!ons. 
inadequate  satcguai-ds  to  this  ii.iwer- 
ful  mech.mism  of  jiroduction.  and  if  we 
corieet  this  error  will  it  resuma  its 
stei'dy  and  safe  revolutions?" 

This  ouestlon  admits  but  one  anssver 
in  reference  to  the  terms  we  have  made 
for  capital  and  with  capital  in  its  un- 
precedented expansion.  Our  first  duty  is 
to  modify  these  terms  and  thea  watch 
the  results. 

These  unwise  terms  conceded  tei  capi- 
tal .ire  numerous,  and  we  know  that  its 
unsafe  accumulation  of  power  has,  in 
some  of  the  mo.^t  marked  cases,  come 
in  ciose  connection  withour  negligence. 
Thus  the  Standard  Oil  company  owe.; 
Its  prosperity  largely  to  unfair  terms 
mac=e  with  railroads,  and  has  been  built 
up  by  the  negligence  of  the  people  in 
prosecuting  their  own  rights,  by  their 
failure  to  require  that  the»  highways  of 
(omnifiee  should  render  etpial  Sv^rvice 
to  them  all. 

<ither  formidable  combinations  as 
the  sugar  and  steel  trusts,  have  been 
safeguarded  by  the  tariff.  The  people 
have  jdoteeted  them  in  their  infancy 
and  nourished  them  in  tlicjr  strength  till 
they  c-an  bid  us  all  defiance  and  shape 
legislation  to  their  wishes. 

Competition,  once  regarded  as  i^  - 
sutllcient  remedy  for  combination  aiul 
exaction,  has  been  found  to  be  some- 
what less  universally  applicalde  than 
was  supposed.  We  are  now  in  danger  in 
turn  of  underrating  it  both  in  it.--  in- 
trinsic Importance  and  in  its  corrective 
power.  The  possibility  of  competilion 
means  the  preservation  of  liberty.  If 
one  is  excluded  from  taking  part  in  one 
and  another  form  of  i)roduction,  he  so 
far  loses;  a  central  portion  of  his  rights. 
In  the  triplet,  "life,  liberty  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness,"  an  essential  part  is 
libert.v— liberty  in  all  the  productive  op- 
portunities of  life.  Shorten  one's 
liberty  and  to  that  degree  yt.u  render 
nugatory  the  other  two,  life  and  the  lair- 
suit  of  happiness.  I'nrestrained  com- 
petition stands  for  unrestrained  powers, 
and  the  prosperity  that  goes  with  th.  m. 

The  immediate  iiuri)ose  of  protective 
duties  is  to  restr.iin  cmipetition  and 
build  a  wall  around  the  jirotected  in- 
terests. We  start  in  excluding  the  com- 
petition of  the  foreigner.  It  is  not 
strange  that  we  should  pass  on  to  an 
exclusion  of  competition  by  our  fellow- 
citizens.  If  we  can  permanentl.v  raise 
prices  by  law  against  our  fellow-citi- 
zens, what  principle  of  equality  or  good 
fellowship  remains  Ao  iirevent  a  still 
farther  pushing  up  of  prices  by  com- 
bination'?  The  result  is  the  same,  and 
the  method  is  more  legitimate.  We  have 
not.  in  our  second  step,  gtme  beyon  i 
the  domain  of  economics. 

What  conclusion  then  can  possibly  be 
more  plain  than  thL*.  that,  in  a  com- 
munity in  which  competition  has  been 
restricted  first  by  protection,  then  by 
competition,  till  the.  liberty  of  produc- 
tion has  been  lost,  tve  sliould  retrace 
our  steps,  remove  our  duties  and  give 
to  competition  all  the  freedom  possible. 
Till  this  is  done  and  the  results  fully 
disclosed,  legislation  to  limit  the  right 
of  coml'ination  is  likely  to  be  harsh,  un- 
satisfactory and  ineffective.      What   .ve 
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want  is  not  more  but  less  legijala^jQH^ 
a  full  restoration  of  natyral  j^rq^s  that 
we  may  see  wh^t  correction  there  iS  in 
them.  Throw  dov,-u  the  Wall  with 
which  we  have  mat^e  the  great  Corpor- 
ation so  safe  in  getting  i..o\\er  and  let 
it  contend  in  its  us^  of  that  power  with 
the  full  stream  of  commerce  which  is 
wont  to  bring  beneficent  opportunity 
and  liberty  to  the  great  mass  of  citi- 
zens. 

l"he  temper  of  the  trust  Is  a  align 
one,  disregardful  of  the  general  wel- 
fare in  pursuing  its  own  Interests.  But 
pnite'-tion  from  the  l)eginning  has  nour- 
ished this  evil  disposition  and  conse- 
crated it  as  patriotic.  When,  therefore, 
it  culminates  in  combinations,  it  is  only 
the  llowcr  and  fruit  of  a  plant  of  our 
planting;  it  is  only  a  completion  of 
what  we  have  justified  to  ourselves 
from  the  lieginning. 

Take  the  iron  interest  which  has  l.een 
a  favorite  object  of  proteetiun.  It  is  not 
content  with  its  immense  natural  ad- 
vantages; it  is  not  content  with  high 
duties:  a  nail  trust  must  be  formed 
and  prices  which  reach  every  house- 
hold in  the  land  be  pushed  up  50  and 
100  j-ier  cent. 

The  interest  of  the  workman  has  h^sn 
kept  in  the  foreground  as  a  cloak,  and 
colorable  claim,  in  framing  protective 
laws,  but  what  sympathy  was  shown 
with  the  workman  in  the  Homestead 
affair?  Why  was  there  the  need  of  a 
law  to  prevent  the  importation  of  con- 
tract lal'or?  What  respect  does  that  in- 
fant industry,  now  that  it  has  passed 
into  the  hands  of  millionaires,  into  the 
stage  of  political  power,  manifest  for 
the  needs  of  the  government  that  has 
riouri.^hed  it  to  these  gigantic  propor- 
tions? When  plate  aimor  is  called  for, 
extortionate  prices  are  forced  down  onl.v 
by  the  threat  of  ciimpetition  restored  n 
their  manufacture  liy  the  state.  What 
a  comment  on  protection!  The  destruc- 
tion of  foreign  competition  and  then 
an  effort  to  escape  the  results  by  gov- 
ernm-ntal  competition.  Let  us  h.ive  all 
the  competition  there  is  in  the  com- 
mercial world;  let  us  feel  every 
that  b:ows:  let  us  free  ourse-lves 
the  artifieird  shackles  that  we 
laid  on  production  or  ailowc-."!  t  > 
up  in  it,  and  then  we  shall  be  prepared 
to  say  vehat  farther  remcdie.'j— for 
remedies  we  must  have — are  ne^^d-^d

In  onler  to 
avoid  walsie  in  triminint-.  and  have  the 
slices  of  uniform  size,  the  li.'-ead  c:in  b«; 
bake.l  at  home  in  baking  powder  boxes.

EARLYDAYSIN  DULUTH 

W.  W.  Spalding  Concludes   His    Interest- 
ing Reminiscences  of  the  Pioneers 
of  the   Lake   Superior 
Region. 


(.Continued  fru;n  last  Saturday.) 
In  l>v.6  Mr.  Cash  and  myself  fitted 
out  or  grub  slak.d  several  persons  to 
go  to  the  head  of  the  lake  about  Duluth 
to  make  homestead  or  pre-emption 
claims.  Among  these  men  were  W.  W. 
Kingsbury,  ^^"bo  wa«  elected  from  Du- 
luth to  the  teiritorial  legislature; 
Samuel  McQuade,  who  was  sheriff  of 
St.  L'lUis  county  fipr  some  time  and  who 
was  in  a  sash  and  d  >or  factory  in  part- 
nership with  Mr.  i'atterson,  also  from 
Ontonagon,  on  Mimesota  Point;  Wil- 
liam ^\■hitesic!es.  K.ibert  Johnson  and 
Benjamin  J.  Annstr^ng. 

In  tho.se  early  days  steamboats  on  the 
lake  Were  such  a  curiosity  that  when 
the  whistle  of  one  v.as  heard  nearly 
evei'y  man.  woman  and  child  in  Onto- 
nagon would  rush  to  the  d'>oks  and 
bea-h  to  see  it  come  in.  When  the 
preachers  gavf  out  their  text  from  the 
pulpit  on  a  Sunday  they  would  an- 
nounce that  services  would  hi  held  >n 
.such  and  such  a  day  and  hour  "pro- 
vided i;o  steambo.it  arrived."  Now  it 
is  no  uncommon  .si-ht  to  see  thirty  t<> 
lifiy  steamers  in  L»uluih  harbor  at  one 
time. 

Among  the  emigr:^nts  from  Ontonagon 
to  the  head  of  tiie  lake  that  became  pro- 
minent citizens  of  Diiluth  and  Sup-erior. 
bc-sides  those  prievimisly  inenuoned  were 
Peter  Dean,  a  v^ ell-ienjembered  mer- 
chant of  Duluth  and  one  of  her  nonored 
mayors;  Jas.  i:2dw;,iils.  oi  West  Super- 
ior; Dr.  S.  S.  Walfiunk,  a  weli-known 
phy.-^ician;  Chaiie.s  vVitl,  Herman  Hurg, 
P.  Doran,  chief  of  police  in  Du!uLh  un- 
der Mayor  i-'utphin;  V.  S.  Wilkin.cvin. 
Mrs.  Kanny  Cash  aiid  sons.  D.  O.,  James 
and  Chailes;  E.  an.l  A.  Kuf;ler,  L.  He- 
Kail.  1.  C.  Spaldins;  and  family.  L.  M. 
Spalding  and  faniily,  L.  Webber,  for 
many  years  a  merchant  on  Superior 
street,  but  now  in  CElifornia;  a  Mr. 
Whcclock,  who  was  a  clothing  mer- 
chant in  Old  .Superior  until  his  death; 
and  John  Levine.  of  the  St.  Paul  & 
Duluth  iroiKht  ollice. 

Lak-  Superior  .s?ets  up  some  pretty  big 
storms  at  times.  an;l  wiiile  not  con- 
sidered especially  danuisnus  it  has 
caused  the  los.'^  of  much  T5»operty  ;ind 
many  lives  during  my  time.  In  1S47 
the  schooner  ilerchant  was  lost  wiih 
all  on  Ixjard.  In  IS-IS  th-»  schoiner  John 
Jasob  Astor  stiuck  a  rock  and  sunk  in 
Co). per  harbor.  In  1S.".<5  the  old  steamer 
Superior  was  partly  burned  in  July  and 
foundeicd  off  th?  Pictured  Rocks  in  the 
same  fall.  In  1(^72  the  steamer  Lottie 
LJernard.  Cant.  Xorris,  foundered  off 
Beaver  bay  on  the  north  shore.  In  Xo- 
vombe.r,  1S5S.  the  schooner  Algonquin, 
C;ii>t.  Jack  Ansus,  sunk  at  Sujierior.  In 
ISCl  the  steamer  Seneca  went  down, 
iMsin.sr  no  live.*:.  in  ISjO  the  steamer 
Monticello  foundered  off  Portage  canal 
loaded  with  copper.  RtM-t.  30.  1?54,  the 
steamer  Baltimore  yent  down  off  the 
Pictured  Rocks,  rarrying  w  ith  her  over 
100  people.  In  1857  the  steamer  Sun- 
I'cam  f.iundrrcd.  carryin.g  down  .ai:  on 
board,  except  a  Frenchman  from  Su- 
peri(ir.  Amonj;  her  i>assenp:ers  were 
A.  Col-urn  and  Abner  ."Sherman,  two  of 
Ontonasron's  most  prominent  citiz^nis. 
July  in.  1S76,  the  steamer  St.  Ciair.  with 
a  number  of  Duluth  people  on  board, 
was  burned  off  Elm  river,  below  Onto- 
nagon, and  twtr.ty-seven  people  lost 
their  lives.  Among  those  saved  was 
John  B.  Sut]«hip.  afterward  mayor  of 
Duluth.  In  November,  issi.  the 
steamer  Manistee,  Capt.  John  McKay. 
foundered  off  Porcupine  mountain.^;,  in 
a  big  storm  and  all  on  board  w  M-e  lost. 
in  AuRUSt.  1S">^.  I  moved  from  Orto- 
na.tron  with  my  family  ui>on  my  mining 
claim  on  the  mineral  range,  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  wrst  of  Maple  Grove.  I 
was  appointed  p-stmaster  of  Creenland 
postoffice  by  President  Ttuchanan.  just 
previous  to  the  presidential  c-lcction  of 
1*^60.  I  was  notified  by  the  Democratic 
committee  of  Detroit  to  contribute  J2,"> 
to  the  campaign  fund  of  the  party. 

This  request  1  answered  liy  refusing, 
and  stating  that  I  proposed  to  vote  and 
use  my  influence  for  the  election  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.  My  letter  was  pub- 
lished, and.  of  course,  my  official  head 
rolled  into  the  Democratic  waste  basket. 
It  was  rot  a  terrible  sacrifice,  however, 
as  the  receipts  of  th^  office  amounted  to 
only  about  J3  per  (ju.aJter. 

In  September,  ISfiO.  fvlr.  Cash  sold  my 
claim  to  New  York  parties,  who  or- 
ganized a  mininpT  company  on  it  and 
named  it  Ogem.aw  (chief).  It  had 
worked  it  for  two  years  with  E.  Hol- 
land, of  Hought'>n.  Mich.,  as  j>artner, 
and  had  got  out  enough  copper  to  make 
it  pay  us.  I  remained  with  the  com- 
pany as  agent  or  superintendent  of 
their  mine  until  it  closed  down  in  1R6R. 
In  the  spring  of  ISSJ*  I  came  up  to  Du- 
luth and  made  arr.^ngements  to  build  a 
store  building  at  the  corner  of  Fifth 
avenue  west  and  Superior  street,  where 
the  Spalding  hotel  now  stands.  This 
was  the  first  building  erected  in  what  is 
the  Third  divisim  cif  Duluth  after  it  was 
platted. 

I  was  a  resident  of  Ontonagon  county 
twenty-five  years,  and  in  all  my  life  I 
have  never  lived  in  a  community  so 
harmonious  and  composed  of  such  trust- 
worthy peoi>le.  Among  all  the  mine 
agents,  mining  captains,  clerks,  doctors 
and  business  men  generally  there  were 
no  cases  of  one  trying  to  beat  the  other. 
Among  tho.«'e  I  distinctly  remember 
were  J.  B.  Townsend,  Capt.  William 
Harris,  Dr.  Flanner.  Chynouth  of  the 
National.  Henry  Buzzo  of  the  Toltec, 
W.  E.  Dickinson  of  the  Bohemian, 
Jason  Hanna,  S.  S.  Robinson,  F.  G. 
White,  L.  C.  Patterson,  E.  C.  Sales. 
Capt.  E.  Jennings,  Capt.  Steven  Partin, 
W.  P.  Spalding.  Among  the  merchants 
and  business  men  of  my  kindest  regard 
were  W.  M.  Millar,  James  Morcer,  C.  G. 
Collins,  James  Carson,  James  A.  Close, 
James*  Burton  Shaw,  L.  M.  Dickens,  E. 
Sayles   and   William   Cocdon,   of   Onto- 


nagon; L.  Stannard,  B.  T.  Rogers, 
James  E.  Hoyt  and  James  Harring,  of 
Rockland. 

In  January,  1S6P,  word  was  received 
that  Mr.  Cash  was  dan^rously  sick  at 
Canandagua,  N.  Y.,  and  I  hastened 
there  to  see  him.  I  found  his  oldest 
aon,  D.  G.  Cash,  and  his  daughter  Agnes, 
at  his  bedside.  He  was  alive  when  1  ar- 
livc-d,  1'Ut  he  passed  away  that  night, 
Jan.  29.  The  Masons  turned  out  in 
force  and  attended  his  funeral  and 
placed  his  l>ody  in  a  vault  until  the 
opening  of  navigation  the  next  spring, 
when  it  was  shipped  to  Ontonagon  and 
laid  at  rest  in  a  cemetery  on  his  own 
farm.  A  monument  of  Duluth  granite 
erected  by  his  widow  and  children  now 
marks  his  grave.  He  came  of  fighting 
stock.  In  ls;35  his  brothers  George  and 
John  went  from  Tr.vanda  to  Texas. 
George  was  killed  with  Crockett  at  the 
historic  taking  of  the  Alamo.  John  was 
taken  prisoner  at  Fanninga  defeat  and 
drawing  a  black  l>ean  was  shot.  His 
oldest  son.Maj.  D.G.  Cash,  a  well-known 
attorney  of  Duluth.  was  one  of  the  first 
to  enlist  In  Ontonago  county  when  th^ 
rebellion  broke  out. 

In  the  summer  of  1S69  myself  and  my 
brother,  I.  C.  Spalding,  had  erected  a 
store  building  on  the  corner  of  Superior 
street  and  Fifth  avenue  west,  where 
the  hotel  now  stamls.  In  the  spring  of 
1870  1  tore  down  a  dwelling  house  at  On- 
tonagon, 1  loaded  it  upon  a  steamer  and 
brou.ght  it  to  Duluth,  rebuilding  it  on 
the  S'lUthwest  corner  of  Second  street 
and  Fifth  avcnue  west.  In  August  of 
that  year  I  moved  into  it  with  with  my 
family. 

On  the  boat  on  which  we  came  to  Du- 
luth were  the  two  sweet  singers  from 
Buffalo.  George  Sherwood  and  F.  Mc- 
Wharter.  who  regaled  us  with  "Up  in 
a  Balloon"  and  other  fine  songs,  and 
who  with  P.  Dor;^n  and  Frank  Burke 
afterward  formed  Duluth's  famous 
quartet.  In  the  fall  of  1870  I  was 
elected  an  alderman  and  served  during 
the  i'Uilding  of  the  canal  and  dykes. 

In  1S73  the  Jay  Cooke  panic  hit  Duluth 
hard  and  knocked  the  stuffing  out  cf  all 
her  citizens  and  the  city  for  a  l<jng 
time. 

Dec.  21.  1874.  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
railroad  was  incorporated.  The  incor- 
porators were  W.  W.  Si>alding.  C.  M.ir- 
kell,  C.  P.  Bailey.  P..  S,  Riusell,  J.  C. 
Hunter.  L.  Mendenhall,  J.  D.  Enign.  P. 
Michell.  L.  M.  Dickens.  J.  B.  Culver, 
George  C.  Stone.  W.  R.  Stone  and  J.  I). 
H<:war<l.  I  waH  tbe  first  president,  and 
continued  in  that  capacity  until  1Sn3. 
when  the  organization  was  absoi!>ed  by 
a  part  of  the  members.  I  had  (organized 
the  company  and  selected  the  incorpor- 
ators in  the  interests  of  an  Ontonagon 
syndicate  that  had  obtained  large  tracts 
of  land  near  the  Vermili')n  rantr^,  in 
0-12  and  13.  It  was  intended  to  build  a 
road  to  get  at  these  lands. 

In  187r,  the  Duluih  &  Winnipeg  Rail- 
road company  was  incorporated,  the 
incorporators  and  first  bonid  of  direc- 
tors being  A.  M.  Miller,  A.  J.  Sawver. 
John  il.  Hunter.  It.  C.  MUvhell.  Jam-s 
Kardon.  H.  M.  Fcyt  m^ndAv.  W.  Spald- 
ing. I  was  'nade  iircsid*.nt  and  con- 
tinued to  act  as  such  until  ]Ss3.  In  No- 
vember. ISM,  ground  was  l>r..ken  for 
the  construction  of  the  road  by  a  Bos- 
ton company  to  which  we  had  disposeJ 
of  the  franchise.  The  agreement  for 
the  sale  of  our  interests  was  made  in 
the  spring  of  ISSl  with  J.  B.  Billheimer. 
acting  for  the  Boston  parties,  among 
whom  were  H.  J.  Bonrdman,  Capt. 
Cooper  and  Charles  W.  Whitcomb.  Ennil 
Ilartman  was  engineer  and  draughts- 
m.m.  We  were  to  receive  $:i0.t»f»0  in 
cash.  SIOO.O'W  in  l>onds  and  l.">00  shares 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  but 
the  Boston  company  failed  and  we  got 
only  a  small  part  of  what  we  were  iiro- 
mised.  The  franchise  afterward  went 
into  the  possession  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railroad  company  and  the  road 
was  built  by  the  North  Star  Construc- 
tion company,  of  which  Mr.  Fisher,  of 
St.  Paul,  was  general  manager.  It  is 
now  owned  by  ilie  Great  Northern  road, 
of  which  it  is  a  part. 

The  swamp  lond  grants  to  the  Du- 
luth &  Iron  Range  Railroad  company 
by  act  of  the  legislature  approved 
March  f«.  187.^.  were  turned  over  to  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg  Railroad  company 
by  an  act  approved  March  9.  1S7S. 

Oct.  1.  1S71,  the  foundation  was  begun 
for  a  plow  factory  on  the  bank  just 
west  of  v\hf*re  the  T'nion  -depot  now 
stands.  It  was  completed  in  the  spring 
of  1S7.T  and  machinery  installed,  and 
plows  were  manufactured  for  about 
three  years  with  some  success.  Then  it 
burned  down  with  no  in.surance,  and 
we  never  rebuilt  It.  Between  1870  and 
1880  I  was  for  three  years  president  of 
the  St.  Louis  County  Agricultural  .so- 
ciety, two  years  president  of  the  cham- 
Icr  of  OTini  I'Mce  one  yea-  sccietary  of 
the  board  of  trad^.  and  I  was  a  direc- 
tor of  the  first  blast  furnace  which  was 
built  on  Rice's  Point  in  1873. 

Owing  to  the  scandal  about  the  land 
office  in  1881,  I  was  appointed,  without 
solicitation  on  my  part,  as  rec-eiver,  with 
Judge  Carey  as  register.  It  appeared 
that  frauds  in  the  pre-emption  and 
homestead  filings  for  pine  lands  had 
been  the  rule  of  the  oftice.  A  public 
sale  of  land  was  held  during  the  fall  of 
1S82,  and  from  this  and  other  sources  I 
took  In  during  the  two  years  that  I 
was  In  office  as  receiver  over  $1,000, 000, 
which  went  into  I'ncle  Sam's  treasury. 
In  18S4  I  was  turned  out  of  oflUce 
through  the  influence  of  parties  whose 
enmity  I  had  incurred  by  opposing  cer- 
tain fraudulent  entries. 

Ground  was  broken  April  9,  1S87.  for 
building  the  Spalding  hotel,  and  it  was 
completed  and  opened  for  business  June 
10.  1889.  The  building  is  seven  stories 
high,  built  of  brownstone.  brick  and 
iron,  covering  a  space  150  feet  by  115 
feet,  and  it  cost  $350,000.  Its  beginning 
was  the  forerunner  of  the  great  boom

Kven  in  New  Zealand  the  sport  of 
curling  is  enjoyed,  though  the  players 
have  to  go  into  the  mountainous  regions 
to  find  ice.  A  New  Zealander,  who  le- 
cently  saw  expert  curling  in  Canada, 
wrote  this  descriinion  for  the  benefit  of 
the  natives: 

"The  ice,  which  lay  sulid  on  the 
giound,  seemed  to  be  six  or  eight  inches 
thi(  k  and  was  watered  and  renewed  as 
required.  It  was  haidly  so  clear  or 
smooth  as  I  expected,  but  three  months' 
constant  play  and  traffic  accounted  for 
Its  mottled  appearance.  The  play  was 
from  a  notch,  no  "cramfit  used,  and  be- 
hin  dthe  notch  lay  a  loose,  heavy  beam 
of  wood,  which  acted  as  a  buffer  for 
those  stones  played  through  the  ring. 
As  a  iule.  the  game  was  "drawing'  or 
'laising,*  very  little  of  the  "chap  and 
lie'  business,  but  what  interested  mc 
most  was  the  exhibition  of  artificial  bias 
imparted  to  the  stones.  After  the 
leaders  had  played,  nearly  subsequent 
stone  was  deliv-red  with  v.hat  is 
termed  the  "in  turn"  or  'out  turn'  twi.st, 
resulting  in  a  bias  of  as  much  as  two 
feet  occasionally.  The  feasibility  of 
imparting  a  bias  at  will  has  often  been 
discussed  by  New  Zealand  curlers,  but 
I'Wir.g  to  the  shoit  seasons  and  the  com- 
]nirative  rarity  of  perfectly  true  ice  for 
a  test,  the  point,  so  far  as  I  know,  is 
still  in  dispute.  Most  of  the  old  curlers 
were  skeptus  and  I  myself  was  an  un- 
believer. Whether  or  not  a  bias  can  be 
imparted  when  the  ice  has  a  perfectly 
smooth  surface,  I  am  not  yet  positive, 
but  with  sulRcient  roughness  to  enable 
the  stone  to  •bite'  and  the  bias  is  a  cer- 
tainty. 

•Instead  of  holding  his  stone  with  the 
handle  across  the  clme  of  play,  the 
CaiMidian  cuiler  holds  his  fore  and  aft, 
as  a  sailor  would  say,  with  the  open  end 
toward  his  body,  and  at  the  moment  of 
deliveiy  gives  an  outward  or  inward 
turn  to  the  stone.  But  it  must  be 
gently  done,  the  bias  taking  effect  in 
the  last  few  yards  as  the  stone  comes 
t(j  a  rest.  In  one  game,  the  Canadian 
skip,  placing  his  broom  a  couple  of  feel 
to  risht  or  left,  would  say,  'J'lay  there, 
in  turn.'  or,  'F'lay  to  that,  out  turn,' 
while  the  Scottish  skip  (the  game  was 
Canada  vs.  Auld  Scotia)  would  call, 
"D'ye  see  my  besom,  Sandy?  Weel, 
play  tae  it  oot  turn,  but  dinna  be 
roarin'.  The  calls  and  directions  were 
not,  as  a  rule,  couched  in  the  vernacular 
considered  orthodox  in  Central  Otago— 
always  cxi-ejiting  those  of  our  skip, 
whose  Doric  was  as  bi-oad  as  his  native 
Clyde.  For  the  famiy  cry  of  'Soop  'er 
up,'  the  Canadian  substitutes  'bring  her 
along'  and  'up  brooms'  when  satisfied. 
The  'besom'  was  fty  oidinao'  American 
broom  i:ot  to  be  conipaied.  I  thought, 
with  the  handy  article  in  u.se  in  Canada. 
The  it  e  being  under  coyer  and  very 
hard,  however,  sweeping  was  not  .so 
great  a  factor  as  in  outdoor  play. 

Most  of  the  curlers  in  New  Zealand 
are  Scotchmen.

The  world's  production  of  copper  lor 
the  same  year  is  estimated  at  434,000 
long  tons,  of  which  the  United  Slates 
produced  234,000  tons,  or  54  per  cent  of 
the  total  amount.  For  the  current  year 
of  1901  the  mines  of  this  country  will 
make  practically  60  per  cent  of  the 
Wi)rld's  output. 

The  news  that  another  assessment  is 
probable  on  Mohawk  stock  is  not  sur- 
prising to  observers  here.  The  mme 
has  l>een  developed  very  rapidly,  and 
the  property  will  enter  the  producing 
stage  capable  of  a  very  heavy  produc- 
tion, without  crowding  the  mine  un- 
duly. This  sort  of  development  reiiuires 
cash,  and  a  great  deal  of  it.  but  in  the 
case  of  a  property  of  such  merit  as  the 
Mohawk  it  is  proper  policy  to  call  on  the 
irhareholders  for  whatever  sums  may  ue 
r'.iiuired  to  start  the  mine  rightly  rather 
than  to  wait  for  the  mine  to  earn  a  por- 
tion of  the  money  reriuired  to  bring  it  to 
the  point  that  will  have  been  reached 
in  this  case  when  the  mill  is  started.  It 
is  better  for  shareholders  to  pay  in  the 
money  now  than  to  have  the  "Pine's 
earnings  put  back  for  some  vears  into 
development  work,  with  the  likelihood 
that  the  period  of  expansion  and  the 
reaching  of  the  dividend-paying  stage 
v.ould  come  at  abuut  the  time  when 
mateiiially  lower  prices  for  the  prod  act 
are  liable  to  rule. 

Recent  development?  at  the  WiU'^na 
include  the  starting  of  a  diamond  drill 
hole  in  section  2S,  begun  with  a  view  to 
intercejiting  tho  southern  continuation 
of  the  Baltic  lode,  supposed  to  exist  in 
that  vicinity,  and  the  linding  of  very 
rich  ground  in  tho  second  level,  where 
developments  have  been  unsatisfactory 
until  very  recently.  The  betterment  in 
the  prospects  of  the  Winona,  so  marked 
during  the  past  few  weeks,  has  led  to 
talk  <.f  the  revival  of  the  Kaukauna 
notation,  which  was  abandoned  in  the 
sprij^s  of  l!5'.)9.  The  proposed  Kaukauna 
includes  the  Stonington  or  Everett  and 
•  Shaw  niut  properties,  located  in  the  Wi- 
nona district.    * 

It  is  believed  locally  that  explorations 
will  be  begun  next  spring  on  the  Globe 
property,  lying  next  south  of  the  Cham- 
pion mine  of  the  Copper  Range  com- 
pany. The  Olol>e  includes  five  square 
miles,  stretching  entirely  acro.ss  the 
mineral  belt,  from  eastern  to  western 
sandstone,  with  a  width  giving  some- 
thing less  than  a  mile  and  a  quarter  of 
outcrops  on  any  and  all  cupriferous  lodes 
existing  at  that  point  on  the  copper 
range.  The  Clobe  property  was  bought 
for  a  small  sum.  about  115.000,  a  few 
\cars  ago,  when  the  limits  of  the  pro- 
ductive part  of  the  copper  l)elt  were 
contracting  rather  than  expanding,  but 
probably  could  not  be  bought  today  for 
forty  times  that  amount.  It  is  virgin 
soil,  never  explored,  but  in  view  of  the 
wonderful  results  secured  at  the  Baltic, 
Trimountain  and  Champion,  is  easily 
the  most  promising  tract  of  unexplored 
territory  now  to  be  found  in  the  lake 
copper  district.  It?  value  is  necessarily 
problematical,  but  the  prospects  of 
opening  a  rich  mine  upon  the  eastern 
end  of  the  tra<'t  are  very  bright. 

It  is  hopea  to  have  the  Baltic  ."settled 
in  its  new  mill  in  season  to  make  a  good 
showing  of  copi^er  produced  for  1901 
The  '  ompletion  of  the  Baltic  mill  is 
awaited  eagerly  by  the  Champion,  which 
will  fall  heir  to  the  use  of  two  stamps 
in  the  Atlantic  mill  as  soon  as  the  Bal- 
tic can  disoense  with  them. 

The  Isle  iloyale  mill  is  rapidly  nearing 
completion,  and  in  another  ninety  days 
will  be  nearly  ready  to  start  work.  Ijar- 
ring  unexjiected  delays.  The  Mass  mill 
cannot  lie  finished  as  soon  as  had  been 
hoped,  owing  to  great  delay  in  the  ar- 
rival of  material,  but  will  be  able  to  turn 
out  considerable  copper  before  the  close 
of  the  year. 

A  large  mass  of  copper,  the  size  of 
which  is  not  yet  known,  has  been  struck 
in  the  liottom  of  No.  2  shaft  of  tho  Ad- 
venture, by  tributors.  less  than  three 
years  ago, 'shortly  before  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  present  Adventure  Consoli- 
dated company. 

IJnwatering  at  the  Michigan  is  pro- 
ceeding steadily,  and  the  carefully 
worked-out  plans  of  the  management 
for  the  freeing  of  the  old  Minnesc)ta  from 
the  w.iter  that  has  filled  its  lower  levels 
for  a  generation  past  are  being  executed 
with  clock-work  precision. 

Although  exact  figures  are  not  at 
hand,  and  will  not  be  obtainable  for 
nearlv  six  months,  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  production  of  coiiper  by  Michigan 
mines  in  the  year  1900  was  approxi- 
matelv  150.000. OOfi  pounds. 

No.  6.  the  southernmost  and  in  many 
jespects  the  greatest  shaft  of  the  Osce- 
ola is  producing  considerable  quantitie.- 
of  heavy  copper  as  well  as  a  steady  run 
of  fine  stamp  rock.  .  ^^     ^    . 

The  January  pnMluction  of  the  Quincy 
will  be  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
mine  thanks  to  the  new  stamps.  In- 
stead of  the  new  mill  crowding  the 
mine,  as  hSs  been  unkindly  predicted  l>y 
pessimists,  the  mine  is  pushing  the  mill 
to  its  maximum  capacity.  Capt.  Harris, 
the  manager  of  the  Quincy.  h.as  not 
spent  forty  years  in  mining  copper  in 
this  district  without  knowing  where  the 
rock  is  coming  from  bofore  the  mill  is 
opened.  Such  a  mistake  is  frequentl> 
made  bv  men  younger  at  the  business, 
but  is  not  likely  to  occur  in  the  mines  of 
the  Stanton,  Bigelow-Lewisohn  or 
Quin(y  managements.  The  men  at  tho 
li^ad  of  the..=e  propertes  have  served 
apprenticeships  too  long  and  arduous  to 
commit  mistake?  of  this  sort. 

The  Oi-ceola  shaft  of  the  Allouez  is 
now  making  a  better  showing  In  copper 
than  at  any  previous  time,  and  enou^.;h 
of  the  metal  is  in  sight  to  prove  quite 
encouraging  to  the  management,  which 
has  l^een  per.*istent  and  courageous  in 
the  face  of  gieat  discf»uragements. 

A  marked  imjirovement  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  Kearsavge  lode  is  taking 
place  in  the  shafts  of  both  the  Centen- 
nial and  South  Ke^rsarge  mines.  This 
is  in  keeping  with  the  history  of  the 
Wolverine  and  Kearsarge  mine?,  opened 
on  the  same  beds  a  short  distance  north- 
ward. 

Encouraging  reports  continue  to  come 
from  the  Victoria.  The  finances  of  this 
I'roperty  have  been  managed  with  such 
exceeding  jirudence  that  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  original  working  fund 
is  still  intact  and  available  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  mine,  though  an  assess- 
ment ^^  ill  be  required  to  build  and 
equip  a  mill.

Everywhere  that  bulletins  are  posted 
sorrowing  crowds  have  gathered  await- 
ing the  outcome  of  her  majesty's  illness. 
Preparations  made  in  all  official  quarters 
for  all  eventualitie.^  indicUe  the  expec- 
tations of  those  who  might  be  supposed 
to  be  best  informed.

of  which  were  not  specified. 

Cowes.  Isle  of  Wight.  Jan.  21,  12:15 
p.  m.— The  queen's  slight  rally  of  this 
morning  was  followed  by  a  gradual 
sinking,  which,  if  continued,  will  re- 
sult in  her  speedy  death.  No  surpri.se 
will  be  felt  here  if  her  death  is  an- 
nounced at  any  moment. 

Shortly  before  this  announcement 
was  made  Emperor  Williain  of  Ger- 
many, the  prince  of  Wales  and  their 
party  drove  to  Osbjrne  house.  A  large 
crowd  met  them  as  they  disembarked 
at  Cowes.  Naturally  there  was  no 
cheering,  but  the  men  present  took  theii- 
hats  off  and  the  German  emperor  cor- 
tlially  and  frequently  responded  by 
bowing.  They  drove  to  Osborne  house 
in  open  carriages.  The  prince  of  Wales 
appeared  to  be  half  di-.zed,  and  the  duke 
of  York's  eyes  were  red,  while  tho 
duchess  of  Connaught  did  not  cease 
crying. 

Thre  was  intense  relief  at  Osborne 
house  upon  the  arrival  of  the  imperial 
and  royal  party,  for  several  times  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  morning  it  was 
feared  the  queen  would  not  live  to  hear 
of  the  prince  of  Wales'  return.

Mutual  Devotion  of  the  Royal 

Couple  a  Rcmance  of 

History. 


Alcxandrlna  Victoria,  queen  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  empress  of  India, 
was  born  at  Kensington  palace  on  May  24, 
liiy.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  duke  of 
Kent,  tourth  son  of  George  Hi,  and  the 
I'rincess  Victoria  Mary  Louisa  of  Saxe- 
Coburg-Saalrteld,  relict  of  the  hereditary 
prince  of  Leiningen.  Her  father  died  a  iew 
months  after  the  birth  or  his  daughter, 
who  was  brought  up  under  the  care  of  liis 
widow.  Her  education  was  intrusted  to 
the  duchtss  of  Northumberland  and  her 
training  was  better  educationally  and  olii- 
erwise  than  usually  falls  to  the  lot  of 
princes  or  jirincesses.  I'rudence  and  econ- 
omy were  esiiecial  iVatuiis  of  her  euuca- 
tion  antl  she  was  taugiii  to  be  self-reliant, 
brave  and  sysiematical. 

She  succeeded  to  tiie  throne  on  the  death 
of  William  IV,  tlurd  son  ol  George  ill, 
June  »»,  lyil,  wnen  the  crowns  of  Kngland 
and  Hanover,  which  had  been  worn  by  tiie 
.-aine  itci^on  siin'e  ilie  aci'e;^:siou  of  George 
1.  in  1714.  wei-e  seijaraled,  t:ie  former  de- 
volving upon  tile  young  princess  and  the 
latter,  ny  virtue  of  the  banc  law,  falling  to 
ilie  duke  of  Cumberland,  the  iate  king  s 
youi!,t;er  broiiier. 

A  pretty  description  Is  given  by  Miss 
^^  yjui  of  the  manner  in  which  the  youug 
sovereign  received  the  news  of  her  acces- 
sion to  the  tlirone.  It  was  u  o'clock  iu  the 
morning  when  the  arciibishoi)  of  (.'aal<-r- 
bury.  the  lord  cliambt-rlain,  the  ina;iiuis 
of  Coynghaiii  and  Or.  ilowley.  who  bad 
been  in  atlendanee  o!i  the  dying  king  at 
Windsoi-.  arrivi  il  at  Kensingion  palace. 

"They  knocked,  they  ran;,,  tney  th  m  ol 
for  a  eonsiuerabie  tune  before  tla.y  eouid 
arouse  t:ie  porter  at  the  gale.  They  were 
again  kept  waiting  in  the  courtyard,  then 
lurntd  into  one  of  the  lower  rooms,  where 
they  svtmcd  iorgottn  by  evor\  bod>  .  T.iey 
rang  tile  bell  and  de.-ired  that  l!ie  alleiul- 
ant  of  Princess  Viitoiia  might  be  sent  to 
inform  her  royal  highness  that  th<  y  re- 
iiuesled  on  auuleucc  on  business  of  import- 
ance. After  another  dtiay  and  another 
ringing  to  inqi.ire  the  cause,  the  attend- 
ant was  suaunoned.  wito  stated  that  the 
princess  was  in  sneii  a  sweet  .-^leep  toal 
she  could  not  venture  to  rjsturb  her.  Then 
they  said:  "We  are  come  on  business  of 
state  to  the  queen  and  e\  en  her  sleep  must 
give  way  to  tlmt.'  It  did.  and  t<j  prove 
that  she  did  noi  keep  them  walling,  in  a 
few  minuies  she  came  inio  the  room  in  a 
loose  wiiite  nightgown  and  shawl,  lier 
iiighteai>  thrown  oft  and  her  hair  laiUng 
ujion  her  shouiilers,  her  feet  In  slippers, 
tears  in  her  eyes,  but  perfectly  codccted 
and  dignified." 

j3he  was  crowned  in  Westminster  abbey 
June  -^.  l^^'^-  Some  Interest  was  taken  in 
the  tact  that  from  the  first  the  qu,  en  sub- 
scribed herself  simply  Victoria  and  not.  as 
luis  been  expected,  Alexandrin.'t  Victoria. 
The  duke  of  Kent  had  given  his  daughter 
the  name  Alexandrlna  in  compliment  to 
the  enqieror  of  Rus.~iia.  but  it  was  eon.^id- 
ered  very  wise  on  ihe  parr  of  the  young 
sovereign  to  employ  simply  the  name  of 
Victoria,  "around  wlilch  no  ungen'.;il  as- 
.'jociations  of  any  kind  hung  at  that  time, 
and  which  can  have  only  grateful  as.socla- 
tions  in  the  history  of  this  country  tEug- 
land)  for  the  future." 

With  the  death  of  William  IV  the  reign 
of  personal  goveriinie?it  fUded  in  England. 
When  Victoria  came  to  the  throne  the 
Whig  ministry  of  Lord  Melbourne,  for 
whom  she  had  the  strongest  nsard,  was  in 
power.  The  duke  of  Wellington  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Tories  would  never  have 
any  chance  with  a  young  woman  for  a 
sovereign,  but  iiefor*.  many  years  passed  il 
was  apparent  that  a  woman  could  be  capa- 
ble of  as  Kiiund  a  constitutlonjl  policy  and 
could  show  as  little  regard  for  personal 
luedil^eiions  in  the  business  of  govern- 
ment as  any  man. 

The  early  years  of  Victoria's  reign  were 
full  of  interest  and  excitement.  There 
were  the  rebellion  in  Canada,  the  antl-coni 
league,  the  chartist  agitation,  the  Jamaica 
(luestion,  the  never-ending  Irish  d.uostion, 
the  Afghan  war  and  the  v/ar  with  China. 
Along  with  these  events  came  the  intro- 
duction of  many  of  the  great  discoveries 
in  science,  indii.siry  and  commerce,  which 
are  now  consider*  d  specially  representa- 
tive of  modern  civilizatiOR.  A  reign,  says 
one  of  Its  clearest  historians,  which  was 
in  Its  earliest  years  the  application  of  the 
electric  c  urrenl  to  the  task  of  transmit- 
tin.g  mi  :-sages,the  first  successful  attempts 
to  mak".  use  of  steam  for  the  busin>'Ss  of 
trans-.Mlantic  navigat'on,  the  general  de- 
velopment of  tile  railway  system  and  in 
the  introduction  of  the  penny  p'lst  must 
be  considered  to  have  obtained  for  itself, 
had  it  secured  no  other  memr.irials,  an 
abiding  place  in  history. 

About  the  only  serious  clash  that  Vic- 
toria ever  had  with  her  various  minisuies 
occurred  in  is:«»,  when  Sir  Robert  Peel  trlf<l 
to  dictate  to  her  in  the  matter  of  select intr 
the  ladles  of  her  bedchamber.  Sir  Roltert 
was  actual,  (i  by  purei.e  pnlillcal  motives, 
but  his  manner  of  presenting  th^m  to  the 
young  <iu--en  otYenrl,  d  her  deepl.v  anil  she 
iefnsed  to  consent  to  a  course  which  sbe 
conceived  to  be  contrary  to  usage  and  v.-as 
repugnant  to  her  feelings.  This  que.'-tion 
led  to  a  return  of  the  Whig  government  to 
power.  Tl)ere  was  great  excu<'ment  and  at 
•  public  banfpi'ts  It  became  the  fashion  to 
toai't  the  queen  as  the  sovereign  of  spirit 
•'wiio  would  not  lei  her  belles  b;;  i)eek-d." 

Fel».  10.  IRIO,  Queen  \lctCiria  wa.-i  mar- 
ried to  her  cousin.  Prince  Albert  of  tiaxo- 
Cobnrg-fiolha.  This  was  a  love  natch, 
l.ure  and  simple,  but  the  young  sovereign, 
owing  to  her  position,  had  to  conduct 
the  negotiations  mainly  by  herself.  Dur- 
ing the  previous  month  she  had  forniaily 
\  notified  parliament  of  h' r  intention  to 
marry  her  cousin— a  step  which  she  trust- 
ed would  be  "conducive  to  th-r  interests 
of  my  peoi)le  as  well  as  to  m.v  own  do- 
mestic haiiplness."  The  announcement 
was  not  received  with  universal  satis- 
faction, but  a  cordial  reception  v.i.-i  ac- 
corde<l  Prince  Albert  0:1  his  Ian  ling  In 
Enjrend  several  days  before  the  marriage 
ceremony.  A  squabble  arose  in  parlia- 
ment as  13  the  allowance  to  be  made  the 
prince  The  jirojiosed  annttlty  was  $250,- 
HM  but  after  a  bitter  debate  was  cut 
dc»wn  to  Sl.'iO.oiXl. 

It  was  some  years  before  the  people 
thoroughly  understood  Princi^  Albert.  All 
his  action's  were  closely  watched.  U  was 
imagined  that  he  wouWi  endeavor  to  over- 
step his  limitations  as  the  consurt  of  the 
queen  and  trv  to  infiuence  j)olilIcal  af- 
fairs Put  this  feeling  v.-or<--  off  as  the 
excellent  personal  qualities  of  the  prlnc" 
became  known.  When  he  died,  Dec.  14. 
1^|^  the  national  grief  was  profound.  No 
man  it  was  admltte<l,  had  ever  devoted 
himself  more  faithfully  to  high  and  dif- 
ficult duties  and  words  of  commend iiion 
were  heard  nn  all  sides. 

"?:very  testimony  has  spoken.  '  says  one 
writer  "to  the  "singularly  tender  and 
sweet 'affection  of  the  loving  home  the 
queen  and  prince  had  mai>  for  them- 
selves. A  domestic  happiness  rare  even 
pmong  the  obscurest  was  given  to  thorn, 
and  there  was  something  poetic  nnd  ro- 
matic  in  the  sympathy  with  which  so 
many  faithful  and  loving  hearts  turned  to 
the  queen  in  her  hour  of  unspeakable  dis- 
tress." 

For  many  years  after  this  bere.ivenior.t 
the  queen  led  a  life  of  strict  seclusion.

DEATH  WAS  SUDDEN 


Devised  Large  Humber  of  Val- 

usbie  Improvements  On 

Telegraph  Systems. 


Newton,  Mass.,  Jan.  21. — Professor 
Elisha  Gray  of  Chicago,  who  was  a.sso- 
ciated  with  Arthur  J.  Mundy  in  the  i%er- 
fection  of  a  system  for  submarine  sig- 
nalling, died  suddenly  at  Newtonville 
last  night. 

He  was  stricken  while  on  the  street.  He 
was  picked  up  unconscious  and  caiTled 
in    to  a    neighboring     house,  where  he 

tiled. 

Prof.  Gray  had  been  visiting  Arthur  J. 
Mundy  and  his  brother  in  Newtonville, 
and  had  made  arrangements  to  go  to 
Maine,  today.  During  the  afternoon  yes- 
terdav.  Prof.  Gray  comiilained  of  feeling 
ill  and  consulte^l  Dr.  Talbot,  who  tola 
him  he  had  a  slight  acidity  of  the  stom- 
ach. Neuralgia  of  the  heart  Is  assigned 
as   the   cause   of  death. 


Dr.  Elisha  Gray,  a  prominent  inventor, 
was  born  near  Barnesvilie,  Ohio,  Aug.  2, 
1>^35.  He  was  apprenticed  at  an  early 
age  to  a  blacksmith,  and  afterwards  to  a 
carpenter  and  boat  builder.  On  the  com- 
pletion of  his  time  he  entered  Oberlin 
college,  where  he  devoted  special  atten^ 
tion  to  the  study  of  physical  science, 
workin.g  at  his  trade  meanv.-hlle  to  sup- 
port himself.  As  a  student  he  construct- 
ed the  pieces  of  apparatus  used  on  the 
class-room  exi)orimenlation. 

In  October,  1867,  he  obtained  his  first 
patent  for  telegraphic  apparatus,  and 
since  then  he  has  received  nearly  fifty 
nuie,  most  of  which  relate  to  tho 
telephone.  The  remainder  have  refer- 
ence to  the  telegraphic  repeater,  tele- 
graphic switch,  annunciator  and  tyi>e- 
writing  telegraph.  He  found  when  one 
end  of  a  secondary  coil  was  connec-ted 
with  the  zinc  lining  of  a  !iath-tub.  dry  at 
the  tipie.  that  when  he  held  the  other 
end  of  the  coil  in  his  left  hand.  an<i' 
touched  the  lining  of  the  tub  with  his 
right  hand,  it  would  glide  along  thC'  side 
for  H  short  distance  in  making  contact, 
giving  rise  to  a  sound  that  had  the  same 
Idtch  and  quality  as  that  of  the  vibrat-  • 
ing  contact-breaker.  This  di-^covery  led 
t.i'his  invention  of  his  speaking  tele- 
j)hon»-.  for  which  he  filed  specificitions 
Feb.  14,  1876.  its  peculiarity  is  that  it 
reproduces  speech  by  varying  the  rcsiet- 
ance  of  a  battery  current. 

In  November.  1874.  he  filed  a  caveat, 
and  in  January,  1877,  received  a  patent 
for  a  multiplex  telegraph.  His  system  ia 
based  on  the  ability  to  transmit  a  num- 
ber of  tones  simpultaneously  over  the 
same  wire  and  analyze  them  at  the  re- 
ceiving end.  Each  tone  will  l>e  audible 
on  a  particular  instrument  which  Is 
tuned  to  it,  but  no  other.  He  transmit- 
ted four  messages  at  the  same  time  on 
one  wire,  between  New  York  and  Lios- 
ton.  in  August,  1S75,  and  a  year  later  he 
succeeded  in  sending  eight  messages  in 
the  same  way  between  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  In  1S74  he  visited  Europe 
to  ptM-fect  himself  in  the  study  of  ac- 
coustlcs.  From  1869  to  1873  he  was  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  of  telegraphic 
apparatus  in  Chicago  and  Cleveland,  and 
since  has  held  the  position  of  electrician 
to  the  Western  Electric  Manufacturing 
company.  He  has  received  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  science,  and  ha.s  published 
"Experimental  Researches  in  Electro- 
Harmonic  Telegraphy  and  Telephony."

ACT  IS  PASSED. 

Philippine  Commission  Pass 

Act  For  Department  of 

Public  Instruction, 

Manilla,  Jan.  21.— Tlie  act  .■>iablishing 
the  department  of  public  Instruction  was 
unanimously  jiassed  by  the  I'liilippiiie 
ci.mmission  today  after  a  deljate  ln'twecn 
Connnissioners  Moses  and  Judge  Taft  over 
the  si'ction  lurmittiiif;  religious  insiruc- 
11' 'n    in   school    liuuses. 

The  conimissioner.s  originally  were 
unanimously  in  favor  of  the  section,  but 
Commissioner  Moses  soiju  became  eon- 
vii.ced  that  it  was  r.ot  wise,  and  today 
he  oftered  an  amendment  prohibiting 
the  teaching  of  religious  doi-trines  in 
school  i/Luldings.  Hf»  declared  the  com- 
mission would  disregard  its  instructions 
concerning  the  separation  of  (  huvch  and 
state  if  the  que-sti enable  provision  were 
enacted.  The  ccMnmissioner  character- 
ized as  groundless  the  fears  that  C.tth- 
olic  children  would  not  attend  jiuHlic 
si  hools  unless  reii.iiious  instruction  was  1 
permitted.  Ke  said  the  experience  with 
the  Philippine  schools  had  already  dem- 
on.sii  ated  tills. 

Refei  ring  to  ar.ffuments  of  the  Central 
Cathilica  in  favor  of  (^atholic  instruct- 
ors exclusively,  Conimissif)ner  Mose.s  in- 
sisted that  a  comjiromi.se  was  inadvi.-:- 
.^hle  when  one  of  tlie  jiarties  was  ijredis- 
posed  against  a  comniomise. 

Judge  Taft  oftered  a  substitute  per- 
mittign  the  teaching  thrice  weekly  b.v 
priests  and  ministers  to  pupils  whose 
riarents  desired  that  th»ir  children  re- 
ceive such  in.>»truction,  and  prescrioin.g 
the  dismissal  of  t'^a(;h<rs  who  atlemiJt 
to  instruct  pupils  privately,  and  minis- 
ters whose  teachings  create  disloyalty 
or  disorder. 

Concerning    the    plleged    disobedience 
of    the    administration's      instructio'is. 
Judge    Taft    said    the    questions    would 
be  wheitier  such  use  of  school  buildings 
v.-  >uld  involve  a  tax  on  th'^  people.     He 
cited  the  fae  ts  tliat  the  school  buildings 
in    use    were    being    use.l     for    political 
and  religious  purpo=pg.  notwithstanding 
the    opposite    attitude    of      the    Federal 
party    leaders.      The   judge   said    he    did 
not   believe  a   majority  of  ti^e   party  or 
of  tCie  people  were   ippisfd    to   it.     He 
beli'^veu     the     opposition     was     caused  I 
chietly  by  f^ar  of  ecclesiastical  control    j 
The  judge   did   not   believe  in    the  hir-  | 
archy  of  ih-  church  or  approve  of  the  j 
radical  propositions  of  the  Central  Cath-  | 
olica.     If  experience  proved  the  wisdom  1 
of  repea'ing  tCie  section  it  would  at  loas 
be  after  the  government  had  shown  that 
it    is    neither    pro-Protestant    nor    pro- 
C-sthcU-. 

Commissioner  Ide  sided  with  Commi'^- 
siorer  Moses  against  Judge  Taft  on 
the  substitute,  eAplaining  that  he  ques- 
tioned whether  Ir.e  substitute  acccm- 
pllsfied  the  purpose  sought.  After  the 
adoption  c>f  the  sub-»tltute  the  bill  was 
passed    unanimously.

W^st  Point  Hdzlng. 

Washington,  Jan.  21.— The  members 
of  the  house  committee  appointed  to 
investigate  hazing  at  West  Point  weie 
the  reciiiients  ttday  of  gene-^al  congrat- 
ulations upon  the  thorough  manner  in 
which  they  had  proljed  into  the  hazing 
practices  and  especially  upon  the  volun- 
tary action  of  the  classes  in  pledging 
themselves  to  abolish  hazing  so  far  as 
they  were  concerned. 

The  committee  tomorrow  -will  make  a 
report  and  recommer.d  legislation  which 
they  believe  will  result  in  the  abolition 
of  hazing  for  all  time  at  the  academy. 
The  committee  will  report  th.^.t 
hazing  has  been  geneiaHy  practices  and 
that  in  many  instances  it  has  been  of  a 
brutal  character  and  also  that  Hooz  was 
lu-utally  liazed,  but  will  ntd  ascribe  his 
death  as  the  resOU  of  the  hazing. 

While  the  committee  believes  tlie  ac- 
tion of  the  classes  bust  Saturday  was  in 
good  faith,  and  that  there  is  no  danger 
of  any  renewal  of  the  practice  .f  ha-iuig 
while  the  cadets  now  in  the  academy  are 
there,  some  of  the  meinl>ers  are  in- 
clined to  favor  the  administering  of  an 
oath  not  to  jnuulge  in  the  practice.

Of  the  great  treasui  e-producing  dis- 
tricts of  the  world,  few  if  any  of  them 
in  their  earlier  stages  of  develonment 
I'roduced  in  f  >ur  years  $70.OOO.(i!l0  eif  goKi, 
as  have  Alaska  and  the  British  Yukon. 
Indeed,  the  record  is  without  parallel, 
says  the  Seattle  Post-Intelligencer. 

Of  this  encrmous  sum  of  native  wealth 
—large  enough  to  p.^.y  ttie  debt  of  a 
nation— probably  $CO.OOO.OiJO  has  been 
shipped  to  Seattle.  Since  July  1,5.  ISt'?, 
the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  gov- 
ernment assay  ifflce  in  Seattle,  that  in- 
stitution has  handled  $-J0,2s0.c.01.2S  of 
native  treasure.  Ail  save  a  few  hun- 
dred t'nousand  dollars  came  fiom  the 
Alaska  and  Briti^C■^  Yukon  gold  fields. 
Theie  were  2.4'<,'».001.12  runces  of  the  total 
represented  in  IS.SO.S  deposits. 

The  total  outjtut  of  trie  Klondike  since 
Its  di;-covery  Assayer  Wing  e.-timates  at 
$47,000,000.  of  whieh  the  past  year  con- 
tril'Uted  about  $18,000,000. 

Nome's  yield  the  iiast  season,  despite 
several  months  eif  dry  weather,  during 
which  there  was  no  water  whatever  to 
■oork  the  mines,  and  ihe  blicdting  re- 
(eiverships.  was  about  $4,000,000.  Ov  r 
three-fourths  of  the  amount  came  to 
Seattle. 

In  all  the  great  gold-producing  empire 
there  is  not  a  worked  nut  placer  camp. 
Furtl:er,  the  bro.nder  statement  may  be 
made  that  in  no  section  of  Alaska  where 
a  systematic  search  tias  been  made  nas 
the  prosecutor  failed  to  find  g'ld.  In 
other  words,  in  every  district  which  was 
rroc'.aimed  a  gold  prof^ucer  the  predic- 
tion? have  been  verified. 

Copper  River  wa«  the  last  ti  prove  its 
v.orth  in  this  respect.  Widely  advci-tistd 
in  lsr<T-;-."\  as  containing  rich  filacer  dig- 
gings, about  oOOO  people  rushed  int<i  the 
country.  All  cf  ttiese  save  a  handful  of 
determined  prospe(  tors  left  the  counlry. 
declaring  it  is  destitute  of  gold  as  the 
Mojave  desert  is  free  of  blueglass.  Th  • 
bones  of  many  of  the  fortune  seek-*rs  lie 
buried  there.  Hundreds  were  stri'ken 
with  scurvy.  These  and  other  misfor- 
tunes m.ade  their  lot  a  hard  one.  Wil'i 
the  exception  of  the  Edmonton  route, 
mnre  nard-luck  stories,  tales  of  starva- 
tion, destitution  and  self-inflicted  pun- 
ishment came  from  the  Copper  Rivc^ 
than  from  all  other  mining  secti-.ns  .  { 
Al.Tska,  not  excepting  those  born  of  the 
mad  rush  of  inexperienced  men  to  the 
Klondike. 

But  t'ne  little  ban^  of  men  wh.-se  pluc.; 
and  .letermination  w  lulfl  not  permit 
them  to  ab.indon  th<--ir  search,  at  las- 
found  gold  In  the  valleys  of  the  Copper. 
Their  efforts  have  been  amply  rewarded. 
Trained  and  experienced  miners  say  th- 
Chistachina  diggings  arc  rich  and  grea- 
in  extent.  Ab'  ut  fifty  men  operated  in 
the  camp  which  was  not  discovered  un- 
til lat^  in  the  summer  of  1900.  Several 
cf  these  returned  late  in  the  fall,  a? 
noted  in  the  P.^st-Intelllgencer.  each 
with  $S00O  to  $10,000  in  gold  and  with 
full  and  authentic  details  as  ta  then 
discoveries. 

Now  preparations  are  making  for  a 
healthv  movement  to  the  Copper  River 
diggings  next  season.  The  exodus  to 
this  crmp  will  set  in  earlier,  perhap- 
ttian  that  to  any  other  di.'^trict  in  Alas- 
ka The  diggings  are  225  miles  In  the 
interior  from  P-rt  Valdes.  the  entrepot 
to  the  Copper  River  country.

W.  R.  Abercroin- 
bie"  Ignited  States  army,  is  constructing 
for  the  government.  Eventually  thi.-- 
road  which  is  to  bo  built  from  the  sea- 
board to  Eagle  City,  en  t>.e  America 
Yukon,  will  run  very  near  and  possibly 
through  the  heart  of  the  Chistachina 
district  The  government's  operation* 
in  the  Copper  River  country  also  in- 
volve th<>  construction  of  a  military  tele- 
''raph  line,  sixty  miles  of  which  are  al- 
ready up  and  in  operation.  The  enter- 
prise ^\ill  be  resumed  under  Capt.  Aber- 
crombie's  direction   in   the  spring.

vary  in  scope  from  engragementa  In  which 
thousands  of  our  troops  participated  to 
skirmishes  in  which  wagon  guards  had  a 
brush  with  guerrillas.  The  adjutant  gen- 
eral in  every  case  gives  the  organlzationn 
engaged  and  the  casualties  sustained. 
From  this  return  it  appears  that  from  Feb. 
4,  1S99,  to  June  30,  1900,  the  casualties  aggre- 
gated 33  officers  and  478  men  killed,  and  147 
officers  and  3076  men  wounded. 

QVEE\   VIVTOHMA. 

With  the  passing  away  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria, the  British  empire  loses  a  wise, 
able  and  much  beloved  ruler — aa  good 
a  sovereign  as  she  was  a  woman — whlrh 
is  saying  all  that  can  be  said — a  com- 
bination of  the  highest  claims  to  consid- 
eration found  among  the  rulers  of  the 
world,  and  of  which  the  British  have 
been  properly  proud.  She  had  the  dis- 
tinction of  living  longer  than  any  other 
Brltl.=h  sovereign,  and  she  also  occu- 
pied the  thrjne  for  a  longer  period  than 
any  other,  exceeding  in  the  latter  re- 
spect the  long  reign  of  tier  grandfather, 
George  III,  who  died  in  the  sixtieth 
year  of  his  reign.  Almost  82  years  eld. 
Queen  Victoria  sat  upon  the  British 
throne  for  more  than  sixty-three  years. 
She  was  only  a  month  beyond  the  girlisRi 
age  of  18  years  when  she  became  queen 
regnant  of  the  greatest  of  modern  em- 
pires. 

Victoria  succeeded  to  the  widest- 
spread  and  the  most  various  dominion 
that  ever  so  long  and  peacefully  ac- 
knowledged the  reign  of  one  monarch. 
Less  than  twenty  years  ago  the 
world  saw  tier  become  empress  of  India, 
thus  taking  the  place  which,  in  the  first 
part  of  the  reign  of  her  predecess.)r, 
Anne,  was  held  by  the  great  Aurung- 
zebe.  Though  the  house  of  Hanover  Si-id 
been  called  to  the  English  throne  some 
years  before  the  death  of  the  last  great 
Indian  emperor,  it  did  not  come  to  that 
throne  until  about  seven  years  after  his 
death;  and  even  then  no  one  had  the 
remotest  idea  of  what  the  English  were 
to  become  in  India— and  Clive  was  un- 
born. The  foreign  dominion  of  England, 
or  Great  Britain,  belongs  almost  en- 
tirely to  the  Hanoverian  time,  with  the 
exception  of  the  North  American  col- 
onies; and  while  the  West  Indian  pos- 
sessions began  principally  with  Crom- 
well, to  the  Stewarts  were  due  the 
Britain  that  grew  up  here,  and  most  of 
which  has  became  the  United  States. 
But  British  India— the  East  Indie.s— 
fairly  belongs  to  the  permanent  dynasty 
that  grew  out  of  the  English  revolu- 
tion, and  which  dates  from  1714.  It  be- 
.gan  in  the  reign  of  George  II,  and  it 
became  of  a  very  pronounced  character 
in  1757.  at  Plassey.  S3  there  was  reason 
for  making  the  best  member  of  the 
family  sovereign  of  India. 

So   far  as   b'.ood   and    birth  go.   prob- 
ably no  person  ever  lived  who  was  more 
worthy    of    being,  the    head    of    a    great 
empire   than   Queen   Victoria.     Her    de- 
scent, taking  account  of  it  only  as  far 
as  it  was  connected  with  England,  was 
indeed    very    ancient.        It    carried     her 
subjects'  minds  back  almost  1400  years, 
to    the   last    days   of   the   fifth    century, 
when   Cerdic   landed    in    Britain    (A.    D. 
495),   and   who    founded   the  kingdom   of 
Wessex  in   r.19.     Cerdic  established   that 
house  to  which  all  the  Saxon  kln.gs— as. 
for    convenience    sake,    they      may      be 
called— belonged;     and    Queen    Victoria 
was  his  representative.     The  descent  is 
clear  to  Egbert,  the  first  of  those  kings 
who    ruled    over    England,    In    common 
parlance.     Egbert  died   in  8.1f.,  and  from 
him  the  line  is  clear  to  Edgar  Atheling. 
the    last    male    ir.ombor.      He    was    the 
grandson  of   Edmund   Ironside;   and   the 
oldest  of  his  two  sisters,  Margaret,  mar- 
ried Jlalcolm,  king  of  Scotland.  Matilda, 
born  of  this  marriage,  became  the  wife 
of   Henry    I,    king   of    England,    son    of 
William  the  Conqueror,  and  third  Eng- 
lish   sovereign    of     the    Anglo-Nurman 
line.        From    this    marriage    have    de- 
scended   all    the    subsequent    sovereigns 
of  England,  except  Stephen.     It  restored 
Saxon  royalty,  and  because  of  It  Queen- 
Emi>re.-.<*  Vlctirla  was  the  representative 
..f  Cerdic,   and  also   of  the  old  Scottish 

kings. 

The  house  of  Plar.tagenet  began       to 
reign  in  England  A.  I>.  1154,  in  the  per- 
son   of  Henry   II,    whoso    father       was 
Geoffrey,    count    of    Anjou,    and    whose 
mother   was   the       Empress       Matilda, 
daughter    of    Henry   I    and    Matilda    of 
Scotland.       The  Conqueror  (WlHlam  I) 
was  descended  from  Rollo,  first  duke  of 
Normandy,  (or  duke  of  the  Norman.«.) 
who  died  in  the  year  927.  and  this  male 
of  the  British  queen  the  representative 
of  the  first  French  Norman.       She  was 
descended  from  Eleanora  of  Aquitalne. 
(wife  of  Henry  ID   from  Eleanora      of 
Provence,    (wife  of  Henry   III.)       from 
Eleanora  of  Castille,  (wife  of  Edward  I.) 
from  Isabella  of  France,  (a  Capet,  and 
wife  of  Edward  II,)  and  from  Phllippa 
of  Hainault.   (daughter  of  the  count  of 
Holland  and  Hainault.  and  wife  of  Ed- 
ward III).   The  English   throne  passed 
to  James  VI  of  Scotland,   in   1603,   who 
became  James  I  of  England:  and  he  was 
the  great-grandson  of  Margaret  Tudor, 
eldest  dau.ghter  of  Henry  VII  and  Eliza- 
beth   Plantagenet.    (eldest    daughter    of 
Edward  IV,)  who  married  James  IV  of 
Scotland.      This  took  the  blood  of  Bruce 
and    that    of    Stewart   into    the  English 
royal    line;    and    Queen   Victoria       was 
eighth    in    descent    from    James    I    and 
Anne    of       Denmark.       The       Princess 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  James  and  Anne, 
tnarriod  Frederick  V.  Elector  Palatine: 
and  Sophia,  youngest  daughter  of  Fred- 
erick and  Elizabeth,  married   the  Ger- 
man prince  who  later  was  m«de  elector 
of  Hanover.      The  Elector  Palatine  and 
his  wife  were  made  king  and  queen      of 
Bohemia,   but   they  could  not  maintain 
the  royalty   thus   acquired,    they   being 
of   the  earliest  victims  of  the       thirty 
years'    war.       The    English    crown   was 
settled  on  Sophia,  electress  dowager  of 
Hanover,  in  1701,  by  parliament,  but  she 
died  a  few  weeks  before  Queen  Anne, 
and  so  never  became  queen,  the  British 
throne  going  to  her  son,   George   I,   in 
1714.  a  century  after  the  marriage      of 
Elizabeth  Stewart  and  the  Elector  Pala- 
tine.     The  following  is  the  descent  from 
James  I  and  Anne  of  Denmark,  as  af- 
fects the  British  reigning  house:  Eliza- 
beth Stewart,   (Electress  Palatine     and 
Queen   of  Bohemia.)    Sophia,    (electress 
of  Hanover,)  George  I,  George  II,  Fred- 
erick,   (prince  of   Wales)    George     III, 


Prince  Edward,  (duke  of  Kent,)      and 
Queen  Victoria. 

This  lineage  is  a  matter  of  fact,  and 
there  is  nothing  In  it  like  the  stories 
that  are  told  of  the  descent  of  the  Bour- 
bons from  the  Arsacidae,  and  even  from 
Hercules,  or  like  the  claim  of  the  Ro- 
manoffs to  descent  from  Rurlk.  It 
rests  upon  sound  historical  facts.  Then 
Queen  Victoria  had  claims  to  long  de- 
scent because  the  elector  of  Hanover, 
who  married  her  ancestress  Sophia, 
was  head  of  one  of  the  most  ancient  and 
distinguished  of  European  families.  So 
that  if  the  English  gave  an  empress  to 
India,  even  the  Mussulmans  of  that 
part  of  the  world  had  to  admit  that  she 
was  worthy  to  hold  the  seat  of  Bab>ir, 
who  was  descended  from  Timour,  (Tam- 
erlane,) who  claimed  descent  from 
Genghis.  It  is  diflTicult  to  say  with 
what  great  house  In  Europe  Queen-Em- 
press Victoria  had  not  some  connection, 
including  houses  that  are  now  extinct, 
but  once  were  of  "the  first  families"  of 
the  earth.  And  ancient  descent  is  an 
element  of  strength  in  royal  families. 
Queen  Victoria  was  as  exalted  in  the 
matter  ofbrain.^  as  she.vas  in  the  matter 
of  birth  and  her  heart  was  as  good  as  her 
head.  She  will  live  in  history  as  the 
greatest  and  wisest  of  British  sover- 
eigns.

The  Republican  members  of  the  Min- 
nesota legislature  have  made  an  excel- 
lent choice  for  the  short  term  senator- 
ship.

There  are  few  more  popular  men  than 
Gen.  Clapp.  During  the  years  that  oe 
occupied  the  position  of  attorney  general 
he  made  a  multitude  of  fri.  nds.  and 
since  his  retirement  to  private  life  he 
has  added  to  the  number.  He  is  essen- 
tially a  man  of  the  people,  plain  .m  1 
unassuming  in  manner,  very  approach- 
able, and  of  a  most  genial  disposition. 
As  a  lawyer  he  stands  in  the  front 
rank.  As  a  public  speaker  he  has  f-  -v 
equals.  There  have  been  few  as  effec- 
tive campaign  orators  heard  In  Minne- 
sota. He  will  prove  a  valuable  mem- 
ber of  the  senate  and  will  ably  sustain 
the  hi.gh  reputation  Minnesota  his  es- 
tablished by  the  character  and  ability 
of  her  representatives  in  the  upper 
branch  of  congress.  While  Gen.  Clapp 
has  always  voted  the  Republican  ticket 
and  lobored  for  the  success  of  his  parly, 
he  has  not  hesitated  to  attack  features 
of  its  policy  that  he  deemed  unvvise. 


There  v.-ill  be  general  agreement  with 
the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Cincinnati 
Commercial  Tribune  that  justice,  swift 
and  stern,  should  follow  the  commission 
of  crime.

It  is  not  at  all  surprising  that,  under  such 
conditions,  the  justly  aroused  indignation 
of  Ihe  people  should,  at  times,  urge  t'ne 
multitude  to  make  sure  of  the  jjunishmont 
of  guilt  by  violently  taking  the  law  Into 
its  own   hands.

It  looks  now  as  If  Hanna  would  force 
the  senate  to  make  the  ship  subsidy  bill 
a  party  me;isure.

Epes  and  Wise  of  Virginia;  Daly  of  New 
Jersey;  Hoffecker  of  Delaware;  Balrd  of 
I.<.ulsiana;  Bland  of  Missouri;  Chlckerlng 
of  New  Y'ork;  Clarke  of  New  Hampshire; 
Danford  of  Ohio;  Dlngley  of  Maine; 
Greene  of  Nebraska,  and  Settle  of  Ken- 
tucky.

Ihjin  lias  the  present  prince  of  Wales  ' 

Created  prince  of  Wales  and  earl  of 
Chester  Dee.  4,  1841,  when  he  was  just  a 
month  old,  he  assumed  not  long  after 
the  duties  as  well  as  the  dignities  of  his 
rank.  Before  he  was  <jui  of  kilts  he 
was  opening  orphan  asylunms  and  hos- 
pitals, and  he  has  been  at  it  ever  since. 
It  may  not  seem  at  first  glance  to  be  an 
important  service  for  a  prince  to  render 
Ms  people,  but  it  was  not  a  chosen  ser- 
vice, and  there  is  no  reason  to  believe 
that  the  prince  of  Wales  has  found  fifty 
years  of  corner-stone  laying  a  continual 
round  of  pleasure.  That  he  al->v.iys  per- 
formed happily  any  such  service  which 
was  asked  of  him;  that  nothing  was  too 
mm  h  trouble  nor  too  great  an  annoy- 
ance if  the  people  aiked  it.  and  above 
all,  that  ho  made  friends  of  the  people 
wherever  he  went.  Is  fufflcitnt  proof  of 
f.a-  manner  in  whi(  h  he  fulfilled  those 
offices.  Wherever  he  goes  on  such  an 
t'-rand  he  delights  the  i.eople  with  ih:^ 
air  of  j;erfect  equality  and  good  fel- 
lowship with  which  he  greets  them.  He 
has  the  manner  of  being  friends  with 
everyone  and  is  never  too  hurried  to  pay 
a  graceful  comidiinent  when  the  oppor- 
tunity ofters,  even  to  the  humblest  of  his 
subjects. 

To  a  (harming  manner  is  added  a  re- 
inari<able  gift  of  nnoii  iry.  He  seldom 
forgets  a  face  which  he  has  once  seen, 
and  never  the  name  of  a  person  who 
has  been  intrfdutel  to  him.  These  fac- 
uliie.-;  have  given  him  the  reputation  of 
being  the  nio.'^t  popular  prince  in  the 
world,  .".nd  it  is  stated  as  fad  that  he 
has  more  Xriends  than  any  living  per- 
son. 

From  the  moment  the  pince  of  Wales 
was  born  in  Buckingham  palace  Nov.  9. 
1"11,  he  was  du'Ke  of  Cornwall.  From 
time  Immemorial  Cornwall  i;as  been 
known  as  'the  ddlectable  duc^iy."  A 
reas.-n  fc;r  this  title  is  apparent  when 
we  learn  that  the  prince  of  Wales  re- 
ceives $,■'00,000  a  year,  the  revenues  of 
the   duchy  of  Cornwall. 

.Vmong  the  prince's  other  titles  arc 
duke  of  Rothesay,  duke  of  Saxe-C.burg- 
G  itha.  prince  of  Saxi'ny,  ear;  of  Chester, 
earl  of  Carrick.  earl  of  Dublin.  B  iron 
Benfrew  ami  lord  of  the  isles.  His  only 
Christian  names  are  Albert  Edward, 
fewer  than  is  usual  in  the  case  of  royal 
per.'^ons. 

In  infancy  the  prince  was  secludr'l  as 
much  as  possible  from  the  public  in 
order  not  to  excite  his  vanity.  He  owed 
Ma  first  training  to  Lady  Littelton,  Mrs. 
Gladstone's  sister,  v.ho  was  his  gover- 
ress  until  be  was  6  years  old.  Then  tfr.i 
ouestion  of  educating  the  future  king 
lieoame  a  very  serious  one.  Numerous 
bishops  were  consuUrd.  and  they  all 
sMld  that  It  should  b'  truly  English  and 
trulv  moral,  which  things  thy  regarded 
as  equivalent.  Finally  Henry  Birch., 
who  had  ber-n  captain  of  Eton,  was 
chosen  as  tutor. 

On  Nov.  9,  lS.').'i.  the  prince  of  Wales 
.itlf^lned  his  eighteenth  year  and  be- 
came legally  hc'r  to  the  crown.  The 
queen  wrote  him  a  letter  announcing  his 
emancijuitlon  from  parental  c^mtrol. 
and  he  was  so  touched  by  Its  perusal 
that  he  brought  it  to  Gen.  Wellesley 
with  tears  in  his  eyes.  ;ind  we  have  the 
impartial  testimony  of  Charles  Grevlile 
,Ts  to  the  character  of  the  epl.-^tle.  whl' h 
was.  says  the  famous  diarist,  "one  of  the 
most  .Vdmlral  letters  that  was  ever 
penned."  On  the  same  day  he  became 
n  colonel  in  the  army  and  received  the 
Order  of  the  Garter,  while  Col.  Bruce 
became  his  governor.  Exactly  a  month 
after  his  birthday  the  prince  started 
on  a  continental  tour,  traveling  more  or 
les-;  incognito  as  Baron  Renfrew.  He  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Tarver,  who  bad 
just  been  appointed  his  chaplain  and 
director  of  studies. 

In  I860  the  prince  started  upon  a 
tour  of  America,  during  which  he  visit- 
ed Canada  and  the  Ignited  States.  Of 
his  travels  through  this  country  one  of 
his   biographers   writes: 

•After' staying  a  few  days  In  Phila- 
delpr.ia  he  started  for  New  York,  where 
he  received  a  splendid  welcome  from 
Father  Knickerbocker,  being  met  at  the 
station  by  the  mayor  and  driven  through 
Broadway  to  the  Fifth  Avenue  hotel. 
Half  a  million  spectators  saw  him  ar- 
rive, and  so  great  was  the  anxiety  to 
see  Queen  Victoria's  eldest  son  at  close 
quarters  that  there  was  no  structure  in 
New  York  large  enough  to  contain  those 
who  thought  that  they  had— and  who 
no  doubt  had— a  right  to  meet  the  prince 
of  Wales  at  a  social  function. 

"At  last  a  building  was  found  cap- 
able of  containing  6000  people,  but,  look- 
ing to  the  question  of  'crinolines  and 
comfort,'  it  was  reluctantly  decided 
that  not  more  than  3000  cards  of  Invita- 
tion admitting  to  the  ball  and  to  the 
supper  to  follov.-  should  be  sent  out.  For- 
tunately most  of  the  3000  guests  were 
importaiit  people  and.  therefore,  too  old 
to  dance.  They  represented  in  both 
senses  of  the  word  the  solid  element  in 
New  York  society,  for  as  they  crowded 
round  the  prince  the  floor  gave  way, 
and  it  is  a  wonder  that  no  serious  acci- 
dent took  place.  This  splendid  enter- 
tainment, which  took  place  In  the  old 
\cademy  of  Music,  is  still  remembered 
by  many  elderly  Americans.  The 
prince  showed  his  tact  and  good  taste 
by  frequently  changing  his  partner. 
For  the  supper  a  special  service  of 
china  and  glass  had  been  manufactured, 
the  pince's  motto,  'Ich  Dien,'  being  em- 
blazoned on  very  piece." 

He  also  visited  Chicago  and  although 
that  city  was  but  a  few  years  his  senior 
was  bravely  entertained.  He  traveled 
under  the  title  of  Baron  Renfrew,  one 
of  his  many  titles,  and  there  was  an  ef- 
fort at  disguise,  indeed,  that  would  have 
been  impossible,  since  every  man,  wo- 
man and  child  on  this  side  of  the  water 
was  waiting  at  boat  landing  osr  railv.ay

STATUS 
OF  CUBA 


Washington,  Jan.  21. — (Special  to  Th« 
Herald.)— Military  control  of  Cuba  will 
in  no  sense  be  interfered  with  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  decision  by  the  suprema 
court  recently  declaring^  the  island  to 
be  foreign  territory. 

The  opinion  of  the  highest  army  au- 
thorities is  that  the  liands  of  ttie  war 
depariment  liave  probably  been 
strengthened  by  the  decision,  and  no 
ciueslion  now  exists  of  the  authority  of 
the  government  to  maintain  troops 
there  so  long  as  it  is  deemed  ex- 
liedlent  and  until  some  recognized  form 
of  goveruinent  is  i^ut  into  operation. 

2\o  surprise  is  expressed  at  the  opinion 
delivered  by  Justice  Harlan  tkiat  Cuba 
is  foreign  iand,  and  it  is  staled  that  the 
war  department  all  along  has  been  pro- 
ceeding under  this  assumption.  Several 
army  men  expres.-;ed  the  belief  tliat 
until,  the  president  is  ready  to  admit 
that  the  peoi-le  of  Cuba  are  capable  of 
self-governnicnt  there  can  be  no  pos- 
sible withdrawal  of  the  military  forces, 
and  certainly  no  change  in  Uie  present 
adnilnistratijn  of  affairs.  It  is  appar- 
ent the  sentiment  is  that  the  with- 
drawal will  only  occur  at  .s(;me  indefinite 
period  in  the  future.  It  is  very  com- 
mon to  hear  the  remark  amonjf  ^^cials 
that  it  may  be  two  or  three  years  be- 
fore the  Cubans  can  agree  upon  a  sat- 
isfactory form  of  government.  It  is 
asserted  that  if  there  is  any  time  wtien 
a  large  force  of  troops  should  be  in  Cuba 
it  is  during  the  peiiod  when  the  people 
will  pass  train  one  form  of  government 
to  another.  Seven  thousand  troops  are 
now  .»^tatiuned  in  Cuba.  This  force  has 
not  been  reduced  .since  last  summer, 
when  Some  few  battali.Mis  were  brought 
away  for  service  In  the  Ptiilippines. 
Further  reduction  at  that  time  was  op- 
posed by  Gen.  Wood,  and  he  has  re- 
cently protested  again  against  the  re- 
call of  any  more  soldiers,  it  was  slated 
recently  liwit  so  far  thei-e  is  no  indica- 
tion of  a  purpose  to  reduce  the  force 
this  spiring— a  time  when  the  sickly  sea- 
son be.glns  and  the  yellow  fever  may  be 
exiiecied  to  be  more  general.  Advices 
from  the  governor  general  recount  from 
time  to  time  progress  that  Is  being  made 
by  the  const ituthnal  convention.  There 
is  no  expectation,  however,  that  the 
elocti..ns  necessary  under  its  pro\  Isl  >n8 
can  possibly  be  held  lor  months.  Ac- 
tion, furthermore,  by  congress  on  the 
constitution,  and  Its  approval  b,.foie 
it  can   be  applied,  is  neee.^Jsary. 

An  officer  <'f  high  rank,  who  re.Tected 
the  opinion.s  of  otiiers  on  the  subject  of 
military  control,  said: 

"We  have  not  a  large  force  of  soldiers 
In  Cuba,  and  they  will  unquestionably 
be  inainfained  there  until  s  »me  tino 
after  Cuba  is  turned  over  to  its  own 
leople  for  gc.vernmont.  That  can  not 
be  dcme  except  by  action  by  congress 
and  the  president,  and  there  will  tCien  be 
some  uncertainty  Itiat  perfect  order  will 
prt  vail  during  the  first  year  or  so  aft-  r 
the  constltutbtn  is  applied.  There  will 
be  discontent  among  an  element  that 
favir.-^  annexation  to  the  United  Stntea, 
and  trjs  element  has  been  making  some 
trouble  in  the  constitutional  convention 
at    Il.ivana. 

"Another  element  that  may  attemjit 
to  inaK"  trouble  are  those  who  have  yet 
affiliation  v^•ith  the  sentiment  for  .'^p.oin. 
This  class  might  attempt  to  cause  dis- 
cord. I  doubt  if  the  army  will  be  re- 
moved from  Cuba  for  two  or  th'ee 
years.  There  Is  a  wholesome  respect  for 
Amerlcn  trooj-s  that  causeis  the  slight- 
est effort  at  rioting  to  be  discouraged 
by  those  who  recognize  the  nieasurea 
that  would  be  adci'led  to  suppress  dls- 
orc'.er. 

"So  f.ir  as  we  can  see.  the  opinion  In 
the  Neely  case  has  no  Vitiating  at  all  on 
the  relations  of  the  war  department  to 
Cuba.  TMs  department  has  nothing  to 
do  with  decisions  of  the  supreme  court 
until  the  president  declares  they  apper- 
tain to  military  affairs  in  Cuba,  and 
there  Is  no  probability  that  military  oc- 
cui^atlon  can  possibly  be  affected  by  iCia 
recent  decision." 

Although  a  little  chary  In  the  ex- 
pression of  It,  officljl  sentiment  is  large- 
ly to  the  effect  that.  w>-lle  the  United 
States  may  go  throush  the  form  of  sur- 
rendering Cuba  to  the  Cubans,  il  will 
inevitably   gr.Tvlt?te  back  to  us.

S'>metime  u^'j  Mar.siial'.-\V  e.is 
company  shipped  in  some  pieces  of  the 
same  tim;.r  that  were  about  twenty 
feet  lony  and  twenty-live  invhcs  in  dia- 
meter. Thoae  san.e  pieces  would  look 
very  small  btfside  the  !mmon:^e  slicks 
that  the  dredge  company  has  just  re- 
ceived. Th'iie  i.*  about  S'>OU  fet-.t  of  ium- 
ter  in  each  i)iece.  and  it  was  delivered 
tor  $-11  a  thousand  feet.  The  three  piece.i 
came  loaded  on  two  tlat  cars  and

One  of  the  local 
lum".'frmtn  estimate.-;  that  a  tree  capaiile 
of  producing  a  stick  of  timb-r-r  rlfiy- 
eight  feet  long  and  forty  iachts  square, 
must  be  at  least  six  feet  in  diimeter 
si.vty  feet  fmm  the  ground.  Tiie.-='  im- 
mense timliers  will  be  used  on  the  tired;;''

Port  of  Spain.  Trinidad,  B.  W.  I.,  Jan.

In  addition,  the 
assertion  is  again  made  that  if  foreign 
governments  permit  the  action  of  the 
Venezuelan  authorities  to  pa.'^.s;  without 
some  protest  all  foreign  investors  will 
he  driven  from  South  America,  for  the 
latter  claim  they  are  always  being  il- 
legally plundered.

Hou.-lon  thought  reasunalde.  In  his  an- 
nual report  he  used  the  following  lan- 
guaee:  "Finding  by  our  surveys  that  iio 
shoaling  had  oc>uire,i  (that  is.  in  Su- 
perior entry),  and  being  satl;.rifcd  that 
none  would  occur  uui  ir.g  low  water  sea- 
son that  cou'id  be  a.^ciioed  to  the  canal; 
and  knov.ing.  at  the  same  time,  that 
when  the  pier^  are  extended  out  from 
the  l>ar  into  deep  water,  the  action  of 
the  waves  and  lake  lurrents  in  forming 
bars  will  be  to  a  great  extent  resisted.  I 
recoiii mended  the  p. .stponemeni  of  the 
i-oiistruction  of  the  dike  until  after  the 
spring  freshets  of  the  piejent  sea.son. 
feelin.s  that  In  a  single  season,  very 
little,  if  any,  injury  svould  o:cur  at  the 
entry,  and  that  we  migiit  find  the  dike 
unnece>sary.  A  gieat  inconvenience  and 
expense  would  thus  be  avoided,  and  the 
wishes  of  all  parties  gratified."  Maj. 
Houston's  conclusion  was  that  the  dike 
would  not  be  re  juired.

"In  Conclusion.  I  would  say  that  all

X?w  York,  Jan.  21.— A  dispatch  to 
the  World  from  London  says:  Your  cor- 
respondent has  obtained  from  a  source 
within  court  circles  the  first  compre- 
hensive and  actual  account  of  the 
queen's  illness  that  has  been  given  out. 

The  facts  place  the  illness  of  the  queen 
in  a  startling  and  pathetic  light.  They 
show  that  her  majesty's  mind  ha»  been 
failing  for  many   months,   even   l>efore 

her  visit  to  Ireland.  She  has  been  a 
mental  wieck  for  months.  Wlienever  it 
\vas  ulticiaily  announced  that  she  made 
fi'iicitcus  responses  to  sjjeeches  al 
public  functions  it  is  a  matter  of  cold 
fa.t  that  the  poor  old  queen  was  in  such 
a  daze  that  all  sh?  could  say  to  her 
cuMipanions  was:  "Whtre  am  I?"  Sev- 
eral times  when  she  appeared  in  pub- 
lic during  the  pa.^t  six  or  eight  rnonihs 
she  has  fallen  asleep. 

Had  it  been  anyone  else  but  the  queen 
.if  England  it  would  have  been  plain 
long  ag«i  that  the  malady  was  senile  de- 
c-ay. And  tiiat  nuthfuily  is  what  af- 
iiicts  Vict. Ilia.  Hut  for  her  physical 
bicaking  uji  of  the  past  week,  an  at- 
tack of  paralysis  in  the  left  side,  it 
\vould  have  lieon  possible  for  the  court 
and  the  royal  household  to  have  kept 
from  the  Hritish  people  knowledge  of 
her  mental  decay  for  an  indefinite 
l^eriod.  For  the  queen  had  lapses  of 
intellectual  vigor,  but  these  were  more 
distressing  to  her  than  her  periods  of 
mental  density.

The  «iueen  dl.l  not  look 
for  any  dlsasterous  residta  to  her  arm.v. 
She  expected  jiGlhiim  but  a  succession  ot 
cjuJok,  easy  victories.  Instead,  disaster 
followed    disaster   every   few   days.

Oreek  Anarchist  Talis  of  Plots 

To  Kill  Pfominont 

Americans. 

New  York,  J.m.  21.— Elias  Masuras,  a 
Greek,  the  complainant  in  an  assault 
case,  which  came  bef.jre  City  Judge 
Kellogg,  of  Yonkors.  X.  Y.,  told  a 
startling  plot  of  Greek  anarchists  to  kill 
prominent  Americans  and  would  have 
told  more  had  cotin  not  stopped  him 
and  turned  him  ')ver  to  the  police  that 
they  might  quietly  Investigate  the 
case.  Several  arrests  have  already 
been  made  and  a  number  more  are 
planned. 

On  the  stand  Masuras  said  that  in 
Greece  he  had  been  a  memlx-r  of  an 
anarchist  society.  Some  time  ago  it  fell 
to  his  lot  to  kill  a  public  man  in  the 
I'nited  States  and  he  was  ordered  to 
com&  to  this  branch  of  the  society.  He 
never  heard  the  name  of  the  man  whom 
he  was  to  murder  and  understood,  as  in 
other  cases,  that  the  man  who  was  to 
be  killed,  was  to  be  selected  on  his 
arrival  in  this  country.  After  arriv- 
ing in  America,  he.  according  to  his 
story,  v.ent  to  Yonkers.  afliliated  him- 
self with  the  branch  organization  there 
as  well  as  the  one  in  Ne.v  Ynik.  Fin. illy 
he  became  frightened,  withdrew  and 
refiLsed  to  carry  out  his  mission.  From 
the  time  he  left  the  ..rgar:ization  he 
claims  he  was  annoyed  and  threatened 
by  members  of  the  society.  He  re- 
mained firm  in  his  determination  not 
to  obey  orders,  however,  and  six  (  f 
the  men  came  here  and  begged  him  t' 
return.  Wh -n  he  stil!  refu.sed.  one  of 
the  six.  which  one  h.-  could  not  say.  at- 
tf  mpted  to  stab  him.  The  blow  was 
aimed  too  hish.  however.  Masuras  was 
apparently  wiliing  to  tell  more  about 
the  society,  but  Judge  KelK'jrg  ad- 
journed the  hearing  and  commited  the 
prisoner  to  jail  pending  further  exam- 
ination. Masuras  was  examined  liy  the 
police  and  as  .a  result  warrants  were 
issued.

General  Dick  Hakes  a  Speech 

Congratulating  Cadets 

On  Their  Action. 


AVest  Point.  N.  Y..  Jan.  a.— The  congres- 
sional committee  left  here  yesterday  for 
Washington  after  having  concluded  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  military  academy.  By  a 
voluntary  agreement  of  the  cadets,  hazing 
was  abolished  at  a  meeting  of  the  entire 
corps  of  cadets  held  in  Grant  hall  Satur- 
day night. 

Tins  action  comes  as  a  surprise  to  the 
committee.  It  was  nearly  midnight  when 
Col.  A.  Jj.  Mills,  superinlenJent  of  the 
academy,  handed  a  copy  of  the  cadets' 
resolutions  to  Gen.  Drlggs.  When  the 
other  members  of  the  committee  heard  of 
it,  Mr.  Driggs  mo\ed  that  it  be  read  by 
C'il.  Mills  and  afterwanls  iliat  it  be  added 
to  me  records.  Cadets  Beitlson,  Mahaffey, 
Bray  and  Atkin.son,  who  signed  the  decree 
on  l.ehalf  of  their  respective  cla.-ises.  were 
c.illed  before  tlie  committee.  The  court 
room  was  nilod  with  army  oflicers  and 
their  wives  and  daughters  and  none  of 
ihem  had  any  idea  of  what  was  coming. 
As  soon  as  Col.  Mills  read  the  resolutions. 
Gen.  Dick,  iddiessing  Col.  Mills  and  the 
four  cadets  taid: 

"This  action  taken  by  the  corps  now  at 
the  national  military  academy,  will  lie  re- 
ferred to  by  the  committee  with  signs  of 
approval  and  approliation.  What  you  did 
h«'i-e  today  will  mark  an  epoch  in  the  his- 
tory of  West  I'oini  and  jierliaps  in  the  his- 
tory of  all  educational  institutions  in  this 
country,  for  wh-'ii  hazing  lio  longer  finds 
a  place  at  West  Point,  it  will  nat  hnd  lo Ig- 
meiit  in  other  educational  institutions.  A 
hundred  years  of  history  has  brought  this 
instituiion  perhaps  more  closely  than  nn.v 
other  to  the?  hearts  of  the  American  people. 
What  you  have  done  for  It  today  wiil 
leave  it  still  higher  in  the  g"od  opinion  that 
all  true  Americans  have  for  it.  We  all 
appreciate  that  men  who  come  here  sacrl- 
lic'e  everything  in  a  desire  to  serve  their 
counir.v. '  This  duty  and  this  sacri.lce  does 
ii'jt  go"  unappreciated  .among  your  fellow 
CMun'.rynien.  it  is  a  design  t.jwarels  a  still 
greater  luster  and  fame  to  West  Point 
that  congress  has  cfialrivcd  by  a  careful 
investigation  to  fiml  means  of  eradicating 
an\tbintr  that  may  be  out  of  harmony  wiib 
its  use-fulness.  Your  voluntar.v  action  wHl 
make  perm.aiient  what  congress  has  done, 
but  you  have  addeJ  to  th--  great  reputa- 
tions already  achieved  here,  in  dismissing 
yon  1  heipe  you  will  convey  to  each  of  y.iur 
classes  the  congratulations  of  this  com- 
mit t.-e.  its  well  wishes  for  your  future  suc- 
cess and  its  thanks."

And  Opinions  of  iJembars  of 
Cdngress  Rcflact  the  Gen- 
eral Saniimani.

Washington,  Jan.  21.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— It  is  not  going  too  far  to  say 
that  the  mo.st  intt-n«o  indignation  and 
rtsentment  prevails  generally  over  the 
disclosures  which  the  congressional 
committee  at  West  Point  has  brought  to 
light. 

There  is  scarcely  a  dissent  among  the 
senators  and  representatives  that  the 
sternest  measures  muat  be  resorted  to 
to  put  a  stop  now  and  forever  to  the  dis- 
graceful practices  which  have  been  b'uf- 
fered  to  go  on  without  interruption 
from  those  in  auiiiority.  In  army 
circle.'!  there  is  visible  embarrassment 
over  the  result  of  the  congres.slonai  in- 
vestigation because,  in  the  tiist  in- 
stance, the  army  people;  pooh-poohed 
the  whole  l>usine;;.s  when  the  IJooz  case 
was  brought  to  public  attention,  and 
then  the  military  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  wjir  dop:irtmont  to  in- 
vestigate reported  practically  there 
•was  nothing  to  complain  of. 

There  is  no  doui>t  the  war  depart- 
ment is  placed  in  a  most  awkward  pt'si- 
tion.  i-^cacl'y  what  will  be  the  na- 
ture of  the  conclusions  of  the  ctmgres- 
sional  commission  on  the  damning  tes- 
timony to  which  its  members  are  listen- 
ing cannot  yet  be  told.  It  is  suie  .is 
fate  the  stronge.-t  pressure  that  social, 
personal  and  political  Inlluences  can 
exert  will  be  brought  to  bear  to  get  as 
much  whitewash  in  the  report  as  pos- 
•ible.  I'ublic  sentim  nt  the  country 
•vcr  is.  however,  aroused  to  an  extra- 
crdinary  dtcrr;?e  a.nd  the  opinions  of 
memiiers  of  congiess.  a.^a  above  indi- 
cated, arc  a  rell^x  of  this. 

It  is  said  that  both  Cn].  Mills  and  Col. 
Hein.  who  were  ignorani  of  what  was 
taking  place,  in  the  in-titution  under 
their  (ontrol,  were  apjiointed  througii 
political  and  p^'.'sonal  in'luences  solely 
and  v.ithnut  regard  to  their  fitness  for 
such  responsii.ile  p'Jsitii.Ui*.  Tiolh  of 
them  were  gallant  soldiirs,  V>ut  this 
mere  fact  did  not  constitute  them  cap- 
able of  managing  the  West  Point  aca- 
demy. 

The  view  outside  of  the  war  depart- 
ment is  that  iioth  of  these  men  should 
go  and  that  every  cadet,  who.  by  his 
own  ctmfession  or  the  testimony  of  his 
associates,  hns  been  found  guilty  of 
hazing,  should  be  summarily  expelled. 
It  may  be  and  doubtless  will  h,}  urseil 
that  this  would  l>e  carrying  the  heioic 
remedy  to  the  extreme.  f>n  the  other 
hand,  it  is  held  that  nothing  luu  heroic 
means  of  suppression  will  be  effective. 
The  tierce  and  trenchant  characteriz- 
ation of  the  doings  at  West  Point  made 
by  Senator  AUon,  of  Nebraska,  recently 
■was  heard  with  approving  nods  and  no 
dissent  on  both  sides  of  the  chamber. 
As  the  press  dispatches  gave  only  a 
liare  synopsis  of  his  remarks,  it  will  be 
of  particular  interest  to  reproduce  them 
from  the  Congressional  Record.  Mr. 
Allen  said: 

"Look  at  the  condition  existing  at 
West  Point.  Here  we  say  every  day 
that  we  have  the  greatest  government 
In  the  world,  and  we  are  the  greatest 
people.  We  are  a  great  people  to  con- 
gratulate ourselves  upon  our  govern- 
ment. We  have  the  )>est  country  in 
the  w<irld.  I  have  no  doubt.  We  have  a 
mighty  ration,  rich  not  only  materially, 
but  rich  in  intellectuality  and  rich  in 
molality,  a  nation  the  destination  of 
which  no  man  can  foresee  if  we  con- 
duct it  properly.  And  yet.  in  this  na- 
tion, at  the  chief  military  school,  we 
find  brutality  of  character  that  ought 
not  to  be  found  annmg  barViarlans.  L'^ok 
at  the  investisation  v>hich  has  been 
going  on.  a  portion  (  f  v.hich,  I  under- 
stand, has  been  suppressed  also.  I., ook 
at  t.he  thins;  called  hazisicr.  Why,  th- 
prize  tlKhter  is  a  gentleman,  the  bull 
baiter  is  a  gcntlemnn.  tife  boar  bnttei"  is 
a  Kentleman  a.-?  compared  with  the 
ruJiian  and  lirutal  fellow  at  West  Point 
who  will  engage  in  a  practice  of  that 
kind.  A  life  has  been  lost  recently.  A 
young  man  from  the  country,  thousands 
of  miles  from  West  Point,  leaving  his 
home  for  the  first  titne.  a  boy  of  1.^.  16 
or  17  years  of  ag^.  who  has  bi-en  the 
pride  of  hi^;  parents,  who  has  b.-en  the 
pride  of  his  school,  is  naturally  a  little 
abashed  when  he  goes  tli;tt  distance 
fr.tm  home  and  enters  into  a  preat 
military  school  like  this.  The  tlrst 
thing  he  must  meet  with  is  a  brutal  a.s:- 
sault  and  brutal  indignity  upon  tho  part 
of  those  who  have  been  there  bef. .re 
him  .  These  things  are — I  will  not  s.ay 
encouraged — but  they  take  place  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  oilUers  of  that 
institution  and  that  I  am  prepared  per- 
sonally to  prove. 

"Mr.  President.  I  know  of  a  young 
man  who  went  there  from  my  own 
state,  well  qualified  to  enter  that  or  any 
other  institution,  a  splendid  man  phy- 
sically, mentally  and  morally.  highly 
educated,  yet  those  ruffians  got  hold  of 
him  and  they  so  annoyed  him  that  ho 
dropped  a  point  in  his  examination  and 
had  to  go  out,  and  he  has  been  reap- 
pointed. Compelbd  to  eat  soap,  com- 
pelled to  get  down  like  a  frog  and  jumji. 
and  all  the  indignities,  some  of  which 
I  would  not  dare  to  repeat  in  this  pres- 
ence, were  heaped  upon  him  as  they 
were  heaped  upon  the  young  gentle- 
man who  lost  his  life. 

"Vet  that  takes  place.  Mr.  President, 
in  the  chief  military  school  of  the 
United  States,  where  we  are  educating 
the  distinguished  leaders  of  our  army 
in  the  future.  Some  officer  says  it  can- 
not be  prevented.  Well,  if  you  v.ill 
just  give  one  of  the  old  volunteer  gen- 
erals, who  is  determined  to  do  his  duty, 
authority  over  that  institution  for  six 
weeks,  you  v.iil  see  that  he  will  stop  it, 
or  thtre  will  be  some  dead  boys  if  the 
pfjictice  is  not  stopped. 

"There  ha.<;  lieVer  ;iii>  thing  happened 
In  the  United  States  that  is  more  bru- 
tal and  more  inexcusable  than  that, 
and  y-t  what  efforts  are  bein5T  made  to 
suppress  It?  Do  you  tell  me  that  it 
tannot  bo  suppressed?  I  know  it  can  be 
cuppressed.  and  fo  do  you.  and  so  does 
every  man  in  this  chamber,  and  it  can

be  suppressed  effectually.  The  boy  or 
man,  who,  in  consequence  of  the  su- 
periority of  his  physical  strength,  will 
use  that  strength  unprovoked  upon  a 
weaker  man  is  a  coward,  I  care  not 
where  he  comes  from  or  who  he  is,  and 
the  fact  that  he  is  a  coward,  and  an 
arrant  coward,  is  simply  the  reason  why 
he  uses  his  superior  strength  upon  the 
weaker  one." 

The  senate  com.mittee  on  military 
alTairs  has  decided  to  incorporate  the 
following  provision  in  that  bill  as  an 
amend.ment: 

"Under  the  direction  of  the  secretary 
of  war,  the  superintendent  of  the  United 
States  military  academy  shall  make 
and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations

The  commit- 
tee in  its  reposition  is  simply  reiterat- 
ing what  has  already  been  prescribed 
and  disresrarded.  The  regulations  now 
in  force  prohibit  hazing  and  the  super- 
intendent of  the  academy  Is  sui>posed 
to  see  that  the  regulations  are  obeyed. 
He  has  not  done  it.  but.  on  the  contrary, 
if  the  congressional  committee  had  not 
gone  to  West  Point,  he  would  have  con- 
tinued to  insist  that  no  hazing  was 
practiced  there.

Former  Judge  Taft.  chairman  of  the 
Philippines  commission,  has  furnished 
the  war  department  with  the  acts  ap- 
proved by  the  commission  establishing 
a  civil  government  fir  the  province  of 
Penguet  and  townships  of  the  pro- 
vin'-e.

The  new  naval  register,  which  will  be 
ready  to  issue  to  the  service  in  a  few 
days,  d  .es  not  bear  out  the  saying  that 
no  naval  officer.^?  resign  and  few  die. 

The  vacancies  from  both  causes  dur- 
ing the  past  year  were  numerous,  and 
the  retirements,  both  voluntary  and 
under  the  age  limitation,  were  larger 
than  during  any  similar  period  for 
years. 

It  Is  expected  that  a  dozen  or  more 
officers  of  lieutenant  commander's  anfl 
lieutenant's  rank  will  soon  be  retired, 
whether  they  wish  or  not.  This  com- 
pulsory retirement  is  required  in  order 
to  create  the  even  flow  of  promotion 
and  prevent  the  stagnation  that  affiict- 
ed  the  navy  for  years.  Fifteen  offieers 
resigned  during  the  last  year.  Including 
some  naval  cadets  ff)und  deficient  at 
the  navay  academy.  One  marine  offi- 
cer also  preferred  civil  life  and  gave  up 
his  commission.  Ttnirty-eipht  officers 
were  retired,  and  they  were  frnm  every 
grade  and  rank  in  the  navy.  Two  were 
rear  admirals,  six  captains,  three  com- 
manders, and  others  of  lesser  rank. 
Sevej-al  of  the  hichest  ranking  medical 
men  and  two  colonels  of  the  mirine 
corps   relinquished   active  service. 

The  denths  numbered  thirty-tfiree  and 
comprised  foui-  rear  admirals,  one  com- 
modore, a  grade  now  extinct  except  for 
retiied  officers,  and  the  otheis  of  all 
grades.  Only  one  officer  was  discharged 
and  one  dropped.  Not  on'^  was  dismissed 
and  only  two  naval  cadets  suffered  that 
disgrace. 

The  register  shows  that  there  are  Inl 
vaeancles  in  the  ranks  of  junior  lieu- 
tenant and  ensign,  which,  under  the 
present  rate  of  annunl  assitrnments 
fiom  the  graduating  class  at  Annajiolis, 
can  Fcarcely  be  expected  to  be  filled. 
Never  before  has  the  register  shown 
such  a  remarkably  large  number  of 
vncancifs  in  the  twT  lower  grades  if 
the  line.  Tnree  years  ago  there  were 
hardly  sufficient  for  the  annual  output 
f>f  Annapolis.  Now  the  outinit  docs  not 
dimini^f-i  the  vacancies  to  any  a.opre- 
ciable  extent,  owing  to  the  increase  of 
retirements  and  the  larce  ca.sualtv  list.

Senator  Turner  In  Bringing  it 

Before  Ssnate,  Hakes 

That  Shargdr 


Washington,  Jan.  21.— At  the  opening 
of  today's  session  of  the  senate,  the 
chaplain  in  his  invocation  referred  with 
deep  pathos  to  the  condition  of  Queen 
Victoria,  paying  tribute  to  her  virtues 
as  a  sovereign  and  a  woman  and  invrdc- 

ing  divine  tenderness  and  sympathy 
for  all  her  family  and  for  the  people  of 
her  realm. 

An  act  to  confirm  in  trust  to  the  city 
of  Albuquerque,  N.  M.,  the  town  of  Al- 
buciuerque  grant,  was  passed. 

Mr.  Turner,  Washington,  offered  a 
resolution  requiring  the  president  to 
transmit  to  the  senate,  if  not  incom- 
patible with  reason,  public  information 
of  what  steps  have  been  taken  l)y  the 
state  dermrtment  to  protect  the  rights 
of  R.  E.  Prown,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  matter  of  his  claim 
against  the  South  African  republic,  to- 
gether with  copies  of  correspondence 
and  papers  relating  iherto.  The  reso- 
lution was  adopted. 

Mr.  Turner  made  a  statement  regard- 
ing the  case.  Brown,  who  is  an  Amer- 
ican, went  to  South  Africa  eight  years 
ago.  He  located  a  large  number  of  gold 
mining  claims  in  Weltfontein,  adopt- 
ing American  methods  in  his  work.  He 
was  deprived  of  the  claims  by  order  of 
the  South  African  authorities  and  in- 
stituted suit  against  them  for  $1.8.^0.000. 
The  case  was  decided  by  the  South 
African  court  in  Brown's  favor,  his 
contention  being  upheld  upon  e^very 
point,  notwithstandingfl^ie  order  of 
'(President  Kniger  withdrawing  the 
claims  held  by  Mr.  Brown  from  loca- 
tion. The  judgment  of  the  court  so  in- 
censed President  Kruger  and  the  volks- 
raad  that  the  judges  were  removed 
summarily  from  office.  Subsequently 
the  ntw  court  dismissed  the  case  of  Mr. 
Brown  and  he  was  invited  to  institute 
a  new  suit.  Realizing  that  the  court 
was  packed  against  him.  he  decided  to 
appeal  to  his  own  government  for  just- 
ice and  with  a  view  to  securing  his 
rights  as  defined  by  the  highest  court 
of  the  Transvaal  republic. 

Mr.  Turner  said  the  claims  of  Mr. 
Brown  now  were  v.orth  $."(.000,000  or 
$fi.0O0.OO0.  In  view  of  iho  givernmental 
change  that  had  taken  place  in  the 
Transvaal.  Mr.  Turner  said,  the  purpose 
of  his  resolution  was  to  press  upon 
fJreat  Britain  the  merit  of  the  claim 
of  Mr.  Brown  and  to  ascertain  what 
stops  had  been  taken  by  this  govern- 
ment in  regard  to  it  since  C;reat  Britain 
had  assumed  the  responsibilities  of 
sovereignty  over  that  territory. 

At  1:30  p.  m.  the  senate,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Foraker,  went  into  executive  ses- 
sion.
